Thou haſt made thy ſelf woztby to depart,by chp break- 
ing and loſing of thy Uirginity. Take thine arrar, go the way 
into ſome place, wbere thou mapeſt be delivered of the fruit tbat 
reſteth in thee, foz thou ſbalt be no longer here within. 

Mpen Caliſto beard the Goddeſs Diana: and knew that the 
ſaid truth, great tears fell from ber epes, and wecping ingreat 
abundance, -excuſed her upon Jupiter, rehearſing the abuſe and 
violence that ſbe bad. Diana and the Paidens had great mat ve 
of Jupiter pat had them ſo deceived. Caliſto cryed ber mee 
cy, and many ti mes offered ber (elf to the cozregion of the Mai 
dens. Botwithflanding, ſþe was beld excuſed, they received bier 
not ta mercy. She was condemned to go out of the Cloyfter,and 
ſo much went the matter faz th, that the pooz Religious woman 
departed from thence ſo aſhamed, that our not go to am 
Town, City, oz Pouſe: but in a deep Cave that tbe bad ſeen 
afozetime in the Mod. And firſt e-made ber pzovifion of verbs 
and roots, fozaſmuch as tbe winter was co go bo en- 
tred into the Cave, as the Bear holdeth bim in bis Den,

11 Archas purſued Caliſto his mother, until he came with athe 


City,and ſo fozthwirh encred after her into the Palace, @þeld in 
vis bands two gieat round ſlones: when Caliſto entred into the 
Wolace, te met with Jupiter whom fbe knew : and kneeling 
down en the earth before bim, tequited pim in a troubled ſpirit, 
that he would do ber juſtice on her Son that would flap her. Ju 

piter that nathing knew Caliſto, foʒa much as ſbe was ill cloath- 
ed and half wild and ſavage, beyeld tbe Child, and made him be 
taken, and afrer he demanded of Caliſto what be was? Sir, ( ſajd 
be) Jam Caliſto, that foz thy fin was long fince banifhed out ot 
my Religion. J pave pad this Child of thy ſeed, ſuch as thou ſi- 

eff, this is thy Son. A babe nouri ſbed him ſeven years in the 
Fozreft among wild beaſts. He now would flap me, fozaſmuch

q || beard theſe woz ds of Caliſto, be was glad, foz it wos ſaid, that 
3 Se was dead, and be comkozted her in the beft wiſe becould:af- 
ter that he called Archas, and made the peace between him and 
bis mother, and cauſed him to be cloathed, and retained him in 
dis Palate. And thencefoz th the ſame Archas governed himſelf 
lo well and wiſely, that at the pzaper and requeſt of the Pelagh 
ans Archas was made Ring ofthat'Country. 
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their lives. Boccace pat recounteth this Diftozp, in fþe fourth 
book of the Genealogies bf the Gods, ſaith not by what means 
Titan knew this thing away, either by ſupicien oz by envy, 
cpa t he had of the Glozy of Saturn his Bzocyer, oz by ſectet ad- 
vertiſement.

ildzen of Titan, the one was Lycaon, that at this time 
was ng langer 6 wolf, no2 Ring of Arcadia, another pad to 
name Tiphop,and was King of Sicil and of Cypres, the tyird 
was called Briazivs, and was Ring of Nericos, the fourth was 
named Caon,and was King of the Iſle of Cya, the fifth was-na- 
med Egeon, Ring of the Sea ＋ and of the aue deſart, and 
the ſixt was named Epirion, Ring of Plipheros. When they 
gad heard the will of cyeic Father that had purveyed them all 
theſeKealms, that he bad conquered after his departing out of 
Creet, thep deſiring topleaſe him, and coveting the recoverance 
of their ancient heritage that were then of great renown, ſaid 
to him as by ons voice, thatthep were ready to accompliſh his 
good pleaſure, and to go into Creet with armed band, and.\ware 
that thep {ould conſtrain Saturn to ſeek his Sons,and perſecute 
them with his hand to death; 52 

The old Titan had in bis heart great jop, when he beheld 
the great courages of his Hogs. And they pzomiſed and ſware 
together, that tbe all would employ themſelves to the cecove- 
rance of their Peritages. After which Communication, they ga- 
her IEG EIN 05A gas of Sicil, and ſent unto weit 
Lozdfhips to afemble men of Arms : The went and made ſuch 
diligenee and fo exploited, that there were « embled great ftoze 
of armour and harneſs, and much people at the ſaid Pozt. And 
when the day was come they o vefired, they beparted from Sicil 
with a great Pot, and 1 that in ſw days they ſailed 
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unto Creet, at the Pozt arrived, and took Land. And then en. 
tring fiercely into ide Land, tpep deftroped all befoze them ſo 
cruellp, and continued in cheir war ſo moatallp, that they came 
unto the City of Cicet, where Ring Saturo-duelled and wag 
reſident : ond chen Saturo was adbertiſed of their coming and 
deſcent. And Titan tyat might no further paſs without a batrel 
oz a ſſault, ſent to Saturn à Letter u hereof che teno2 followety. 
O Seturn glutted with worldly honour, and covetous of gloty, 
for as much as thou art occupier of the Seigniory that by right

_ © - (aid, tha advice was verp good, and Saturn wag ail 
aſtoni ſbed, fas he thougbt that Jupitcr be bad ſeen at divers times 
wish King Melli ſeus ſþauld in no wile be his Son, fo hardly be 
could believe it, and give kaith unto the wozds of Cibel, and 
ſaid if Jupiter could ſuccour bim, be were the man tu do it, and 
that be was content that Cibei aud ſend to fetch bim. Then 
Cibel ſent foz'the Da moſei that new all the guiding of Jupiter, 
and gave to go-unto bim, to diſpacrch this bufmeſs. 
This Da glad of this Gmbaſſage, departed ſecretly, till 
ibe came to the bouſe of King Melliſeus, and finding there Jupi- 
ter with the Ring,after reverence made, ſhe addzefſed her ſpeech 
10 Jupiter, and ſaid to him Jupiter, cezopce and be glad, Jbzing 
ber tydings of gladneſs;' Foz among other ſozrows, Foztune, 
chat bath held thee long time ignorant, and not knowing the

Bing Melliſcus and jupiter hearing ow of the Da. 
moſel, marvelled at tbem verp greatlys a ter was very 
jopous when ve vad underfiood,tharbe was Sun ofiing Saturn: 
ond on the other Ge, be was ſoze vexed at the croubling ot 
Crect and thanked the Damoſel; And after he turned him unto 
the King, and ſaid: Sir, pe may now know what A am, and of 
what buule, os this Damoſei witut ſſeth. Py Farber and mp 
Dother be in the hands of tuetr eormirs'; Apa youtn their 
favour, that pe will help m ta ſuctont trat. wee go

The Damoſel departed from thence, witch the 
wo2ds of Jupiter, and returned into Crect, and told Saturn and 
Cibel all ſbe had done. After the Damolel-was mie Jupiter 
ſent foz Archas his Son haſtily wird che Arcadiavs; and — 
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ſent foz the Epiriens and the Fartheniaus, with them of the Ci- 
ty of Analcre, All ryeſe people loved Jupiter with great lobe, 
and came at his commandment in gteat number, Jupiter wel- 
comed them as well 8s be could, and cold them che cauſe why be 
pad (ent foz them, athat be was Son unto Ring Saturn. After theſe 
things be did cauſe to be made ready all things that were ne- 
ceſſacy unto his Poft : and ſo they departed fromthe City of O- 
ſoo, with a fair company of men of arms, unte the number of 
ux chouſand Gghting men: and ſo well ſped, that in Þozt time 

ve bzougbt them within a mile of Crcct. | 
And tpere Jupiter would farrcy upon the top of a mountain, 
and called to bim yis-Son Archas that then was but thirteen 
pears of age, but he was wiſe and well beſpoken, and gave bim 

in charge, that pe would go into Creet to give ſummons 
Aing Titan, that be would go out of the Citp, and deliver to 
vim his Father Saturn, with his Potber Cibel. Boung Archas 
(that was hardy and pad his beart high exalted) with the woads 
of vis Father, went unto Creet to Ring Titan, to whom begot 
to be pzeſented and laid untohim : Titan, Jcome unto thee in 
the obeyſance of mp Father Jupiter, firſt Hon of Ring Saturn, 
that thou boldeſt in capfivite. Pe bath been advertiſed of op- 
pꝛeſſion that thou baſt done on the perſon of his Fatber, and of 
bis Pother, and the death of their Sons : ye fgnifieth to-thee 
by mee, that pe is Son of Saturn, and that be is as much thine 
enemy, as thou to his Sons art enemp. Apon which J ſummon 
thee as a legate, once, twice, chrice, that thou pield this City un- 
to his Father Ring Saturn, and jyat as baſtily as thou vaſt en- 
cred therein, likewiſe chat thou depart -Child (anſwered Titan) 
thou telleft me tidings-that be full of pleaſure, and of exylta- 
tron, by thy which, A know by the wozds that Saturn bath a 
Son pet living : foz by this means I ſee clearly, and Co ſeetb 
all the wozld that by good Taler quarrel J am made Bing 
of this City.

With this wozd Archas departed from the preſence of Titan, 
and returned again to bis Fatyer. When Jupicerheord the ar. 
fazer be was full of giadneſs, foz pe defired nothing but to be 
ia arms and concluded with bis people, char be would aſſa ult 
the Cite. Anon were their Tents made of boughs and leaves, 
and Labernatcies : the Oſoniens, the Arcadicns, and the Epi- 
ricns, lap upon the. green verdue, and made tytir poſt to watch 
Titan was then in Crcet. And when Archas was Departed from 
his p2eſence,be a ſſeinbled all his Sons; and told them theſe to. 
dings,wbich were to them pleaſantand ggreeable. Foz thep de- 
fired nothing but debate: and aured themſelves to have victozp 
of Jupiter, 8s well as thep had of Saturn, in the ſame hour thep 
ſear four Spies, to eſpp the number of cheir enemies, and made 
ready their barneſs, theſe ſpies went ſo far, that chey ſaw the 
boft of Jupiter, and made their repozt to Titan of the place 
where bis enemies were, and of what number ok people they 
were: after the yepozt of the Spies, Titan concluded fozaſl- 
much as bis enemies were but a mile from the City, that they 
ſbould make them ready, and go to the battel againſt them, in 
the moaning early. And then about the fun-rifing, Titan mount 
ed upon his Chair, that was very rich, and made bis Ticanoys 
to range in battef, and left an vundzed within the City, to keep 
it from Rebellion, and took all the other with him under his con. 
duct, and ok bis Bons, and eſpits. 9.4 

Jupiter that was not idle, had the ſame bour (et all dis men 
in oder: and bzought all vis men into a fair plain, hoping foz 
vattel. And this Titan bad not far ridden, but ve ſaw the hoſt 
of Jupiter, faz this plain was covered over, and as far as each 
might ſee other. each of tbem full of joy enfozced to make outs 
and cries, and with great courage they morched the ons againſi 
the other. hen Jupiter put himſelfin the. front of thebatte!, 
and having bis Bow in bis hand, and vis Arzows by his ſide, by 
bis bouting began a skirmilh that was very fierce. Foz on both 
ſides were good Archers, and many Caſters oF polifÞ'd ſtones 


that failed never: and that was the cauſe ofthe death —_ 
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When the ſhot and caſting of onen failed, they begun with 
ſpears and then began amoztal fighting band to hand, that was 
ſo warp, pat the bzeaking of Spears and the ſhields, re ſound- 
ed unto the walls of Creee, and came tothe ears of Saturn, and 
of Cibel, at rye neife whereof they began to rejopce, fog theo had 
a good hope that Jupiter would obtain the victozp againſt Titan. 
This pour Veſts went up upon a bigh Tower that the migyt 
lee into the field, and there Ge ſaw the hattel. Then held Jupi- 
ter his Swozd in one hand, and bis Sbie'd in the other, and 
with dis Swozd be (mote into the thickeſt (t his enemits: and 
with bis Shield be ſaved himſelf from the frohes. And with 
one ſtroke of his ſwozd be divided the body of Enceladus, one 
of the Hens of Titan, and caſt them on the ground at the ft of 
the Titanoys. Jupiter aſſailed them ſharply, and one crped flap, 
lay, but be that ĩo cryed was ſlain by the hands of Jupiter, that 
deſtroped his adverſaries. e was ſtrong and poung, and of high 
enterpꝛize. Pe defended him vigozouſl as a Lion, migbtile as 
an Glephant, and eagerlp as a Tyger, and ſought not only 
the defence of his body, but to ſave and reſcue all theni that 
were in peril under bis charge: be did marvailous things, on 
all fides, the noiſt and b2uit,doubled and redoubled about bim. 
The Titanoys began to be overthrown by great routs : one fell 
on his ſhoulders, another on his Shield, and be charged ſo ſoze 
upon them that þis ſtrokes might not be ſuſtained of men, they 
were ſo ſtrong. 


- This battel was cruel and hardy at beginnirg fox both par- 


ties, and there were many ot the Ticanoys, of Arcadians and 
the Epiriens hurt. dead and eaſt underfoot, Archas was there at 
tompained with Arcadians, appointed foz the guazd of bis 
body, fozaſmuch as be was poung pet be put bimſelf to arms, 
Melliſeus faited not, noz Titan, Lycaon, Egeon on the other 
de alſo, each man did bis beſt. J cannot (ay how many men 
lap dead upon the ground,noz bow often one ſet upon the other: 
but there was none comparable to Jupiter in ſtrength: there 
was nothing to him impoſſible. Pe overcame the overcomers,

When Jupiter knew that Titan was there, be d2ew to- 
ward him, ard as Titan advancedyis arm to [mite an Epirien, 
Jupiter lifred up bis Swo2d, and charged upon his arm, that he 
Imote it eff. and partedit from his body, whereof be bad great 
jop, and cryed, Jupiter, Jupiter, and Titan ſo purtfell down 
within bis Chair. 

At this time the Epiriens beganto courage themſelves, and 
the Titanoys were diſcouraged. Lycaon end Egeon were by, 
where they ſaw their Fathers arm flip into the field : then they 
began to a ſſail Jupiter, as mendeſpaired, and began a new com- 
bate, where'much blood was ſpilled. But notwithſtanding the 
fierceneſs of Lycaon that Jupiter had long time in hatred, foz- 
aſmuchas be pad taken from him his Lozoſbip, Jupiter foitow- 
ed ſo eagerly to put Titan to the fol, that be brake his Chair 
in pieces, by the help of the Epiriens, and with the Swozdtbat 


ve (more off his arm, be parted the life from the body of Titan, 


by a moztal firoke that be gave to his heart,: and then bent be 
vis endeavour to perſecute Lycaon and Egeon, that bad giver 
to him many ftrokes, and be ſmote with bis word upon the 
bead of Lycaon, whereat Egeon fled, and ſaved bim from the 
suirmiſh: in which skirmith the Ticanoys ſo unmeaſurabiphat 
the wozft, that all were put to flight in the fields : one of the 
Sons of Titan named Tiphon, ſeeing the came un- 
to Jupiter, and ſaid: Jupiter, ſce bere thine enemy: flie not after 
tbem that fly : it will be unto thee moze honourable to fight a- 
gainlt me, than to run after the Fugitives : Never pet was 7 
found flying befoze mine enemies, noz yet will J. Thon haſt 
lain Titan my Father, and Dy Bꝛotber is flainand vanquiſhed 
byfozce and ſtrengtb, and ſo it behoveth that this Realm muſt 
betbine oz mine: and now let us ſeewhoſþall do beſt : It q may 
I will vanquiſþ thee : and if I overcome thee, certainly, thou 
Galt not dye by my Swoꝛd, but by the water of the flood that 
remneth red, and Dyed by tbe blood of my kindzed, to the end, 
that thou dzink of the blocd that thou haſt made run out —

Ven Typhon that was full of pzeſumption and pzide 
V bad ſaid all that was in his heart, Jupiter ſaid unto him, 
Us rail, baſt thouno knowledge what rea ſon and right the Gods 
and Foztune have done foz me * Thou art ſtrong of members: 
and there pzoceeds from thy heart wozds moze outragious than 
wiſe, and fozaſmuch as thou demandeſt battel, thou art wel- 
come: make ther ceady,and do the beſi thou canſt. With this 
wozd, Typbon ſmote Jupiter ſo rudelp upon his ſhie ld, that be 
be te a wap a great quarter, and made Jupiter to ſtoop with the 
right leg. Tbere were many Epiriens that ſeeing Jupiter ſo 
mitten, ran and tame to reſcue him: but Jupiter would not ſuf- 
fer them, but bad Melliſeus and Archas that they ſhould follow 
the chaſe of them that fled, And then he began to aſſail Typhoa 
by great rigour and fozce, in ſuch wiſe that be gave bim many 
wounds in bis bodp, and thus began tbe battel of Typhon and 
Jupiter: they wert both trong and able in the craft of arms, 
they charged one another fiercely. Panp ſtrokes the one gave 
the other: but Jupiter ſmote his enemy, that be cook from him 
þis Swoad and. Shieid,ond when he was in at that point, pe car- 
ried him upon bis wou ders by fozce of arms, and bare him to 
tbe Kiver that was dyed with tþe blood'of dead men : and there 
be caſt him inte the flood with the bead downward, fozaſmuch 
as hebad.menaced Jopiter:with ſuch a death. After the dea th of 
Typhon, Jupiter went agoin to the purſait of bis enemies, un- 
til be vun ta decline into the Meſt, and followed, on 
with great ſu . |

CHAP. XII. 
How Jupiter and Saturn reconciled themſelves together, and how 
Jupiter by commandment of his Father, went to deſtroy King 
Apollo of Papber, and of the Medicine of Eſenlapiu:. 


upiter received theſe Citizens and their tpdings in great 
gladneſs, and defiring with all his heart te be with bis Fa- 
ther and Mother, did ſo much ſpeed him thar de entred into 
Crect, Saturn and Cibel with Veſta were at the Sate, which rt. 
ceived him vondurablp, and bzought him to the Palace, where 


be was feaſted with the King Melliſeus and Archas, in ſuch fa- 


{þion that it could be no better. At the coming of Jupiter many 
tears were wept foz jop, by Dame Cibel and Veſta, Cibel kift 
and beclipt oftentimes her Son : and all they of the Countrey 
came thither into the Palace to feaſt and wozſhip Jupiter, and 
alſo they gave him many great gifts. And it is not to be fozgot- 
ten, how Saturn reconciledbimſelf unto him, and gave bim a 
tate as to his Son. Duzing theſe things,” the dodp of Titan 


was ſearched among the dead bodies, by the commandment of 


Saturn, and there was made foz him a ſolemn Dbſequie,' as it 
appertained to a Bing, and likewiſe unto his Sons cþac were 
found dead in the Battel, All the Sons of Titan were-got pe 
riſbed and dead in the batte! : foz among all other, Jopecus and 
Briarius were left alivc (40 fled : bat is fo ſap, Briarius was 
fled into the Ane cf Greece, named Nericos, and Jopetus fled in- 
to a part of Libie where he inbabized : and be had with him 
three Sons, whereof the eldeſt was named Atlas, the ſecond 
Heſperus, and the third named himſelf Prometheus. Atlas wel- 
led in Libie, and Heſperus reigned in Spain, and were both 
vanquiſhed by Hercules, as {all be rehearſdd in the ſecond book: 


tanoys, dings came to Jupiter that Apollo Mit Paphos 
had taken part with them that fled krom the baitel- of che Ti-

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toys. This ſaid Apollo had made alliances with Saturn, and 
was Son of Jupiter of Accick. When Jupiter and Saturn heard 
tele tedings, Saturn required Jupiter char þe would take ven 
grance on Apollo that was bis Allie, and that be would veftroy 
bis enemies. At therequeſt of Saturn pe enterpzized te war, 
and in paſie went and belicged the City of Paphos, end took it 
with aſſault, and put to Sweed all the Fugitives that be could 
ind: and mozevuer, be ſpoiled Apollo of all bis riches and of 
bie Lozdſbips, lea ins, bim ſo nakedly, tbat be departed from 
Paphos, Not as a Bing, but as a pvoz beggar : and Foztune was 
to bim ſo contrary ther ve was conſtrained to keep the beep of 
Bing Admetus ot Theſſaly. In this place ſome men ſay, that 
in the time chat Jupiter began to mount in his Reign and to 
enb2ace honour; Eſculapius Son of Apollo, which was expert

Nd as Jupiter was bufie to ſolicite the Airgin Juno in 
Parthenic, to have the better occaſion to abide there, be 
bu:{ded a Temple and dedicated it to bis mother Cibel, and did 
make an Image oz Statue- ofa woman in Bopal attyre, that 
gu ve meat to many,ſmall ev of little Cyildzen, in re- 
mt mbꝛante that ſaved the life ot her Cyidꝛen. And when 
this Temple and made unto the Dedication, Sa- 
turn and Cibel tame thither with all the Mobles of the Coun- 
trp, and made a great ſolemnity, that dured fifteen daies in great 
gladneſs. And at this great feaſt and mertiment failed not Jus 
piter and Juno, foz about the end of this ſolemnity, the Robles 
of the Country treated their marriage, and che Pꝛzieſis ofthe 
Temple of Cibel aFured and betrothed chem togerber. Jn the 
ſame Temple their Spouſals were made and celebzated with 
great glozy, — —— to — — — f 
lap together, « Daub 5 na 
be. ren worden nes this marriage, founded a 
Temple, wherein they ſet the Amage of Juno: And after Ju- 
piter married Juno, bey made in that Temple an 2 
Feaſt, which was held in manner ut a wedding. After 
wings, Saturn returned into Creet, and Pluto into a Part of 
Theſſaly, where be founded the City of Hell, whereof ſpall be 
ſpoken in the ſecond book, and Neptune returned into Athens, 
where the Athenians made him Ring as well foz his vertues as 
that he was Son of Saturn at that time the moſt renowned Ring

thered out of the Keigns of this time, that he was in ſo great 
peace and tranquillity, that be might ha ne ni en and ended bis 
days in the ſame,if ynnſeit had nos ſought to begin and threaten 
war ; foz he pad Jupiter bis Son unto help, at that time 
the moſt valiant in arms fhat was in all the wozld; And when 
Ding Saturn ſaw þimſelf thus in pace, it came to his mind, that 
Apollo ꝛognoſt ita ted, that this Jupiter ſhould put him out of 
bis Realm, ſuddenly there began to ingender in bim a 
moztal hate againſt Jupiter that had bim ſo manp good 
deeds. And ſeeing ever man held him in was ſo bulie to 
| credence unto 
this curſed ꝛognoſtication: and he ceturned unto his ancient 
ſozrows, and fantaſies, in ſuch wiſe that he made them appear 
oufward. | 7% 

When they of Creet ſaw Saturn ſo troubled, bis ſecret coun- 
cil endeavoured to comfozt him: but it beiped nought, - foz ey 
could not get from his mouth the cauſe of ys melancholly.titl 
be had determined that be would perſecute his Son Jupiter. And 
then be did a ſſemble pis Painces and Counceliozs, and ſaid to 
them: Jcharge and adzure you all, by the names of afl our 
Gods,that pe adviſe mee what all, as ought a Ring ta bo with a 
man that be doubte ib, by a divine anſwer thathath been ſaid to 
bim, that this man all put him out of his Reign and Ring- 
dom. When they of Creet had underſtood the charge and adj u- 
cation. of the Ring, thep appointed one, to gibe this anſwer: 
Sir, the Council knoweth tþat ye had anſwer of pour God, that 
pe pad engend2ed a Scn that ſhould put pou out of pour Realm 
and that Dame Cibel was then engendaed of Jupiter: the Coun- 
cil pꝛapeth pou that ye witl conſider, hom ye were depzived of 
Four Crown and pad loft it, and pe delivered pou, and quit pou of 

pour. 
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pour enemies. A the cauſe of pour charge and adjuration touch 
not this matter, the Council is of opmion, that if the Ring yave 
puiffance und might over him that ve 2oubtexh, and that be bave 
cauſe evident ve ougpt to make him ſurefrom that man, and 
free from dangers. *- © + oh F 

Haid Saturn, the advice of the Council is reafonable enough :

they were greatly aſbamed: and he was a terrible man 
to offend: and they knew chat wrongfully be willed the dea th 
of bis Son Jupiter, that had refiozed him to his Lodſþip.: Ma- 
 nythere were that went into another Kingdom becagſe 
would not be with the Father againſt the Son, noz with 
Son againſt the Father.

And there was not one man, but hay 
bis face charged with grief and beavineſs. 

The dap then d:ew paſt : and on the moan, Saturn Armed 
bimlelf and ſounded Trumpeis to arms. They of Crect aroſe 
this mozning, and many there were of them that knew the in- 
tention of Saturn: And alſo there were many that maruatled 
at that, what the Bing would do, and could find ao reaſon where» 
faze be made this Army: Foz all Creet was in peace, and all 
the Titanoys were diſperſed, and put unto deſtruction fog ever. 
Among all other, Cibel knew not what to think : Seeing that 
Saturn ſent not foz Jupiter, ſhe demanded of bim ofcentimes 
whither be would go, and foz what reaſon be took not Jupiter 
with him in his company? Jupiter was at that time in Parthenie 
with bis wife Juno. ny 

Men Saturn had heard the demand ofhis wife Cibel, all his 
blood began to change, and he ſaid, that ſbe ould know tbe place 
that he would go tu. Cibel was wiſe and ſubtil: when ſbe heart 
the anſwer of the Ring, and ſaw the fa ſhion of his countenance, 
ber beartgave ber that he pad ſome ill will: and the had ſuſpi- 
cion that he would do harm to Jupiter. Wherefoze the went in 
to her Chamber very penſivg, and at all adventure ſent haflilp 
into Parthenie, and fignified to Jupiter, that he ſbould depart ha- 
ftily from thence :and that (be imagined that Saturn his Father 
would do him diſpleaſure, foz he made a berp great aemblp of 
_ Arms, and there was no man that could tell the cauſe 


CHA P. XV. 


How King Stars with all his Hoſt came before the City of 
Arcadia againſt Jupiter his fon. 


Ha to be noted,that Jupiter had his heart very diſplea- 
ſant when be dad received tydings from his Pother , 
no warned bim by ſuppoſing, as tbe that knew not 
-verily the will of the Ring: yet when be conſidered that he was 
not ſent foz unto his army, be doubted him, and departed from 
thence, and ſaid to þis wife Juno, that he would go unto Arca- 


dia, 
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dia, concluding in pimſelk, chat by this means be ſdould ſee the 
behaviour of his Father, and to what place pe emplored bis Ar- 
mie. But he was not far on bis wap, when be refied upon a 
Mountain, and looked behind him, thar pe ſaw the Citp of Far- 
thenie, full of the men of Arms of Ring Saturn: that gave to 
him a grear p2oof of the advertiſment of bis Parper. And to 
ſee what wap he bent bis courſe, be tarritd ill on the Poun- 
tain, baving his eyes always unto the Citp. And anon be ſaw 
bis Father Saturn mount into bis Chair, and all bie Armie if. 
ſue out of the ſame Gate where be came from and took the ſame 
wap that be had taken: And that gave him verily to underſtand 
and know that his Father ſought bim. And ſo be departed from 
tbis Mountain, and went to Arcadia, and told his Son, and to 
the Arcadians the cauſe wherefoze be was come, and pzared 
them, that they wauld furniſh bim with good Armours, ro the 
end be might defend their City if need vere. 

Tye Arcadians at the requeſt of Jupiter, made ready thetc 
Arms and their City, and ſent out ſpies upon tbe way. And x+ 
noa, after they were c ome from the Walace- the ſpies affirmed 
to Jupiter and Archas, that they had ſeen the Champaincountery, 


and che ways of Arcadia all full of men of Arms. Anon there 


was pzoclatmed in the City in the name of their ſoveraign 
Lozd Jupiter, that every man ſhould make good watch, and kep 
bis ward. With this cry, tbe Arcadians armed them with Pel- 
mets and arms of leather: and went upon the Malls, having 
in their hands Ares, Swords, Guiſacms, Oleaves, and Daces. 
And they ſaw come from far two men of Creet, which cameto 
the Gate, and asked of the Pozters if Jupiter were within? 
The Pozter, when be underftoed what rbep asked, anſwered 
tvem, that Jupiter was tn the City: and if they had any thing 
to do with him, they would find bim in the Palace, where be 
paſſed the time with bis Son Archas : and that pe was newly 
comeunto the Town to viſit him. When they of Creet beard 
this, they-were ſoze troubled”: foz they ſought him that they 
would not find. Potwjthttanding they went in, and paſſed foz th⸗ 
with up to the Palace, where they ünding jupiter with the 
Hobles of Arcadia,after due reverence made, one ot them ſpake, 

and

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and ſa id: Sir, we ſeek thee * and we hxve no will to find the, 
foz we come againſt ouc will, to execute à commiſſion, by the 
which may ſooner come ruine and trouble than peace to Creet 
and us. Saturn thy Father commandeth ryee that thou alone 
come [Leak with him, be hath ſought tbee, in all the places of 
Parthenie. Yis Daughter Juno thy wife (not thinking evil ) 
bath aſcertained him that thou art come bitþer. Pe is come af- 
ter thee in arms, and we know not whathe chinkech todo:foz be 
was never lo angry, noz fozrowful, as he is now. We be bis 
ſcryants,fozce bath conſtrained us to his obey(auce,and faz this 
cauſe we will thee to appear in perſon befoze þim this ſame 
pour, all excuſaticus ſet apart. 

When Jupiter had conudered and well pondzed in his mind 
the adjurement oz ſummons, with bis eres full of tears, be 
made this anſwer, A marvel of the right ſtrange demeanour of 
my Father : and peradventure it is not without great cauſe; 
Bis Keaim is in peace. I have put him and ſet him again in bis 
Realm, be putte th himſelt in arms without my knowledge, and 
now be ſendeth foz me, that J would alone come ſpeak with 
him: tþat is too ſtrange a thing unto me. And be behaveth him · 
ſelf not as be ought to da: foz men ought to. pzaiſe them tha; 
- þave deſerved it, and be of value. A have availed bim as much 
as his Kealm is wozth : and he hath at other times ſentfoz me 
fo make war. J know not what evil defire pe bath 
bave towards me. But here he is come with-his A Armp, where 
be bath nothing to do. And being come pe demandecy-nothing 
but me only, All things confidered A have no reaſon to obey 
bis commandment notwithfianding, that be is my Father: foz- 
aſmuch as the ſuſpicionis tos much apparent. But Jam con- 
tent, if be bave to do v«th- me, to ſerve him, and to come to 
bim, upon condition that J all be accompained with all mp 
friends that J can get and not otherwiſe. 

The two Commiſſaries, with this wozd returned unto 82 
turn, and told him the intention —— Saturn fook impati- 
ently the anſwer of Japieer unto Arcadia, ma 
king his avow unto Gebe ig 93 — on 3 
his hands would make ſacrifice af him. And then he ſont mans 
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10% wiſe men, and willed them, that tuith ccuel menaces they 
would go ſummon the Ring Archas, and the Arcadians; to yield 
and deliver unts him Jupiter: declaring openly and plainle,that 
be was moe his enemp than bis Hoy. ; 

The wiſe mendeparted from the Poſt, at the commandment 
of Saturn and did perfozm their devopre to ſummon the Arca 
dizns:and ſaid to the Ring and people of Areadia : We be come 
unto you, Tozaſniuch as pe ſuſtain Jupiter: whom the Bing Sa- 
turn poldeth as an enemp, telling pou if pe deliver bim unto Sa- 
turn pe ſpall be his friends: and if not, he dotþ give pou ts wot, 
wat re do keep good watch and ward, foz be path none in the 
wozld whom be reputetþ greater enemies than you. 

Be this commandment Jupiter knew, it was he foz whom 
Saturn made þis Army. Tþe Arcadians alſembled to councel 
without Jupiter, andſpake of this Matter, and made anſiver to 
the wiſe men of Creet, pow they were bound fo ſerve Jupiter 
and they would kerp bim. and libe and dye with him agaiaft all 
men, above all oper. ' When the wiſe men pad tpeir anſwer, 
tþ2p returned unte Saturn, and told him the anſwer of the Ar- 
cadians; being enflamed with ire, he commanded the City ſhoyld 
be aſſailed. Wyereupon, went co arms thep of Creet, and they 
appzoached the Walls and Fozts. Now when the Arcadians 
law their o__ 20ach, ſpeꝝ ſounded to arms und came to 
the igyt, and piyed to defend their Malls with great cou- 
rage. Then was ot many an arrow, and many a ſtone caſt, 
end many beaten and þurt, as well within as without : chere 
was no Guns, Bombards, nos great Ar in the Realms. 
Lhep of the City did caſt upon their burning bands 
and opls, and waters bopling with athes. - — 

And to do this Juplter had induced and taugbt the Arcadlan 
people, men and women, that when they of Creet tame moſt 
fi cong fo the aſſault, and ſvppoſing to ha be entred the ,thep 
were charged with fire,opls, and ſcalding wate b of 
fozre conſtrained them to go back, with great loſs o e, and 
to ſound the retreat. Saturn taking moſt ſozrow, tog that by the 
Wal is lay moz? than four hundzed ok his men dead, returning

unto his Tent, EC, paſſing ſozrowkyl : had fo Wit 
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grief at his heart, that he could neither eat noa dꝛink. But fox 
all this notwithſtanding pe thought well on his hurt people, and 
went to their Tents, and did cauſe Pbeſitians to miniſter me- 
dicine unto them rhat were hurt. 


How Jupiter ſent his Ambaſladors to his Father Saturn for peace: 
and how Saturn would not conſcnt to peace. 


Arcadians. were glad, when then ſaw how they of Cree 

- reaſed with ſhame their aſault, and after the retreat on 
boch ſides Saturn applped to heal and gipe medicines unto þis 
purt men. Tpe Arcadians-thenafſembled a Council, and by 
great deliberation they ſent ſeven of their bonourable,Coun? 
ſeiſozs in Gmbaſſage to Saturn, ot whom the onefaid, aturn, 
tbouknoweſt that every Ring ought to labour to live in peace : 
Foz the moſt fair thing in be woꝛld is peace : bp peace are pꝛol- 
pered men; Towns, aud Cities, ate and knit together by 
charito,and made as one by amozous communication: by peace, 
Reolms p2dfit, in beautifying and building fair youſes, and in 
length of life. By peace mens bodies be wþolgand quiet: and it 
is that, that cauſeth a man to demand-ſovecaignty. W Saturn, 
it ſermeth that thou.cegardefi not this good vertue, foz Reign- 
tug in and tranquility, there is no Ring. no Paince that 
dart bimſgif aga inſt there. Thou baſt not ouly troubled 
thy Kealm,..but art an abuſer of war : to babe peace, a man 
ougbt to oʒder the war, Thou doeſt all otherwiſe: and regardeſt 
not thatthy Son Jupiter hath delivered thee from the bonds of 
thine engmies, and haſt (et thy Diadem in a ſurety of peace 
which wou mighteft not do without him / Seeft thou not, that 
by m bim war, thou canſt not have peace: and that thou 
En aud bzeakeft this peace, ſeeſt thou not that this is thy 

Son, by agotnft whom thou art a Ponſter in Mature ? 
Tr otters naturally love their Thildgen 7 and the rude and 
Bealis keep and þold this condition of Mature > Thou 
ſeekeft and wouldeſt deftroy (bY Son. From whence cometh this 
wmatural appetite ? Might it not ſuffice thy cruel purpoſe and

Jupiter had great diſpleaſure in himſelt, that pe ſaw bis Fa. 
ther was ſo gritved, and would not be content, yet notwithfiand- 
ing be doubted not ſo mucþ, but took courage, and ſaid: be was 
moze holden to keep his life, cyan ta obey the evil will of his 
Father, that bated him at bis birth. This night paſſed ober. A. 
bout the third hour of thx day, Archas, Jupiter, and the men of 
war of the City, went ints the field in gooo ozder: and they were 
not ſo ſoon iſſued out of the Gates, buf they were ſeen ot the Sa 
turniens, that waited foz them by the commandment of Saturn. 
And then began each againft other, fo great noiſe and crie, 
that itreſcumded unto the Mounta ins and Malls. And then 
they began to afſail the Arcadians by ſpot and ſtones, ſo eagerly 
that when Jupiter ſaw there was no other remedy, but to fight, 
be put þim fozcy'fozemoſt in the front, ſo began to Tay to them 
that ſought bim, exying with an bigb voyce; lor pere is Jupiter 
tach man do to bim what be may. 

Thus began the dolozons battel of Saturn and Jupiter, There 
was the Father againſt the Son, there loft nature her fair and 
c e pꝛoperties. The Father ſought to ſpill the blood 
be had engendaed : and promiſed greargifig—unto them that 
might take him. The battel was rigg2ous and cruel: ond then 
w20ught and fought well both Jupiter and —— {bv 
the noble Jupiter employed ſo bzavelybpis ſwozd red with 
Steel that de ſmote down both Shields and Peimers, and cut 
off heads and arms; und there was no nan night refift bis in- 
vincible pzvwels. De made to tremble the pardieſt that were 
there : pe made them retic*and to go back, that had advanced 
themſelves moze than they had power and ſtrength to maintain. 
Pe babe the wings of the battel: and in thetr moſt ſtrength 
be ente untered man times Saturn his Fitbet, and ic 
wos okten in bis power to griete bim: but thougb Saturn lad 
ont and gave bim us wounds, pet ber would neber 
mite again but ſaid to him ofcentimes : Alas, wp Father, 
wherefoze ſeekeff thou the effufon of my blood? Jam thy Son, 
and thy Sertant: Tyou þaft no cauſe to perſecute mee, J wilf

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not lap mp hand upon thee ; but beware and put not affiance in 
the Arcadians, foz if they may get thee in their power, than 
ſpalt find in them little pity 02 mercy- * 

Saturn notwithſtanding would not refrain his ire: but ſmote 
ever upon Jupiter as fiercely as he could. Jupiter of all his 
ſtrokes tovk no heed, and (et little thereby, and though be bad 
occaſion to fight and [mite his Father, be turned bis ſtrokes,and 
vad no conſcience to occupy bis fharp Swozh, upon them of 
Creet yet ſomttimes pe ſolgid on, that etety ſtrok? without fail. 
was dred with new blood, And this he did, meaniag to ſew 
Saturn that be fought againſt pim in vain, and that to- bim was 
nothing impoſſible. All theſe things nothing diſmayed Saturn. 
The cry was great about Jupiter, the arms were greatly exer- 
ciſed, the ground was all covered with the effuſion of blood. and 
the dend bodies lap one upon another beheaded and ſmitten in 
pieces. D cruel and ſoze battel, Saturn was fo ſoze entangled 
in bis Dbſtinaep, that the blod of his men wetting their arms bp 
the courſe of the large wounds that Jupiter made in them, 
might not moderate his ire noz beat. And bis exeg were ſo blind 
in bis ite that be ſawnot his evident damage : noz bow be 
ſought the paoper mean, by which de was put dut of his Kealm, 
that be doubted, and againft which be intended to make ten 
ſtance, and eſchew it with bis might. | 


CHA P-- XVII. 4 
How Jupiter vanquiſhed in battel Saturn his Father: and Sau, 
ged by ſea. , |

ff this battel, Jupiter oftentimes ſaved Saturn among the 
Swozds of the-Arcadians, and did good Againſt evil,many of 
them of Creet -fought againſt their will, knowing tbat Saturn 
was cauſe of the war:and notwithſtanding they put their hands 
to wozk, pet the faint-heartedneſs that they bad among them; 
ſelves,was cauſe of the foſs'bfa great number of people. bey 


doubted Jupiter, and bad no power to fight ſo well as thep would 
vavedone,if they had known the quarrel to be good; and by this 


manner was the battel demeaned, to the yreat p2ejubice of the 
p 13 Satur- 
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Saturnians, Jupiter ſubmitted himſeif to his Father, and often- 
tzmes creed in pis ear that pe ſhould withdzaw him, oz the bat- 
tel -would be wozſe. Pe withſtood bis ſtrokes a great while, 

wailing that he would convert þimſelf from bis evil opinion. 
But then at laſt when Jupiter took beed, and ſaw that he would 
in no wiſe hear him, be diſplaped bis valour, and the great 
might of his arms, and of his Swozd, and made ſuch a frap up- 
on pis Adberlaries, bzeaking their Pelms, and bewing their 
Parneſs, not in manner of a man, having all day fuſtained tte 
fear of great ſtrokes and conflicts ot the Saturnians : but in 
the manner of a Champion freſany new, of whom the ſtrokes 
redoubled. 

Thus then it ſeemed unto the Saturnians, that in multiply- 
ing of tbe ſtrokes, the ſtrength and puifſance of. Jupiter began 
forevive. Bis well doing and valiantnefs, gave unto the Arca: 
dians ftreng _ ſtrength : and unto pis enemies great loſs 
ok blood, and alſo oflife. The ground was bedewed with new 
blood : The dead bodies covered with new dead men. There was 
the Chair of Saturn ſmitten into pieces, Saturn held a long 
while the battel, as long as bis ſtrength would endure : and in 
no wile would fly. But in concluſion when his men ſaw that 
the war went with them from evil to woaſe, vegan to tr- 
type, and turned their backs and fied : and Saturn turned and 
fied in perſon: then they were followed in the chaſe ſo ſharply, 
thac ſome were ſlain in the way, and ſome ſaved themſelves 
pere and there. Among all other, Saturn was ſo nigh purſued 
by Arcbas and ſome of the Arcadians; that be had no leifure 
to return into Creet, but was d2iven by till be came unto 
* of the Sea thert by, where be ſabed himſelf by means of

Jupiter, and ſent foz Juno. - Then began Jupiter to Reign, in 
diſtributirig and parting unto the Arcadians the treafures of 
bis Father, whereof theyhadgreae jop, and foz this cauſe (ſap 
the Poets) Juplter was gelved, and caſt bis genitoas into the 
Sea, of whom was engend2ed Venus : That is to ſay, pe caſt 


the reeaſure of bis Father into the bellies of his men, where

How Achrifms had a daughter named Danes, which he did cauſe 
to be ſhat in a Tower, becauſe he had an anſwer that ſhe ſhould 
have a fon which ſhould turn him into a ſtone. 


| | thoſedays when Jupiter of Creet flouriſhed in honour, and 
valiance, in the Citpof Argos reigned Bing Achriſius, that 
cauſed bis Daughter Danae to be kept in a Tower. To know the - 
Genealogie of this Ring, it is to be noted, that of Jupiter, and 
of a Damoſel named Iſis, came a Son named Epaphys : this E- 
paphus engendzed a Son and a Daughter, the Son was named 
Belus, and reiyned in Egypt, and the Daughter named Lybiaz 
and dwelt in Aﬀrick, where ſhe conceived a Son named Buſi= 
ris. that was an unþumone Ty2zant, as ſhall be rehearſed bere- 
after in thedeeds of Hercules. Belus thenengendzed two Sons, 
Danaus and Egyptus, Danaus had fifty Daughters, and Egy- 
vtus had as many: And theſe Sons and Daughters were 
conjopned together by Parriage. - Egyptus baving married his 
Sons was decefved in bis knowledge, faz Danaus foz envp and 
*overouſneſs to have the ſuccefſion, made bis ters trai- 
tecoufip murther all the fifty Sons of Egyptus, the night — 
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Their Eſpouſaig, an they flept. And all conſented to this hozri- 

ble crime excepr Hyperneſtra, which bad a fiedfaſt heart of 
Pitp : foz when ſhe ſþould pave perſecuted her husband Linceus, 
"the ſaved bis liſe meccifully, and alſo conceived of bis ſeed, a 
Son that was named Abas, that atter was Bing of Argos: end 
be engendzed the King Achrifius : whereof is made mention in 
the beginning of this Chapter. Theſe were rbe Parents and 
P2ogenitozs of Ring Achriſius, be was very puiſſant in riches, 
but be named himſelf pooz:foz he had no childʒen but ane daugh» 
teronly, which be named Danac : and to hate a Son he went 
dap by dap, to the Dracies of the Gods: and there made pzapers 
and ſacrifices, alms and other ſuffcages. All theſe things might 
not help no2 bring to paſs the actompliſhment of his defice. Pis 
Wife came unto per barren xears, and be was out ofall hope to 
bave anp Child male, and then be comfozted himſelf in Danze 
bis Daughter, and ſet bis lobe ſo greatip on her, that pe had no 
pleaſure, but only to behold per and pe purpoſed fthat never 
man "ould þave ber, except be were the moſt noble and vali- 
anteſt man in the wozld. But fozaſmuch as in this wozld.is no- 
thing durable, this love was of little enduring, and that by the 
pzocuring of theRing Achriſius: foz that the love be bad in Da- 
nac, grewof natural jealouſie, be went to thEDracle of Belus 


bis old Grandfather,and ſearching what would be the deſtiny of 


Daugbtex;ve did cauſe him to be anſwered that of per ſhould 
Frome a Son that ould turn bim into a ſfone. 

By tpis anſwer, Achriſius began to f U from the great love 
that pe had to per, returning ſozrowful ints bis þouſe, and be- 
came bety melancholly, without taking jop oa pleaſure in any 
thing that ye ſay, his Daughter was then poung : he faw ber 
oftentimes, o ile in; cruelty, and ſometime in pitp. The 
remozfe of that, be looked to be transfozmed into a ſtone, 
by him that would be bozn of his Daigbter, moved him to cru- 
elty,that oftentimes he detexmined to put ber to death, and 
ſpill her blood, toremedp his misfoztune. But when pe had ta, 
ken in bis hand the Swozd wherewlth be intended to ſlap per, 
Hature began to put ber ſelf between them:and from this crue!- 
te made pim to condeſcend to pity, and put awaꝝ his 3 


\ 
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This Ring Achriſius from-thencefozrh took his reft,. crofſed 
with many Mus, and could not be aTared of pimſelf. Bis daugh- 
tergtew and became a woman: \þe was berp fair, and many 
Rings and great Kozds defired to have her in Marriage, and 
would have endowed her with noble Crowns. But the Ning A- 
chriſius refuſed ali them that required her, and imagined, that 
þis Daughter, foz her great beauty, might be taken away and 
raviſbed, by which be might by adventure have s Son that 
would turn him into a ſtone. And to the end, to eſchew this pe- 
cil and danger, þe thought, that be would make a Tower the 
ſicongeſt in the wozld,and inthe ſame Tower ſþould his D3ugh» 
ter Dinae be ſhut during pet life, without coming of any man 
to her : 'foz he was ſo jealous of ber, that be believed ber not 
well when be ſaw ber. In the end he ſent faz wozkmen, and 
fozgers of Steel and Copper, fcom all parts, and bzought them 
unto a ſtrong place, all environed with waters, where was le

among all otyer, King Tantalus of Phrigie, Son of the Arcadian 
Jupicer, King of Attick, took in great deſpight rhe excel- 
lency of Troos, and conſidered a_—_ vim, and made a great 
a(ſembly of men of Arms, and ſo departed out of bis Realm, 
with intention tv deſtroy Bing Troos and his City of Troy. 
This Tantalus had a ſon in bis company named Pelops ; and 
left a Son at home named Thieſtes, fazaſmuch as he was poung: 
And this Thieſtes bad a Son named Phileines the Farher of 
Menalaus that reigned in the time of wird defirugtion ot 
Troy. But to return to dur purpoſe, this Tantalus behaved 
| pimſelf la, that he condugedand bzougbt'an Poſt upon the ter 
; titory of Troy, and did deſtrop all things that was in their pu · 
| iſance, unto plain deſtruction. Wherewith rye cry and cla. 
mours of them that fled was ſo greae, that in ſboat time Ring 
Troos was df it, whertok ha was not afraid : fo be 
had the City well garmiihed with people. Allo he made ready to 
reſiſt his adverſaries, and that by ſuch diligence, (hat when de | 
had beard the tydings in the mozning, within four hours after I 
| 
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be iſſurd out of Troy with thirty thouſend men, and 
dzew unto the place where the Phrigians wereentred. 

This noble King Troos bad in hiscompany two Sons, of 
whom the eldeſt was talſtd Ilivn, to whom came down from fil 
the Paladium. And the pounger was called Gaulme- 10 
es, Theſe two Hons valiantly came inte the Field, and re- ll 

quired their Farher Troos to part his Army in two: and that be "= 
would grant to them his Command, to pꝛobe their might upon 
their enemies.

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Troos confidering that by ſeparatjon-of his people, thep that

found them about the evening: and after, they returned unte J. 
lon. and Ganimedes, and bid them make cheat, and that they 
pad ſeen the enanies of Troy, in a certain plate that tbey nam- 
ed, and cyat-ghere they bad ſeen tem lodged :and that they 
might well be numbzed by eſtimation about thircy thouſand

bim chat the Trojans were come to aſſuil them: and ; that thep 
bad ſeen them in great number. But Tantalus believed not 
1gbtlpþis watch, and deferred his ariſing moze than need was. 
Þe had not long bidden, but the Trojans-came-upon bis Poſt 
and laid toad upon te Phrigians ſo — that the re- 
ſounding: os therr ſtroakes feli into the cars of Tantalus; which 
aroſe terribly afraid. With this frap. were awaked all the Phri · 
gians in general : ſome by moztal wounds, and ſome by their 
cries, and ſome hurt gritbouſty. In coming on thus, che Trojans 
64 maged. greatly their enemies: and the moge, becepſe man of 
tbem were not furniſhed. with their arms, which wete ſmitten 
down by the Swozds of the Trojans, and thep were beaten 
down, matmed moztally, and wallowing in their blood, This 
notwithſtanding, . tvorgh that the 9 97 er was 
arp, and tpat Illion and, Gap appꝛoved them 
carplp.

And pet was not the dy come, when tpep found in 
the Pozuing the place all covered] with bloodp bra ds of men 
dead : but the number of the Phrigiavs, that chere were put to 
the wozſt, was the much greater number, ten agzinſt one, than 
of tbem of Troy. As long as the Moon gave ber ligbt, there was 
no fault on the one fide, noz on the other, each man did bis part, 
the Poon chancing into a dark cloud, and then the middle 
began ta ceaſe fighting,and the retreat wos cryed. The Phrigizos 
withdzew themſelves at the cry of Tantalus, and the Trojaus 
Bt the cry of Ion and Ganimedes. And tbere was none but 
would habe abidden the end ot this skirmiþ and fight.

CT that hour, when Saturn arrived in Creet, the Sun wet 
turned into theWeſt, and on the heaven began to r 
we Stars Saturn knew the Post: and took Land, hoping to 
enter the Country ſecretly, and went a little wap, and lodged 
vis people in a place convenient, and made them teſt and eat and 
dzink by the ſpace of four boucs, and then he awoke the Doſt, 
and made the Trojans arm them, and enter into the Realm. 
But they were not far gone, but appzoacbing a ſtraight pa flage. 
the Eſpies and diſtobeters, came unto Saturn and Ganimedes 
baſtily and told them, that they bad ſeen Ring Jupiter ftrongſy 
, which kept the paſſage. Upon this place it was 
that Jupiter wos departed from Danae, and from the 
Tower of Dardan, and was come into Creet, deſiring to ac- 
complith his pꝛomiſe to Danac, he did cauſe to aſſemble bis men 
of war concluding in himſelf, pat faithfully pe would go fetch 
the fair Danac, and bzing ber info the Country bp fozce of arms. 
Pis army was aff ready, and came the ſame night, where on 
tve be þoped-fo babe departev, but as he was in his bed 
thatnightin bis Cite of Parthenie, tydings came to bim, of the 
arriving of the Trojans. Wherefoze pe was conſtrained by - 
fats to change bis purpoſe:of which be was marvellous pa iſing 
beavy. Motwithftznding, ſuddenip as theſe tydings were frelb- 
iy bzought unto bim, he aroſe and took his men ot arms that be 
vad aTembled, and haſtily bzought them unto the ſtrait where- 
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Reno ton, accompanied with an hundgen men that ron 2s the 
wind. And fox this cauſe they wort called Centaures: and theſe 
Centaures wert ſo terrible, and cruel, that thep doubted not the 
puiance of any Bing, o 6f nne ather whatſoever they were. 

When Saturn kriew that the paſſage! and that Ja- 
pitcr was then advertiſed of bis coming, pe cauſed his Boſt to 
ſtap, and ſaid unto them : Py Childzen,-ic bebobeth that cþis 
mo2nimg pe ſo do in Creet pour endeavour, not only in muſtring 
and ſhewing your courages : but above ail that pe be redoubged 
and daeaded like the Thunder, Aſſure pour ſelves of pour quiar- 
rel, Jupiter mine enemp is bere, where he abideth cur coming 
of rhe battel ozdained : if we will come to the end of our Gn- 
wife it is neceſſaty that we dꝛaw thither. Let me heat what 
re will ſap. | | | 

Then anſwered Ganimedes - we be come into Creet foz to 
cozrecx pour Son, and ts let pou up again on pour Thaone. We 
will do the beſt we canby pour power, and fight freelp without 
doubting oz fear. And to the end that no repzoach map be laid 
on us, J will ſend and ſummon your Son befoze any Swozd is 
daawn, to the end that þe-yield himſelf to your obeyſance : and

ning as they that held not of Peaven noz of earth, upon tþeir e- 
nemies-. When the Trojans ſaw the Centaures mounted on 
Poaſeback, running as the mind, they were ſoze amazed. Ne. 
they took courage ard withſtood them, and the Cen- 
taures fought antly, that each of them boze to tbeearth a

of his Spear. And among other, Gani- 
medes was alſo donn to the exrth : and ſome were burt, 
others relieved alter hurting, and tome without burt. Wben 
Ganimedes felt þimſelfamong the Pezſes feet, be ſaid, that be 
would be ſboztip revenged.

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had taten, they entred into their Ships, and thought among o- 
ther things, on the Wounds of them that were burt, and alſo of 
Ganimedes. And afrer they laid them down on the lraw fo ſleep, 
and about two bours befoze dap thep weighed Archoz, and de 
parted ſo ſecretly, that the Trojans bad no knowledge thereof. 
And on the-mozrow betimes, when King Troos andllion il- 
ſued out of Troy to battel, they tanged in good ozder,and found 
no man to have to do withal, noz they could not ſ& no2 perceive 
their enemies on no coaſt of the Sea, foz thep had ſo far ſailed 

from the Pozt, that by that time tbey were cut of ſight, Thus 

they vad great ſozrow marvelloufiy, and came unto che place 

where the battel had been, and buried the dead men. But now F 
will leave ſpeaking of them, and of Jupiter, and will turn unto 

the Diſtozp of Dain, 


. CHAP. XXxVIIL 
How King Achrißut when he ſaw his Daughter with child, ſent 
her to exile, and pat her in a little Veſſel into the Sta, at the 
adventure 2 Fortune. 


V Va noble Da moſel Danac abode with Child by Jus 
* Y piteraSitis ſaid befoze. After that Jupiter was rt tur- 
ned into dis Country, (be abode long in bope, that be would 
come and fetch her by ſtrength ofpeople, and would lead her in- 
to his Realm. as be had pꝛomiſed. In this bope ſhe mounted oft 
mes into high windows of the Tower, and caſting ber epes, 
now hither, now thitber, upon the mountains, ways and ſtreets, 
fo to look it he came, o2 that be might ſ@ bis men of Arms, and 
bis people of war, and without end, {be had always ber ears e» 
pen to liſten if be might bear the Trumpets, Tabours, and 
Tlartons. This hope dured long, unto the laſt day that Jupiter 
bad pzomiſed : andToze ſhe complained in this time of bis abid- 
ing: and ſaid unto ber felf, that he would come. But when 
evening was come of the day be had fet,and (be heard no tydings 
of him, and that the fruft of her bellp appeared: ſhe went down 
from the window ofthe high Tower, and all ſurpzized with 
defpair, td behold her great No ſatd : pooz belly, J map no 

longer 
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longer hide thee, A babe covered thee unto this time, hoping the 
coming of jupiter : the dap is come and paſt that be ſhould pave 
come, and tpere is no tpdings of bim. Alaſs,and hach be alſo foz- 
gotten mee, Where art thou jupiter? Art thou dead as alive ? 
If thou be dead, ſpeak to mee in ſpirit, in excuung tee of thy 
default. Tell me what ſþall J de with the (eed ? And if thou 
be alive, what miſchievous-evil adventure boldeth thee ? Art 
thou wearp of Danae, that thou enfozcedſt by raining gold? ot 
vec tyat thou ſo much deſiredſt ? Alas, thou pꝛomiſedſt mee thy 
love, and gaveſt it unto mer: and J received the gift in god 
part, and gave unto thee mine heart. And what Mall this be, 
ſupiter, my love and friend? Art thou of the nature of falſe 
men, as hypocrites that go about ta deceive pooz Women, any 
then leave them indiſþonour 2 Alas, thou art one berily, thou 
baſt bzought me into perpetual ſþame, and hait abandoned and 
given me over. S miſchievousman, Dfalſe lyar, be thou cur- 
ſed with thy riches, and accurſed be the. hour. that eber A faw 
thee. . Jam fo2 ever by thee put te ſhame : and mapno longer 
vide thy wozks. Where \ball my child become ? every man ſhall 
ſee and know mp treſpaſs. Alas, my Father will put me to 
death, A may not fail of it: and as foz death it ball notgrieve 
me, fave fo2 the fruit that J bear, pet hall A keep it as well as 
mp ſelf,at all adventure, come what map come thereof. 

In theſe and ſuch like wozds, Danac paſſed over this night, 
without reſt : from thencefozth ſde began to be all melancho- 
1cous, and took this fo ſoze to peact,that te fell into a grievoug 
malsdy. . Wyen tve that knew nothing ofthis cauſe, 


Poidens 
ſaw her ſo evil diſpoſed they ſignified it unto the Ring Achriſus, 
and then came the Ring to viſit vis Daughter, and betook her 
ta the cure of his Phyſicians and cunning men, and demanded 
of them what ons Wee. Wey anſwered him in the 2 
that in ſhozt 


ſence of Danac,that be was great with 
time ſde ould de delivered. Danae anſwered that they failed to 
(ay the truth, and that ſhe had never known man, and denped 
ber fat ag much as in her was poTible, hoping alwap to libe 
fox the well knew that yer Father would condemn her to death 
ifbe knew that ſze were with Child. And about this all the 
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Maidens of the houſe ſtrove with the Piſtreſs, ſaying : that 
tyep bad well and ſurely kept the Tower, that no man la be the 
King bad ſpoken to het, ( unleſs he had come inbiſible) fince that 
thry dad received pet into their governance. Whereat the Ring 
was greatly abaſhed, and ſoze wondzed. 
MWyen the King heard theſe wozds, and ſaw the ſtate of his 
Daughter, be was Coze troubled, Foz by experience he ſaw 
well, and it appeared that Danac was with child. And to know 
the truth, he ſent all the Paidens of the place into ꝛiſon to 
Argos, and berook Danac in keeping to other women, and com- 
manded them upon pain of death, that they ſhould tell him if be 
were, oz happened to be delivered of Child oz no. 
Within a certain time, when Danae ſaw ber ſelf in this caſe, 
the began to fall into weeping» Ring Achriſius, from this day 
{o2th, cameevery day to know how Se did. She wept without 
ceafing : be ſpake not, but unto herheart : and the bewailed her 
love, and complained on Foztune ſozrowfully. But when tbe 
vad laboured long in theſe weepings,and that ber fair eyes were 
made great and red, about fifteen days, befoze the time of ber 
childing, ſbe degan to remember the cauſe why $2 was put into 
tbe Tower. And that the Gods had p2ognoſticated that ſbe 
ibould pave a Son, that would be King ot Argos. In this remem- 
bzance ſbe was comfozted little: and when the time came that 
nine months was expired, ſbe bzought fozth # paſſing fair Son, 
whrcb the Ladies and alemen received and named bim Perſeus : 
And after that ſignified it unto-the King. But at the birth of 
this Child, pe excuſed and put out of blame all the Damoſeis, 
and ſaid that thep were all innocent of her fact, 

Anon then, as the King Achrifius knew the verity of bis 


Daugpter, and that be had a fair Son, be had in bis beart moze - 


of ſozrow than of joy, and condemned her to death indeed, and 
commanded two ot his Pariners, that thep Gould take the mo- 
ther and the Child, and put them in alittle Boat both together, 
and that they would carry them far into the high Sen, that af- 
ter that, never would men ſee them noz babe knowledge of 
ryem. Tye Pariners durſt not refuſe the commandment of 
the Bing: but went to the * Derdan, and took — 
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der Son Perſcus, and (aid unto the Damoſel all that they had 
charge to do, paaping ber humbly that þe would pardon them : 
and this was about midnight, when Danac underſtood that the | 
ſbauld be caſt into the Sea, and her Son with ber. Pet We had 
bope to eſcape this peril, by the means of the Foz tune of per 
Son. This notwithſtanding, th? tears ran down from ber 
eyes, and weeping tenderly, ſbe cock her leave of the Ladies and 
Damoeſels that bad her in keeping : and they let ber be carried 
upon the Sea, making complaint and pitious bewailings. When 
the Mariners bad brought ber upon the Sea, tbep left ber in 
a little Boat, and put in ber lap Perſcus her fair Son, and as 
baſti!y as they might, they conducted her into the deep Sea 
without meat oz dzink and without Nerne oz gobernail, and 
Cave ber over to all winds. Then was there manp a tear wept 
among tbe Patiners. The Mariners bewailed with great 
compaſſion to (ce ſuch a Damoſei abandoned to peril of death. 
Danac wept in confidering the rigour of ber Father, and the 
fault ryar Jupiter bad dene to ber, and alſo foz the peril which 
be might not refift : and Perſeus wept ſoz the blowing of the 
wind and foz the groſs apr of the Sea, that bis tenderneſs 
migbt not well ſuffer to endure. Jn this fatbion the Bariners 
returned to Argos, and Danae went foath upon the waves cf 
the Sta, at the agreement and will of the winds. The waves 
were fearful, and lifted tyemſelves into the apr as mountains, 
tbe winds blew by great ſtezms, the little Boat was bozn 
and ca\i upon the waves, and ofrentime Danac ſuppoſed to ba ve 
periſhed , but ſbe bad alway bope in Foztune. And fo well it 
happened, that intbis adverſity and trouble, ſbe was caſt into the 
Sea of Apulia oz Naples. And there was found by adven- - 
ture of o Fiſher, that foz pity and charity took ber into his ſbip, 
and ber Hon and baougbt bec on Land, 

At this time the noble Danac was as dead body, and. balf 
gone: when the Fiſber- man bad bzought ber on Land, ſbe tok 
a King of Gold that Ge woze on ber finger, and gave it unto 
the good man, pzaring bim, that he would bzing ber into ſome 
bouſe, where the migbt warm and cþeriſþber, wirb her Child, 
o be was nigh dead with cold, and was all in a _ 


— 
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Fifber- man tock the Gold Ring, and bzougbt the Damoſel, and 
the little Child into his bouſe, and made tyem a good fire, and 
bzought them meatanddzink. As ſoon as Perſeus felt the apr 
of tpe fire, bis beart came to him again, and be began to laugy 
on bis Pvther. When Se ſa w that, all ber ſozrows turned to 
jop, and the took hope of good Foatune. She then made ready and 
arrapedber Son, and ber colour came again: tbe Fiſber-man 
ſeeing in her ſo much beauty, that the like co ber be ſaw never 
none, be went unto the Court of the Ring of Naples, and told 
bim his adventure, parſing ſo certainly ber beautp, that the 
Bing ſent baffily foz to fetch her: this Ring was named Pilo- 
nus, and was Son to rhe ancient jupiter. And when Danac 
was come befoze bim, ſuddenly be waxed amozcus of ber, and 
demanded her name, her Country, and che cauſe- why be was 
adventurtd on the Sea, At beginning ſhe excuſed ber ſelf of all 
theſe things, unwilling to fell all, and began co weep. Uber 
the Ring ſaw that, be comfozred ber and ſaid, that he woulb coke 
her foz his wife foz ber be ꝛuty and ſpake ſo fair to ber, and fo 
graciouſly, tvat ſbe told bim all ber life, bow (þe was Daugb- 
ter of Ring Achriſius, and how ſbe was ut in the Tower, and 
bow Jupiter had deceived ber, and how her Fa ther bad put ber 
in the Sea. When the Ring Pilonus beard all theſe foztunes 
of the Damoſel, be bad pity on ber, and wedded ber with great 
honour, and did put to nurſe Perſeus, and got on ber a Son, 
which was named Danaus : but of this matter J will ceaſe, and 


turn again to the Hiſtorp of Jupiter. 


CHAP. XXIX. 


low Jupiter returning from Troy by Sea, Encountered the great 
Thief Egeon, which he fought with, and overcame; and of 
the tydings that ke had of Dause, whereof he was paſſing 
forrowtul. . 


V V Pen jupiter was departed from Troy, be made his M. 

riners to ſail and row with all diligence, to with-dzaw 
from the Boat, and to appzoach Creet, foz he knew well that 
ter time of his pzomiſe made to Danac was expired, and that 
Þ 3 diſpleaſed 
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diſpleaſed him greatly. Pis mariners did all chat thep could 
do by the ſpace ofa dap natural, but the dap being paſt, there a- 
roſe a tempeſt in the Sea ſo terrible, and out of meaſure, that 
it bare many Ships with their furniture undec water, bzake 
their terns and belms, and d2owned all the Ships, ſave ouly 
that Ship which Jupiter was in: be wept outragi- 
ouſly, The. tempeſt duced three daps and three nights, They 
ſaw not that time in the Peaven, Sun, Poon, noz Stars. Jupi- 
ter and they that were with him never te habe dyed 0- 
tber death, pet they eſcaped che death, and took Land the third 
day when the Tempeſt was ceaſed, not in Creet, -noz in the Sea 
of Europe, but in the Dcean ſo far, that they knew not the lan · 
guage of them that inhabited the Pozt where they came to An- 
choz. g 
When Jupiter ſaw the ftrangeneſs of the people dwelling in 
this Pozk, ye knew they were far from theer \3Kegion, and then 
was Jupiter diſcomfared, that he wiſhed be had not been there, 
no2 come on the Sea, fo:aſmuch as he knew well that be nigh: 
not accomp dd vis pꝛemiſe mode unte Danse his Love. Pee 
made many great bewailings touching this matter, and moze 
than Jcan ſap; and alſo made complaint foz his men that be 
bad loft in the ſtoam and tempeſt, as well as be complained foz 
the default of his pzumiſe. But when his companions, Ix ion 
and the Centaures and Ganimedes, had refreſhed and victualied 
them, and had well put ali things in o2der , they weighed An- 
coz, and departed from the Pozt, and took their wap into the 
Eaſt: and ſo laboured day by dap, that cþepentredinto the Sea 
'Egee. Andthey had nat long ſaifed when they met withEgeon 
we great Thiefand Roter, which beld ac his willall this Sea 
then thepdifanchozed from the Poze of the Ine of Deſart, and 
be accompanied with fix Galleps, and with a thouſand men of 
arms, came befoze Jupiter, pzoviding them tobattel, in purpoſe 
ts va ve deſtroped them. 

Wyen 'Japiter and the Centaures, ſaw the bebaviour of the 
Thief, tvey knew firaight ways that they might not fail of 
battel, and ſaping each toother they would defend themſelves 
unto death. They pad not long held Parliament among them, 
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biit they furniſhed themſelves with their Arms, and diſplaped 
the Banner with the Gagle of Gold. And in the diſplaping 
bey made great a joy, as they bad been in Paradiſe. - At this 
time had Gan vis wounds healed.When he faw that each 
man p2epared yimeif co fight ſaving be, which was pziſoner, 
be came and kneeled down on bis knees befoze Jupiter, and re- 
zuiced him right humbly, rhat de would command to deliver 
bim bis Parneſs,fo2 ts help to maintain his honour, and al ſo to 
defend his life, pzomiſing to do pis true endeavour. 

Jupiter took up Ganimedes, when be ſaw him ſubmit himſelt, 
and began fo ſet his love on dim, that if endured even unto the 
death: and that moze is, bis Parneſs and Arms were pielded 
unto bim, ſaying : that from ſhencefozch th2p would be bzerhren 
and fellows in Aems, and Ganimedes anſwered ts him that be 
would alway abide and dwell his ſervant. 

During theſe ſpeeches, Egeon and his Galleps boarded the 
Ship of Jupiter, and fought with them. Egeon was inthe front 
vefoze as Captain. jupiter bebeld him and knew bim by his 
arms that he bare, and ere that any ſtroke was ſmitten, becal- 
ed to him, and ſaid. Thiefand Rover : Dow thou pur · 
ue to death him that made thee to tremble, and fi befozebimac 
'be battef of Creet, by ſeeing of bis Void dyed and made ted 
with tbe blood of the unhappy Titenoys? Behold and ſee mee, 
Jam Jupiter, the moztal enemp of afl thy Linage. Thou in 
likewiſe art my enemy, and now art come in batrel againſt me. 
It map be well (aid that we hall run each upon other; by great 
tazce, and that this conflict ſwall be damageable foz the 02 foz 
nt. and let the Gods do their pleaſure. 

Mvrn Egeon underftood what Jupiter had ſaid to him, and 
bat ve was the deſtroper of his Linage, be had his heatt ſo in- 
enſed with ire and imparrency, that he could not anſwer one 
wozd : And grinning with bis teeth, be began to fmite ſo hard 
award Jupiter, that if the firoke of His Art bad been right; chere 
bad never beenremedp of his life. But Jupiter knew the feats 
cf war, and when be faw the ſtroke he avoyded it: and lifted up 
Is Sword, and charged it upon Egeon foſurtly, that pe could 
10k abopd the ſtroke, which was ſo foꝛtible, har he was ſo a 

med

nied that it made him fall down upon the planks of the Galler. 
Then made the Pprates and Thiets a great cry, and furiouſls 
feil upon Jupiter and his compary. Ganimedes beld his Axe 
in bis bands, and was nat then idle: pe faugbr and wrougbt 
moſt valiantlp afrer bis power, and ſoid the Centaures. The 
skitmiſh was great, and many were ſtrucken down, not of che 
parip of Jupiter, but of rhe Pprates, and then laboured the Cen- 
taures, (o that rþep dyed tbe Galleys with che blood of their ene- 
mies: And that the Ppꝛzatts, albeir thep mere ten againſt one. 
tpep neither could, noz might not abide befoze them. 

Tous began the moztal battel ot the [Sprates,and of the Cen. 
taures, when the ane Gallep had fought as long as chep might, 
another came on. Thus Jupiter and Ganimedes had enough to 
do to fight, and they failed not what co do, foz the moze theo 
ſmote, the moze diſpleaſure bad the- Pprates. Fach of their 
ftrokes was the death of a Mptatt. An paoceſs of time, Egeon 
tame again into the pzeſs diſmaxeb, and filled full with impa- 
tience, be put þimſelf fo2th to abt, in the moſt ſtrengtb, a1; 
deſperately, go win all, oz to loſe all. At this time the batte! 
was fo deadly, wat all the Galleys cloſed the Ship of Jupiter 
and ſmote on it: but this was to their-miſ-bap and ill fare, fa; 
the moſt part ot them were ain: then Ganimedes and Jupiter, 
entred into the Galley of Bing Egeon, where be fought ſo ſoze 
on the one fide and on the other, foz enyp who ould do beſt, that 
of all chem that were within, there was not left one man, but 
be was fjainoz caſt into the ea, excepting only Egcon, which 
Jupiter took with his hands, and bound him with an þundzed 


chains of Jron. | { 
Mitch tbeſe chains of Aron Egeon had a cuſtom foz to bind 
bis-P2iſoners, umtil ie time theo pad done bis will. Mben 
the Pprates ſaw the mi ſchiet᷑ that came upon them, and that 
theze maſter was overcome and bound with the chains, they in- 
tended to ſave themſelyes, and withdzew from the Ship of Jus 
piter, ſaping, that thoſe that they had fougbt withal, were no 
men, but Devils, and that they were unbappy that came into 
ft gc hands. jupiter had but one ſhip. The Pyrates diſperſed a. 


-boad one pere, another there. And when the Centaures ſaw 


that,

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wat, they ſaid to Jupiter, that it ougbt to ſuffice to babe this 
vic02y over his enemp, and that it was no need to wake pur- 
ſuit after the unhappp Thieves. Jupiter acco2ded to che ſa me, 
and entred again into bis Ship with Ganimedes and Egoon, 
ond atter made his Parinerg to cake their courſe again. And 
11 wap he had in bis memozp Danac, De was a pear long ſailing 
vo tbe Bea: and in the end of cbe pear , hearribedin die Realm, 
and there foundfour hundeed Pozſes, which thepof Crect pz e. 
ſented unto him foz bis welcom. 16.31 

Tye Nuten Juno his Wife, made great chear, tos the loved 
vim with all per heart, wherefoze the feated him, and them that 
pzeſented to him the Pozſes. And he put in pꝛiſon Egeon, and 
jet Ganimedes go free where be would; they loved tben toge · 
ther ever after as two baethren. Wyen Jupiter had been there 
rhree days, be took four hund2ed of his men of the moft puiſ- 
ſant, and made them Rnights, giving to each ok them one of 
bis Poaſes : and perfeded them in the fears of Arins, atter the 
diſcipline ofIxion and the Centaures. And when they had done 
this, be afſemblied a thouſand Foot-men, and two hundzed Ar» 
chers, and with them be departed from Creec fifteen dars at- 
ter his return: and ſeat not foz Pluto, nos kam Neptune, any 
took his way unto the Citp of Argos, meaning to have taken u- 
way the fair Danac. But pe bad not far gone, when be met one 
of the Citizens of Argos, a Gentleman and wc 2\bipful, that re- 
counted and told him all che life of Danae, fozaſmuch as hede- 
manded of him tydings. And a ſſured him on bis life, that the 
King Achriſius od ſet her on che Sena, fozafmuchas the had 
b:zougbt forth a little Sonagainft his commandment. 

Apen Jupiter heard the caſe and misfoztune of Danae, be 
began to ſigh ſoze : the ſweat came into his face, and tears into 
bis epes, he called Ganimedes and Ixion and told them, that 
bis vopage was baoken : and that the King Achriſius had caſt 
ber into the Sea, foz whom be made this Army. Ganimedes and 
Ixion comfozted bim the beſt theycould, and bzought vim again 
to Creet, be held him there ſolitary u while : and lap by bis 
Wife Juno, and Juno and her Aunt Ceres made bim good chear 
oftentimes. And ſo oft came 3 once ſhe asked che cou 
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of bis ſozrow. De beheld the beauty of per: and foz that Ge 
was ®lone, be uſed the matter ſo chat he had co do with her and 
knew ber lie hip and after be had deteruuned in bis mind. that be 
would go into S cil: and taking leave of Bing Ixion and of the 
Centaurcs, bis tipping was made ready, and be went to Sea, 
and came into Sicil, and conquered it unts the Ae of Lemnos. 
And wben ye had ſo done, pe went into Italy, and tame into the 
bouſe of Ring Janus, which received bim, and made bim gre! 
cheat, and told him that bis Father Saturn was newly come te 
dwell tþeredy,and that he was ungulatiy loved ofall the people 
fozaſmuch as be taught them to labour che vines, and to ſov 
C020. 

All tbe blood changed in Jupiter, when be beard that Janu: 
ſpake to him of bis Father Saturn: nevertbeleſs be went t. 
ſee bim, and ſaw him. and found his Father making and found 
ing of anew Citi. in the place where now ſtands the Capitol o 
Rome. And in ſuch wiſe be ſubmitted him to bis Father, tha 
daturu took him to bis grace, and made peace with bim: and al 
fo acroaded to him that be ſbould ervoy from thencefoath bi! 
Kgaim of Crcer : At theoccozd and making ofthis peace wer 
Ring Janus and Bing Evander, and they dwelled the one nig 
the otder, that is to wit, Janus ina City us med Laurence, ani 
Evander in a City being nigh the mount Aventine: and fo was 
cyere Bing Italus of Sytacuſe, that made in this time a new Ci 
ty named Albe, upon the River ot Tyber. Alt thefe Ring: 
made greatchear foz the agreement of the Father and rye Son 
And thus Jupiter, adiding there be acquainced himſeit᷑ with tb 
Wife of King Evander named Nicoftrate, fozaſmuch as d. 
was right expert in the ſcienceof Nigromancy, and of her h. 
teroed this ſcience. Jupiter after this took leave of her, ant 
vf dis Father Saturn, and of bis nergbbours, and left there $2 
turn, that das married again to a Woman calted Philiris, b 
whom be had d Sor called Picus, that was Father of Rin: 
Fanvs, Pusband to the Queen Fatua, of whom Hercules was a 
mo29us. and returnedinto Creet, and there found that bis wif 
is delivered of bis San Vulcan, and that bis beloved Aun 
Ceres was delivered of a Du rghter, named Proſerpina, where 
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ot Juno das diſpieaſedand diſcontent, and complaingd to Jupi- 
ter ef the diwonour tpat be bad done te her. But Jupl er (ef 
notght pt reve, but laagped and was mo2egoyays df b daygh- 
ter, than cf bis n: Fu bu D3 ughier won mirotiious fare; 
and Vuſcan dis Dou'was u and crookAiached. Mot withſtagd» 
ing, to tive in peace with Juno, he married Ceres to another 
man named Siccam, and dane to, iht m the Realm af Sicil and 
the Cite of Syracule, and tent chem te dwell tere 646 Profery 
Pina. And it was not eng after thor, but be ſent bis on 
Vulcan into the Ae of. Lemm, whom ye berpok tn he G

and made all ber men to Arm them. And thus ſbe eſcaped from

Great was the jop of Perſcus, when be underftood. theſe tp» 
dings: his folk vad great need of vigual, whert foze he called 
them all, and bade that they ſbould make them ready, fox they 
wecenigh the place that they ſought : and then, as they ſailed 
a wap fo2th about three hours befoze the evening they ſaw the 
City where Mcduſa was, and mozeover they ſaw Meduſa and 
her ſiſters with a great number of men of war, that were train- 
ed on the Post, cicbly arrayed and furniſhed. Mben Perſcus 
ſaw this, be divided bis Armp in three equal battels, each bad 
ten Galleps, and o2dained and put in Captains of war: and 
wiſely infozmed them bow they ſhould come nigh and appꝛoach 
the Pozt. And after be put bimſelf in tbe firſt bactel : and the 
Poets ſay, that the Goddeſs Pallas gave to bim then a Shield 
of Thryſtal : that be appzoacbed wiſely the Port that was upon 
che great Sea of Spain, and char he conducted himſelf by ſuch 
p2udence which is likened toChryſtal, that be came and fougbt 
band to hand againſt tbe pui ſſance of Meduſa: and that by the 
Hining of the clear Shield of bis pzudence in —_ 
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giving infinite irokes, be got Land and conftrained Meduſa 
to return to her Cite, byfozce of Arms, and with a good ozder- 
ing and fighting of bis Souldiers. At that time the head Ser- 
pent-like of Meduſa might not withſtand his firſt foztunes, fox 
{be that was accuſtomed to put under foot and overcome all them 


that expoſed them in Arms againſt her, at this time was put to 
the ſame extremity, that tþe had put others unto. 


CHAP. XXXI. 


How Perſeus vanquiſhed in battel the Queen Medxfa : and how 
the fled into her City. 


Sw ſuch was tbe beginning of the war that was bettheer 
N Perſeus. and Meduſa, where the Gorgons which Meduſa 
dad cheriſhed dearly, fell down from the Wheel of Foztune , 
which wheel had conſented that the prudence of Perſeus ſhould 
be cauſeof their bumbling, This notwitbftanding,Meduſa twk 
courage in ber ſelf; and centred into her Citp, and gave 
charge to one of ber men, to go unto her enemies, and to en- 
quite of them who was chief and Captain of them, and wha: 
thing be ſougþpt in her Country? The Heſperian departed from 
the City, and came to the Poſt of the Apulians, that were bufic 
to lodge them that night - and be þaſted ſo much that he came 
to Perſeus, uo took his refection upon Table that he had mad: 
of a great ſtone of marble, and ſaid to him inthis wiſe : Sir, 
tbe conguere{s of men bath ſent me to thee, to enquire-whit 
wing thou wilt de in ber Conutry, fo the end ſÞe map know 
he t te bath. to do? Prſenger ( anſwered Perſeus ) I hate # 
purpofe to enfranchi(le and make freeall men from the ſerbitude 
tþat thy Piſtreſsholderh chem in - and to make her that bach 
but one epe, that the convert and turn men no moe inte ſtones, 
and thaz ber riches Tail not be no moʒe tbe cauſes of the lo ſv and 
perditien of Enights which Gould have ber in marrizge. e a 
gainſt yer malice of te Serpent, I will be armed with p2t- 
dence; and will that we knaw, to mozrow, without longer de 
, I will give aut unto the City, in caſe ſde come not 2- 
aint me in battel.. With 
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With this 'onſwet the Heſperian returned unto Meduſa, and 
recounted unto per all that pe had beards Meduſa afſembled 
then all her men of war, and ſaid unto them : it is no maryel 
though I have mp þeart fo troubled, when after that J havs 
vanquiſhed great companies of men of Arms, Jſee that thame- 
fully we are dziven back and with-dzawn into this City, by the 
p2oweſs of a handful of men. O what grief is this to them 

bat babe been accuſtomed to triumph in all manner of wars 
MDyere be the bigh enterpzizes, by which we made all the 
Weſtern Hear to fear ? ere be (be Swozds that babe been 
yielded to us by the Rings our Tributaxies : Where be che 
Armies and ſtrengths that babe made to tremble the mountains 
and Rocks of Lybia? Where be they that this day bave caken 
fear foz Wzoweſs, dzead foz Hardineſs, diſbonour foz honour? 
At leaſt ſince this thing is ſo handled, it behobeth to deal the 
beft wiſe we may : but naw it beboveth alſo, that ebery man en · 
courage and ew þimſelf valiant, and that to mozrow it bs 
recovered, chat by us this dap is loſt. The enemies of tbe City 
to mozcow will give us afſault, if we furniſh not them with 
battel. And fozaſmuch as thep be travelled en the Air of 
the Sea, it is much better that we furniſh them with battel at 
this time, than that we ould abide longer. Dur enemies be 
rangers, pere lyeth our tryumpb, oz eber moztal miſadyen- 
ture: If weovercome them, it ſhall be a memozy fo2 us far 
and nigh in all honour. If thecaſego contrary, we wall run 
with the foſs of our lives into deriſion and mockery of all 
pie. And what is this, all the blood be ſpzead abzoad of them 
that have made the ground red with the blood of others ? Shall 
the bonour be waſted and loft, and alſo the name that we babe 
gotten with ſo great labour? All the wozld take to them cou- 
rage and hope: theſe two things be as needfyu! in war, as the 
Arms, and without them ſhall never man attain to thecrown 
of victozp. Ab then take heart to you, and make ready your hat- 
ne\s and Arms: to mozrow muſt be the day that ye muſt nods 
mae to ſhine pour deeds the beſt wiſe ye map, and that foz to kp 
your renowns and pour titles of honourable pzoweſs:; 
Padam (enſwered one - = Captains) it is great 1 
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tbaf re were not a men, ko; if it bad been ſo, it is apparent cha: 
Pou would babe bzcught under all the Mona rebp of men. As pe 
ſay, we muſt needs keep our renown, if Foztune hath been to us 
this day fcoward, to mozrow (be ſpall turn to pzofit. The 
wounds that be made in our honours and blood, we muſt bear it, 
and take it in good part. And our pzowels and honour (þail to 
mozrow put from us all notes and ſhame, we will ſo behave duc 
ſelves. Can pe not ariſe ſo tatip that we might be in tbe front 
of them well arrayed and p2zoved to fight foz the pzoſperitp of 
pour Land? We will do pour requeſt. . When Meduſa heard 
the good will of her Captain, ſþe was jopoug and concluded wit! 
them, that ſbe with all ber puiſſance, would aſſail their ene- 
mies at Mid- nigbt, in bope to come upon them unawares. This 
conclufion was thought good unto all: and each man witbdzew, 
to take theit reſt, and to make ready their Parneſs. Mcdula 
ſlept not much this night, as (be that had the heart alway great 
and ſoze charged with greedy defice of vengeance : and at mid- 
night, ſþe ſounded to Arms, and made them to be ready. She 
took her Banners that were rich, and ber men were diligent e 
nough to Arm them, foz in that art they were well- inſtructed. 
And when they were all ready and a ſſembled betoze the Palace 
Kopal : Meduſa and bet ſiſters iſſued out of the Gate in tic; c 
ſtate,and giving good mozrow to her folk, wi ih as little noiſe as 
{be could; be divided them into two companies, whereof [he 
made one company. to depart by one of the Gates of the City, 
and ſhe ver ſelf conducted the other by the Gate that was againſt 
the Pozt oz Papen. 0 63% aa... 
At this time the det was pure and clear, and the Stars 
twinkled : and anon tbe Moon Þone, and put away tbe. dark. 
neſs of the night accozding to ber ceieſtial office. When Mc. 
duſa was in tbe field, ſbe went along by the Sea \þoze, and 
ſuppoſed to babe taken Perſcus and bis folk, but ſhe failed: fo; 
as ſoon as {be iſſued out of her Cite, it was perceived bp the 
watch · men of tbe Pol of, Perſeus, and they figuiſied their rom - 
ing to Perſeus and bis men that ſept.intheic Varnfs..

Medula, that al wap put ber in the moſt 
ſtrength and affairs, and moſt pꝛeſs, by migbtp courage, to en- 
tertain and hold together yer men: ſeeing oftentimes the p2a» 
rrices and the noble feats of Arms of ber enemp Perſcus, had 
great ſozrow, foz with bis only valour, be beld the Apuliars 
in eftate and rap, and there was none that might, refit bis 
ſirength oz at leaſt thac bad migpt to cevſt bim.

And al- 
wap be wes Tnvivoned vwith we den men ſte had. Aer fought 
in this kaßpton unttt the day, de foze chat an knewrto-wbom he 
{ould aſcribe the victozy: dut even as the Sun began to bew 
bis beams and rapes : in like manner, Pr tfeus bega n t bew tbe 
ayes of hid prudence, and brandi ſped pis Swozd. Andſging 
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on the ere ſde th? Banner Nopal, be thzonged into the paeſs, 
and dꝛew ro that part, cafirng men down dead to the Sands, 
moze than an bundzed. This Banner was (quare four foot, 
made of Crimſon Satten, and in {pe middle was an image paint. 
ed whereof the bod? was a figure and faſhion of 8 woman, and 
tbe besd was of a Serpent. 

Meduſa was never far from this Benner, faz {þr drew ber 
alway tbitber foz reſcue When Pcricus was come tbitber with 
a great company of bis folk, ve cryed Perſens, Perſcus. And 
lifring bis Swozd that was tempered with blood from one end 
ro the other, it hapeened that the firſt ffroke that be gave in this 
place, kell upon one ofthe Sifters of Meduſa, that the fell down 
dead. Tyen they of Naples (more on the Heſperians with all theit 
foꝛct. Thea ſmote Perſeus long end obertpwart; bis ftrokes 
trere fo moatal, that they afraped not only the moſt feeble of 
bis ent mies, but al the moſt firongeſt, and aiſo the moſt coura 
gieus Meduſa. 

Great was the flxughter : and being at that point, Meduſa 
enfo:ced ber power to withftand the great foxce of Perſeus. Rot- 
withſtanding, be thatbefoze bad overcome many men, was then 
overcome : and having late tbe greateft coeur ge, and the bearc 
moze fierce then am man. ſhe wos vanquiſhed with deſpair, by 
tbe only chivalrgus dealing af Perſeus that pad bzoken ber 
Banner, that be bed ſmitten her men in pieces,partly flain with 
bis Swozd, and partly fled. And he had not only made red his 
Swozd and right hand with ber blood, but the Sea by (mail 
gutters was made red with warm blood : through which Nie- 
duſa loft ber ferocity, all ber pꝛeſumption, all ber ftrength, and 
All ber uugout: ſo evil went tbe game on ber fide, that when 
the had teen ber Banner deſtroped, when the had ſeen che moſt 
vicozious of ber Anigbts confounded by fight, and ber men of 
Arms lea ve tbe bactie and fler befoze Perſcus, as bete the J- 
mage of death. Finally, Gefaty all her vuiſunte turn into de- 
firuction genera!, whereof the end was that each man gave it o- 
ver, andevery man that miabt ſa ve hi mſeit ſaved bim by caves, 
und buſhes, here one, and there anather, ſo ſoze afraid, that ic 
was a pitious thing to bear their cries : and many ſaved them 

in 
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in the City, and manz wert ſlain in fixing, by Perſeus and bis 
men. 


How Ferſtws cor queted Meduſa, and her City, and ſmote off 
het head. And how he went to fight againſt the King Atlas 
of Sepie, a mighty and puiſſant Gyant. 


T this diſcomfiture, Perſeus purſued Meduſa, flping inte 
per City, and entred with ber, and te moſt part of bis 
people with him, that failed dim never to put to death all che 
men defenfible that they found, but they ſpared the blood of 
women and little Childzen, by the commandment of Perſeus: 
And among others, Perfeus found Meduſa hid in a Ciftern and 
(mote-off ber brad. And ofthe blood that ifſued out, thereenger- 
dzed Pegaſus the firing Yoaſe. By the head that Perſeus ſmote 
from Meduſa, is ungerftood, that be took fromper per Realm, 
and deprived her of it, and baniſhed her pooz and naked; And by 
the fiping Pozſe that was engendzed of the blood that iſſued 
from ber dead, is meant, that of her riches iTuing of that Realm 
be made a (ip named Pegaſe, that is as much as to ſay Good 
Renown: and this hip was likened unto an Pozſe flying, foz- 
a much as the good Renown of Perſeus was then bozn from re- 
gion to region, as upon a Pozfe flying. And fozaſmuch as per- 
{cus went in this (dip, into divers Countries, where he got him a 
great name. 

By this faſhion Perſeus conquered the head of Meduſa, and 
did make Pegaſe, the moſt (wift ip that wos inall tbe wozld, 
and abode there a certain number of days, ſeeking the treaſures 
of Meduſa, and the riches on which de and per fifters had fet 
their delights. | | 

There faunk Pcrſcus ſtones pzrctoys,am things merveltors. 


Men bis dip war made, he filled it,. with choice gzraments;and 


leaving in this City, men to guide it, be went to Sen; and took 
fozbis Arms thoſe af Meduſa, ænd refted not tiſt be came to the 
Dort ofthe City, where raigned Atlas, ſaping that he mould fub» 
due him, he toe be returned. into pis Chum. | 
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This City bad to name Septe. Atlas knew well the Arms * 
Meduſa, and from as far as be ſaw Pegalc the ſdip, beknew the 
Acms that were within: and ye tpougbt that Mcdula had ben 
vanqui ſted by tbeſe rangers, and doubted ſoze their coming, 
Norwithſtanding be did put his men in Arma, and bewsijled 
mucb Philotes bis Bzotbec, otherwiſe named Heſperus, be tpat 
kepr tbe garden with Apples of gold, with bis Daugbters, 
ben bis folk were Armed, be frained them in g*od vader, and 
after came to tbe Pot, -where be was aſaulted with divers and 
ſwarp configs, Atlas was poung, ſtrong of bodp, and pniſanc 
of people, ve defended pim valiantly, and kept the Poze with 
the point of his Swozd, that by this aſſault Perleus conquered 
nothing on him in two daps that tbe aſa ult endured, but that 
was moe by the ſirong nature of the Poꝛt, than by the ftrengrh

of cbe Sog. 
Tyen when Perſcus ſaw that be bad not folk enough to take 
this Bozt, be wirbdzew bim into tbe derp Sea, and ſent inte 


Naples unto Ring Pilonus palt᷑ the treaſures of Meduſa, ſigni- 
foing to him vis bigh adventure, and required him, chat be 
would ſend him a rcþouſand ſouldiers : the Ring and Danac bad 
great jopof theſe tpdings : and at the requeſt of Pexſeus a ſſem - 
died fifteen bundzed fighting men, which they ſent inte Lybia 
with bis Son Danaus, whom thep ozda ined chief and Captain 
of the Armp : when Perſeus ſaw come theſe fifteen hundzed fight- 
ing men, be knew that it was flying (uccours that came to bim: 
and took bis firing Pozſe and went to meet them, and found there 
Dinaus bis Bzother, to whom be made the moſt great chear 
in the wozld, andentred into bis Ship, and tpere abode all that 
day feafting vim: and after when it came tobe night, be com- 
manded his Parinecs, that chep (þould (ail toward Septe : And 
tbey ſaid to bim, tbat on the mozrow they would deliver dim at 
the wozt. With tbat che Pariners laboured to do their beft 
cunning: ſo thatafres the night was paſt, about che Sun rifing 
tpep ſte wed to Perſeus the Paven and Pozt of Septe. 

Then was Perſcus full of gladneſs, and calling Danaus, 
ſaid, mp B2other, we are now come to be Poze, where thou 
ſþalt get this day honourif it pleaſe the Gods, fozif thegwd

adventure belp us, the honour ſþall appertain to thee befoze me 
wat durft not enterparse this alone by mp puiſance. Then in 
tre name of our Gods let us emplop pere tbe bead of Meduſa, 
ſoz mp mindgiverb me, they of this City ſtsnding bekoze us, 
will be conſtrained to abandon their Poze, and flee between the 
f.one Walls of their City. Py Bother ( anſwered Danaus ) J 
have good hope in Foztune, that ſte will be thy belpec: but fog 
[ve honour and wozlbip of this wozk, it (ball not turn to mp 
profit, but unto thine, that art the Authoz of ſo honourable a 
work: and A deſire notbing in this part but the name of a ſoul - 
dier: fo2 as thy ſouldier, moved onlp by the love of our fra- 
ternitp, à come to ſerve tber. And as foz the riches of Meduſa, 
vad they not come into Naples with thy good fame, theſe Mar · 
ciers bad not come into Lybia. Then foz concluſion, it is to be 
ſaid, if in tbis wozk be honour, that it muſt turn unto thy glo- 
cy and pꝛaiſe: but this notwichſtanding, J wall not fail twee: 
but foz tbp love and honour, J will endeavour to s ſfault all 
that I may, and will ſerve and obep thee as mp Load and na- 
tural Bꝛother. And Jpzay beſtow on me the ozder of Rnight- 
bood. x 

Mith this wozd Perſcus dzetv out his ſwozb, and gabe to 
Lanaus the ozder of Bnighthood: and afterwards commanded 
thar each man ſhould furniſÞ him with bis Armours, and then 
made to diſplap the Banners, Enſigns, Wenons, ond other 
Cognizances aud Enfigns of war. After he did cauſe to ſound 
bis Trumpets, and then pzepared all bis Gallers, and ſet them 
in good 02dec and ſailed ſo much that be came to the ÞPozt, which 
was all full ano environed with Lybians, that they were ready 
to caſt on them Spears, Darts and ſtones : foz thep of that 
Country were expert in war. And to come a Shoze at this Pozt 
there was a grievous conflict. Perſeus was in Pegaſe, and a- 
ſailed the Lybians at ore end, and Danaus was in the Galler 
and «Mailed them in like manner. And they put them both in 
c<e-moſt danger of the aſſanlf, thep had great Shields and large, 
werter ich they covered them. 18 

They dreaded no ſtroke of Glave noz Swozd, but they put 
themſelves into the midſt of he Poet, and there they gave — 

aſſault: - 
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aſſault where many were dend on the one part, and on the o- 
der, there were plency of fighters in ſuch wile, thatar the en- 
try there were manp Apulians overchrown and put back, foz 
they were then hot and eager : but afiec this, when they bad got 
cen Land, Perſcus and Danaus began fo ſmite ſo unmeaſurably 
upon the Lybians, that rhep beat them down without remedr. 
Alſo Perſcus gave ſo great a ftroke with his Swozd unto Atlas, 
that purpsſcd to baue come ondbzoben their ranks, that never 
afcer Atlas bod no bop?, noz durſt not come among the ſtrokes, 
cbough ve was ftrong and puifſant- 

Too much coverous of vidkozy were Perſeus and Danaus : the 
Lybians vad nor been accuſtomed to find ſo fierce and mozrcal 
armes, as them of Perſcus. Ring Atlas knew not what to (ap: 
be encouraged his people the beſt he could. Hotwithſtanding, 
be ſaw them beaten down of his enemies without number, and 
ſaw further tvat thep of Naples wonalway. And wben he had 
ſecn all wis, and ao beheld that ſþeſe men had yanquilbed rhe 
Queen Neduſa, be jndged in himſelf that be was not purſan; 
enough to reſiſt their firengch, and that che bardineſs of the 
battel þauld be to bim moze dangerous than available ſo ſoun. 
ded be the retteat and fled, not into this City, but into @ ver» 
bigh Pountain that was rhere by: therefoze ſay the Peets, tha; 
Atlas by the fight of the bead of Meduſa was turned into a Pour: 
tain. And from thencefozth was this Pill calſed Atlas, and 
bears the name unto this dap. And fozaſmuch as Atlas ſaved 
bim among the ſtones, be founded afterward a Calle there, 
where be dwelled untci the time of Hercules. 


CHAP. XXXIV. 


How Perſexs turned Ring Atlas into a ſtone: and how Queer 
Auris, Wife to King Priexs waxed amorous of the Kingh: 
Belterepb on that refuſed her, whereſore he had much pain; 


V Pen Perſcus and Daraus ſaw Atlas, and all bis for 
put to fiight, firſt be cyaſrd chem unto the Pountain 
dying with their blood the Caves, Buſþes, Ways and Warhs. 
And fecond!y when they had put them unto utter foil, as much 
93 
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es they could, they dzew fo the City, and entting in, tbep found 
nene but a little number of Patrons, and young children, which 
made a terrible [amentation. All the young men and women 
were fled unto the fields, and vad abandoned che City with theit 
folk and goods: when Perſcus and Danaus were within, and 
ad that if was left to them and their people, they took all chat 
tyep found, and paſſed that nigbt with greatzop and gladneſs, 
making great chror, and thanking tbe Gods foz tbe vicozp that 
tbep bad given to them : and on the mozrow, Perſeus made to be 
besten down the Gates of this City, after he commanded that 
evecy man Þould take his ſpoyl, and when they were laden with 
all, Perſeus and Danaus went to the Sea into their Galleys,and 
ſailedfozth, leaving Atlas in the mountain, whcre he gabe im- 
ſcif to the nudy of Aſtronomp. 

In this time Jupiter made alliance with Ring Troos, by the 
means of Ganimedes : and in ſign of love and friendſhip, ve 
gave unto Illion a picture of gold, which was ſet in the Palace 
of Ion, as it ſhall be ſaid in the third Book. And it was not 
long after that Ring Troos came to the conrſe and end of bis 
Keign and bis obfequie was batlowed, and kept ſolemnlp at 
Troy. And then Ion was crowned Bing of the City, whers 
be lived in amplification, andencreaſing of bis Seignioz v, and 
Lozyfbrp, and wedded a noble Lady of tbe City, of whom here- 
-:ived « Son named Laomedon. Fozaſmurh as I find not tba: 
Ion did amp thing after bis Co2onation, noz made otber thing. 
ſave that be fini{þeband made bis Palace, J will ſpeak bence- 
f>:2tb of Laomedon bis Son, that Reigned after him. And bere 
I will leave the noble deeds of this Ion: and pet ere J write 
of Laomedon,J will purſue mp ma tter of Perſcus. And to come 
thereto, à will recount an Biſtozp (bat fell after that Perſeus had 
turned Ring Atlas into a Pountain. 

In this time then that Perſeus began togive bis life unto 
wo2 thp deeds and wozks of noble lame: Achriſius Grandfatber 
of this Perſcus, and natural Fatber of Danac, was put out of 
bis Kingdom and Realm, and alſo the Seignio2y of Argos, by 
a conſpiration that Perſcus bis Bzother had made againſt bim. 


And there was left unto — of all his Realm,no moze — 
2 onlp 
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only the Tower of Dardan, whereto be fled foz. refuge. This 

Achriſjus and Prycus, were natural Sons of Abas, lawful Son 

of Linceus, that was onlplefr alive, of the fifcy Sans of Egi. 

cus, by the mercy of his Wiſe Hypermneſtra, Daughter of 
Inzus. 

Prycus then va ving uſurped from bis Bzother Achriſus the 
Seigniozp of the Kealm of Argos, had a wife named Aurea, 
pat was ſo bzought up, as of cuſtom ſbe had no delight, but to 
live in voluptuokineſs. And ona dap be beheld among her ſer. 
bints ſo comely a Bnrgbt, that nature bad forgotten nothing in 
bim touching bis body: of whom the was enamoured. She was 
Fung, and ver Pusband Prycus wes ancient, and much leſs 
beſired carnal concupiſcence chan bis wife did, though the» 
were both verynear one age. This Rnight thus beloved, was 
named Bellerophon,Wyen Autea had begun to love this Bnigbr, 
the ſolicited bim with ber eve glances, and with ber counte⸗ 
nances, d2awing bim to delight and fleſþly luſt. But the true 
night, that bad vis heart firm andftable,whith perceived well 
ber countenance, diſſembled, and feigned chat de was blind in 
tis part, And in the end when te Lady ſaw that by counte. 
nance noz ſign #mozous that the ſhewed, he employed him not 
once, ro pleaſe ver, but ſied het companp: in the moſt evil wiſe 
that !be migbt, ſde intended co turn ber love into hate, and ber 
fair countenances into fiery malice, ſoenvenomed, that foz to 
make bim to dye, tbe actuſed him befoze het Pusband the Ring 
Prycus, ſaping: that be would ha be enfezced ber, where foze ſpe 
required juſtice inſtantip. 

At this accuſation made, Bellerophon was preſent, and being 
aſtonilbed at tbe beginning, but bearing the Lady ſpeak, a: 
tength be cleared bimſelf. and excufed him, ſaping: Dadam, 
never pleaſe it unto tbe Gods, that foz to cover mine bonour, 
Z do diſcover the diſ-wozfbip and fault of another. Let never 
man advance bimſelf by defaming another, 4 wil! ſapthe truth, 
and if there be any man ryat map wozthily pꝛobe this againſt 
mee; 3 will fland to tbe judgment of all Noble men that ba be 
known mp bebaviour. Alas Laby, from wbence is come this ac- 
cuſation,foz to charge me that I ſpould habe willed to enfoʒ ce

you? When 02 in what place was it done, 02 where be the wit- 
nefſes of rhe crp that pou made at the affcay, where be the 
pzoofs that ſþail ſay that ever in mp life J was with you | alone ? 
It maketh me to marvel from what beart departed this dif» 
benour , (bat re note in me? and foz what cauſe it is imagi- 
natd again me? fez Awill well that all tbe wozld know, that 
I bave ſerved pou trulp and lopallp, and that A never thougyr 
2: \bonovr to pou noz unto the King, to whom A pꝛap that be 
will take and make infozmation upon mp living, and to under. 
fand in likewiſe pours. And if it can be pzoved and appear 
{vat baue rreſpatſed, that à wap be pun ſbed: but J pzay alſo, 
if A be found innocent, that I map þ3ve (peeby abſolution. 
Sir, (aid tbe Lady, that trongly was obſtinate in ber er- 
rour, I make me partpagetnſt bim. If then 3 accuſe bim, it 
is truth, it ought not te demand witneſs of bis follp. Ja this 
caſe Jam woath two witneſſes : foz all the. wozld: knoweth, 
wat when an ill man will diſbondur a woman, pe callech no 
witneſſes noz no pzoofs thereto, but doth bis damnable will rve 
moſt ſtetetlp that in him 18 poſſible. And ſo thougVvt Bellero+ 
phon to have done with me, wherefoze A requite ſentence and 
ſudgment of bim. With tbeſe wozds, Prycus aſſembled bis 
Council, and it was judged. that-tbe Kadp would be believed; 
and that 'Bellerophon ſpould be culpabie of death. Then ſpake 
Prycus fo Bellerophon, and ſaid, Fair Son, thdu knoweſt and 
V3 found that J hav? loved and nourilbed wee lovingly : thoy 
underſlandeſt the accuſation of thy Ladp, tbe caſe is ſo foul, that 
it map not be purged by denping:- Foz if it were ſo, the evil 
Bors and bad feitows, would all dap diſþonour as many of our 
women as thep could find. In this caſt the Ladies bave a pzr- 
rogstive foz to be believed, and need not te bzing fozth wit- 
neſſes. And fozaſmuch as (by Piſtreſs hath vanquiſhed thee, 
and required judgment of top treſpaſs, thou art condemned to 
det. But fozaſmucb as that J know tbee a valiant man of they 
body, X will mitigate this ſentence in this wiſe, that thou 
{bait go fight againſt the Chimezeof Sicil, and if tbou mapeſt o- 
vercome ber, A will give tbee thy life, and the plain abſolution 
of all, upon condition, tþat-never after thou cenew,noe rebearſe 


this treſpaſs; . \ _—_ Sir + 
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Sic ( an{wered Bellerophon) fit that foatune conſents, that 
I be #tgainted of any infeticity: and that the pziviledge ct we 
Ladits tobe place and go above reaſon : I yad much rather be 
vanquiTed by wrong cauſe and evil, than by zuſt and good cauſe, 
and thank pou of the modecation of pour judgment, and make 
vow bert, thatinall baſt, I will go into Sicil, to pzobe me a. 
gainft the Cl.imere, and will ſee if Foztune will help me to 
get again my life, which ſhe bath made me loſe bp pour judge- 
ment. Then tbe Koble Kaight departed, and cook leave of the 
King, be took aiſa his Armour, and bargained with certain Þa - 
riners, to bring vim to Sicil. Mpen thep were agreed, be went 
to the Sea, with little company, and was evil at eaſe in bis 
beart, when be (aw that Foztune was to dim ſo contrary, pet 
be comfozted bimſelf in bis good quarrel: and ſailing ona day 
on the Sea of Helleſpont, bis Pariners lookedinto the welt, 
and ſaweome a great float of dips of War, and they awoke 
Bellerophon that at that time flept, and ſaid, that they were but 
dead and caſt away, 

Bclterophon comfozted his Pariners, and told them that 
diſcomfozt could not belp them: and as be was thus ſpeaking, 
a Galley of advantage went out afoze bis fellows, and fleing 
on the Sea like unto a bird, addze ſſed ber unto che Hip; wbere- 
in was Belterophon, and boarded it. And who that will demand 
what the name was of that Gallep, and what men were tbere- 
in: I will ſay to tbem that tbis was Pegaſe, and tbat Perſeus 
was within if, As ſoon as be might ſpeak to the Mariners 
bat carried Bellerophon to Sicil, he asked of tbem, what they 
were, and inte what region the would go? When Bellerophon 
beard Perfens ſprak, be bebeld his behaviour and countenance, 
and judged in binſe!f chat be was of a good boufe? and ſaid to 
bim: Sir, J babe great jop, foz that J ſee the ſbip and Ma. 
riners de ſo well addꝛe ſſed, and in ſo good readineſs as pours be, 
foz pe ſcem weile Knight of a noble Houſe, and cherefo2e 3 
tell you mp raſe after tat pon have made your asking. Firft 
then, wpete ve enquired what de by, know ve fbat in Argos 
wr have taken our dirth: and os to the ſecond, J anſwer vou. 
that we babe a purpoſe tv go ftrait into Sicil, to the which 7 
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am conftrained by the rigour of a moztal judgement, caſt upon 
me at the inflance of a Lady called Aurea, that unjuſtly and 
untruly vath complained upon me, ſaying that J wond babe 
cnfozeed ber. This Lady that J ſpeak of, is Wife to Bing Pri- 
es, which newlp and ok late bach banjſbed and exiled bis B20- 
et Achtiſius out of his Realm, and this Bing, fez to pleaſe and 
(artist the accuiations of bis Wife, bach condemned me to be 
peut to death, per fo2 the good and tpe acceptable ſervice that A 
ave done to bim, be þaib granted me to jtve, if ſo it pleaſe 
toe Gods, that J map bo poſſibility vanquiÞand.pueccome x 
Chimere that is in Sicil, unto the which 4 go,ſo A pꝛaꝝ you that 
cur misfo2tune, we be not let by you, neither by none 6!

And to let pou 
er g:eater knowledge of this matter, J will teil pou that Lam 
Den to Danae: that very ſame Son that was conceived in 
ee Tower Dardan, of the ſeed of jupiter and that Came in 
per fon. that Bing Achrifius made caſt into tbe Hen.

#znvding, J Sail rake no vengeance on his demerits, but foz the 
bonourof the blood, and of tbe womb of whom J iſtued, I wall

into Sicil : where they ſboztip arrived : and the ſame dor BI 
xophon armed bim, deſiring to find the Chimere, and tock 
leave of Pertcus, in ſuch wile, that he put him in peril of death. 
The Poets wzite tpat this Chimere, bad the head of a Lyon, 
cve womb of a Goat, and the tail of a Serpent, but foz trutb, i; 
was a mountain inpa bitable, that bad in beigbt above, a paſſing 
«(eat Cave of Lyons, and in rbe middle of the Dull ic was ful) 
Noars. And at rhe foot beneath, it wes environed and (ec 
\about with Serpents. Tbeſe Lyons and Serpents were 
pading dangerous and nopſome unto the Tountrep about. MAben 
Bellerophon ſaw the Mountain, be twent tbither, and Perſe: 
and Danaus followed him. Thep ba d not long marched, when 
theo ſaw moze tban a thouſand little Serpents, with mary 
great Dragons, of whom ſome came about Belletophon and 
caft out their venome, and the other paſſed fozth, and came run · 
ning upon Perſcus and Danaus, who bad pꝛomiſtd to Bellero- 
phon, that they would there perfozm nothing, unleſs theo were 

conſtrained to defend themſelves. 


When es tbeſe tbres valiant Knights ſaw theſe curſed 
Beafis, tber took their Swozds, and ſmote upon them, and be- 
beaded many of wem, but wich this rbee bad great pain and 
tra ba il, fox theſe Beaſts were cruckand full of p:ide, and hard · 
ned them eagerly to (bem, and if they had not been well p20- 
bided with dabiliments of War, they bad were ſooner found 
death chan life. Bellerophon went alway befoze, and ſmote in 
pieces many.

Some of theſe Beaſts eſcaped from him and came to Perſeus, 
and gave. pum bis yands ful! to employ bis - firengty and p 
we la: the Lyons leapt about ſhe- neck at Beliccophon, Chimes 
timt in uch number, that in no part ve migdt be ſeen: Pet iu 
bis ability be could well ſave bimſelf, but be bad neber eſcaped, 
tere came ſo much benom- upon him there, and beaſts, and 
on Perſcus and Danaus, wich fo fiercelp aſſaileb them: and a 
de bad not won a Rock, upon wich begotup with great pam. 
Foz to go upon this Kock, there was but one ſtratt wap, 
tyven compa ſſid him the Lyons, and with chem the other beaſts; 
which ſtaped on the way of the Rock. and at the foot, roaring 
and making great noiſe abont him, ſo that Pcrſcus and Danaus 
vad none order hope of the Knight, but vat it bad beru his {aſt 
dap, foz be bad ſo many braſts about him, tyat it he likeiy 
tbat tbe edge and cutting of dis ſwozd mighr net den endure, 
without it were wozn oz bzoken. Then the Krona when they 
might not touch his bodp bit the ftones, and did tear them with 
tbeir claws : the Serpents flew up into theapr, and lifted up 
their bodies upon their tails, and caſt fire and ſmoke out of their 
tbʒoats unto tbe Rock. And te moſt hardieſt of the Kpons, one 
after another, trained themſelues in battel againſt bim, and 
!bswing tbeir teetþ, received bis ſtrokes. ſtoutlp : And cþep 
fied not, but abode as beafts familiar, and foze covetous of 
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Goats, in ſuch wiſe, as in the fullina be made a ll che gocks to 
cremble and feared in general (eſe unbappp Beaſts, ſo that 
tvep were tbereal! b2uiſed, likeas the Thunder bad come upon 
——— and pet tbet moe is, with the tumbling down, it made 
thatBdjerophon flood — — that be tumbled 
tereon, and was ſo aſt that be knew not wbe- 
— it was day da night. | 
Tbe ſtore was great, and bzoughe down many ffones with 
it. Perſcus and Danaus thuught-at the begrnning thor all the 
Bountains vad tumbled down, and were not berp well aſſured 
in themſeives.: | This notwirpſtanding, tpey bepeld plainly in 
the end, and ſeerng-afrer the noiſe ot the Tempeſt, tpat tbeit 
tel low lap upzight all along upon the Rock, hep ſuppoſed, that 
de bad been dead. Then they madegreat tozrow, and appzoacb- 
ed ibe Nock, where ep found de Beaſts lying under the 
ſtones drad, and tbey went upon the Ponacain, and wen knew 
that Belterwption was not dend: whereof thep recovered great: 
jop, and ceaſing tbeir ſozrow, they took the Knight between 
weir arms; and Perſeus demanded how it ſtood with bim, and 
dow pe keit pimſelf. 


CHAP: XXXV. 


How Perſeus vanquiſhed the Monſter of the Sen, and expoſed 
himſelf againſt him for the love of Andromeds, 
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of miſ.foztune, from whence thou art iffuedcleatas the Sim: 
And not only thou haſt laboured foz thy weal and utility, but 
foz the good and of this Region; foe thou haſt ſlam the 
2Marders of the Serpent, and the Pozeers of thy-Kyons, wat 
kept this coumtey iminhabitable,which walt frombencefo2wayd 
be inbabited, and occupied with people. Bellerophon was all 
abaſded, wben be peard the glozp that Perſeus gave unto bim, 
by meeknefs and vumility that was in him; and anſwered, Ff 
were be anp worſhip in this wozk, thar it halt turn as well 
unto them as unto dim, and they began to pzaiſe tach other, and 
thep eat upon this Pill the ſame night, after they had made 
Sacrifice unto their Gods. And thither came all che Apulians, 
where they made greatcheer. Afterward thep took all thesking 
of the Lyons, andrhe vbeads of the Serpents that were dead, in 
ſign of victozp, and laded them in their Golley, and they bare 
them with them info their Galley with Bellerophon, fmaily 
bey went unto the Sea, and ſailed toward the 1Bozt of Atha- 
mes, but when they thought ro have dzaton imte this Pozr, 
(uddenly there aroſe a tempeſt on the Sea, that they were con- 
{trained to abandon tbem unto the Wind, and paſſed fozth by 
the Baven, and'tbeir fozrime was ſucy, chat they were bzougbt 
ints Syria, upon the Sea of Paleftine, And they came into the 
Pc:tand Paven of Jeppe, where reigned Amon, and in Pale- 
{inc reigned Cepheus and Phineus. 

Type ſame time that Perſcus arrived tbere by means of this 
Tempeſt, the Wozt was full of Women, and Childzen, 
that it ſeemed that ail the wozid had bern afſembled; Perſcac 
came thitber atone, foz bis folk were diſperſed upon the Sea. 
Aben the Syrians ſaw bim arrive by foece of the Wind, they 
*ſembled in a great number about bis fiping Bozſe: And Ring 
Amon (eeing that it was laden with'the dende ot Lens, he was 
ſoze abaſhed. Foz to know from wheſey was $EGalleþ 
be enquired who was the Pater? At which inquifition an- 
ſweredPerſeus, and demanded of the Aing in what Country de 
was arrived? The Ring told him,” that be was in Syria, and that 
he Realm appeztatned to him: ' When Perſeus mew that be 
ſpake to ſhe Ring, pe ſaid, wit,” J am dziver-unto- this 81 
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by diſtreſs of weather, alſo my men are ſoze travelled, by the 


tempeſt of the Sea, that bath been long troublous unto them; 
I tequite ther that thou be content, that Jand they map come 
and Land perr foz to refreſh us; And if it happen bereafter, that 
thou oz any of thine babe need of like courtefie in Naples, which 
is the place of our Dominion, A pzomiſe thee, by the pzomiſe 
and wozd ofa fwoble-man, that the like merit and thanks a1! 
be rendzed unto thee. The Ring anſwered; Noble Bnigpt, 
tbere be lo many Spies now adays (ailing by Realms and 
Countries, that a man map not well know to whom be map 
give credit oz truſt : Vet notwithſtanding, J ſee well by pour 
bebaviour, that 4 cruſt re will not give us to underſtand any 
other thing than truth. A tender fo you tbe uſe of my Tountry, 
and p2ap you that pe will come and refreſbpou in my Palace : 
Furtbermoze J counſel pou, that vou come forth of pour (þip : 
foz if re ſtap there long,” pe ſhall be in great peril; fozaſmuch 
as we know into this Pozt will come anon a Punſler of the 
Sea, that will devour a right fair Uirgin and Paid, which is 
bere-by bound unto a ſtone, - foz the crime of per Pother, and 
by mp ſentence 3 and if pe tarry bete till bis coming, it is to be 
feared pe will hazard pour libes. Boccace intbe Genealogy of 
the Gods toucbeth not otberwiſe the cauſe why this Paid was 
thus expoſed to the Ponſter. Wherefoze J paſs it over: And 
tbe ſaid Uirgin (as Boccace faith) was known bp the name of 
Andromeda. 

When Perſeus bad underſtood the hard foztune of tbe damo- 
(el, be defired to (ce ber, foz the marvelſous judgment that was 
given upon ber: and arraped him with rich veſtements, and then 
i ſſued out of the Galler, and took out alſo Bellerophon, which 

ight not pet help bimſeif, and after he went unto Andromeda. 
There were her: Parents and Couzens, in a great number, 
loboured in{ozrowend great plenty of cears. When Per- 
; ſaw this Uirgin, r which never ſaw 
der like, be bad great pity al her and, (aid co bimſelt, that if it 
were poſſidle, be would deliver het from this peril. Then he 
called her friends, and ſaid-unto them in the pꝛeſence of Amon, 
I þavecectainly great pity and compaſſion of this fair _— 
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ſel and alſo am amazed how the Gods ſuffer that (be Would fail 
into tyis peril in ber tender pears, And if it chance that ſhe 
{þauld have a Knight oz Mobie-man tpat would unbind per, 
and foz cvaritp ex poſt vis body againſt the Poniter faz tbe lobe 
of ber; Þoutd ſhe be quit? Thep anſwered pea : Ah then, Caid 
Perſeus, it J would foz her ſake adventure my ſelfin this wozk ; 
ard if it ſo foztune that J bad the grace to overcome the Mon- 
fer, will pe be content thar che Paid be my Wife ? thep an- 
ſmered, pea, pea © And J pzomeſe pou, ſaid Perſeus and ſwear, 
that ſbe bath found me a Anigpt that þall put bis bod p and life 
in jeopardy fo2 ber. 

Mitb this wozd Perſeus ſent to fetch bis Arms; and after 
went co the Damoſel and unbound ber from rhe ſtone, and de⸗ 
[tyered ber to her fciends and kinſmen. Saint Auguſtine in the 
Book of the City of God, rebearſed, that get in tbe ſame Pozt 
is the ftone that Andromeda was bound upon, chat they of op- 
pa kept foz a ſign and memozy of the victozy that Perſeus had 
uk the Ponſter. All ther that were there, marvelled greatly 
at theentepzize of the Knight, and knowing tbe Dogſter, they 
judged bim to be but dead, allowing bis hardineſs to them that 
ſeemed was too great. Drneand another ſpake of this matter, 
Pertcus armed him iopfully: When be was armed, be came to 
andromeda, and kiſt bar, taking leave of ver, and ſaid; Fair 
Paid, pꝛap pe unto the Gods foz your Champion, \bar fog your 
obe ſubmitteth bimſelf unto the peril of death, to the end that 
by pour only means J map come to the enoping of Love, that 
we together may be joyned in Parriage, which I bup at the 
paice of my life. Poble Anight, anſwered the Maid, Jam 
mvze bebolding to pou than to all my kinſmen ; know ye that 
if my pꝛapers map obtain of the Gods, pe ſþa{l{ return ſafe from 
this enterpzize: then Perſeus went befoze the ſtone, and Au- 
dromeda kneeled with great humility, with both ber knees up. 
on the earth, in calling on yer Gods to help her Champion, any 
there were many Patrons upon the bank of the Hes, that foz 
compaſron put tbem incontemiplation, and by this example of 
them, all the Syrians began fo pzap foz the pzoſperity of the 
Buigpt, excepting. onlp the. Ring Phincus, which pzaped fox 
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his death ; and that fox this cauſe, fozaſmurh as beldge this 
judgment given on Andromeda, be yadaffianced and bet2oath- 
ed him to per, ſo as be wiſhed that the Bonſter might denour 
Perſcus, to the end, that tbe marriage of him, and at her might 
pave been ended: Aden Perſeus bad put pimſelf fazth by tbe 
fone, be looked toward the Se, and held in dis hand a trong 
Swozd, and be had not long bebeld the Situation, and ta- 
ken leiſure to (re the place, when there ſpaang out of a (wal 
low oz depth of the Sea, a Monſter ſo hozrible, and ſo bread- 
ful, tdat it ſeemed ve bad been made fox todeſtrop all the wozld, 
he was rough and went on four feet like a Beaſt, and his fozin 
was ſo disfigured, that none could tell whereto be might be 
{ikened, 

When as the Syrians ſaw him put bis head out of the do, 
there was none ſo well aſſured, but be trembled foz fear. And 
many were ſo afraid, that thep fled inte there houſes, notwity- 
ſtsnding,Perſcus as ſoon as be ſaw bim roſe up, be came to bim 
rigbt well a ſſured, and ſmote him with the point of bis ſwozd 
ſo full upon the right epe, that on ibat ſide be made him blind 
whereat the Monſler came out of the Sea with an open mouth, 
and thought to have ſwallowed Perſeus, And Perſeus went back 
a little, and put bis Swozd between bis jaws into his throat 
ſo far fozth, that be could net d:aw it out again, and fo ot 
Fozce it abode in bis th2oat moze than four foot. 

At the ſecond ffroke, tbe Wonſftey made a morbellous cry, 
lifting up bis bead, and thougbt to bave caſt out tbe piece of 

tbe Swo2d, but if cculd not de. Aiwon the Ponſter aaile? 
Perſeus, and thought to habe (wallowed bim into bis throat. 
and Perſcus alway ſtroke athim with bis Swozd, and put bim 
at defence, and ſirook al war at bis tbzoat, and about, nigh bis 
other eye, and ſo well intended the wozk, that after be bad gi 
ven bim many wounds, be made bim blind on the left eye, lib: 
as he did onthe right. And then as the Honſter went bere and 
there, and made many walks without feeing o2 knowing where 
be went, purſuing bis enemr, Perſeus gave bim twenty wounds, 
ſearching bis heart, and at laft be ound it. And finalio he beftir- 
red bim, ſo rbat be pierced theprart, with which ſtroke be made 
vim fall down dead. CHAP.

How Phiness would have had Andromeds : and how Perſeus an* 
{wered him ſhe ſhould be his Wife. 


A Ll tbe Syrians were paſſing joyous, and aKoniSed; when 
they ſaw the good fozaruneof Pericus,amd ſaid ont to ano- 
ther, that ſuch a Knight ought to be p2aiſed aboue ali other 
men. Bing Amon took great pleaſure to ſee his dealing, and 
ſreing tbe Monſter labouring in his death; be went deten fo 
bim, embracing bim and fad, Hir, che Gods govern thy foztune, - 
and ünce they ba ve received thee in their favour and grace, 

were is none chat may annop bee: In a good bout wert thou 
here arrived, demand what thou wilt, and J will cauſe ther to 
baue it. Sir, Agſwered Perſcus. Jbavepzeſerved from death 
ide Damoſel: 4 defite none ether thing but ver. D valiant 
Unigpt, ſaid Phineus, thou doft much gloriſe thy elf: fox than - 
aſt gotten in a-bhalf day moze vondur, than any otber Knight 
Gall get in a bundzed year. But beware that the beautp of 
zbis Moid deceive thee not: know thou that A babe berroached 
ver, and by right ſte ought to be myWife. And thatinthepae- 
fence of our Bi dap, we pꝛomiſed to take each other in Har- 
r10ge. This misfoztune is after come to ber, thou haſt relie· 
ved her, and wouldſt therefoze have her. The beginning is fair, 
but the end is foul. And if ſo chances, that thou de me wrong, 
7 1et.thee know (hat J will not fufferie, foz in this Country 1 
am u Bing, and have great powers: all theglozp tbactboubaſt 

gotten, wall bere be quenched : wherefozeÞpzay thee tat on 
fozbrar in this caſe, and that thou fuffer me to take that wich

During theſe wozds, Perſeus looked toward tbe bra, and 
(aw from far bis Galleps commy one after another, directing 
tem towards the Poz? rect be bad great jop, and ſaid un- 


to Phineus, King, Im. aubt but thy power is great in 
this Country, but knov A know no man living that 
Tall cauſe me to fray nich belongeth me. When

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that time ſbe was free from all men by ber ſentence: J have 
ſaved her - and J (ay to thee ſhe ſwall be mine: But if thou 
wilt combate, and fight foz ber, aſemble th power, and make 
thee ready in the barrel. Lo-bece come mp Galleys readp fo: 
to receive tber: and altbough I bave not people enough, pet 3 
'bave in my Toffers tbe moſt part of the treaſures of Meduſa, 
foz to (end, foz men of Arms in all places where J may get 


them. 

Apen Phincus knew that pe was the Anigbt that bed van. 
qui ſted Mecd'ifa, whereof the renown was very greef, pe could 
not" otherweſe anſwer to Perſeus, but that he migpt do bis ples. 
ſuce. Ail the BinWwien of Andromeda were angry with Phi. 
meus fozbis folly, and made him ſo a amt d, that be departed 
tbence, and went into the City. After they went to behold the 
Manier, and then came ſailing and rowing the Apulians unto 
the \Vozt, and being come they brought Perſcus and Androme- 
da into Joppa with great triumph: and Perfeus and Androme- 
da were eſpouſed that ſame dap, and lap toegther. And the ſo. 
lemnity of their wedding endured fifteen days. During which 
time the Syrians came to the Pozt daily, foz to ſee and bebold 
tbis Pontter. Plinius rebearſetþ, that of this Bonfter was 
bon te Rome, a bone of fozty fret long, as big as an Elephant. 
Let chem then that read this Piſtozy, ſearch how greaf and 
buge this Ponſier was, when only one of his bones was ſo 
great. The Romans kept that bone in honour of this marye!- 
fous Exploit, At the end and expiration of this feaft of the wed- 
ding of Perſeus aud Andromeda, Perſeus tio lea tt of the Syrians, 
and furnided his Gajleys with victuals, and departed from 
Joppa, and went to the Sea, leading with him bis Wife An. 
dromeda. And Fozkune was to bim ſo good, that ipa little 
time ve pa fed the Seas of Syria and came to Land at the Pozt 
and Paven of Thebes. Whece be was ceceived courteouſſp of 
Ring Creon, that then reigned a poung Child. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXXVII. 
How Perſeut re- eſtabliſhed in his Realm the King Acbriſuuz, ard 
how he flew the King by misfortune, 


TR Thebes there refrefþed them theſe Apulians, and made 
1 alliance with the Ring, after wer departed from thence, and 
rock (heir way by land towards Argos, under and by tbe can - 
duct of Bell:rophon, tbat then was healed of bis foor, who knew 
well the Country. When Bc!lerophon bad guided them ſc 
nigb Argos, that in an bour they-might run befoze the Gates, 
ve fignified if unto Perſeus : and then Perſeus made bis Poſt to 
carry in a Uallep, and ſent Danaus unto Bing Prycus, to ſum- 
mon bim that be bould yield the Kealm unto Bing Achrifius, 
Danaus went to Argos and accompliſbed tbe ſummons : Ring 
Prycus ant wered to him, that be was Bing, and that be would 
keep that title. Daraus returned unto the Poll of Perſcus with 
this anſwer, and made to bim the repozt. Perſeus then hoped 
that Bing Prycus would come to bim, and give bim battel, 
and had thereof great jop and pleaſure, foz be defired nothing 
in the wozld moze than to be in Arms: and foz to be the bettet 


able to withſtand his Foe, be ozdained that nigbt that ve would 


part his bittel in three, whereof he gave charge of tbe firſt bat- 
tel to Bellerophon, and be bþimſelf held the ſecond battel; and 
to Danaus be betook the third: and thus when be began to (er 
fo2th Bellerophon on his wap, be pad not far gone, when be 
ſat from far Ring Prycus, (bat knew of their coming by his 
Eſpies, and had ſer battel in good ozder. 

Bellerophon had with bim but two thouſand fighting men. 
ben Ring Prycus ſaw him come with ſo little a company, be 
ſuppoſed that it had been Perſeus, and thought to bave utterly 
overthrown them at the firſt encounter, and made bis people fo 
ſet againſt them, bp which within ſwozt ſpace began a cruel and 


bard battel, And ot was Prycus right joyful at tbe 
aſſembip, and well en. ms and Swozd, but at that 
time as be ſuppoſed br '1 viſtozious, be caſt bis 


tyts towards Thebes, and d his battel, that ſwewed 
| chem- 
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themſelves : wherein bis fozttine was ſuch, that in the bebold. 
ing che bead of Meduſa, which pe bare painted in bis Shield ot 
Cvzyſtal, be and all bis folk, in a moment, were turned into 
ſtoves; that is to (ap, that pe and all bis men pad loſt their 
firength and courages, and that tbep might no moze lift their 
Swozds> than mighta Statue o Image. They Prycus fled, 
and ali cep that couidted, fone into the Trrv, and ſome into 
the fields at all adventure. Pcrſcus would not follow the chaſe, 
becauſe of their pooz caſe. And tes Prycus eſcaped death, 
and abandoned and gabe over we -Touncry, and went wit 
tyem 1ibarfied into Calidonia, where be was afrerward put ta 
death by Herenles, And Peſeus went into the Tity, of Argos , 
the Gates whereof were open, and there was no man reiilicy 
them. Wien be wes in the Cite, be made an Cdic, charging 
upon pain of death, that neue be ſo bardy to uſe any violence 
ozfozcetbere. After that be ſent to ſeek bis Grandfatber Achri- 
ſius, and roldbim tobo he was; and ſo deltveted te pim again 
bis City and Realm. 

Foz this courtefie Achriſius beld bumſelf greatly beholding 
imto Perſeus, and asked him, and enquired ot bis daugbter Da- 
nac, und oftherradventures. Perſeus told bim all chat be knew. 
and tben aclumus wns ſozey at that hard uſage that be bad done. 
and foz-ro a mend all, be adopted Pexteus to be his ſon, and gave 
bim the full power to govern tbe Cite, and bimtelf wirhdzen 
vim into tbe Tower of Dardan, and then ſent again unto Na. 
ples Dardanus his Baotber, with whom went Bellerophon, and 
be gave unto them, and to theit companp, great treaſures at 
their departing. Perſeus fent many Argiens into Lybia, and 
made them to inbab:t rbe Country. And thus 3bode Perſeus in 
Argos with bis wife Andromeda, of whom be got many chit: 
dzen wat is to ſay, Sthelenus, Blache, Demon, Ericteus, and 
Gorgophon, which all became men, and betcok wives, Ning A- 
chrifus pet-reigning. And among ali other, Gorgophon pad one 


wife, of whom be bad wo fone. © und EleQrion, Alceus 
engendzed Amphitrion, vr -gendzed Alcumens, of 
whom came Hercules. much ot᷑ the fats and of 
the generations of this z0verned Faſfeng well che 


Realm, 
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Kealm, and loved much Bing Achriſius: but there fel! an bard 
toꝛtune unto bhim,foz as be went ona nigbtalone unto the Tow. 
er of Dudan to go vifit the Ring, the Gurrdeys ofche Tower 
neo bim not, and fell upon bim, aud burt bim; when be felt 
um ſmitten, be put bimſelk to defence. The noiſe wa red great, 
be Ring beard tbe noiſe, and came running down to part the 
dae, thruſted into tbep2efs, inſuch wiſe that Perſ-us knew bim 

not. and with bis Swoꝛd be ſmott bem, that be flew buy, and 

aal the people with vim: and anonafrer, when be came in. and 
ſound bim dead, be rememb2ed and thougbt ve bad put hem to 
dratb, aſter the Pzognoſtication of the Gods, and made great 
forrow, and did ozdain his Dbſequee right (olemaly, And at 
this Dbſequie bappened fo be tbere, Jupiter and bis Son 
Vulcan, wich at that time p2actiſed together the Science of 
Magick, and R1gromancy, 

Ae tdis time Vulcan foaged and w2ougbt the Thunders unto 
jupiter 3 that is to fay, be buſied himſelf with troubling by 
fire and Swozd, tbe Kealms of bis neighbeurs : Perſeus then 
did great honour and woz lbrp unto bis Father Jupiter, and like» 
wiſe did Jupiter unto Perſcus: and tach redea t ſed to other their 
adventures: but wen the Dbſequieof Bmyg Achrigus was per- 
formed, and jupiter ſaw Perſeus fo bes un that be could babe no 
op, be returned into Creet unto his wife Juno, and there be 
ererciſed himſeif in the Art of Pagick. And then when Perſcus 
found bimſelf alone in Argos, and faw that de couſd babe no 
op, de depacted from thence and went fo the City of Miene, 
vut be reigned there not long, fozaſmuchas the death of Achri- 
nus renewed always, and he could not put it out of bis mind, 
and ſo departed tbence, MW withdzew him with a great Poſt 
into the Dzient, where ve got end conquered by Arms a great 
Country, which be named Perſia, after bis own name, and 
dere founded the City called Perſcpolis, after that be vad yan. 
quifhed and put to death Liber Pater which made bim war. 
And then when he bad ſo done, be pzovided foz bis chiſdzen, 
that his two Sons Alceus and Electrion, with Amphitrion and 
Alcumena, dwelled in Thebes, and Brachman reigned in per- 
fa, Eticteus upon the 8 and Stelenus in Miferc : But 
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to ſpeak of them all J will ceaſe at this time, and will tell only 
of Amphitrion and Alcumena, that loved ſo well together, that 
tbep were contented to wed one the otber. And the cauſe that 
movetb me to weilte of rbeſe two, 1s, fozaſmuch as of Alcumena 
came Hercules, who firſt deftroped Troy.

1 N this time when Jupiter came again into Crect, and ty*t 
be witb Valcan bis ſon, and Juno pꝛactiſtd the Art of Bagick, 
aftet that Vulcan bad fozged the Tyunders of Jupiter, Amphi- 
. trion wedded the feir Alcumenain the City of Thebes, with 
a great company of Rings, Mucens, and Ladies, The ſeaſt of 
this Wedding was great. Jup'iccr Bing of Creet, and Quern 
Juno were tberr. During che feaſt, jupiter continually be- 
beld Alcumena. fog per great beauty, ( foz Alcumena was the 
mofl fait woman chat ever was ſeen ) all bis delight, and buſie 
care was in behoidimg- tbe. Ladies. Pe deſired nothing but to 
bealways among the Ladies, andalwars bad bis epes fit on 
them : but in the end be beheld Alcumena ſeriouſly, in whorL 
be bad fingular pleaſure. Be ſo ſoze fixed his tre on ber Er. 
cellencp. that bis beart began tobe troubled, ſo that ht was a- 
mozous of ber love, In this bis greedy cobetouſneſs, be le: 
vals tbe ſclemnity of the Wedding, and returned into Cree ; 
but be bad not long ſojourned, wþen ebe ſaid cobetouſneſs 
w2ougbt ſo bebementip in bim. n a day be began to (peak 
of Alcumena in tbe pzeſence of Juno, and ſaid unto Ganimedcs 
bis Eſquire, Ganimedes, what think pou of the beauty of Alcu-- 
mena + Sir, (aid Ganimedes, A think tþe ſbineth in all manner 
of Excellence, and to compzize all her Gertuts, there is no 
Bing fo great, but be map be ot alliance with one that is of le (s: 
beautp than Se is. 

Wyenas Queen Juno underſtood that Jupiter talked ſo mucb 


af Akumcna, at that (ame time tbe was ſoat moved with new. 
jta· 
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\coloufie : Foz ie pad oftentimes been jealous of Jupiter and 
wougbt in ber ſelf, chat if Te migbr, ſþe would ch to flap 


and put to death Alcumena. Jupiter found pimſelf ſoze entan- 


gled and overcome with love, and co over-maſier it, be rok bis 
Bore and Arrows, in purpeſe to go to the wood fox to ſlap ſome 
wild Beaſt, and went fozth accompamed only with Ganimec- 
dess but es ſoon as be was iſſued out of the Gare, there met 
bum one ofthe Bnigbts of Thebes, and did revecence unto the 
Bing and laid unto bim, that Bing Creon of Thebes ſent him 
unto bim, and required vim cþar be would aid and help dim to 
war againſt Bing Thellipolis, that pad treſpa ſſed agaimft bim. 
ben Ring Jupiter pad beard the meſſage of tbe King, be wes 
very glad of toe requeſt of ide Bing of Thebes and tok the Anigbt 
bp che band, and brought bim fo his Palace, and thece ſeated 
bim, and eftec ve (#10, ebat with *verp good beart and will be 
would ſuccdur and belp Ring Creon in his war. The Anigbt 
ef Thebcs with this anfirer cock leave of Bing Jupiter, and re- 
mented unto Thebes, where pzeparatiton and D2dinance was 
made to go unto Thellipolis. It was not long after, that Bing 
[upiter made bis Armp, and made as much veſt as poſſible be 
could, that oztip after be might come to the beuſe of Thebes; 
wytre be hoped to find Alcomena, When all things were readp 
be cook his wap, and ſped bim in bis journey, tbat ve came to 
Thebes, wbere pe was bonourablp received cf the Ring, the 
uten, and the Ladies. Bing Jupiter at bis coming kozgot not 
to lock if be migbt ſee Alcumena, but be ſaw ber not, wpere - 
fo:e be was in great grief, and knew not what to do. And be 
!{coked aſter Amphitrion, but be could no where ſee bim, where+ 
of be was mot aba ſhed than be was befegt. In this abaſßment 
ve appzoached to Bing Creon, and demonded of bim, where 
Amphitrien was? Bing Creon anſwered him, chat be would 
{þ62tlp come, and tbet be a ſſt mbled bis men of Arms at rhe 
Cefile of Arciancy, wbich be pad given bim. This Caſtie ſtood 
betten Thebes and Athens upon tbe River, and was a paſſing 
talt place, Anon as Jupiter bad underſſocd, that Ring Creca 
rad given Arciarcy to Amphitrion, be imagined that Acumena 
ws in that place, and was minded to ba ve gone thitber, if u 
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bad no be dꝛeaded the talking of the people, and alſo be 
feared. ke Amphitrion jealous. This confidered, Ring 
Jupiter de in TI hcbes, and pa ſſed there the time che beg 


wiic be could, fill Amphitrion and other were come. Then thep 
departed from Thebes, and went to lap fiege to the City Thel- 
polis, accompanied with Bing Jupiter, and manp other, Du. 
ring the hege. they of rhe City aſlailed oft umes by bertel a. 
gain1it tberr enemies, but tbep of Thebcs bad aiwap ſo gad fog. 
tunt, tvot in the end, tbee of Thellipolis peilded chem in al! 
romts to tbe willof Bing Creon. And thus when the Bing of 
Thebes had overcome and ſubdued the City, be returned wnts 

bis Tountry withgreat jor. 
ben Ampiitcion ſaw that their enemies were overcome, 
ond that there was no moe peril, be bad great dente to go ſee 
vis wite Acumena: and toþaſt him the ſooner to be with ber, 
be depatted from the Poſt, with leave of tbe Ring, accompa. 
nied with an Eſquire only. When jupiter ſaw Amphitrion 
fo depart upon bis wap, be began to think of a grear ſubtilry, 
to come to his intent. And be departed from the Doft with Ga. 
nimedes only; and as ſoon as be was in fbe field on the wo, 
tþep two being together, Jupiter entted into conference with 
Ganimedcs, and laid to bim, I babe great affiance in pou, and 
moze than in any man that livetb. wherefoze A will tell pou a 
tbiſig ſecret, which 4 Gall accompliſþ as J bope : and pe 
myſ} kerp it ſectet. Truthitis, that Jam amo2ous terribly of 
Dame Alcumeza 3 by no means in the wozld T may pet fozyet 
ber, noz put bet from my deſire. Sbe bnoweth not the pain tha; 
foz her loue abcundeth in me, foz J was never ſo bardy to 
diſcover to bet my caſe, noz never durff (dew it co ber, fozar- 
much as A know her wile, chafi, and vertuous. This confideced, 
I confeſs mp folly, foz Jam ina manner in deſpair, fearing 
I fhail not find the like anſwer of love in Alcumena. But toe 
fudden depar ure of Amphitrion, pet gibeth me in a manner an 
bope, fog at tbe ti me tyar I ſaw bim depart from the Bot, 0 
go (re bis Aufe, accompanied with vis Eſquire, J imagined 
that in ail haſt J would go unto Arciancy, by a moze near and 
ozter wop, foz Aknow the pailage. long ſince, and that 7 
would 
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would transfigure mp ſelf into the ſozm of — and 
vou into the fozm of bis Eſquire, foz to go umto Alcu And 
ry make ber underftsnd that Lam Awphicrion. Ganimedey, 
avon wis intention. Jam come ontbeway, togo thither with

and day, and tberctoze let us go now merrily: Petbinketh 
wat Love would belp me; and when Alcumenz fbati fe me 
cransfo2med into the ſbape of Amphitrion, and vou ss bis C.- 
autre, be hail not be ſo wiſe to percerve myoemchantment. 
Ganimedcs besrkened diligently to fhe will end parpoſe of 
jupiter, and p2omiſed that ve would:emplop-him in this aft ait 
s much as in bim was poſſible, and fo they rode with great de 
Gre the readieſt was, and in riding Jupicer went about dis en- 
chantments, and ſped bim ſo, that be arrived in an evening at 
the Caſtle of Arciancy. Ayben be was there arcryed, be rranſ- 
£7 ured bimſeif and Ganimedes, as be had befoze putpaſtd. and 
mien at the ſame bour tbet Alcumena flepr, and that each man 
was abed, fbey came to the Caſtle, and ſo knocked ac tbe Gare, 
wat wep woke tbe Wezter. The Poater came to tbe window, 
and looked down beneath, and ſaw Jupiter and Ganimedes by 
we Doon-lighc, and it ſeemed to bim to de Amphittiou, andbis 
amte, wherefoze be opened the Gate and received bim, as it 
bad been his Lozd Amphitrion. After, be bzougbt bim unte the 
do02 of the Chamber where Alcumena ſiept, and awaked ber, 
ſsrmg, that ber Lozd was come. After be returned to keep the 
gate, by the commandment of Jupiter, and Alcumena opened ber 
Camber unto Jupiter, who entred in with great jop, and at 
toe entry into tis Camber, jupiter and Alcumena took each 
other intbeir Arms, and kiſſed, Alcumena thinking it bad ben 
Amphtitrion ; and wben thep lap folded in each others arms, 
A\curena demanded from whence be came: Jupiter anſwered; 
ve came from Thellipolis z ond after the grving over of rye 
Town, and yielding of their enemies, be departed from the 
Poft, foz the love of ber, accompanied onlp with his Eſq nirer 
to come baſtity to ber: tben Alcumena was well content with 
the wozds of Jupiter, and agked bim, if be wou!deat oz dzink : 
jupiter anſwered, that be would notbing but go to bed with 
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ber. So be lap with ber: and Jupiter had never ſo great 


in bimlelk. And going to bed-ward, be bade Ganimedes gs 0 


.tþe Chamber dooz, and abide there without. And Jupiter ap. 


220ached to Alcumena with great love, and reiopted in bis 
heart, witherceſs of pleaſure. In this manner came Jupiter 
unto the ſecrers and op of love, ſo that to at quaint þimſeif with 
cbis Lady, it ſcemed erpedient to Enchantall them tpat dwelt 
in tbe place, And then be fiept with Alcumena, and after ward 
be aroſe and came unto Ganimedes, which kept the Match at 
tbe dcoz, and told bim, that fox to do this matter ſecretlp, be 
muſt encvant all them of that place, in ſuch a manner, that ther 
would not awake until rhecoming of Amphitrion, And be de. 
fired Ganimedcs to go unto the Sate, to wait if Amphitcric: 
came. And if ( ſaid be) it happen thar be come by tbe dap ligbt 
I wall deliver to pou a powder, tbat re ſpall caſt in the apr a- 
gainſt him, and this powder bath ſuch vertue, that it (all kev 
Amphitrion from appzoaching this place as long as the dap cu. 
durerb : and then wben it is night, end be knock at the Gate, 
re ſwall come to me, and we will open the Gate, and bzing bim 
to bis Wife, and after that we will return rom bence. 

The Ring Jupiter with theſe wozds waought in bis Science, 
and made bis Charms Co, tbat all chat were in tbe place could 
not awake, without a remedp againſt bis enchantment. When 
be had ſo done, be transfozmed Ganimedes into the likeneſs 
of 'Þozter, ard appointed bim to keep the Cate. Afrer be 
returned into the Chamber of Alcumena, and ut faft the win- 
dows, that no light might come in, and went io bed, and lap 
with the Lady, and there ſpent all che reſidue of tbe night, and 
all the dap following, taking bis pleaſure witb ber ſo long that 
be begar on ber a fair Son, conceived under tbe reign of che 
beſt conſtellation of Beaven, Ja the end, when Ring [upi'cr 
bad been with ber a night and a dap, and char be thought Am- 
phitrion would come, be me de by bis Art Alcumena to ſſecp. 
Akter be aroſe up, and-attired bimſelf like one of rbe ſervants 
of the plate, and he bad not carried long, but Amphitzion and 
vis Eſquire came knocking at tbe Gate, foz it was then night. 


ben Ganimedes beard pim knock, pe came to the Sate 3nd 
Opened 
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optned it, Amphitrion thought it bad been his Po2ter ; ſo be 
(aiuted pim, and demanded of bim where his Wife was: Te 
v3!jant Poater ſaid to him, that (be flept, and ſo bzought bim 
into per Chamber: and Jupiter following, charmed dum thar 
be bad no defire to eat noz to dzink. Mpea be came into tbe 
ban ber be awakedAlcumena, that was all abaſted when ſb. 
aw Amphitrion, foz ſte verily ſuppoſed foz truth, that te bad 
den im a good while befoze, and be groped about ber in ihe bed. 
and when &e found no perſon there, then iþe was moze amazed 
ban befoze. Notwithſtanding, ſbe aroſe and came to Amphi- 
ttion, ſaping to berſelf, that ſhe bad ſuppoſed to bave ſeen bim 
befoze z notwithſtanoing (be made chear to her busband, ſaxing 
co bim, that the had all the night dreamed of bis coming, Ak- 
ter thep talked of many things. Finally, be went to bed with 
ber, and lap with ber that ſame hour, and then Alcumena con- 
ceived pet-a ſon of Amphitrion. Jupiter and Ganimedes de- 
parted then from the Caſtle, and tbete left all eeping, tbat 
were within the place, that none awaked till it was mozning, 
and they bad thought they ſlept but one nigbt, but they ſept a 
day and two nights, and this matter was handled ſo ſecretly, 
that no perſon could ever eſpyit. By theſe means tbe fait Al. 
cumena conceived two ſons, the one of Jupiter, and the other of 
Amphitrion. 

By ſpace of time, the fruit of her Momb began to appear , 
tbe tydings were bozn all about, and alſo into Crcet, o the 
ears of Ring Jupiter, and of Queen Juno. Jupiter hearing this, 
was paſſing zovyful, in the pzeſence of Queen Juno, Pe beheld 
Ganimedes, and began to wax red, and after \bewed a good 
countenance, and gave pꝛaiſes to the Gods, foz the concepti- 
on of Alcumena, and ſpake much good of ber, ſo that the jealoufie 
of this old Queen renewed, and {be planted in ber beact a great 
envr,and deadly batred againſt Alcumena. | 

With the renewing of this enby, Juno, concluded, (being 
de vilichiꝑ jealous ) tbat ſþe would flap and cauſe to dye Alcu- 
mena, by enchantment of ſozcerp: foz in that craft ſbe was an 
erperienced Piſtreſs. O old cucſed woman, {be held mufing 
in ber heart ber curſed jealouſy, and laid Her ears to beat Iu- 

1 piter, 
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piter ſpeak of Alcumens, without any thing replping again 
But ſinally, when ſbe knew the time ofthe delivery of Alcu- 
mena, {þe departed ſecretly from Creet, and told Jupiter, thar 
ſþe would go diſguiſed on certain ſecret Wilgrimages 4 then 
went be unto Arclancy, where was a Temple ſtanding nigh 
the Caſtle, and was erected in remembzance of the Goddeſs 
Diana» Then Juno entred into tbe Temple, not foz devotion, 
but to eſpy if any came from the Taſte, of whom ſbe migbt 
enquire tbe ſtate of Alcumeva. Sbe was dilſigured by per 
craft. This Traft uſed afterward Simon Magus in the time cf 
Saint Peter, and of the Emperour Nero. When the had been 
there a little, Galantis tbat governed Alcumena, was there a 
long time at her D2izons befoze. the Image ofthe Goddeſs. 
And when \be had done, tbe aroſe from ber contemplation, and 
returning, this old Queen came and ſaluted her, and to come to 
ber purpoſe, {Þe ſaid to ber faintly: Dame, Jpray pou what 
do poucall this place? Jt is( ſaid Galantis ) Arciancy,and this 
Temple beloageth to the Caſtle, and ſtandeth between Thebes 
and Athens. Js not this ( ſaid Juno) the place that Amphi- 
trion and Alcumena dwell in? Ves (aid Galantis: And bow 
fare chep ſaid Juno? Dp Lozd Awphitrion ( ſaid Galantis) ig 
in good bealth, and my Lady Alcumena is ready to baing fozth 
a Child, this is the laſt day of her expectation, and therefoze 3 
map go longec tartꝑ: It is time that A return to ber. The 
Gods p2ofect pou. 
Galantis with this wozd went to Alcumem, which began to 
fall in travail, and Juno remained in the Temple with intent 
to murther Alcumena. Then mſtead of ſaping ber Vꝛiſons, ſþc 
vegan to make certain deviliſh Eachantments, This done, the 
laid her legs croſs, one over the other and ſatein that manner, 
and then tbe ſame moment and time that {be had ſo done, Alcu- 
mena by tbe fozce of ſozcery, began in the ſame manner, as ju- 
no did. In ſuch ſoat, that there was no man oz woman that 
might make her do otberwiſe. The pooz Alcumena feit then 
the moſt grievous and ſhacp pains in the wozld, foz ber fruit 
would come out, but it might not in no wiſe, fozaſmunch as her 
irgs and thighs were ſo croſs one ober the other: the creed 
and: 
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and complained pitiouflp, and was in griebous Partprdom. 
The Pidwives could ſind no remedy; ſe was three days hol - 
den in this pain, alwap ber legs ctoſſed one over another, Du. 
ting theſe tbree days, Galantis and the Ladies, and Women, 
one after another, came to the Temple of Diana, foz fo pzay 
foz the deliverance of Alcumena, and alwap they found juno 
with her legs croſſed, and one over another. But they found 
per never in one likeneſs; Foz at each time ſþe transfozmed 
ber into divers likeneſſes,and figures, of Beaſts, oz of women, 
to the end that they ſhould not perceive her, noz her Craft. e. 
vertbeleſs, (be could not transfozm per (elf, but Galantis com- 
ing okt into the Temple, perceived her, and found always 
there u beaſt oz a woman, (et inthe ſame manner as Alcu- 
menadid. Alcumena had been then three days in pain. The 
fourth day, Galantis wared angry at that the ſaw in the Tem- 
ple; then ſwe aſſembled the women, and ſaid to them. Surely 
fair Dames, it muſt needs be, the pain that my Lady ſufferetb, 
cometh by Witchcraft, foz the cauſe of all ber ſufferings, is 
becauſe þe cannot unfold her legs. This is mine advice, and I 
councel pou ſpeedily to put in pzactice : Foz J bave ſeen in the 
Temple at all times that J babe been there foz this three 
dars, a woman, 02 a Beaſt, wich legs croſſed oz folded, as mp 
Lady bath pers: and trulp A think, it is ſome evil creature, 
that beareth ill will to mp Lady, and by ber Sozceries con- 
firaineth ber to fit as e doth. Ak it be ſo, A will deceive her 
Foz one of pow and J will go into the Temple, feigning our 
(elves right jopful,ond glad, and will thank the Goddeſs Diana, 
ſaring all onþigb, that mp Lady is delivered ofa fair fon. And 
then when the creature that always is there, and changeth 
yer into divers Fozms, bath heard our Sꝛiſons, ik it be ſo that 
{be beareth an ili to mp Lad, X doubt not but ſhe will change 
countenance,and troubled in mino will depart, thinking ſþe bath 
failed of her enchantment. And then ik it be truth that I ſup- 
poſe, mp Lady map have ſome manner of deliverance from ber 

vm. 
The women hearing . theſe wozds, remembzed them that 
the? bad ſeen in the Temple, * Momen and Beaſts that Sa- 
2 lantis 
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lantis ſpake of; and were of opinion that Galantis ſhould do as 
{þe bad ſuppoſed, Then Galantis and one of the women went 
to the Temple, and entting therein, they ſaw on the one fide 
where ſono ſate, as ſbe had wont to do, and pad transformed 
ver (elf into tbe guiſe and fozm of a Cow; Dheyp paſſed fozth 
confidently, witbour making any ſbew of ſozrow, oꝛ other thing 
ſaue only jop: and when thep were come befoze the Altar, 
tber kneeled down, and jopned their bands together, and ſaid: 
Diana, ſo veraign Goddeſs, thy name be pʒaiſed in ea ven, and 
incarth. foz thou baſt given this bonour co my Lady Alcumena, 
and belped her to bzing fozth into this wozld the moſt faireft 
Child4n the wozid. - Weth cheſe words thep aroſe up and re- 
turned again: and as thep went, they ſaw the Tow ſuddenly 
depart out of the Temple, and ran up to tbe Fields, and in the 
ſame time and inſtance Alcumera aroſe, and was delivered of 
two fair ſons, befoze Galantis and ber fellow were come into the 
Chamber. 

TAben Galantis was come unto Alcumena, and found there 
two fair ſons, ſhe was full of jop, foz that tbe had decerved the 
faiſe. old juno. Spe told then anto tpe Ladies, and fo Alcu- 
mena, bow ſþe bad ſeen the Cow, and bow \be was departed 
from the Temple, and aſfured them that it was ſome evil per 
ſon, and tbat {þe bad held Alcumena in this danger by ſozcerp. 
Tbe Ladies ſent after to ſeek the Cow, but they beard never 
tydings of ber: Df theſe twain, the one of them was great 
and fair, and of erceeding exceliency, and the otber was little 
and feeble. ye great Child was the firſt that was bozn, and 
was named Hercules, and tb? other had to name Ypecleus. 
Hercules as ſome. ſap,was the ſon of Jupiter, and-was like unto 
bim, and Ypecleus was the ſon of Amphitrion. The cydings 
of this Bativity was pzeſent!y (pzead all about, and al! 
them that beard thereof, were glad, fave only Juno: foz ſþe 
bad never jop in ber beart after ſhe had heard it in tbe Temple 
tbat Alcumena was delivered. and had bzougpt fozih a ſon. 
She departed from the Temple, as is laid in the fozm ofa

Thus as ſde was penſive, Alcumena came to ſee her Sons, and 
feaſted them in ſuch faſhion, that Juno perceived and knew that 
both of them were her Bons, whereof ſbe had great jop. Foz 
the concluded in ber falſe and evil mind, that ſhe would ſtrangle 
them both bp the Serpents, 

Alcumena depacted from the Chamber, by tbe ſpace of time, 
and Juno tet the night wax dark. The Kurſts laid the Chi!- 
dzen in their Cradles to ſleep, and tyep ſlept. And after thep 
{aid themſelves down and fiept, leaving a Lamp burning in the 
Chamber. Typen when they were aſleep, at that time that Ju. 
no would accompleſþ ver wozk, eopened he lap, and made to 
leap out the two Serpents, charmed and inchanted to wozk 
tbe death of the two Cpildzen, and put them by a bole into 


the Chamber. When thep were within, they lifted up their 


beads, and ſmelling tbe two Childaen, made unto them, giving 
the firſt aſſault unto Ypecleus, that thep murtþered him. After 
the death of Lpecleus, theſe two Serpents came to the Cradle 
of Hercules, that was awake the ſame time. When the Her. 
pents were come to the Cradle, they went the one on the one 
fide, andthe other on the other ſide, and mounted on the ccadle, 
but this was to their evil caſe :. Foz as ſoon as they came up, 
Hercules perceived them, and was afraid, becauſe they were 
fierce and dzeodful, be then befticred bimſelf, and bis Arms 
with ſuch might and fozre, that ye b2ake the bands in which he 
was ſwadled, and ſo laboured that pe bad þis bands at large 
and then when the Serpents ran upon bim, pe put them back 
by natural firength and fozce many times, and fought wit, 
them with bis fit right long: but at laſt, when Hercules ſaw 


. that the ſerpents oppzeſſed him moze and moge, and ceaſed 


not 
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wot to aſſail him, be took in each hand one, making a great cry, 
and peld them ſo kaſt, that he ſtrangled them both. 

Tye Nurſes awaked at the cry that Hercules made, and 
went to tbe Cradles to ſee their, Childaen, and they found Ype- 
cleus dead, and thep found that. Hercules held pet the two 
Serpents, in bis hands. Suddenly as thep ſaw the marbail, 
thep crped pitiouſly. With that Juno the falſe Mitch and 
Sozcereſs, had ſeen all, fled her wap ſoze troubled and ter · 
cibly angry at that, that the Serpents had not wzought and at« 
cbieved ber purpoſe, as well on Hercules, as they bad done on 
Ypecleus. And Amphitrion-with Alcumena awaked, andcame 
into the Chamber where the two Nurſes were, which made 
ſozrowful and piti us cryes : and entering therein they ſaw Her» 
ales at the one fide ſtill holding the Serpents, and on che other 
fide thep -veyeld Ypecleus all (ooln with venome and dead: 
then deep and grievous (ozrows entred into the bottom of 
their hearts, Alcumena fo weep by natural pity, and Amphi- 
trion was all afraid. Panp Damoſels and other folk came 
to the Chamber, which were all afraid to take awap the Ser: 
pents foz fear of hurt: And there was none ſo hardy that durſh 
appꝛoach to Hercules,foz the Serpents that he held in his hands 
which were ſwoln with venome. Alwap Hercules made no 
des vy noꝛ wozſechear, but la ugbed to one and other, and was 
there in that caſe ſo long that Phyſicians and Chirurgeons came, 
and by their Science took from vis bands theſe venemous 
beaſts. When Amphitrion ſaw Hercules delivered from the 
Serpents,. be recomfozted Alcumena, that was nigh dead foz 
ſozrow, and made to burn and-burp Ypecleus, All they that 
were there had paſfing great marvel of the power and ſtrength 
of Hercules, that was ſo poung a Child, that by erce(Tive 
ſtrength and might had ſtrangled tbem. * 

The Night paſſed in this faſbton and manner that J babe 
revearfed. Dn the mozrow betime, . Ampbitrion would ew 
and maniteß his maryellous-and glozious victozy, wperefoze 
be did cauſe to take Hercules, and made bim to be bozn to A- 
inens; into the Temple of the God Mars; with the too Her- 
pents : And be inpecſon went accompained with Ring _ 
| cus, 
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ſieus, The fa!fe old Mitch Juno, followed acar after ma diſ. 
ſembling fozm and pape. Wben Amphitrion wascome in- 
to the Temple, he ſent foz King Egeus, and aſſembled rhe 
prapte, and after took Hercules pzeſenting bim unto the God 
Mars, {banking bim foz the victozy chat be bad ſent ta Hercules 
©g4infl the Serpents. Akter this be lifrev bim up, and ſpewed 
Hereules unto the people, recounting and telling to them his 
maryellous adbenture. And thus when Hercules was bewey 
in tbe view and figbt of the people, and that every man gave 
him laud and pꝛaiſe: the falſe old Juno being in the preſs with 
others, after the had long beheld the noble Cyild, that in all bis 
members he refembled and was like to Ring Jupiter, foz to put 
Amphitrion injealonfie of his Wife, fþe ſaid unto them that 
were about ber Certes Amphitrion is à very fool if be tbinkefY 
that Hercules is bis ſon: behold the members of Ring Jupiter, 
and the members of this Child, re wall find no difference. This 
Child and Jupiter be both of one ſemblance, and have like fa- 
vours and (bape. And everp mon ſaith, that this child is the 
Son of Jupiter, and none other. When this old Juno bad ſown 
rbeſe curſed woꝛds, \ſþe withdrew ber apart, and took anotber 
ſbape to tbe end ſhe bould not be known: and then tbeſe wozds 
were ſoon abzoad, and told fozth of them that heard them, in 
ſuch wiſe, that a great murmuring aroſe toucbing Amphitrion. 
And it was repoztedto him, that men ſaid ſo by the advertiſe- 
ment of old Juno; when Amphitrion heard thoſe new tydings, 
be began to behold che Child, and in the bebolding bim though: 
verily bat this Child had wholly the very reſemblance and like. 
neſs of Ring Jupiter. And then began to enter inte bis bear; 
a great ſozrow, znd thus after be entred into a jea louſie: pet be 
kept ſifence, made as good countenance as be could to eſchew 
the ſlander. And aftec that the people were withdzawn he cal - 
led Ning Euriſtcus and pꝛayed bim that be would baing up Her- 
cules ſaping, that never after be would ſee him, and that be be. 
lieve {pthar be was the ſon ot Jupiter. Euriſteus coufo2r- 
ed q nphitrion the beſt wiſe be could, meaning to babe put 
this jealouſie out of his mind, but be could not. Euriſteus enter- 


pʒiſed fo krep and nouriſh Hercules, and made him to be bo2n 
\ mr 
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into bis houſe : Amphitrion returned into Arciancie, where be 
found Alcumena ſoze diſcomfozted foz theſe tydings which ſhe 
vad received 3 and foz to excuſe her ſelf to Amphitrion, and tbe 
felſe old Quten juno, ſhe went unto Creet. Df which matter 
J will ſtay now, and will come to ſpeak of the firſt adventures 
of Hercules, 


How Herenles begen the Olympiades, and how he waxed a- 
morous of Magars, the Daughter of the King of Theber, 
and how he (hewed his firength in all manner of Games and 
Excxciſes. 


Peſe tydings of this Adventure of Hercules were ſpzead 
tbaough all tye Wzovinces of Greece: ſome (aid that be 

was 8 Baſtard, and the Gon of Jupiter ; and ſo recounted Plau- 
tus in bis firſt Comedp, and other beld that be was the very ſon 
of Amphitrion, as recounteth Boccace in bis Bak of the Ge- 
nealogy of Gods - but mpoſe ſon ſoever he was, Euriſteus had 
bim in keeping, and nouriſhed him hardly, and not renderly , 
without the City of Attick: foz the Ring, and the Citizens, 
and Totonſmen, in their time, made their childzen to be nou- 
riſbed out of god To tons, and made them to lpe upon the bare 
earth, and naked, foz to be moae ſtrong, without entring into 
Cities, until the time that they bad power and firength to ex- 
exciſe Ats. Lycurgus had ozdained this Law, and mam other 
that follow. Firſt, be ozbained that the people bond obep 
their Pꝛince, and that the Pzince Þould be firm in Juftice, and 
live ſoberlp, and that Percbants ſhould do their Perchandize, 
giving one ware foz another without any money, and that each 
man would revenge yimſelf openly, and that « young man 
ſwould have in a pear but ont gown, and that one man ſbould 
not be moze gallant and bzabe than another, and that no man 
lbould renew the memozp of wanng paſſed ; and that men ot 
Arms Gould have no wi bes, to the end that they might be moze 
eager and ſierce in che war: and to content the fragility-of 
wen, be ozdained, that in the * in the Poſts, — -< 
tain 
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tsin women common, in places called Forniccs, whereof com- 
eib Foznication. Theſe were the Laws thai (bc Gzeeks uſey 
in the time of rhe beginning and coming of Hercslcs, And fo; 
to come again to my purpoſe : Hercules was nouriſbed in an 
bouſe that flood in ſþe plain fields, and was oftentimes put out 
into the ram and wind, and lap the moſt part of that time upon 
tbe caccb, without anp ofher bed : be lap oftner ſo than upon 
pay oz dry raw. With tpis nouriſþment be waxed and grew 
in all beauty, trength and wisdom: be was humble, courteous 
aud gentle. All good manners began to grow and ſhine in him: 
be was (ober in eating and dzinking be ſlept gladlp in rhe 
fields : be (bot and dzew the Bow. When Ring Egeus of A 
thens vad beard ſpech of him, be commanded that bis Son 
would be nouri ſbed with bim, that was named Theſeus. Her 
cules and Theſcus were both of one age, and loved right well to- 
getber. Theſeus was ſtrong and mighty, and a fair Child, and 
de bad wit enough. Hercules paſſed bim, and ſpone as far a. 
bove bim, as the ſun (binetb above the ſtars: Wben be was 
ſeven tarts old, be exerciſed wreſtling, and overthzew-andcaſ 
the greateſt and ſtrongeſt that came to him. Mot one and one 
at once, but five o2 fix, 02 as many as he might ſet bis hands on: 
and did ſo great feats of ftrength, that out of Thebes, Athens, 
and Attick daily came men, women and Chridzen to ſee him. 
The moze and elder be grew, the moze enfozced he bis ſtrength. 
Men be was ten pears old tbere might no man ſtand oz abide 
in bis band? at thirteen years of age be began to bandle and 
uſe Arms, and of bis pzoper motion, pe tbought de would ge 
to the Pount Olympus, and there be would abide andonſwer 
all manner of men tvitber coming foz the ſpace of fifteen days 
and receive them in Arms, oz in wreſtling, oz at any other 
woo? oz 8lap of firength : and foz to come to the effect of this 
Enterp2i3?, be waited a dap when Euriſteus came foz to ſæ him 
und ſaid to him: Sir, pe habe nouriſbed me unto this time, 
Uke as if A were pour own Son, if Foztune were come as 
contrary as ature, J acknowledge that J would be the mof 
anfoztunate Child ever was bozn. Foz ſome fap, that J 
am Hon to Jupiter, and others ſap of Amphitrion, m—_ 4

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bebe ne Father but pou only, that babe nouriſhed me with 
your-ſubſtance. Wherefoze A pield unto pou as my Fathec, 
and advertiſe pou, bow that Jam purpoſed foz to be on the 
Pount Olympus, in as ſþo2zt time as J well map, and there J 
will abide all them that thitber all come, fifteen days fullp 
together: and foz to deal with them at the Spear, at Swozd, 
at wreſtling, and at running, alway fozeſen, that it be ſ pour 
licence, and leave, and that it pleaſe pou of pour courtefie to 
give unto bim that ſþall do beſt ſome pzize, to the end, foz to 
encourage tbe bearts of noble men unto valiantneſs, that they 
might attain to renown. Euriſteus anſwered and (aid : Her- 
cules fair Ben, pe can require of me nothing that is boneſt and 
wozſhipful, but J will be thereto agreeable, Ye be young and 
pet pe are ſtrong and puiſſant, and A know well that there is 
no man that is able to ſtand againſt pow. Since it is lo, that pe 
babe the will ſo ta do, Jam very well content that pou ſpall 
make the poof, and ſhew the ſtrength ot pour pouth : and fox 
to effect and bꝛing this Enterpzize unto pour credit, I will ar» 
rap pou as richly asif pou were mp pzoper Son. Oy Father, 
( anſwered Hercules ) I thank pou of this grace and kindneſs, 
and ſince it is ſo pour pleaſure, it beboveth vou to chuſe a man 
of great underſtanding and authozity, that (ball go unto all the 
Realms of theſe Coaſts, foz to ſhew unto the Rings, Pzinces, 
and Gentlemen, the purpoſe and Enterp2ize that J babe taken 
in hand : Fair Son (ſaid Euriſteus) you ſap the truth, pou ſþall 
make pour Letters containing pour intention, and ſend them to 
me, and then when I bave received them, J will uſe ſo good di- 
ſigence, that pe ofreaſon (ball be content. 

After theſe ſpeeches and many other, Ring Eurigcus went 
bome, and Hercules took ink and Warchment,and ſet him to wzite 
in Letters the fozm of a Pzoclamation, which be made, that 
contained in this wiſe. 

Greeting be to all Kings, Princes, Knights, Gentlemen, La- 
dies and Gentlewomen, from the Eſquire unknown, and well 
Fortuned. We let you have knowledge, That the firſt day of 
the Month of May next following ,the EIquire Unknown, will be 
on the Mount Olympus,for to ſhew himſelſ in habiliments conve-

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nient unto Arms, at the plcaſure of the Gods and Fortune, and

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and gave bim the charge and off ice to go publiſh this Pzocla- 
mation in tbe Courts of all tte Bings ot Greece, 

Abe Unight enterp2ized with right good heart tu do the ſaid 
office: (and this was tbe firſt Dfficer of Arms that ever was) 
De went to Thebes, Argos, Lacedemonia, Arcadia, Pe- 
iclie, Magneſie, Creet, Epheſe, Pepos, Tripoly, and Theſſaly and 
alt about be publiſted tbe Wzoclame tion, without declaring 
who it was that (hould bep the Exerciſe: Thep that beard 
peak of the Squire unknown, and underſtood his Enterpaize,

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The King Jupiter and Amphitrion were not at this aſſem- 
bly by the Councel of King Earitteus, that let them bave know. 
ledge ſecretly, that Hercules was be that ſþould hold this ſpoꝛt 


- 02 ererciſe, koa to eſchew all wozds and languages, that might 


grow 02 riſe up becauſe of the Nitivity of Hercules: foz Am- 
phitrion on the one fide believed not that be was bis Son, and 
Jupiter on the other fide ſaid that be appertained not to bim. 
He ſent them wozd tþerefoze, that thep could do no better than 
not foz to come to the ſolemmte, which was a moſt ſpecial 
thing, and the moſt ſtrange that ever was (poken of befoze that 
time: tbe firſt day of May, at tbe hour what time the Sun cafts 
bis beat upon tbe Earth, Hercules did cauſe to ſound a Trum- 
pet, to make the Ladies go up into the Scaffold and places ap-

Theſcus employed his puiſ- 
ſance, and Hercules (uffered him to do as muchas de would oz 
could, without \ſþewing and putting out bis fozce and might a- 
gain to bim. And ſo tvee fpock and lugged cach other, but in 
type end Hercules caſt Theſeus, the moſt ſoftly and favoarablp 
that be could. Wyerear the laughter was great among the 
Ladirs and Gentlewomen. Thelcus then deparced from the 
place, and went among the Ladies and Gentlewomen, pꝛaping 
tbem that they would take in good part wbat be had done: then 

came unto the place many poung Squires, of whom J know 
not the names, and thependeavoured and tra velled all that they 

might foz to get bonour and wozbip, but their labour pzofited 

little unio chem, in regard of getting the pzize: foz Hercules: 
caſt and fopled all them that came, and the wreſtling dured four 
bours coutinually : At the laſt, at the cequeſt of the Ladies, the

Afrer 
they b2ought bim into the Common Pall, whereas tbe Ladfes 
were dancing and ſinging iopouſſp: and it was ſaid to him, tbar 
ve muſt dance and ſing like as others did. Hercules extuſed him 
muc b, but bis excuſe might not 8v2it, De was ſet on to dance 
in hand with Megara a fair Gent!ewoman, of poung ge, being 
ibe was well furniſhed with under ſtanding: and te was daugh- 
cr of Ring Creon. 

Mpen Hercules ſaw him in the band of ſo noble a Gentle 
woman, be was ſoze aba ſbed and aſbam*d. The Gentlewoman

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Veart on bim. Love in this night enfozced and conftrained them 
to love each other without ſpeaking, ard their beauty was cauſe 
tbereot: men could not have found in all Greece ſo fair Thii- 
dzen, noz of better qualities. Typep were enougy beholben and 
looked on, and in eſpecially Hercules foz his Pzoweſs ; and e- 
de ty man marvelled at bim, and at þis behaviour. 

By ſpace of time, when Hercules was bzought from the fraſ: 
into bis Tear, Digs Lent, and the Tent of the Rings, and ot 
tbe Ladies, were made but of bzancbes, with leaves and 
berbs, giving god odour and ſavour. At was not known how 
to make Tents of cloth, noz of ſilk tben. Hercules paſſed this 
night, moze intending to think on the beautp of Megara, than 
foz to ſleep. The dap following, at bout convenient, the came 
to the ſpozt, and there were many poung men ſtrong and active. 
{be Brongeſt ok all Greece, but Hercules with one arm threw 
and caſt them and thet dap, and the dap follo wing, be caſt and 
flung to the ear tb, moze than th hundzed, and there could not 
ſo many come to bim, but be caſt rvem down, and put them co 
foil , without any chafing himſelf oz grieving 3 ond at that 
time pe got vecp greatglozp and honour there. Megara often 
times beheld bim, and in likewiſe did the Ladies and Gentle 
women, and many there were that ſet their lobe on him. And 
thus be paſſed the exerciſe of wzeſtling to bis honour tze 
days. At tbe fourth dap be aſſembled all them that were 
come thither foʒ to run, and be made tem that were moſt fe 
ble to ride upon the Courſers that were in Greece, and aftec 
be ſbewed them the furlong oz tbe, and made them take their 
wap and run, and be cunafrer the Pozſe and men, but be paſ- 
ſed all chem thar ran, and without taking once bis bzearb he 
ran the furlong, and came thereto befozeali the riders ard 
runners ; wherefo:e be was.greatly pzaiſed, and had a great 
laud ; and ſome ſap, that be ranas ſwiftiy as a Part. Df this 
courſe that Hercules made, all the wozld wondzed, and beld tc 
fo2 a marvellous thing, and wzote it in Bos, among otber 
things woztbp to be put in memezy. 

At the-fift and ſixt days following, Hercules k bis Bow 


and bis Arrows, and went anto the ptace that was oꝛdsined fo: 
| to 
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to ſhoot in with the Bow, and the Ladies and the Gentlewo⸗- 
men were there. Hercules and many otber ſþot at moſt ſtraigbt, 
and near mark, but \bot by ſþot be exceded oil the nigbeſt: foz 
be ſhot alwars in a little ring of Gold, and as foz ſhooting at a 
long mark be paſſed the furtbeſt in the field twentp fouc ſtrides: 
dis Bow was ſogreat that it was the burchen of a man. Ho 

man could bend it but bimſelf. It was a pleaſure to ſ& him, foʒ 
be got great pꝛaiſe and fame two days, and pet be got moze the 
dap fallowing, which was the ſeventh dap of the Spots : 

to whenitcame to the caſting ofthe ſtone a far, one after ano- 
ther, then be caſt it emploping bis ſtrength in ſuch wiſe that be 
paſſed ſix paces further than any man thatat that time employ» 
edbimſelfin that Exerciſe, | 

Then tbep chat were come to tbis Feaſt crped with a bigb 
voice, the Eſquire unknown ts neither the ſon of Amphitri- 
on, noz the Son of Jupiter, but be is the Son of the God of 
Mature, wbich bath garniſþed bim with double fozce and re- 
doubled it an bund ed fold: in bis infancy be vañqui bed tbe ſer- 
pents, and in bis youth be ſurmounted in wit, fozce, and valour 
all che wozid. Bleſſed be the womb that conceived bim and 
bart him, foz to glozifie Greece: Foz certainly the time (ball 
come once that be ſþail be the glozy of the Greeks, and their trp- 
umpb, and well wall belp them if they have ned. 

Such were the wozds of the Kings, of the Ladies, and cf the 
Damoſels, of the Nobles, and of the Waliant, each man pꝛaiſed 
bim in bis guiſe. The fair Megara beard gladlp the commen- 
dation, and pzaiſmg tbat men gave bim, but pet the ſaw bim 
mo2e gladlp do bis feats and valiancies, and it is no marvel 
though (þe ſaw him giadlp, and gave ber to beboldbim : foz in 
Hercules was that, that was not in other: his beauty ſurmount- 
ed the meaſure, and the great po2ztion and quantity of bis fozce 
and ſtrength. After that each man that would caſt tbe ſtone 
vad done, be went into the common Tent, where manyan a- 
nio20us man was with bis Lady, and there be began to put þim- 
{elf fozth a little, and bis (prech with one and other became 
bim: fox he bad a right bigh and clear voice. Megara and Her- 
cules in this evening oftentimes _ each other ſecretly, and

their countenances were fixed on each other often, and then of 
toʒ te they changed colour. Jn this changing of colour there 
was not a vein in tbem but was moved. And by this moving 
grew amozous in abundance, with dep fighs, which werenou-- 
riſþed in the Abeſms and bottoms of their bearts, 

Among all other things, foz to ſpeed the matter, the Rings 
and ancient Bnights aſſembled them in council, foz as much 
as they had many poung Unigbts rbat were come, and pad a. 
bidden from the beginning of tbe feaſt, foz to do fears of Arms 
againſt Hercules. The puiſſance and ſtrength of Hercules 
was well conſidered of in this Council, and fozaſmuch as 
it was verp likely, that no man might and ageinſt him, it was 
o2dained, that be would do no deeds of Arms band to band, and 
that tbe days that were pet to come of the reſidue of the feaf 
from two days to two days, tbep ſbauld Turney in manner of 
battel, whereof would be Captains two Rings that were there. 
to wif, Tandarus that was Fatver of Menealus, Pugband of 
fair Helen, and Ixion that was Ring of Theſlaly. Type ſe two 
Kings took on them with a good will this charge, and it was 
o2dained, that Hercules would let them all Turney until the 
time that the one party were at wozſe, and that then be might 
belp that partp of ſuffering the wozſe, unto the time that by 
bad bzought them to match tbeir betters, This ozdinance was 
{ewed in the Tent by the Officers of Arms: They that were 
afozenamed to fight man foz man againſt Hercules, were right 
forous of the new o2dinance. The feaſt then ceaſed and ore 
and other withdzew them unto their Tents : on the moaning 
tbep came to the fields foz to begin tbe firft Turney, and there 
were five bundzed Eſquires, and thzee bundzed Bnigbts al! 
Armed as to go into battel, ſaving that their Swozds were re- 
batnes and nat ſparp, and tbat their Spears bad Kocbets of 
tree, og of wood; The Ring Tandarus and the King Ixion were 
richly arraped, end well bozſed, and armed well with boſſed 
cure ts, and ran in the moſt bardieſt place of this afembly:tber? 
was nomvze but an bundzed Bnigbts on bozſeback, foz hozſes 
at that time were but little known no2 uſed : all they on þo2ſc- 
wack, and they on foot wert pa rted inta'two „ 

ibe 
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libered to Tandarus and Ixion, and pad all they ought to bave; 
thep that pa d hoaſes, at the ſound of the Trumpet were ready to 
juſt, and ran one againſt another, ſo couragiouſlp, that ryey 
froubled all che Air with Duſt and Powder that aroſe by their 
Pozſes feet. At the bickering each met with other oktenttme, 
and there were ſome overthzown under the bozſe, and tumbled 
up fide down at jopning: and ſome there were that bzake their 
Spears Rnightly and Chivalroufly, foz there were plenty of 
valiant Knights. But in the end when the Knights on bozſF-. 
back pad done theic endeavours, and that thep ſet cheir hands on 
tbeir (wozds, the kootmen began to renew the Turnep with 
ſo great a ſtir and noiſe, that all the Pount redounded, on the 
one fide, and on the other, there were many ſpears bzoken, and 
Sbields unjopnted , they jopned with their Spears eagerly, 
ſbeic ſtrokes and fopnes were great: each man (þewed the quan- 
fitp of bis fozce, it was jopous to ſer the (pears fly in the Air 
by pieces, there were great crpes,none ſpared other, ancient nvz 
poung. The ancient fought with the young : the poung men 
by great courage learned and ſþewed the old men: Mpen their 
Spears were bzoken they took their ſwozds, wherewich be- 
gan a new ado, jopous and pleaſant, they cutting tbeir Pelms, 
and bewing on their Shields ſo couragiouſly, and in eſpecial 
they of the part of Ixion, that they of the part of Bing Tanda- 
tus were conſtzained to call foz Hercules unto their teſcue. 
pen Hercules beard that thep crped after bim, be was 
paſſing joyous, foz it was a grief to bim to be idle, and to ſee 
others labour. Pe was nigh by the Turnep beholding them 
that did beſt : be had alſo his ſwozd in bis fiſt. At the cry of 
them that were put to the wozſe, ye went unto their aid, and 
began to Turnep on the fide where were the greateſt ſtrokes 
given, ſo pleaſantly, that it was joy to bebold. The Ring Ixion 
came againft bim to maintain his pzoweſs, and to hold toge- 
ber bis folk: but foz bis welcome Hercules ſmotebim on the 
Sbield, that all aſtonied he bare him co the Earth, and down 
krom bis bozſe. Then began there a great bout, and laugb- 
ter , and as well one as the other began to apply them to the 
reſcue of Ixion. Hercules put himſelf into the pʒeſs, and made 
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beaps on all ſides, fo great [par Tandarus and his folk reco- 
vered, entred into tbe barrel with rþeir counter party, At 
that ume began again the Turney ſtrong and ſwarp: thep tbar 
ficd, took beart, fozce and vertueco them again, by the well do» 
ing of Hercules, and recovered vigour and ſtrength. Hercules 
of all them tpat were there was token heed of, bis Crokes (ur- 
mounted ail other without all meaſure, and be bzought again 
Tandarus to match bis betters with a little labour. Finally be 
did ſpew ſo great pꝛoweſs that day, and in the dars following, 
wat be was commended above all the men in tbe wozld, There 
were tote great Turners and notable, at each Turney, as 
(oon es it happened that one party was put back, and to tbe 
wozſe. Hercules by bis well doing recovered them, and put them 
up again, o man rook bird but to bis glozp : everp man fart. 
well of bim at dances andat feafts, every man loved vim, ever: 
man wozſhipped bim. There was no.tongue ofnoble,noz ofvate, 
bit that gs ve dim laud and pzorſe, whereof the conclafron wss 
ſuch, that all tbe pꝛizes abode with him, and alko thete were 
given unto bim many gikts of the Rings tbat were there. The 
dars of this ſolemrity dew over, and the laſt night tbe Rings 
and the Ladies, and Nobles aſſembled in the common Tent , 
and of one common accozd they would that from year to year, 
tber and their beirs ſhould hold and renew tbe Feaſt that Her- 
cules bod begun and Eſtabtilbed, foz they ſaw that it was tbr 
moſt honourable paſtime that ever was made in Greece, ant 
named the Kean Olympiades, becauſe of the Pount Olympus, 
And tber bad it ſo ineſtimation that from thencefozth they da 
ted chcir Cdicts, and their Letters of continuance, with the pear 
of the firſt Olympiade, &c. In ſuch wiſe, as we ſap the prar of 
the Incarnation, tpeſt things are o2dained,giben and pzomiſed: 
tbe Dicer of the Arms of Hercules, thanked all them that wer? 
come to tbis Olympiade. After thateach took leave of other and 
dsparicd on the moꝛtow and tpus finifþed and ended this feaſt. 
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CHAP. XL, 


How Hereyles failed by the Sea into Heſperie,and how he van. 
quiſhed the -Ifle with the Muttons or ſheep, and vanquiſhed 
Pbilotes, and flew his fellow. 


T the departing, Hercules paſſed not greatly foz the de- 
parting of all tbem chat were there, ſaving foz the depart- 

ing of Megara: be knew not the malady of love, until the 
time that be ſaw ber depart into the Countrey. Megara went 
unto Thebes, and Hercules dzew him to Athens penhvelp, and 
tbinking mucb ok bis Lady: and ſoze defiring to ſee her, be went 
in the company of Euriſteus unto Athens, where thep feaſted 
(bem four days long. At the fourth dap tydings came, that 
unto the Bozt and Paven were come ſtrange folk by foztune , 
which were cioathed in verp oleaſent Robes and Garments, 
en Bing Euriſteus beard theſe tydings, pe ſent to fetch 
theſe ſtrangers to bim, and asked them from whencethey were, 
they anſwered, they were of the Weſt, and of the Region 
of Heſperie. Where is the Region of Heſperie [aid Euriſicus, 
and what manner of Countrey is it? Uerily anſwered one of 
bem, J tbink that in all the wozld is no better Tountrep, fox 
there is abundance of all things that be neceſſarp foz mans life, 
and Jen tell pou, that in the places of bur dwelling, and 
here we have our baunt, cbere be many Jſlands lying about 
tbe further parts of Mauree beyond Ampoleſie, where grow- 
eb all tbe beſt things that men can think, and there is a Ring 
nmed Philoces Son in Law fo a Ning named Atlas, which is 
of che generation of rhe G:eeks : andit is not to be fozgorten, 
bow che Bing Philotes arcompanied- with the Daughters of 
Bing Atlas lately found an Ifie very pleaſant, as was bis ad- 
venture. This Iſie is all plain, without Pountein oz Aallep: 
and tert be therein ſo many Sveep and Muttons, that it is 
mary, which be kept and cheriſhed there as it they were of 
fn? Goldx Ok eheſt:!Watrons; that A ſpeak of, we bade gur 
robes and Bowng' made: wie and they tbat map Have them 
muſt buy them at a.great:paice of ſme Sold As eat the leu 
ard cloath us with the skins. And know pe foz certain, that 
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into this Ifle is but one entry, and be entereth not therein that 
would; foz the Bing Philotes and another Gpant which be ſy. 
fil, and mar venous ftrong, olway keep the enten of the Alle, and 
alway tbe one awaketb, wyile ce other nerpeth. 

Surely ( ſaid King Euciſtcus)) hy that, that 4 babe under. 
food of pou, the Iſle that pou ſpeak of, is of great Excellency, 
This Philotes that pou make mention of: what man is 
this Philotes? The firanger anſwered, that be is tbe moſt re. 
doubted and d2ead Bing of the Weſt parts: bers a Spant 
wat by vis fozce and ſtrength bath conquered the ine with the 
rep, and bath put out chem that dwelled and inbabited there 
befoze. Ye is ſo ſtrong, that it is but late ago, chat be ſaid, 
if de could find a man ftronger than be is, be would never after 
bear Arms to fight in battel, during tbe life of that otber. 

Tbe Ring Egeus then gave leave to the ſtaangers to depart 
from bis pzeſence, and commanded that no man would binder 
them in their returning toward their Countrep, and thep de. 
parted. Euriſteus abode with Egeus, and Euriſteus came to Her 
cules, and Theſcus, and wiſhed by a great deſire to have of 
thofe Buttons, ſaying to them, that he would that it coſt him 
as much gold as a pair of Pattons weigh: and that be had a 
Kam and an Ewe, foz to ingender in bis Countrep. In that 
time were no ſbep in Greece, (ben, Hercules had heard the 
defire of Ring Euriſteus, ſuddenly be (aid to bim. Hir, you 
babe a defire to bave « pair of Puttons, appertaining to the 
Deugbters of Atlas, by the conqueſt and Arms of the ſtrong 

nt Philotes. J pꝛomiſe pou here foz truth upon my Gen- 
tleneſs, that by tbis day thzee weeks, J will depact by water 
oa Lend to fetch them: and J will never return into Greece, 
until the time that J babe found the Ade, and that I ſpall op- 
poſe my ſelf againſt the Spants that keep it, and will aſſap it 
J can get the Ifle from them, like as Philoces had gotten i: 
from another. Wben King Euriſteus vad underſtood the enter 
P2i3e that Hercules made, be was paſſing ſozry, fox be loved 
Hercules as well as if be had been vis oton ſon. Pe diſſwaded 
bimfrom that Enterp2ize, thinking to baue baokenit : but Her- 


onles anſwered him fo diſcreetly, that Euriſtcus was content — 
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jet bim go unto this adventure, and Theſeus with bim. 

The renown of this bopage was ſpzead abzoad in all the 
Country.. Egeus and Euriſteus made ready foz their two ſons 
x very goodly Gallep, and furni{bed it well with all manner of 
things. At the end of thzee weeks thop went to Dea, and with 
them many Noble Greeks, and rowed till they came into tbe 
deep Sea, where theo ſailed and cowed many days, with- 
out finding of any adventure to ſpeak of, Foz at that time the 
Sea was but little uſcd, neithec of Thieves, noz pet of Per- 
-hants. LTveir Paſter oz Pplot, in paoceſs of time bzougbt 
vem unto Heſperia, that afterwards was called Spain, and there 
fought (o long tbe Ale with the ep, that at laſt tbep arrived 
the place. She Gpant that was appointed to kep the en- 
try of che Ifle, flept not when the Greeks landed. Pe then iſ- 
ſued out ot bis bouſe, and came armed unto the ſtrait paſſage 
here no man could go up, but one at once, that be cryed unto 
de Greeks and (aid; Sirs, what ſ&k you pere? Hercules ans 
(wered, we (@k the Puttens that be in this Iſle, foz to car- 
ro ſome of them into Greece. Dave re ( (aid the Gant) mo- 
nep enough ; if pe have, pe ſpall bhaveenough. Sball we (ſaid 
Hercules ) not babe them otherwiſe? Mo ſaid the Gyant. )) 
Zyen (aid Hercules, let us babe them at tbe pzice thatpe got 
wem? Bow ( ſaid tbe Gpant?) the Ring Philotes did conquer 
with bis Swozd, the Iſle and the ittons. Hercules an- 
(wfred: mp intent is likewile to conquer the zie from bim. 
If you will defend it, baſt pou: ve ſpall bave tbe battel againſt 
me, oz elſe jet me babe the Jſle, that J map do therein mp 
will. 

When the Geant underſtood the conclufion that Hercules 
m2be, he made bim ready to defend the place, and blew a 
grtat hon that bung there upon a Tree. At theſound of the 
Wozn, the Daugbters of Atlas awaked Philotes, and told bim, 
that [ome were there to get the place: and that tbe Gpant bad 
(own the bozan, Philotes with theſe wozds aroſe up, and ſaw 
that Hercules by main fuzce-bad put back the Gyaut (that ex- 
£eþ7 Philotes, was the beſt man of Arms in all Heſperia ) be 
das (02e aba ſhed: and very [ozrowfnl : But WW 
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tbis, be had not tarfied there long, when Hercules ſmote the Gp- 
ant on the right fhonider with ſucb fozce, that the Gyants ſhield 
fell from bim, and bzuiſed bis Arms, and bis Swo2d entred 
into bis body ſo far, that it pierced his heart, and be fell down 
dead at bis fer; 

Wyben Philoces ſaw the Gyant dead, be came unto Hercu- 
tes, fog to defend the place, ſaying : He would be revenged fo2 
bis Gpant, if be might. Hercules rejorced when he ſaw Philo- 
tes come to the place, and ſaid to him: Ring thou art wel- 
come, A rejovce at mp beart, that J ſþall prove mp ſelf againſt 
thee. Men ſap tvere is no ſtroke but of the aſter : Now let 
us ſie how we fail wozk together. And bappy be be whom 
Foztune ſail favour. Philotes hearing theſe wozds, came un- 
to the place, and with 4 great Pole-axe be ſmote ſoze upon the 
Shield cf Hercules, and made bim to ſtagger alicfle: Wbere. 
at Phylotes began to laugh, and thought to babe ſmitten again 
Hercules with that Wole-are, who was aſbamed of the otber 
ſtroke. And be then guarded bim well, and Philotes ſtriking at 
bim, be caugbt it, and plurkedic from bim, and threw it into 
the Sea. Which made Philotes wonder at tbe fozce of Her- 
cules : And lofing this bis Pole are, be took bis Swozd, and te. 
newed the battel afreſh. Philotes bad the advantage foz Her- 
cules was under bim. MAThep aſſailed one anotber fiercely, and 
well defended their bodies. All this day they kougbt without 
ceaſmng, ſo long as the dap endured : the night dzew on, tba! 
they muſt ceaſe, then they both laid them down upon the place. 
They \lept not, foz it was no time, but they both kept a watch, 
and tbey endured it well,foz thep were accuſtomed foz to wake, 
Then being awake, Philotes had many wozds with Hercules , 
and demanded from whence be was: And Hercules told him 
the truth. Then they talked of theit battel : and at the deſire 
and requeſt of Philotes, thep pzomiſed each unto other, that 
if any of them both were vanquiſbed and overcome, foz ſaving 
bis lite, be would ſerve the vanquither all bis life after. 
During theſe ſpeeches and pzomiſes, tbe Day-ſtar tbat the 
Poets call Aurora began to ariſe in bis Reign: The Air tag 
fair and clear, the Stars ſhiged. At this pour Hercules caſt his 
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eyes among the Stars, and ſ#ing there Aurora fo thine above 
all other, be began to remember bis Lady Megara, ſaping : A- 
las Dadam, whereare pou now? J would it pleaſed the Gods, 
that pou remembzed me, as well as Jremember pou. In- 
rruth the light of this ſame Star inflametþ the amozcus 
fires wherewith J was late ſeiſed by the adminiftration of 
your beauty, Ys be as far ſhining in beauty above the Paidens 
of Greece, as ibis Aurora ſbineth above all the otber Stare, of 
whom tbe number is ſo great, that no man can tell them. W 
noble Megara, the right clear Star, your remembzance il- 
[uminateth mine beart, like as tbe Star illuminatetb che 
Yeaven, and'me tbinketh that by this remembzance, when A 
come to the Battel, J ſþall pzeuail the better. Wherefoze I 
pzomiſe pou, if Foz tune belp me to mp deſire, pou ſhall have 
part of all that A all conquer. 

Hercules was glad of the thinking and remembzance that be 
bad of bis Lady, and took bis Swozd, and ſaid to Philotes, we 
dave pauſed long enough, lo it is dap, and the Sun riſetb, 1t 
is better that we exerciſe deeds of Arms now, than when the 
capes of the Sun are greater: let us take our time befoze the 
areat beat come and let each of us do bis beſt. Philotes that 
was all ready, was joyful when be beard Hercules, foz be 
thought in bis mind, tbat be (bould ſoon,and in little ſpace ſped 
this matter, and be ſaid unto bim: Herculcs J am ready, and 
was ſince peſterdap, to obtain this batrel; guard pou as well 
as pou can, pou babe ſlain my Gyant the ii outeſt and bardicf 
man that was in all the weſt, wherefoze J am much diſpieaſed, 
but at tbe leaſt, ſince bis death cannot be recovered by the death 
of anotber, J will do mp endeavour to get a new ſouldier, and 
bat ſpall be you, oz elſe my Swozd and Foztune ſpall fail 
me, Sball 2 ſo ſaid Hercules? And if your Swozd and F02- 
tune wall fail you what chen 7 By mp bonour ſaid Philotes, 
vat vefel me never. And if any ill foztune and miſadventure 
rum upon me, that A muſt needs be. your ſervant, let it be on 
condition, that J wall never go after into battel at mp own 
adventure 02 none other during pour life: neither foz porn oz 
any ofher, will I fight, unleſs it be in mine own defence. Witb- 
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out otber wozds the two Champions affailed each other, and 
fought together fa valiantly, chat the place redvunded with 
their ſtrokes. Jn 4 little ſpace they had their fields unkaſt- 
ned bp great blows. Philotes laid great ſtrokes on Hercules: 
but pet bis ftrokes were not ſo great, but Hercules migbt bear 
them well enough without grief oz [uffering great damage. 

Thus began the battel again of the two Gpants. Hercules 
was os high as a Gpant, ve was right fierce in Arms, pe did 
much to get the ſtanding, but pet be migbt never accain to 
ſtrike Philotes a full ſtroke fozaſmucb as Philotes was above on 
tbe paſſage, which contained well twa cubits of beigyt. When 
Hercules ſaw and knew that Philotes kept bis ſtanding with 
out adventuring to come down, be would feign bimſelf weary, 
and ſo by little and little be began to ſtrike moze feeble tban be 
did befoze : after thatbe recovied himſelf, and truck from far 
as if he had fainted, and been weary. Aye Greeks were afcatd, 
and thougbe be bad been weary : and then Philotes ſpzang down 
from the ſtanding, thinking to bave put bim to the fople : but 
then when Hercules ſaw vim befoze bim, and that one was no 
bigber than another, then Hercules came is bis place again, 
and gave ſo great a ſtroke to Philotes, that be made him re- 
copl and go back moze than four foot, 

Philotes was then abaſbed, and repented that be deſcended 
from tbe ftanding : but tbat velpt nor, foz it might not avail. 
Then be took courage and lift up bis Swozd, and wounded 
Hercules on the left Arm, that the blood ſp2ang out. 

WMben Hercules ſaw the Arms of Philotes beſpzinkled with 
bis blood, be made none other countenance, but wat be would 
ſuddenly be avenged of the ſtroke: In giving ta Philotes th: 
firokes, with tbe firſt be bzake his belm, and truck bim on the 
bead, and with tbe ſecond be gave bim a great Wound on tbe 
right Þoulder, and with tbe third troke, be made his ſwo2d fo 
fly out of his fiſt : and then be caught bim in bis arms, a9 
after long wzeſtling be caſt bim co theearth, in ſuch wiſe bat 
Philotes yielded him ſervant unto Hercules, and paomiſed bim 
to ferve bim truly all tbe reſwue of his life, and alſo that ye 


would bear bis Arms after bim in places where pe (bail go, 
Hercules 
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Hercules received to mercy Philotes: And then called The- 
{cus and bis company, who came, and were jopful of rhe victozp 
chat be bad obtained. Then Hercules, Philotes and all the o- 
ther went ints rbe e, where they found the Daugbters of 
atlas, greatly biſromfozred foz the death of the Oyant. And 
ſozaſmuch as Hercules dad alſo conquered Philotes their kp - 
er; Hercules and Philotes comfozted them the beſt wiſe they 
could, and there the Gzeeks refceſhed chemſelves foz thzee 
dars. 

Tye fourth day be took 30 Rams and 30 Ewes, and bzougbt 
tbem into tbeir bip, after chey went co the ſeo, without a- 
117 harm doing in tbe Iſle, foz the love of tbe Gentlewamen: 
pep beparred thence accompanied with Philotes, which was 
conquered by Hercules, as is ſaid, and after loved Hercules well, 
and trulp, and ſerved bim ever after. But of their Journeys 
I will ceaſe foz tbis time and will ſpeak of a Monſter of the 
ſea, that the Gods ſent to Troy, to deuour the fair Exionc, 
Daughter to Bing Laomedon. 


CHAP. LI. 
HoW Herexles fought at the Port of Troy againſt a Monſler of 
the Sea, for the Daughter of Kind — 


Dw in that time, 3s Boccaee ttbearſech in bis genealogy 

of tbe Gods, in the third Chaptec of the fixt Book: Las 
medon the Bing of Troy was buſie to foztifie bis City with 
alls and Towers. He was not well furniſbed with Trea- 
\117£8,N02 with monep : foz to gccompliſb his defire, be went un- 
to che Temple of the Gods, cf the Sun and of the ſea, that 
wect pairing rich, and took all rhe Boney that be could find, 


. pzomiſing to pap it all again at a certain day pzefirt. By 
) means of this monep, be foztified the City of Troy wich Malls 
5 end Towers : the wozk was coſtly, pet in little time be finifh- 
( dit: and it was not long after tbe Mozk was finiſhed, but 
1! the dap came in which Laomedon ſbould pay and render unto 
e 


ze Temples of the Gods the money be bad taken and bozrow- 
ed. At which dap the Pziefts of the Temples came unto Lao- 
Aa 2 medon 
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medon, and demanded of bim, if be would render theobligs.. 
tions and offering be had taken out of the Temples ? Laomc. 
don ſcozned to ſpeak to the Pzieſts, but ſent them woʒd ſþame- 
fulip, that they ſhould return andkep their Temples, where. 
foze ye was after ſoze puniſhed, foz tbe ſame night after pe 
would not bear the Pzieſts, the great Winds began to riſe and 
beat: one againſt the other, and cauſed the Sea to riſe in ſuch 
wiſe that it came ſa fat into the Town that it filled the ſtreets 
full of water, and d2owned a great part of the Town. Befide 
this, in eight days. following, the Sun (ined ſo ardentlp, and 
gave ſo great beat, chat the people durſt not go into the air by 
dap time, and that drped the ſuperfluicy of cbe Water of thr 
Sea, that was left, wherecf roſe a cozraupt and moaral vapoy! 
that infected all the City, whereof engendzed ſo great a Wen! 
lence, that the moff of the Trojans were ſmitten to death br 
the great influence of the cozrupt ait. ; 
By tbis Peſtilence, they of Troy, fell in great deſolation , 
tbe Citizens dyed (without ſpeaking. _) ſuddenly. The Father 
could not, no2 might not belp bis Child in neceſfitp, noz the 
Cyild bis Father. At this time reigned in Troy, neither love 
no2 charity: foz each man that might ſave himſelf, fled away 
foz fear of this moztality, and let the City, and went to dwell 
in the fields, and among all other, the Bing Laomedon ſing 
the Deſtruction of bis Realm went into the Iſle of Delphos, 
unto the Temple of the God Apollo, foz to babe councitof A- 
pollo, touching the bealth of his Citr. With Laomedon went 
moſt of tbe Nobility and powerful men of Troy : When they 
were come into the Temple, they put them in contemplation 
and Devotion befoze the Idol, and the Devil that was there- 
in, anſwered them and ſaid. The money wbich was taken cut 
of the Temples, and not rendzed and paid again, is cauſe ofthe 
maladp and vengeance of Troy. And let all the Trojans know, 
tbat Troy ball never be free from this malady : unto the time 
tbat the ſaid City p2ovide to appeaſe the Gods in this wiſe: 
that every montb they muſt chuſe one of the Virgins and Paids, 
which muſt be ſet on tbe Sea-ſide fv2 to bedeboured by a Mon- 
Arr, that the Gods Þz!l ſend thicher: andthe ſaid Uirgin * 
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be choſen by lot oz adventure. And in this wiſe muſt the City 
do to appeaſe the Gods, until the time that they find out one 
man that by fozce of Arms ſpall overcome the ſaid monſter. 
Wyen they heard this anſwer, Laomedon and the Trojuns 
aſſembled co council, and concluded, that foz the Common- 
wealth and bealch of Troy, tbep would put their Uirgins in that 
ieopardy and adventure, to be devoured of che Donſter, with- 
outerception. Then thep returned to Troy, and took their Uir- 
gins and caſt lots among ryem, and on her that the lot fell, ſþe 
tas bought to the Sea-ſide, and anon after was (&n to come 
out of the Sta ſo greata Tempeſt, chat it was ſoze troubled, 
Toe Sea wzougbt and a grear flood of Water lifted our tbe 
Mont er bp times out of the Sea: He was as great as a whale, 
22 a Yulke, and then be took the Wirgin and (ſwallowed yer, 
and went again into the Sea: and ever after the Weſtilence 
ceaſed, Tyus Troy was delivered from there fickneſs by the 
*blation of their Uirgins, that were offered unto the monſter 
from Ponth to Ponty : and thus (as is (aid ) tbe Uirgins were 
devoured up. It bappened in the end of a Hontb, chat tbe lot 
cell ro one of the Daughters of Ring Laomedon named Exj- 
one: this Damoſel was poung and fair, and well beloved of 
all people. Myen this Lot was falnon ber, be was not on- 
ip bewailed of Laomedon bet Farber, and of bis Son Pria- 
mus, and ver Siſter Antigona, and Kinſmen and Allies: but 
of a4 the Trojans, Pen, Women, and Thildzen': notwithfiand- 
mg their werpings, noz the good renown of her, could not ſave 
ver, tbe was put to the diſpoſing of tbe Bonſter. The Noble 
Nirgin was readp to obep the Ring ber Father, and wentfozch- 
with to the Sea- ſide accompanied with Lozds, Ladies, any 
Bentlewomen, with a great train of Citizens and Merchants, 
at which bewailcd ber bard Foztune; At that time that che 
was bzought tbitber, Hercules ( bychance ) arrived at the Bozt 
of Troy with bis Mutton: and willing to refceſþ him there, 
made bis men tocaſt Anchoz, and going out be ſaw the Fro. 
zus weeping and bewailing Exione in caſting abzoad their” 
arms, and wringing their bands, that ve bad pitty to ſee it. And 
zehring to know the cauſe, be put bimſelfinto the pzeſs; and 
A 23. ſaw 
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faw where they bound the fair Exione in the rout, 3ttired with 
Koral attire. Hercules moved with compaſſion to the Damo- 
lel, addzefſed bis language uuto Ring Leomedon, fuz as much 
as if ſcemed, thar above all them that vere in tbe place, be 
was à man of autboz1ty:and demanded uf hrm,wberefoze tbe Da- 
moſel was bound there ? Laomedon caſting bis eres bedewed 
with tears on bim, and was all aba ſbed to ſee bis greatneſs and 
beauty: anſgettd bim, wat art tbou tbat act ſo hordy to de- 
mand of me my mis foztune, which is common to all in Troy / 
Sir, (ſaid Hercules) Jam a ſtranger, and J love che bononc 
of Ladies, and there is notbing that J can do foz tbem, but I 
will do it unto my power: and fozalinucy as A lee this Gentle. 
women thus increated, in the favour of ail Ladies, Ibave ask- 
ed of you the cauſe, and J will know it, oz put myſelf in ad- 
venture foz to dye with ber. And therefoze J demand again, 
what treſpaſs oz ſin bath ſbe done, that tbeſe men thus bind 
ber? Dy fon (anſuered Laomedon ) A ſee well that pou are ic 

nozant and know not the reaſon : there is no man but be ma; 
well know it, foz fbe ſpali dye foz the ſafety and bealth of Troy 
ond J will tell you tbe cauſe therrof. The Gods of the ca 
and of the Sun bave plagued and grieved Troy, witbagrea: 
IBeftlence tbat took bis beginning with a ſuper-abundance cf 
tve (eo, whereby the ſtreets of Troy were full in every place 
of Mater. After this Deluge and Flood, the time was mer 
vellouſſp and cutragroufly bot, by tbe great beat of the Sun. 
wyerebp this (ca was drped up. Df thts dzpneſs 02 drougb: 
engend2ed a vapour infected, and of this vapour iſſued a peſt:- 
lence; And foz to reſiſt this Peſtilence, J have been af the ©. 
racle of che God Apollo, wbere J babe bab anſwer, foz to cea'; 
the peftilence, tbe Gods of the ſun, and of the ſea, command 
tbat from month to moth, be taken in Troy, one of the d. 

gins by ſoꝛt oz lot, to be expoſed and offered, in this place, unto 
a Ponſter of tbe Sea. The Trojans were content fo fulft| 
the will of the Gods, and J with them. We have caſt our 
lots upon our Uirgins, tobertof many be ſwallowed and devour: 
ed by tbe monſter, and now tbe ſozt oz lot is fallen on my daugh 

et, and will be oz not, we muſt needs obep,and appeaſe 9 — 
After 
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After her ſpall come another, tbere is no eemedp: and this 
{ball endure upon the Uirgins of Troy perpetually : foz ic is 
tve Deſtiny that Troy wall be never quit of this bard ſervi- 
tude and thzaidom, till the time that rþep have found a may, 
ojone ſhall vanquiſb and overcome tbe atozeſaid monfier, by bis 
valour and pzoweſs : wpich will be impoſſible, foz be is of 
that ſtrength, thar all the men of the greateſt City in tbe 
wozld, cannot find any wap to vanquiſb him, be is ſo great and 
dzeadfnl. So mp Dapgbter ſþall dye foz the Common- wealth 
of the place of her Pativity. Sbe was bozn in a good hour, 
when tbe Gods will, that by lot and this Foz tune ſhe is offe- 
red to them. Sir, (anſwered Hercules) truly I think there 
is no City under Peaven ſo bound and thzall as yours : it ougbe 
to be underſtood that the Gods will not ſuffer that this judge 
ment wall bold and endure fo: ever. You muſt live in bope , 
It Foztune and the Gods will do me the grace, tbar J map 
vanquiſh and overcome the monſter, and make Troy free from 
big ſervitude, what reward would pou give me? Truly (aid 
Laomedon, J think it impoſſible foz you to vanquifh the mon- 
Nc. Foz wbo is be that will erpoſe him to ſo great a follp 2 
Hercules anſwered, unto a valliant yeartis notbing impoſſible. 
If JF trpumpb over the monſter, and ſave the Daughter what 
reward \balt J bebe? Laomedon anſwered. If thou canſt do 
an thou ſapeſt, J have two boaſes, the beſt in all the Mozld, 
which Jlove as well as balf mp Realm, J will give them to 
hte as ta the beſt Anigbt of tbe Woz!d, Sir, ( ſaid Hercules) 
it is enough foz me, and Jdeſire but the Dozſes. Let me a- 
lone with pour Daughter. Foz J am confident that this dap 
2 wall labour foz the Common-wealth of Troy, and that J 
wall enfranchiſe and ſet fre tbe Virgins and Paids of this 
City, But J pꝛap you if, there be in your Cit? any great Bar 
of Fron oz Pettal that peu will ſend foz to fetch it to me, 
(02 to defend me withal. 

Tb? Ring Laomedon and the Trojans were all abated, 
when they knew the enterpzize he undertock:and at the wozds 
vf Hercules, the Bing remembzed him of « great Club of Iron, 
pat lap at the entrance of pis Palace of Ion, that was ſo 
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beavy, that the flrongeft man of Troy had enough to do to lay 
it on bis ſhoulder. Be ſent foz it, and pꝛeſented it to Hercules, 
and Hercules lifted it up as it bad been a little blade. Philotes 
and Theſcus were pzeſent at alt theſe things. Hercules took 
leave of them, and of the people, and recommended bim unto 
their pzapets, and foztbirith the Sea began fo roar terribly. 
Laomedon and tbe Ladies, and tþey tbat were there tek leave 
of Exione and Hercules, and recommended them unto the 
mercy of the Gods, and went upon the Downs to ſ& tbe event. 
Thus abode Exione alone and deſpaired on tbe gravel : but 
Hercules kneeled on bis kn&s upon the gravel, turning bis face 
unto tbe Caſt, and made vis pꝛapers unto the Gods that made 
the Monſters and terrivle Beaſts, requiring them that thep 
would gide bim fozce, ſtrength, and vertue of power foz to de- 
liver Exione from ber miskoztune of che Ponſter. Pis Di- 
ſons accompliſhed, Hercules entered into a little Boat that Exi- 
one was in, and anon after the Sea roaring moze and moze , 
it grew and aroſe-in ſuch wiſe that the Boat floated and was 
lifred up, and boan by divers Waves. After this, in great 
trouble of Wind, when the Sea was riſen in great abun- 
dance of waters, Hercules and tbe Trojans ſow coming the 
great bozrible Ponſter, bzinging bim with a Tempeſt ſo ter- 
rible that it ſ@med that all the Ponſters of Pell bad ben with 
bim. De made the waves to redouble bideouſly, be life bim 
above the water, and put out bis Roſel unto bis ſhoulders, 
ſo that by ſwallowing of the water, there ſp2ang out of his 
mouth great fivods of the Sea, and mounted ſo bigh tbat it ſ&- 
med to be a gulpbh that vad pierced tbe Clouds. Foz to ſay the 
truth of tbis Monſter, he was ſo bozribleand fearful, thar the 
moſt hardy and abſolute of Troy, trembled to {cok on him. Mot: 
withftanding Hercules was nothing afraid, but comfozted Ex- 
one who was almoſt dead fo2 fear: The Ponſter came by the 
Boat, and caft bis oſel unto Exione, thinking to habe ſtn2!- 
lowed ber, as be bad done the otber Uicgins befoze. But Her 


cules took bis Club, and ſmote ſo vebemently on bis Moſel that 


ve gabe bim a greet wound, ſo ſoze and bea by to bear, that be 
made him to recopl back into the bottom of the Sea. Then by 
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the falling of the Ponſter into the Sea, the waves aroſe high 
into tbe Air, whereby Hercules and Exione were all wet with 
the waſbing and ſpzinkling of rhe Waves : and their Boat was 
bozn by the Waves upon a Bank of Sand, where the Sea 
was ſo low, that the Ponſter might not well ſwim with eaſe 
unto them. Then the Ponſter made after (hem, and coming 
nigh to them, lifted up bis bead, and in the lifring up, there 
iſſued out of bis thzoat ſo great abundance of Mater, that the 
Boat was full, and ſunk, in ſuch caſe that Hercules was in 
we Sea unto the great of bis thighs, and Exione ſtood in the 
Mater unto the middle. 

Mben Hercules ſaw bim in this caſe, be had great diſpiea. 
ſure in bimſelf, moze foz the pain and grief thar Exione vad. 
than foz anp fear pe bad of himſelf. The Bing Laomedon, 
Theſeus, and Philotes, and all otbers, ſuppoſed that Hercules 
and tbe Damoſel without rebemption, bad been devoured of 
the Ponfier : the monſter then ſeeing his pꝛep, leapt agatnſt 
Exione with a terrible Wave. Hercules bat bis Club ready 
on bis neck, waiting foz nothing but the Monſter deſiring to 
avenge bim of the diſpleaſure that he had: be then diſcharged 
bis Club on bis bead ſo mightily, that the? Bar entred tbere- 
in, and tbe blood ſpzang out: then was tbe Ponſter enraged 
againſt Hercules: ſo be ceaſed the a ſſault of the Damoſel, and 
a failed Hercules, and alwaps as be lifted bis bead out of tbe 
Mater, pe diſgozged upon Hercules great floods of the Ben. 
Pet notwithſtanding, be could not do ſo much barm to Her- 
cules, but Hercules did moze to him. Hercules followed bim 
with bis Club, and made bim to ſink again into the bottom of 
the Sea, by the huge weight of bis ſtrokes. 

The Battel endured long between Hercules and the Pon. 
lier. If the Monſter had once fonched Hercules, be would at 
one mouthful have devoured and ſwallowed vim. Pe bad a 
wide and a great tbzoat out of meaſure : be made agreat noiſe 
and cep, be was fierce in exercifing bis furp. But Hercules 
fought with bim boyſt rouſiy. aud yeld the Qirgin dy bim. And 
do what the Honſter could, be did no ſooner litt up bis bead out 
of the Mater, but with one _—_ of his Club he was d2iven 
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back alwaps unto the bottom of the Sea. And Hercules was 
oft times in peril of dzowning- Lye peril was great, and moze 
wan J can rehearſe. Foztune was with him and the Damolſel , 
fo that be fought and beat the Ponſter valiantly, and ſo endu- 
red in \miting continually on bis Roſel, and on his bead, that 
the Sta withdzew, and took from him the ſpirit ot life; then be 
all to bzuiſed bis b2ains, and ſo vanqui ſbed him and ſiew him. 
And after when the Sea was withd2zawnand far ebbed, he tok 
Exione bp the band, and bzought her upon the Ditch, and deli» 
vered her unto her Father Ring Laomedon, 


CHAP. XLIL 


How Laeomedor: (hut Hercules out of Trey: and how Hereule- 
(wore that he would avenge him. 


V Lou Laomcdon ſaw bis Daughter thus delivered from 

rve Ponſter, and Troy made quit from the dangers, 
ve bowed and thanked Hercules: after be came to the Sea ſide, 
accompanied with Hercules, Theſeus, Philotes, and with the 
Trojans. And went to ſee and bebold the Ponſter, that was 
ſo great, that thaee bundzed Pozſes could not move him from 
tbe place where be was; Tyep all looked to ſe the ſtrokes thac 
Hercules gave bim, pet they could net ſee all , hut at that ther 
ſaw tbey marvelled : fo2 Hercales bad bzoken bones, that it 
ſeemed not poſſible to baeak, and they bad found tbe bead burt 
in lo manyplaces, that they could not tel! whether be had a 
bead oz no. Df this bigh and incredible victozy, the Trojans re 
joxced marvelloufly, and bonoured Hercules moze than any man 
in the Wozid. When they bad ſen and bebeldthe Donſfter e- 
naugb, they departed, and bzough t Hercules into Troy. When 
they came to the Palace, thep found Exione clothed with new 
array and vefiments : And as foz Hercules, ai! that he bad up. 
on bim was wet. Lacomedon would bave dad bim to change 
bis wet cloatbs, and put on drp, but Hercules refufed ; ſaying. 
that be bad been accuſiomed not to be alway at bis eaſe. Then 
Laomedon bzougbt Hercules unto the Caftle of Illion and bis 
Greeks with bi m, and feafied tbem as it appertained. Hercules 
and his Graks did tryumph four days in Illion. During = 
our 


a 
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four days. Lye Trojans went ont in great numbers ta ſee the 
Donſter and gave ſv many pzaiſes to Hercules that Laome- 
don envied tbereat, and feared the people would lout Hercules 
rettet than him. De ſent Hercules and bis Greeks cut of the 
Town to bunt: and as ſoon as ſpep went out of Troy, bedzew 
up the Bzidg, and ſput tbe Gates againſt pm. Apen Hercu- 
les thought to haveentred, Laomedon ſpake end ſaid to bim 
from far that be had moved the Citp againſt him by conſpi- 
racy, end that he would receive pim no moze into the Town: 
Hercules was exceeding wroth, when be underſtood the accuſa- 
tron of Laomedon : and anſwered him, that he bib neveranp 
thought of ill towards bim, and offered to pʒobt bhimſe t cleac 
by battel, and to venture pis body againſt thirty other, if tbep 
would pꝛobe oz maintain thecontrary : which offer Laomedon 
would not accept. @hen Hercules deſired him to deliver che 
Dazſes that be pzomiſed pim, foz the victozp of the Monſier. 
Laomedon anſwered bim, be would deliver none. Why ſaid 
Hercules? Fozaſmuch ( (aid Laomedon ) 8s it is mp pleaſure 
not do if, Falſe and unwoztby Ring ( faid Hercules) doeſt 
cbou with-buld from me the reward due to mp deſert and re- 
ward me with evil foz good? Jſwear to thee by cbe Gods, chat 
as J babe delivered Troy perpetually by mp Club from the 
Sea-Donfter : in like manner, by tbe ſame Club, I will pield 
and deliver up Troy fo the Peſſilence of war and death, if che 
Gods withftand me not: and J do intend to make the Tro- 
jans ſay, that tbep were bappp that dred in the Peftilence. 

Hercules ( full of wrath ) with tbeſe wozds left Laomedon, 
that ſet little by what be bad ſaid : foz be put all bis confidence 
in the ſtrength of the Malls of che City: and ve chougbt that 
no man might annop oz grieve him. And then Hercules went 
again fo bis Ship, and ſailed awap with bis Club, and his 
Sheep and bis fellow Theſcus. Philotes thougbt bimſelf hap- 
py to be vanqut ſbed of ſo baljant a man as Hercules was, and 
be took on þim the Dffice of þis Parneſs-bearer, in all places 
whereve went. From Troy unto Thebes fell nothing wozthy 
to be put in wemvzy, that is of Recoꝛd. In the end be arrived 
in Greece, and was certified that Euriſteus was in Thebes :

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whereat pe cejopced greafly, foz pe thought be could ſee ths 
Lady Megara, who he greatly deſired to ſee. De went then un 
to Thebes, where pe was ſolemnip received of Ring Creon, 
chat bad bim in great eſtimation foz his valour, one andothec 
came and welcomed him: be ſent bis Sbeep and Puttons unta 
Ring Euriſteus by Philotes, who recounted, pow Hercules hay 
conquered them, and bim alſo, and how be bad flain his Brant 
at the paſſage : of theſe tzdings was Ring Euriſteus paſſing jop- 
ful, and ſo were all cbey that were there, oz beard ſpeak of it. 
Evt ry man givaifted Hercules, Ladies and Geatlewomen came 
and welcomed bim. Among all other Megara failed not, ſþe 
came to Hercules, and welcomed him, and it well became ber 
to welcome bim. Sbe was wiſe and of good manners, and ſure- 
ip ber coming rtiopced Hercules moze, than alf the honours 
and pzaiſes were then giben bim, albeit that all the wozld 
p2aiſed and exalted bim foz this vopage, above all the Greeks, 
And the ſheep were ſo deſired, that Kings bought them ſoz 
tbeir weight in Gold : wherefoze the Piſtoziograpbers and 
Poets put this Conqueſt in perpetual memezy, waiting among 
bis deeds in this manner. Subſtulit mala aurea, that is as much 


ts to lap, that be boze away the Putcons of Gold, Fozaſmuch 


as tbep were eſteemed woztb their weight in Gold. Foz Malz 
in Greek is as much as to ſay, Sheep in Englilh : oz Puttons 
in French: thus ſaith Boccace, in bis Genealogy of Gods, and 
ſo appzobeth Varro likewiſe, in bis Bok de Agricultura. 

By this congueft, the name of Hercules began to fly in bo- 
nour tbzougb the wozld. The Poets ſeigned upon this Diſt s- 
rp, that the Daughters of Atlas bad a Garden kept night an 
dap by a Serpent waking, wbert in grew Apples of Gold, and 
that Hercules flew this Serpent, and gathered and bare away 
tbe Apples. By this Garden is underſtood the Iſle ; by tbe 
Serpent waking, tbe ſubtle Gpant commiſed to keep if, that 
al wap wajted at the paſſage. And by the Apples of Gold are 
underſtood tbe Sheep, effeemed to tbe value of their weight in 
fine Gold. Tþenafter this pzeſentation made to Eariſtcus of 
the Sheep and Muttons, each man. marveHMed at the pzoweſs 


of Hercules, but Philgtes- added and gabe to his overconier 
| 1 Hercules 
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Hercules, pzaiſes upon pzaiſes, and added honour upon bonour: 
Foz becauſe Rings and PÞzinces, Ladies and Gentlewomen 
peard bim, and ſeeing that Hercules held bis peace when ye 
migyt have embzaced honour, be declared from point co point 
vis adventure againft the Ponſter of Troy, and thewed the 


Club wherewith be bad pur him to death: but after tvat be re. 


bearſed the honour and grace that pe bad gotten in Troy, and 
the wrong that Laomedon bad done to bim: be ſaid ſo much 
thereof, that rhey pzomiſed to make War againft Laomedon, 
foz ro take vengeance of the wrong, be had done to Hercules, 


CHAP. LEL 


ow Hercules entred batcel againſt Lasmedon: and how he van. 
quiſhed and deſtroyed Troy the firlt time. 


[ Think it is impoſſivle foz mp pen to relate the bonour that 
Hercules got in Greece at his return-from Troy, Thofe 
Bings and Pzinces thought themſelves bappp that reigned 
m bis time. Amphitrion bis ſuppoſed Fatber, began to re- 
rive bim into favour, and into Thebes to bim: Dis Mother 
Alcumena came alſo, and ſurelp ſbe tejopced gres tip, when ſhe 
aw ber Son, which was ſo greatly renowned, The Hoble 
dy had not ſeen bim in a long time befoze : but now ſbe ſao 
bir ttpumph in bonour and'pzowels : ſo that the annopes , 
zriefs, and troubles (be ſuffered foz him, being ſuppoſed the 
Son of Jupiter, ( whereof (be thought ber ſelfinnocent } were 
then all fozgotten, and put in oblivion. Tbe Feaft was great 
m Thebes foz the love of Hercules, and the general repozt was 
only of the valour of Hercules. Creon, Euriſteus, Eugens, Am- 
pnitrion, and many others, a Cembled together, and made r. 

their fozces foz tbe ſiege of Troy. By ſpace of time their Ar- 
my was ready. and they took their leave,and Hercules was made 


Taptain of this Army. De went to the Sea atcompanied 


with the Rings abobeſ rid and ten thouſand men all choſen fox 
the purpoſe. Arftbe time convenient the Marriners diſ-Aft- 
cbozed and ſet fail. And the/Ktivedin Phrigia, unto a Pot at

a City named Laryſc being nigh to Tenadon. „„ . 
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of be confines of Troy: foz which cauſe the Greeks ata iled i: 
and took it by fozce,- and after that rified it, and (wk all that 
was therein. And when they bad ſpoiled it, they went to Te- 
nadon, ' which was a tich City, they aſſailed it, and rok it, and 
thep ſet it on fire, and burned it, and the air was enfiamed, 
that it was ſeen in Troy, bow the City burnt, TheaTaulc of 
Tenadon dured not long, becauſe the Trojans were not adver. 
tiſed thereof. When 'they ſaw tbe air ſo enflamed, foz to ſee 
from what place che lame came, thep mounted and went upon 
tbe bigb Towers of lion, and locking towards Tenadon, ſat» 
that the City was all on fire, whereat tþey that ſaw it were 
greatly abaſþed. About this they looked into the Sea, and ſaw 
coming towards tbem a fleet of Greeks, whereof cþep were 
moze aba ſted than befoze. And without any longer tarrping , 
tbep deſcenved and went down into the Ball of Bing Laome. 
don, and ſaid to bim, Alas Sir, what is beſt to be done? the 
Greeks come upon us with an exceeding Army * tre babe ſ@n 
tbem and know them, The ftzong Hercules menateth pou 
foz to deſtroy pour City. Surcſy, A believe it is be. Foz be 
bath burnt Tenadon, end that is it that cauſeth the air to be 
full of fire. 

Bing Laomedon bearing this news, began to taſt of the e- 
vil treſpaſs that ye bad committed and done againſt Hercules. 
Potwithſtanding to give courage unto bis men and ta his ſon 
Priamus, that was at that time of the age of 20 peers, be did 
cauſe to ſound to Arms, and made him ready, and with bis arms 
ſbewed a fierce ſemblance. This done, be armed Priamus bis 
Son, that never bad bern in battle befoze, and dubbed bim 

igbt, after he took bim by the hand, and iTued out of Ilion ; 

iſſuing out be mer many Trojans, that told him, tbat at bi; 

2t were landed many Greks, and bad deſtroped Tenadon, 
and that unleſs bebaſied him, they would ſcan take Land, 

Laomedon without ſpeaking any wozd, pa ſſed fozth by them 
that had bzougbe him theſe tydings, and came unto a place that 
was there by Ilion, where be fqund mozethan twenty thouſand 
Trojans armed. And ſeeing he began ta jop in himſelf, 


and called the Pzincipals and ſaid to them: Loads, pe be re- 
nowned 
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nowned in all the Wozld by che high pzowe(ſs of your ance. 
{928 : Befo2e that Troy was Walled, they defended it with the 
Swozd againſt their enemies : the renowned Ring Jupiter of 
Creet, could not get this City, noz the Theſſalonians by their 
War, could never ſubdue this Citp. Jt now happenetþ this 
dap, that a new aſſembly of enemies come upon this City, and 
as men ſay, they have put the fire in Tenadon : let us go and 
receive them couragioufly, and let us make them like as our 
Fathers bave made others. ; 

Wben tye Trojans heard theſe wozds of their Ning, they 
anſwered all, chat they would live and dye with bim: and that 
they had intention to keep his honour, and to make grow their 
ancient gloap, Without bolding of long pzoceſs tbe Ring Lav- 
medon did then diſplay bis Banners. After he iſſued out of 
Troy. And then as be began to condict and lead them fozth, 
ſuddenly be beard at tbe Woze, a paſſing great noiſe of Trum- 
pets, Clarions, and Tabo2s of the Greeks. 

Tyen his blood began to chate, foz be knew that they were 
pis enemies: And as ſoon as thep knew (hey were Greeks, 
without holding of anpoader oz meaſure, they diſlodged them, 
and began to run to the Pozt, one befoze another. When thep 
app2o0ached the Pozr, thepeſpied the Greeks. Then theo chat. 
lenged them unte tbe death, and ran upon them ſbarpty. The 
Greeks were furniſbed with good Armozs, and put them to-bg- 
fence, and began to skirmiſþ the one with another ſo unmea- 
ſurablp that in tbe boarding and meeting there were 
ſlain and burt. Hercules was there among tbe Greeks. He be- 
gin to fight arply among the Trojans, and bad bis Club. 
Surely ve welcomed them, that the moſt of bis enemies durſt 
not abide him: be fougyt fiercely in deſire of revengement, in 
coveting of wozſhip, and to get bim a name: Lifting up bis 
band, be ſtewed to the Trojans bis Club, and made them to 
fal tye weight rhereof, and the ftrengrb of pis arm, end be 
labourtd ſo earneſtly, and did lo valiantly, that thep that ſam 
him doubted bim moze than death, and (ard one to anotber, de · 
bold Hercules, but come not near him. All that be reatheth be 
lapelh, and bzeaketh to pieces. We do evil ta fight againſt” 
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bim: This is the deliberer from tbe terrible thaaldom of 
Troy, bow {þould we refift his Club, when tbe puge dzeadful 
Wonſters be by the ſame put to tbe fopl. 

Huch were che wozds of the Trojans. Hercules fongbt a- 
gainſt them fercelp : be went befoze, all tbe Gres followed 
bim, and took pleaſure to bepold him. Tye crp was great a- 
bout bim. Me fought until tbe night, and never ceaſed until 
tbe going down of tbe Sun, and then the Trojans ſounded the 
retreat, and then departed both parties. And thepconciuded, 
that on the mozrow thep would furniſþ their enemies with 
battel. And tbe Greeks furniſhed them in the Champa in, end 


\P** made good chear, foz thep bad loft but little of their people at 


their coming on Land. When the dap appeactd to the Tro-

jang and the Greeks, each in bis manner made him ready to the 
baftel : many of the Trojans would gladly habe bꝛoken this bat 


& tel, and pꝛaped Ring Laomedon that be would render and de- 


% 
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liver to Hercules the Dozſes tbat be owed to bim. Laomedon 
would not do it, but anſwered, that be doubted nothing bis e 


nemies. Pe bad then about fifty thouſand fighting men, all 


ready, of cpeſe fifty thouſand be made two batreis, one of 
twenty thouſand, and that be ledbimſelf, and the otber of thir- 
ty tbouſand, of which be made Priamus Captain. This 
done be ifſued out of Troy, with twenty thouſand fighting 
men, and came unto the fields entring upon tbe Greeks. 

Whben tbe Greeks eſpped Ring Laomedon coming, ther 
were full of jop, as thep that were ready toz to receive them 
at the point of their Spears and with bewing of their Swo2ds, 
They bad made of their Yoſt four battels, in tbe firſt was Her. 
cules, and in the ſecond was Amphitrion, and Theſeus. Arn 
in tbe third was Bing Creon, and in the fourth was Euriſteus. 
Hercules then that bad the firſt battel, marched when it was 
time againſt Laomedon , and be bad four ancient nights. 
well appointed in tbe feats of Arms, that ſet and conducted 
bis folk in array; Thep marched ſo nigh the one to the otber, 
with great noiſe of Trumpets and Tabours, that the Archers 
and Croſs-bows began the battel, after that Hercules ſummon- 
ed Laomedon to pap him that be bad pꝛomiſedh im, and that 
Laomedon 
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Laomedon had made refuſal thereof. Abe Greeks were fur- 
niſted with ſtronger bows and ot than the Trojans were: 
und by that means they flew abundance of their enemies: and 
-ſpecially Hercules bare him ſo well with fozty Azcows, char 
ye bumſeif thot one afrec anvther, that be ſlew foztp of vis 
enemies ſuch as he would chuſe without let oʒ binderance. 
Hercules was at that time the beſt Archer, and the moſt ſure 
of mark that was in all Greece, Me and bis men (as is [aid } 
caſt many af tbe Trojans to the ground by the ſþor. When tbe 
Tot failed, Hercules Delivered his Bow unto Philotcs, that 
bare bis harneſs, and took a ſtrong ſword and ſure, ben it 
came to tbe ſwozds and bzeaking and jop ning with ſpears, 
Hercules that was altbay in the firſt front, leapt againſt ibe 
Ling Laomedon that was departed from his Doſt, afoze ail 
other, fozalmuch as be rode upon one of che Pozſes that be 
bad pꝛomiſed to Hercules. And cunning one againſt tbe otber. 
as ſwifrly as thep bad flown in ihe air, met and ſmote each 
oiber ſo ſoze, that their ſpears ſhivered in pieces, which ſpꝛang 
about them. Hercules paſſed fozth, and (mote amongſt the Tro- 
jans, and Ezomedon likewiſe entred into che Yoſt of the 
Greeks : tbep began to handle their ſwozds, and to bew each 
upon his enemp. Then aroſe there a marvellous noife. Tbe 
fight was great, the ſtrokes were hard, the battel was gene- 
ral, foz of the one party and tbe other many men were diftreſ- 
ſed and bearen notwithſtanding that the Greeks were moſt boy. 
{t:0us and hardy in arms, and moze valiant than the Trojans , 
and better held them together, than they of the battel of Ring 
Laomedon, Hercules wzought and beff*rred him faſt with bis 
ſmozd that he had conquered from Philotes. Ateverp ſtroke 
and every ſtep be killed a Trojan, and ſmote off their beads 
and arms in great abundance, that it ſeemed that they that be 
touched bad not been armed. Laomedon was bufie on the one 
tide, and failed not but bare him well upon bis bozſe, and ran 
from rank to rank among the Greeks ; be refted not but con- 
ducted bis people, and bis people were great in number: be 
fet upon his enemies ſo eagerly, that ve incloſed them and then 
was the murther ſo great, = on all ſides a man would A. 
c 
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have ſeen any thing but blood and heads, and arms fly, in the 
place and field. 6 

Wyen Theſcus and Amphitrion bebeld the battel of Here u- 
les ſo encloſed with the Trojans 3 tbep betbought them, and 
came to bis belp cre be had nerd. At their coming they made 
a great uproar, thzuſt tbeit Swords upon the Trojans, which 
were too far foʒ ward, and joyned to them with ſuch pzoweſs, 
that they ſmote down the moſt fable and flrong, and went ſs 
far among.them, chat thep made them to retire again, and go 
back by fozce. In this going back and rrjopceng, the Poſt of 
Laomedon was all afraid and abaſhed. The rhzee ſwozds cf 
Hercules, Theſeus and Amphitrion, were (een bzandi@ing a- 
bove all other in well doing, and in ſþozt ſpace they began ta 
venquiſh and overcome their enemies, and would babe bzought 
them to the for! and ſbome, Mhen young Priamus with big 
tbirty thouſend appeared to come to the aſſault, making (6 
great a noiſe that all the earth trembled, and gave a marvellous 
ſound, and they that were upon tbe Walls and Ediſices of 
Troy, made a great cry. Hercules, Theſeus and Amphitrion 
bebolding Priamus coming, and the puiffance of Troy, ſet their 
people in array, with a gieat train of Greeks againſt tbein, 
koz to withſtand their Enterpziſes. Theſeus was the firſt thac 
ſpred Priamus, who couched his Spear againſt him, and he 
came with great courage mounted upon the ſecond Pozſe of 
Ring Laomedon bis Father, and charged watch ſo great might 
upon Theſeus, that be bare bim fo the ground turned up fide 
down, bruifing bim upon bis Shield. Then Thefeus being 
angry at tbis fall, be entred among tbe Trojans, fmiting and 
vewing on them with bis Swozd iu ſuch fury, that be ſmote 
eff the heads of moze than thirty Trojansere he ceaſed. The 
noiſe was grest about bim, tbe Trojans would babe revenged 
them of his Swozd, but tbeir fozce was not ſo great : they 
had mozk enough to ſave themſelves, many Greeks came tc 
the-aid of Theſeus, then they began to renew the battel. 

It this time Hercules and Amphitrion were not idle : fo;

” thep were on one fide, and Fheſcus on the other: at meeting 


wWany were hurt and fl2in. Priamus did marvels tothe —

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at the beginning, de boze bim ſo voliancly that be found no 
man that did dim any harm. De made bis ſwoad to taft the 
blood of bis adverſaries; then as be was in (bis caſe, be beach. 
about Hercules a great piercing cry of people, crying Troy, 
Troy, in deſpair to pave pzevailed, then Priamus fpinking to 
have ſmitten down dead ail that wert befoze him, ran co tve 
reſcue to þis miſadventure, foz as ſoon as be was come befoze 
Hercules and be ſaw bim, be remembzcd bim chat it was be 
that bad overthrown Theſeus, and ſaid be would avenge bim, 
and likting up bis ſwoad, be (mote Priamus upon bis Helm, 
that be was aſtonilbed, and there fell down both Priamus and 
bis Yoz ſe. 
den Priamus was ſo overthrown, be wift not where be 
was. Hercules was adverriſed that it was Priamus Son of Bing 
Laomedon, then be bad pity of bim, and took bim Pziſoner, and 
ſent him out of the dattel. The Trojans ſ#ing this, were grie- 
voufly troubled, and foz to teſtue him they endeavoured them- 
ſelves, ſo that Hercwes could not ſuſtain tbe rigour of the 
battel. and the Greeks were conſtrained to loſe place. Ring Creon 
then diſplaped bis Banner and bis battel, ſo likewiſe did Eu- 
citeas, and put them-in two wings, ons on the right fide, and 
the other on the left : and they came running in apon tbe Tro- 
jans with fo great # noiſe, kbar all the Trojens felt well their 
roming, foz at that time tbep did not know wich wap to turn 
them. They were ſmitten befoze and behind ſo ſoze that tbep 
loft the company of Priamus, and knew not where be was be- 
come. a 
At this intermee ting, Laomedon was out of the pzeſs and 

refreſbed him; when pe beord lap that bis Son Priamus was 
taken: be was therefoze paſſing ſozrowful, that the ſweat came 
to his beart, and from thence unto all bis members: wherefoze 
pe went bimfelf again to battel, balf out of dis mind: tbe bat. 
tle was then fell and envenomed, and there was hard fight» 
ing. But to augment and encreaſe the Tozrow of this, Lao» 
medon , he found that bis folk bad the wozſe, and but little lift 
to fight. Dn the other fide, be ſaw the yozrible ftrokes of the 
Greeks, ſo unmeaſucable, that bis men were bzougþt out of 
Cc 2 rank, 
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rank; and the arrays bzoken,. and charged with ſuch firokes 
ot their ſwozds, that hey turned back, and began to fig : when. 
it came to ſhe diſcomfiture, Laomedon abobe not with the lag, 
but emted into bis City as haſtily as he could. The Greeks 
purſued the T10jans: eagerip and ſo nigb, that tbep entred in 
with them, wich great effuſion ot blood. Hercules was the ſirſt 
that won tbe Gate: and as foz the Greeks he was Pozter,any 
put in ali them that. were of vis knowledge. Panp Trojans 
paſſed by the edge of bis Swozd, and many fled awap by the 
Eelds and buſbes.. Mpen Laomedon faw that by fozce his City 
was taken, and. bzought into the hands and governance of the 
Greeks, ſoze diſcomfezted and all in deſpait, pe took bis daugh. 
ters Exione and Antigona, and his moſt pzecrous Jewels and 
Gems, and fled. away pzivilp, thinking bis enemies would 
make there a great deſiructionand pillaging, as they did: Foz 
wben Hercules bad put bis men within the Cite, be let them 
rob and pill. Thus the Trojans were perſecuted, the channels 
were tempered with their blood, the Pouſes were bea ten down, 
and tdegreat ricbes were put into pꝛeys: and of all the gods: 
of the Citp, there was left nothing wpole, but the Palace of 
Ilion, whithec tbe Ladies and we Paids were withdzawn. 
Hercules would in no wiſe deſt roy this Palace, fozaſmuch ag 
the Ladies made te bim a requeſt to ſpare it. At this pꝛize 
Hercules ſought Laomedon long in the Palace of Ilion, and in 
all places of the Citp, but he could bear no tydings ot bim, where. 
of be was (ozrp, #nd when. be bad beaten down the Walls that 

had been made with the money of the Gods, be departed thence, 

and returned into Greece with great glozp, And in this wiſe 

was Troy deſiroped the firſt time. Mperetoze J will this 

now make an end of this ficſt Book,. and begin the ſecond, 

where wall be Sewed,' bow Troy was reedified. and how it 

was. deftroped the ſecond time. And how Priamus raiſedit, 

andmae again. And in continuing the Noble Labours of 

Hercules: bobo new begun.

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CHAP, L 


How Hereales fought agzinft three Lions, in the Forteſt of Ne- 
wee: and how he ſlew them, and took their Skins. 


tte frit Book is begun the Deeds of the puſſſane 
£ Gyant Hercules: how the firſt veſtroved the City as 
Troy, and vangnithed the Bing Lacmedon, after: 
wich Conqueit, he returned inte Greece, where he 
| ' remained a certain ſpace of time, without deing any 
thing that is found in Piftozy, In which ſpace Juno (bearing 
ward malice againft hint) dechought how ſhe might wok his 
vownfall. Audhearing that into the Foꝛrett of Ncme: were come 
Lions, atong-other, one Eixteen foot high, that deſtropedall the 
Countrey 2 She- thought: by theſe Lions to bzing her purpoſe” 
about, And having” War with Euriſicus, ſhe concluded a peace 
only to be atquainten with Herculcs, and ſent foz him incs 
8 it. Euriſtcus fuiillev her deu re, aud beuge 
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her with Hercules, they tame ti ſpeak of the Lions of the Fo;- 
reſt of Nemee, And ſo much ſpake Juno, that the (aid to Her- 
cules, it were an ad would galu bim HpnorkF"to go to the Fo 
reſt of Nemee, and conquer thofe Lions, Herevles ryinking juno 
tonnſelled him to aſſail the Lions fo2 his honour * pꝛofit, he en⸗ 
terp2ized to go into the Fozteſt. Judo required him, chat when 
he had vanquiſhed the Lions, he would return unto her. Hercu- 
les p2omifer;hrr that- Id. After that he departed from 
Crect, an t inta Thehes to ſe Megara, and to make his 
Vazneſs and Arms ready. When che Ladies of Thebes knew 
that Hercules would go againſt the Lions of Nemee, they all 
complaincd of his youth : and thought that he would dye there, 
fo2 the Lions were cruel and terrible. M. gata above all other, 
was paſſing ſozrowful,and required the Ladies, chat they would 
p2ayEuriticus,to keepH-rculcs from going fo vangcrous a vopage. 
The Ladies accomplithed the requeſts of Megara,and thought to 
habe bzoken the voyage of Hercu'cs, by the means of Euriticus, 
but they could in no wiſe: Foꝛ H:.rculcs anſwered Euriſtcus, and 
the Ladies, that it was the firft enterpzize he had taken in hand 
at the requeſt of anp body, and foz as much. as the Queen juno 
had deſired him to do it he had intent to accompliſh it, by tlc 
pleaſure of God and Z52tufie. — 
Hercules was great both of ht art and courage, being exaltec 
with. honour, he had rather have died, than have done any thing 
whereof ould follow anp viſhonour. - When his Arms were 
rrady, he armed him. Taking leave of King Creon, Euriltcus, 
Amphitriouz ofthe Ladies and Gentle women, acconpanted on⸗ 
ly with Philotes, which would never lcave him. Me departcd 
from Thebes, pꝛottediug in his fourney, chat he came unto the 
Forreft of Nemee, which ffood not far from Argos, Jn appzoart- 
ing this Koꝛteſt, he went two days without firving 8 0) 
Men., at laft found a Paſſoz" by Berdfman* named; Mtlorcus, 
This Berdſman was mounted upon a great Trete. When he 
ſaw Hercules enttt d ints the Wood, ht called to him, ſaping: 
Sir, pou are dead, if pan go anp further, return quickly. to; 
the fierce Lious will defleoy you: og elfe come hirhet up to m 


and 
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and demanded what he was Alar, ſaid the-Paſtoz; Jam the 
poozeſt man of all other, che Lions of the Foꝛteſt at their com⸗ 
ing haue eaten a great Yervof: Beaſts that A nouriſhed here: 
beſides they have eaten all my Family and men, and have de⸗ 
voured-all ſave me alone, which have by adventure, a great 
while ſaved my ſelk upon this Tree, where J eat no:tng elle but 
Leaves and Acozus and dare not deſcend down for fear of three 
Lions which are here by, who will ſoon alſail you unleſs pou de⸗ 
part and fice. 

The Paſtoz finiſhing his wozds, there came lcapiug out ef & 
Luſh the thzce Lions, and marched again Hercu'es, roaring and 
crying,opening their eyes with ſo great rage, as if they would 
pierce Hercules with their ſight. The great Lion came firſt. 
bis hair ſtanding up, he was as high as an Clephant, and grea: 
afcer that p2opoztion, his head was twice as big as the head of a 
Pull. Hercules ſæing them come, tok his Swoꝛd and Club that 
Philetes boze. Philotes, notwithſtanding his pꝛowels, was ſoze 
atraid, that he went on the Tree to the Berdſnian. Hercules 
ſet his Club to the Tree, and betook him to his Swoꝛd: the Li- 
ons at the appꝛoach b2aped in their thꝛeate. Hercules ruck orc 
of them between the evrs, aud fell d him to the earth upon his 
buttocke. The great Lion thinking to have (pzung upon Her- 
cules, and to have taken him in his Claws, made a terrible leap. 
When Hercules law his intent, he turned tzom him and truck 
at the third Lion, which was light and nimble, aud ſtruck his 


Swozd right. into his thzoat, that he ceacht his heart, whatlo⸗ 


cver refiſtauce be could make in biting the Sword, and lcfr it in 
his body in ſuch wile, that he fell dead tothe catch. When the 
ther Lions ſaw their fellow ſo uſeu they ſect their Claws on the 
eaith,and howled cruelly that ic ſeemed Thunder had ſpꝛang out 
of their ſtomachs. All che Fozreſt founded thereof, Hercules tok 
bis Sword and the two Lions approaching again, ran upon 
im with their Paws, huvting him unmtalutably, hat loſing 
his Armour, their Nails entring into h s fleſh, they dre w them 

dut all died with his blood. 
Hercules, had his heart ſogentraubled, when he felt his wounds 
that the Liens - had made: then he Ufced up his * and 
mote: 


2 
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ſmote one another, but the great Lion had bis skin ſo hary, 
chat his Dwo2d might no moze enter therein, than it might on 
a great Rock. Thus began the battel of the Liens and Her- 
cules, Ths little Lien was eager and fierce, he lanching him 
fo:th oftentimes againſt Hercules, alwates thought to have hurt 
him wich his Claws, that cut like a Ra3o? 2 but He lanched fo 
often. that it was to his diſadvantage, ſoz Hercules after many 
crc ac Frokes, divided from the bodp, his right leg, very nigh 
the ſhoulder and troke him down by che feet ofche other Lion 
that lay dead. 

When Hercules law that he was delivered of the two evil 
Beaſts, and that he had to do with no moze but the great Lion. 
he began to have an hope of good foztune. Pe had then comfoz+ 
in himſelf of rhe battel which was ſtrong to ſuſtain 2 the great 
Lion gave him great trokes wirh his Paws, and put him oft⸗ 
times in peril of death: but the @wo2d of Hercules would nc/ 
ver enter into the skin of the Beaſt, it was ſo hard. The Lion 
took his Dwo2d between his teeth and his nails, that with great 
pain he pulled it from him. Finally, when he had long fough: 
with his Sword, and knew well that thereby he might raiſe no 
bled of the Lion, he would aſſay if the Club were to him moꝛe 
pꝛofitable. Then he took it, and the firff time that the Lion 
came upon him, he gave him a ſtroke with his Club on his 
mouth, that all the teeth bꝛake and fell our befoze him. The 
Lior ſeeling the ſtroke, made a great and marvellous howlinc, 
and lifting up his Paws, thought to have pulled down Hercuics. * 
But he fled the coming of the Lion : and the Lion fell to the 
ground, wich ficrcenels of running and failing of Hercules. 
When Hercules ſaw that be was fallen, he leaped upon him 
foxthwith eagerky, aud held him with his hands about che th1czt 
fo faff, that he bzought his Jaws out of joynt, and making his 
eyes fly ont of his head, he flew him. 

Ju this Expioit Hercules hewed a Cingular hardineſs, and 
incredible fozce * for he ſtrangled with his hands a Lion, with 
the skin ſo hard, that Spears noz @wozds might not vo 219 
barm; he put him to death by wauvevfull valour: and when bz 
had ſo done, he went to the other that lived pet, and all bse 
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and toze him, as if it had been alittle Lamb. - Afcer he called 
Phllotes to Him, and the Perdſman, that were maryelſons 
joyſull and glad of ſo high a vicozy. And Hercules found the 
manner how to flea the Lions, and took their skins by the help 
of the Herd\man, When they had fleged them it was night, 
Hercules demanded. of the Perdſmar, if there were any houſe 
v3 lodging thereby, where he might have accommovations ; The 
Perd\man brought him to his houſe, where they found p;0- 
ulſton of Peate and Dzink, wherewith the gaod man keaſted Her- 
cules to his power, and he thought he was in Paradiſe. Thus 
Hercules paſſey the day and night, aud fozgot not to think 
on his wounds that were fell and \ſmarted, ſo that he little flept 
that night. Pet notwithſtanding when che dap appeared, he 
took leave of the Perdſman and ſo departed, and took his jour- 
ney ts go into Creet, to ſhew unto Juno the thzce Lious skine, 
and thank her foz her good advertifement. 


CHAP Il. 
How yum ſent Nerexter into Egypt, tobe flain of the Tyrant 
Buſire, and how Hercules ſlew the Tyrant, againſt the hope 
and will of Juno. 


Kn about. this time reigned in Egypt, King Bukre, Son 
of the Queen of Lybiz: and the Land of Egypt was bz, 
not fertile, but barren. Buſire, to remedy this, cafled his Cterks 
that held the fcience of Zoroaſtes, and asked of them what he 
might vo foz the health of his Realm +; They asked connſet of 
the Gods, and had anſwer, that they muſt ſacrifice unto them 
mans blov, When Bulire (that naturaily was evil, and han ne⸗ 
ver done goon) heard this anſwer, he begun to tryannize moze 
and moze. Am began firſt with his people, taking and prucking 
krom the mothers their little Childꝛen, from Pen their Wives, 
from Wives their Busbands but ning and vefiling the Temples 
with their blood, Foz all theſe Bomicides and Slaughters, rhe 
Dꝛought ceaſed ust. dut augmented moꝛe. The C rmas⸗ 
ed olthe Sons ite cauſe why they had no v?wp dn Tu? They 
anſwered, chat they would not have the fut blov of Egypt, bus 
th? 
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the ſtrauge „* they would take and lattillce ther eof. The 
Govs by this anſwer, woulb have in ſacrifice the blwd of Buſire, 
foz he was a ſfranger to vircue aud goduneſs. And the Clerks 
underſtodd they would have che blod of ffrangers Bubrc adver- 
tiſed of this anſwer, ceaſed to perſecute the hlad of Egypt, and 
turned his Swoꝛd upon the blod af Crangers, and made an 
Edita, that ro ſtranger ſhould enter into his City, but ſhould be 
facrificed unto his Gods: in this manner he murthered all the 
{rangers he could get. By this Cvic many ſtrangers, both No- 
bles and others, were lacriſiced, by the crueltpof Buſire. Among 
ochets; one Nobleman of Creet (of the Linage of Juno) periſhed 
in this misfoꝛtune, by the.@wo2d of Buſire. The tydings came 
unto Creer, where was made greatlamentation, As thep coo- 
tiuued their mouraing, Hercules and Philotes came ta Queen 
Juno, and found her overcharged with exceeding griek. At that 
time were an hundꝛed Cities in Creet,aud King Jupiter ablentey 
himſelf from Juno foz mary reaſons. When as Hercules was 
returned to his Step⸗ mother Juno. he reverenced her, ſhewing 
her the Skins of che Lions that he had flain, and thanked her fo; 
the high adventure ſhe admoniſhed him ok. 

The curſed Step⸗ mother foz the return of Hercules, was moze 
perplered than befoze 2 pet ſhe feaſted Hercules, and made to him 
(faintly) the greateſt Thear that he could, being about Dinner⸗

Thus began the batrel of Hercules with the Centaurcs, I. ſon, 
and Theſeus came ts the battel, and well proved their pouth, 
Foz to encourage the other, Hercules thzuſt himſelf among the 
Oyants, and ſo wzought with the Ar, that they curſed Pheoto- 
nes that bzought it thither, and beating down all befoze them, 
Herculcs began to ſæk fog Hypodamiz, and found her nigh ts 
Euricus, Zhen he ſpake to Euricus, and ſaid, Thou evil glutton, 
thou haſt this day troubled the Feaf?, and ſtoln the Ladp of my 
friend Pyrott us, and now A will troubte thy ſpfric; with this bc 
up with his Ax and {mote Euricus on the head, that be fell dcap. 
to the great grick of all che other Gyants, foz beholding the Ax 
died with the blodof Euricus their Captain, they were all aba- 
fed : Then began Hercules to (mite moze and moze upon the 
Gpants, there was none then ſo reſolute but was afraid, n82 \0 
hardy but began to Hide himſelf, his Krokes were not to be bozy, 
he put all his enemies to flight: Finally, wich the help of JaG:;, 
Theſeus and Pyrcthus, that were marvellous valiant, they van- 
guifhed and chaſed them to & river, where twelve of them ſaved 
themſelves by ſwimming over, and all the ret were flain, ſave 
only Lincus that Hercules held pziſoner, becauſe he. pꝛayed fo; 
mercy, aud {wang to him. Thus were the Ceataures deftxoycd, 
moze by the hand and ſtteygth of Hercules, than by anp other: 
When he had cleared the place of all the Centaurcs, he and his 
fellows returned to Hypodamia,and bzought her again to the Ci- 
ty with great triumph. The Ladies xc joyced foz the recovery of 
Hypodawia,, and renewed again the Feaſt, rhatendured afters 
pads eight days very great aud ſumycuoug; /

oiter ſaſled by Dea, ſeking adventures, ſolongHÞſaile» that he 
arrived in Sictl, and founv there nigh to che water five, a _= 
great aſcembly of Sicilians, that hallowed the ſtaſt of thir gods. 
When Plato ſaw this feaſt, he armed twenty of bis company 
under their robes, and went in this manner te ſe the feaſt, ary 
try if he could find any boty, This Plato was the greateſt thief, 
and the moſt leacherous man in the Wozld, and had with him a 
Gyant named Cerberus, tnough like unto Pluto in condicion and 
courage, but he was mote ſtrong and puiſlant of body, all the o⸗ 
ther were greot as Opants, and had learned nothing but to pꝛa⸗ 
ſtiſe miſchief, and could do nothing elle. 

When the Sicilians ſaw Pluto come and his fellows, they ſup- 
poſed it had been ſome of their neſghboirrs that came to ſe their 
plays, and ſpots, fogafmuch as they came cloathedin their gar⸗ 
ments, and law none of their Armour oꝛ harneſs, and they fo2ced 
them to ſing and dance,but their Songs and Dances did not cons 
tinue long, for in comming to them King Pluto taſt his eve aſide, 
and ſaw the Queen of that Countre v, that beheld the feaſt and vy 
her, her Daughter that made a Garland of flowers: The Mo- 
ther was named Ceres, and the Daughter was called Proſcrpina, 
and was married to a Pobleman, named Orpheus, that ſate by 
her and played on a Harp: this Proſerpina was marvellons fair. 
Aud anon, as Pluto had ſeen her, he deſtred and covete her, and 
adyertiſed his folk ſecretly of her, and after tame nigh untd her 
that he ct his hands on her, aud laid her on his back, and bare 
ver away. 

Uhen Orpheus and Ceres ſaw Proſerpisa taken away, they 
*rpcd oftt pitifully-unto Pluto; with this cry the Sicilians left 
theilt feaſt and ran after Pluto in great numbers, Pen and WMo⸗ 
men, hoping to have reſcned Proſer pina, But when Cerberus ans 
his bath, be ſaw the upꝛoar, they d2ew their @wozds; any 
lhewed their weapons, and lmote upon them that appzoached 
them, flaping them abundantly, they retired, and went unto the 
Por, in vefpiche" of rhe Siciliatis and Orpheus. They guided 
Vizto to his thip, and after they vilanchozer! and tarrien away 
Proſerpina. The Sicilians were then unpꝛovided of arms, any 
could not withſtand the taking away of Proſerpina. At the de⸗ 
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varting from the Poze, was made a moſt ſharp lamntacion, Pro- 
ſerpiaa wept on the one de moſt pitifully. Ceres on the other 
ve, with the Sicilizns made no ſcarcity of tears. Orpheus alſo 
failed not to furnifh his tears with dep ſighs. foz he loved Pro- 
{erpins, and ſhe loved him as well. At their departing their 
hearts were bꝛought to a grievous diſtreſs, wich ſo great anguiſh 
that Proſerpina fell dom in a wound, aud Orpheus raviſhed 
with anger, that he returned to his Palace, when he had loſt the 
fight of Proſerpina, and kept Himſelf cloſe in his chamber, withs 
one ſpeaking to any in two days. | 

At the end of the two days Ceres came to viſit Orpheus, that 
would neither eat no2 dzink, and ſaid uato him, the knew well 
the raviſher of her daughter, that it was Pluto Ain of Moloſſe, 
and that he dwelt in a part of Theſſaly, in a Tow baſe City, cal- 
led Hall, foꝛaſmuch as in this Je, King Pluto and his fellows 
did ſo much harm that they were compared to Devils, and their 
City named Hell. When Orpheus underſtood that Proſerpina 
was in Hell, he tok a little hope in himlelf, and ate and dzank, 
and made a Now he would never reſt in peace until he had been 
in Hell to ſ& Proſerpina. 

After he had eaten, he fent his Parrines and bade them make 
ready a Ship: When the Ship was furniſhed ( after leave ta⸗ 
ken of Mueen Cercs ) iu diſguiſed habit he entrep into | 
wit his Harp, and made his Pariners to ſail fozxth on the Dea, 
in ſuch wiſe that he arrived at one of the Pozts of Thefſaly, Or- 
pheus went there on Land, and commandsd his Pariners that 
they ould abide foz him in that place, till a certain time by him 
appointed. Me departed and went from Country ta Country, ſo 
lung tilt he came to the Gate of Hell, which Cerberus kept, there 
be began 0 play on his Harp mod melodiouſip. a 
hen Cerberus heard of the Puſital ſound of the Harp, he lift- 
ed up his curled head, and came out of the Gate, to know who he 
was that played fo melodiouflp : and by the ſound. of the Harp 
he found Orpheus and thinking that Pluto woulu gladly hear 
him, to teſopce Proſerpina that always wept) he cauſed him to 
enter into the City, and brought him befoze the King. Orpheus 
chen began co play again on his Harp. When King pluto peord 
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m, he twk great pleaſure therein, and ſo did all they that were 
there. Then Pluto ſept fo Proſe rpina, when ſhe was come and 
heard him play with his Parp, ſhe knew it was her Pusband, 
then was ſhe loze abaſhed, whereas ſhe had wex- ſoze befoze, he 
wept much moze now. Pluto was ſozry fo2 the grief of Proſet- 
pina, and ſaid to Ocpheus, It he could play with' his Harp ſo as 
the Lady (ould ceaſe her waping, he would give him what he 
would ask of him. Orpheus pꝛomiſed him that he would and 
Plato ſware to him, that he would keep his pꝛomiſe, if he did ſo. 
Then Orpheus tuned his Harp, and played divers Songs ſo 
ſweetly, the infernal Cerberus, and many other fell alleep, and 
proſerpina, by means of certain ſigns and tokens that Orpheus 
made with his epes, ceaſed her wepince, | 

When Pluto ſaw Proſerpita ceaſe her wæping, he was right 
ſoyous, he then awoke Cerberus and the other that flept, and ſaid 
to Orpheus he had well Harped, that no man could do better: 
and that he ſhould demand ſomething, and he would give it him 
without fail. Orpheus hearing the wozds of | luto, had great 
yerplericy in himſelf to know what he Gould demand, in the end 
he laid to him, Hir, J am, Orpheus the Dusband of this Lady, 
and foꝛ her love J have enterpzized to come hither in this caſe, 
now J pꝛap pou that you will render her again to me, that J 
may bzing her again to her mother that dieth foz ſozraw. When 
Pluto had heard the requeſt that Ocpheus made, he was all a⸗ 
mazed-ac the hardineſs that he hav ſhewed: Yowbeit, he ſaid to 
him, Orpheus, pou have demanded Proſerpina, the is the Lady 
that J moft love in all the Molo: Nevertheleſs, toaccom- 
pliſh mp pꝛomiſe that J have made unte pou,take her, upon con- 
dition that vou b2ing her ont of this City without loking behind 
you, and if it happen that yon once lok behind you, pe ſhall loſe 
her. At this anſwer Orpheus was content, and it ſeemed4s hint 
that his wife was as god as recovered again, he and Proſerpina 
paſſed over that night in god hope. When mozning was come, 
Pluto delivered Pcoſcrpina to Orpheus, upon condition be foze re- 
hearſed. Ye aud his Wife cok leave of King Pluto, and thanked 
him: Alter they went on their way, but he had not gone half 
way tothe Gate, but he loked p2ivily behind him, to ſ& if any 
man 
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man followed him, and there he found Cerberus at his hæle, that 
= away his Wife from him, and delivercd her again unto che 
ing. ; 

Orpheus ſging by this unhappineſs he had loſt his Wife, 
began to curſe the dap that he was bo2n, and he followed after 
her, and began again to Harp, and offered great gifts to recover 
her again, but it was ſaid to him he Could never have her again, 
and allo, that if he had uſed the feat of arms, as he had the ſtrings 
of his Barp, he ſhould have died. With this concluſion Orpheus 
departed from Hell, full of ſozrow, and returned into Sicil, unto 
Quten Cerce telling her his adventure. The Queen being aſſu- 
red that her Daughter was in Hell, and being advertiſed that in 
Theſſaly ſhould be allowed the Feaſt of the wedding of Pyro- 
thus, where were many Þnights of great fame, ſhe went to 
the Sea, and came fitly to Theſſalonica, white the Feaſt endu⸗ 
red. In appꝛoaching the City, on an afcernon'Pyrothus and 
Tneſcus were in the field, they met her. Yer attendance was 
great. Theſeus and Pyrothus ſaluted her, and the laluted them. 
again, and asked them the eſtate of the fcait ot the Weaving, 
They told, and recounted her all. After ſhe demanded of them 
if there were no Unights of great name, and high enterpaiſes : 
when they underſtod that ſhe enquired ſo far, they would know 
what ſhe was, and demanded her name e J am (ſaidfhe } the 
Lady Ceres of Sicil. Then ſpake Theſcus and ſatd, Padam, vou 
are wclrome ʒſoꝛ what occaſion demand you if in the feaſt be any 
Sufghts of Caterpyize 2 3 can tell vou that there be, notwich- 
ſtanding J do wiſh yon, and allo require, that pou declare unto 
us the cauſe why pouchave chus demanded 2 

Sir (ſaid the Lady) fince it pleaſerh pou td enquire of mp e- 
ſtate ſo far: Know pou foꝛ certain that A have mate my demand 
foꝛalmuch as Pluto Bing of Hell, hath raviſhed mp Daughter 
Proſerpina, by which J am hurt unto death. Aud J would-glad- 
iy find ſome Knight that of his courteũe would employ bim to 
get her again, and aflail the curſed Tyrant: who I pꝛay Gov 
may be damned cverlaſtingly fo2 bis demerits. TAherefoze 4 
pꝛap poit, if you know any that will be merciful co me, that tt 
pleaſe pou fo2 charity to dite me uuto him. Padam ( anſwers 
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td Theſeus) be pon no moe inquifitive to find ſuch a Knight as 
vou ſeek: fo2 in the favour of all Ladies, J will be your 
Knight in this Mork, and pꝛomile rou upon mine honour, that 
J will tranſpo2t me into Heil And King Pluto (all never 
have peace wich me until the time he hath reſtazed your 
Paughter. 

When Pyrothus heard the enterp2iſe of Theſcus, he began to 
bzeak off bis woꝛds, and laid to him, By B2other, what think 
you to do, when pou enterp2ize to go into Hei? Fon know not 
the bounds, noz the ſcituation of that place. H 1! ſtandeth ke⸗ 
hind the Inner Dea, between Mountains and Rocks, ſo nigh, 
that the Citizens therein be in continual darkneſs and hadow: 
and the entry is fo difficult, that it is impellible to come within 
the City, unleſs the Pozter conſent : Foz here befozetime, mas 
up have gone thither, that be there left and abiding : there goeth 
no man thither that eder cometh again. It is right an hell, and 
each man nameth it Hel, as well fo; the lcituatton thereof in fo 
dark and unlightſome a place, as fo? the inhumanity and ters 
rtblenels of the inhabitants that wait to do evil to all the wozld. 
Theſcus anſwered unto Pyrcthus, and laid: There is nothing im- 
poſſible unto a valiant heart. 

Ling Pluto is cruel and ſtrong, his folk and people tyrannous. 
His Citp ſtandeth in a Countrep environed with moꝛtal perile. 
Notwithfanding ſurcly the doubt aud fear of theſe things, ſhall 
never daunt my courage, but that J will do my endeavour ta 
atchieve this enterp2ize, and will perfozm my pzomile, oz will 
have repzoarh of all Knights. Fo2 a man to keep his own honoz, 
ourhe not to doubt any peril whatſoever it ould be. 

When Pyrothus had Heard the noble aufwer of THeſeus, he 
allowed it greatiy and faid unte him, That his wos were to 
him fo aterptable, that he would hold him tompany in this ads 
venture. The Queen Ceres thankedrhe two Knights: ſo they 
dꝛought her into the City, aud to the Palace, He beivg there 
received ano fraſted. The ſttaling away of her Daughter was 
told and the euterpgize of the two nights. Ey the tepoꝛt at ihis 
advenenre, and the beute tpztze that Vhefeus and Pytothus had 
wav, all the feat mas troubles again on a new. dot 8 alt o- 
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ther Hypo da mia conſivering that her Puszband that was fo new⸗ 
ly married unto her would go in this perillous voyage of Hell, 
her epes began to weep, and would receive no comfozt unto 
her heart. The fealt ended in great ſozrow, Jaſon and Hercules 
would glavly have gone with Theſcus and Pyrochus, and ſpake 
thereof to them, but they would not ſuffer them. Then de- 

parted H rcules, and entered intoa Ship, as if he would have 
gon e into his Countrey : each man likewiſe departed, and The- 
ſeus and Pyrothus tk their map to gounts Hell, And then a- 
bout their departing, whereof Hercules was advertiſes, Hercu- 
les made foz to direct his hip unto the marſhes of Hel and there 
went a land alone, concluding in himſelf chat he would go after 
Pyrothus and Theſeus his lspal and true fellows, and gave Phi- 
lotes charge to bhzing Lincus unto Thebes, and put him there 
in Pꝛiſon until his coming again. After he departed and Phi- 
lotes ſhipped in the Dea, where he had a dolo:ous adventure as 
ſhall be ſaid hereafter. But at this time I mult ceaſe ſpeaking 
— 8 matter, and will recount of Hercules how he went into 

el. 


CHAP. VI. 
How Herexles found Pyrotbur dead at the Gate of Hell, and The- 
ſexs in danger: and how Heres vanquiſhed Cerberus: and 
how he reſcued Preſerpina from.F late, 


1 N this place it ought to be ſpoken, that when Theſeus any 
Pyrothus were departed from Theſſalonica, to try if they 
could recover the fait Lady Proſerpina: thep travelled ſo much 


could but one at once go neither on t 
the Rocks were (0 5 that no 
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down fearfuliy from the Rocks, and made a terrible roaring : 
foz they fell from high into a low vault in the earth. This City 
was incloled with Pountains. A very Yell having no moze but 
one Gate: then to come down to the Gate, Pyrothus and The- 
ſeus peſcended down by the airs made in the Rock, Jn the ves 
ſcending, ſuddenly they ſaw come out of the Gate, a marvellous 
great Gpant, that had an head marvellouſly miſ-ſhapen, fierce, 
black and ugly. Ye had his noſe high and wide,his chin long, 
bis teeth as great as Yo2ſe teeth, his epes like nnto an Oxe, his 
cars hanging like a hound, his houlders large and bzoad, his 
belly ſwoln, his legs and thighs were ſtrongly boned and 
mighty. This terrible Gyant was Cerberus, whereof is touched 
be foze. 

Zhc Poets named him the hound wich three Heads, conſider- 
ing his griedous and unhappy living, which is compared unto 
th:ee lugular vices : to wit, to Pzide, Avarice, and Letcherv. 
By Pꝛide, he glozified himſelf, and exalted him above all the 
men in the wozld, with his trength, he was ſo Nrong that no 
man could withſtand him. Wy Avaticc and covetouſneſs, he 
had an appetite inſatiable to gather creaſures together, and bare 
away all that he could find. By Luxury, there was no man li⸗ 
ving of moze foul life then he was: fo; he had never dont other 
thing in all his life, than defile aud ravich women and Patidens, 
Ladies and Genclewomen, ſo the Poets rightly named him an 
hound with thꝛe heads, fo; he was foul, as a hound that liveth 
in multiplication of fins, and takech therein his felicity. When 
Theſeus andPyrothus had eſpyed this Cerberus came uuto them, 
all armed, making the wheel- in marching p2ouvly unto them, 
Pyrothus ſaid to Theſeus, By bzother, behold what enemy this 
is, he that putteth him in ſuch perils fo2 che Love of Ladies, ſet⸗ 
teth but little by his life, It behoveth us now to live 02 dye, let 
ugs now atchieve ſoyouſly our enterpꝛiʒe, to the end that you may 
not think but that J had rather dye than have repzoach, J will 
be the firſt chat ſhall begin the batte l. Theſeus had ng ſpace no; 
leiſure to anſwer, foz Cerberus came to them, and called to 
them ſaping: What ſeek theſe fellows in Hell? We come (ſaid 
Theſeus) to ſeck Proſerpina, 11 Pluto hath taken away _ 

th 
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the Otteen Ceres. We will never return inte dur Country, un 
til the time we Hing her with eus. Truly (ſaid Cerberus) if ye 
will return into your Conntry,y2uChalf render again Proſerpin a, 
bat I will fozbid you che return; And this day J will pꝛeſent un⸗ 
t Proſerpina, mp Dwoꝛd dyedin your blo?, and here pon ſhall be 
buried: vou all never lr Proſ-rpins noz come no nearer then 
ron he nom With theſe woꝛds he lif:ed up his word, and gave 
fo great a frok* ar Theſeus upon his hield. that he did bear away 
an Half quarter of tt. 

When Pyrothus ſawhis fellow (mitten, he tok his ſmoꝛd and 
(mote Cerberus on the one ſide, and Theſcus on the other fide, 
and they gave him two very great ſtrokes, that they made Cer. 
berus to be chaſed ſo ſoze, that he began the battel unmeaſu⸗ 
rably, that he brake their Shields and Parneſs, and alſo made 
his wan to be dyed with their noble blood, as he had beſoze ſaid, 
The battel was hard and moꝛtal at the beginning. Theſeus and 
Pyrothus received many wounds by eager ſtrokes, their Arms 
were all behewn and h2oken, The vattel endured verp long, and 
Pyrothus behaved himſelf very well: but Cerberus (mote upon 
him lo unmeaſurably, that after many wounds given unto him, 
2 — his helm. and cleaved his head into two pefres unto the 

omach. 

When Theſeus ſaw his fellow dye, he ſtruck Cerberus ſo fierce- 
ly that he made him ſtagger, and go back two paces, Cerberus 
would have avenged him of his ſtroke, and lmote The ſeus ſo;that 
if the nodle Knight had not turned back, Cerberus had ſmitten 
him unto death. This ſtroke of Cerberus fell to the earth and en- 
tred therein. and Theſeus fmote again upon his enemp, which be- 
Nan to roar like and old Lion and ſtruck Theſeus ſo fiercely with 
his [wozd, that he bzoke his ſhield, and ſo bzuiled his helm, that 
he was aſtoniſhed at the troke. But alwaies Theſcus abode in th. 
place: and then Cerberus would have bꝛought him to deſtruction, 
following the evil adventure sf Pyrothus, ik Foztune had not 
bzought Hercules thither, who came ſo fitly to reſcue Theſcus. 
that he knew not elſe how to ſave himſelf, 

At this point when Theſeus was ſo aſteniched, Hercules that 


was departed from the Sea (as is laid ) came to the airs — 
ere 
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were cut in the Rock, and beholding Theſeus all covercy with 
blood, and Pyrothus dead, he began to veſcend down, crying te 
Theſeus that he ould not be akrald. When Cerberus ſaw arch 
heard Hercules, he began to cry again and roar to be qult of him: 
Th-(cus was cctomfozied with the voice &f Heres les, but hows 
(ver he began to run here and there befoze Cerberus, 

Do much then haſte Hercules pown the fairs, in entring the 
vlace, and as haſtily as he might, he ctyed to C:1bcrus, Cruclk 
Tyrant, let the Unight run, and come to me: thou Hafk put te 
death my god friend Pyrothus, whereof J am lozry, but 4 will 
takt vengeance of thee ſo? Him, Ccrbervs hearing the ſentence of 
Hercules, ran no moꝛe after Theſeus, but tartit d and bi held Her- 
culcs, wich a fierce lk, end anſwered him, So meaneth he to res 
venge his Game, that fo beltevech : I have veſtroped thy fellow 
unto death, and unleſs thou exceed bim in skill of Arms and in 
vodily ſtrength an hundzed ſold double. it is folly fo2 thee to come 
bicher; foz J am Cerberus the Poꝛter of Hell, that at the repoꝛt 
of mp name all the wo:ld tremblcth. 

Thus ended his anſwer, Herculcs was at the fort of the Nock. 
and he had his Club upon his Shoulder. Cerberus came again 
him, they (mote tach other luũily, aud thus they began a verp 
hard battel: Then Theſcus, that was weary late by, and reſten 
= dꝛying and clcanſing his wounds of the blood that came out 
of vim, 

Hercules beheld Theſeus cleanfing his great wounds, he bes 
Can to employ the fozce of his ſtrength and might. by ſuch mars 
vel, that with a ſtroke that be gave him on his helme, he made 
him to ſtop under his Club, and to kneel to the ground wich the 
left knee, and at the ſecond ſtroke in purſuing him haſtily, he 
made his ſwo2d to fly out of his hand, then he made him to fall 
on his arms to the ground, and wich the third ſtroke, as Cer- 
berus thought to have relieved him and gotten his @viozd, Her- 
cul:s ſmote him upon the body, that he made his head rel a- 
gainſt a great fone: after that he . upon him, and bound 
his legs with the ſtrength & foꝛce of his hands in deſpight of the 
Spant, and he toze the helm off his head, and would have lain 
bim, but Theſe us pꝛaped him that he would not put him to death 

D : there, 
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there, but that he would bꝛing him into Theſſalonica, to dye by 
the ſentence of the Queen Nypodamia. 

Cerberus was not then put to death, at the requeſt of The. 
ſcus, Notwitfanding. Hercules bound his hands behind his 
beck, and after he made him ariſe, and tok him by the Leard, and 
made him go upon the Rock, andthere he laid him down, and 
bound bis fœt, his hands, and his neck together, tn (ſuch wiſe. 
that he durft not remove. When he had done lo, he went down, 
and entred into the Gate of Ecll, and leaving there Theſeus, be 
went lo far that he found the Palace of Ping Pluto, and there 
came iuto the ſame Pall where Pluto was with Proſerpina. 
All rhep that were there, marvelled at him, when they ſaw 
him entred ; fo2 they knew not of the — of Cerbe- 
rus, as they that left all the charge and keeping of their City 
to him. without hevirg any doubt oz ſuſpicion 2 alſo they were 
ſo far from the Gate, that they might not hear of the battel, 
192 knew of nothing that befel their Poꝛter. Then when Her- 
ciul-s had fonnd Pluto and Proſerpira, he had great joy, and 
knew him by certain marke, he addzeſt him towards Pluto, and 
ſaid : Pluto, bp thy treachery, Sic il is now full of heavineſs, fo: 
the raviſhing of this Lady, which thou haſt not granted to yield, 
and tender again to her Pusband Orpheus. I know not what 
pleaſure thou haſt therein, but J will make thee to repent this 
inſurp, in following the evil adventure of Cerberus, whom A 
have vanquiſhed. With theſe woꝛds Hercules lifted up his Club, 
and cave ſuch a Nroke to Pluto, that he overthꝛew him to the 
rarth, ſo that he moved neither bead 162 fot. When he had ſo 
beaten Pluto, thinking that he had been dead, ge aſlailed them 
that were there murmuring, and put them all to death lightly 
with his Club, in the pꝛelente of Proſcrpina, who trembled fo; 
fear. Then he comfozted Proſerpina, and ſaid to her. He way 
come unto that place to deliver her, and to bzing her again to 
ber Pother, and that ſhe ſhould boldly follow him. Profſerpina 
hearing this, was comfozted with the words of Hercules, and 
followed him. 

Hercules opened the Do, and went out, and Proſerpina with 


him, After he addzefſed him unto the Gate of the Palace, ic 
- bapned 
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hapned that there he found a great company of Citizens, that 
were adverciſed of this fray, aud they ran 2pan him anmeaſuras 
biy purſuing him to death, When Hercules ſaw that, he willen 
Proſerpina to get her apart. Atter that, he lifted np his Club, 
and began to ekirmich with his enemies with ſuch valonr, that 
he covered all the entry of the Palace with thoſe miſerable Zys 
rants that he lew, fo2 he put to death moze than four hundzed. 
Do that the other fled and gave it ober: and then when he law 
his enemies dead and ſcottered, he twk Proſerpina by the hand 
and led her out of the Gate of the City. 

Theſeus ( that tarried at the Gate, as is ſaid) reſoyces grrac⸗ 
iy when he ſaw Hercules come again with Proſerpina: he aroſe 
and met them and ſfalutedthe Lad, and p2eſented to Hercules 
a Chain of Jron, that he had kound at the Gate, and many pꝛi⸗ 
foners bound by Cerberus. Hercules unbound the Pꝛiſoners, and 
tok the Chain and bound Cerberus therewith. And when he had 
buried Pyrothus, he dzparted from Hell, and tok his way with 
Proſerpina, Theſeus and Cerberus, and journted till he arrived 
in Theſſalonica, and delivered Proſerpina to the Nugn Ceres: 
and to Hypodamia he pꝛeſented Cerberus, rehearſing to her and 
the Ladies how he had lain Pyrothus. Hypodamia had ſo great 

ſogrom foꝛ the death of Pyrothus that to retount it is impoſlible. 
All they of Theſſaly likewiſe made great ſozrow foz their Lo2v. 
And co revenge his death, Hypodamia did cauſe Cerberus to be 
bound to a (take in the Theatre of the City, where poung and 
old tozmented and vered him tha days, vzawing Him by the 
dard, and ſpitting in his face ; after flew. him unhumanely, 
And when Hercules and Theſeus, Ceres and Proſerpina had tarrt- 
c there a while in comfo2ting Hypodamia,they tok their leave, 
# Hercules went atcompanied with Theſeus towatd the City 
of Thebes, But Jwill leave them, and ſpeak ofthe adventures

CHAP, VII. 
How Andromedus delivered Lynews : And how he flew. ia battel 
the King Creon, and took the City of Thebes. 
VV gen Philotes had received into his guard and keeping 
| Lyncas,Hereules was gone to the fuccour of Theſcus, 
and

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and Pyrothns, as bc foꝛe is (aid ; The Parriners fok-their Shi 
aud ſailed all that day without finding any Adventure. Eut on 
the mozrow betimes in the mozning. Fortune that always tur⸗ 
nech without anpereſting, bzenght to them a great Ship, that 

zew his courſe unto the lame place that (hey came from, An- 
dromedus Bing of Calcide, was Captain of this Ship. This 
Andromedus was Coen to Lyncus, When he hadeſpiedthe Ship 
where Lyncus was, he made his Gailey to row thitherwards, 
and laid, Me would know what people were therein. In ap- 
pꝛoaching the Ship of Thebes, Lyncus beheld the Gallep ek An. 
dromedus.and Knew it by the Signs and Flogs that it boze. An. 
dromedus demanded of the Mariners tu whom the Ship be long⸗ 
ed: Mhen Lyncus ſaw and heard Andromcdus, he bzoke the 
aulwer of the Mariners, and crped to him, Andromedus, loe 
here thy friend Lyccus, if thon give me no ſuccour thou mapeſt 
loſe a god friend in me: koz J am a Pꝛiſoner, and Herculcs 
hath ſent me into Thebes. 

Ardromedus hearing Lyncus, had great anger, fo; he loved 
Lyncus Melt, and called to them that bzought him, and ſai co 
them, that they were all come unto their death. And alſo that 
they were under his ward. Pnilotes and his folk, were furniſhed 
with Arms and Harneſs, and made them all ready to defend 
thcmſclves, and wich little talk, they of Calcide aflatled Phi- 
lotes; and Philotes, and his folk * employed them at their de⸗ 
fence, The battel was great, but ill fozune aud miſhap turn- 
ed in ſuch wiſe upon the kellows of Phiiorcs, that they were all 
ſlain, Andromedus had two hundzed men in his compauy, all 
Kobbers on the Hea. Thele thieves ſmote fiercely upon Phi- 
lotes, and he wed- his arms, ſtriking, and giving him many 
wounds. But his ſtrong; reſiſtance pzoficed him but little, fo; 
in the end he was taken and bound, aud Lyocus was delivercy 
and unbound from the bonds of Hercules, 

Lyncus had great joy ok his- deliverance : thanked his god 
friend Andromedus. After this he told him how he was taken, 
and how Hercules had diſſipated and deſtroyed the Centaures, 
And among other he named many ak his friends that were dead, 


whereat Audromedus had lo great diſpleaſure, that he ſwoze in- 
| tontinentiy 
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rontinently. he would revenge lt. That as H:rcul:s, had ſiaiu 
bis friends, in like manner he wonld deſkroy his kinsfolks. Ve 
ſaid to him, that H. rcules was gone into Hei. And after demans 
ded how he world revenge him upon the friends of Hercules: and 
there upon they were long thinking. Jn che end, when he had 
taken adviſe, Andromedas concluded. that he would affail the 
Citp of Thebes, aud if he might get it by aNault, he would flea 
the King Creon and all them of his blood. 

With this concluſion. came thither all the Galleys of Andro- 
medus, in which he had eight thouſand tghting men. Andro- 
medus made them to return towards Thchbes, and as haſtily as 
he might, he entred into the Realm, waſting and deſtroping 
the Country by fire and lwozd ſo terribly, that the typdings 
came untoKing Creovr, Then he knew of the coming of che 
Bing Andromedus, and that without defiance, he made him 
War, he ſounded to Arms, and aſſembleda great company, and 
knowing that Andromedus was come into a certain place, he 
iſſued out of Thebes all armed, and bꝛought his people upon his 
Enemies, that received them jopfully; And ſet-themſelves in 
der againſt them, and jopned their battels. The cry was 
great on both des, ſpears, (wo2ds, darts, guiſarms, arrows- 
and poleares were ſet on work. Panp Nobles were beaten down. 
Lyncus and Andromedus fought valiantly: King Creon and 
Amphitrion failed not, there was biwd abundantly ſhed on both 
ſides. The battel was cruel and ſharp, ſo that And romed us 
and his people, got ground from them of Thebes, and conſtrained 
them to retire: whereof King Creon had great ſozrow, and put 
his men again in a tap, caſting himſelf in the greateſt pzeſs of - 
the bartel, where he fought moꝛtallp, and made ſuch laughter 
among his enemies, that Lyncus and Andromedus heard of the 
skirmiſh;and came together. As Lyncus ſaw the King Creon 
do marvels at Arms, he gave him 2 ſtrokes one after a⸗ 
nother, and with the fourth ſtroke, he burſt his Helm in pieces, 
and flew. him: whereof they of Thebes were ſoze afraid, and dil- 
paired ſo, that they were utterly viſcomfited, and ned: which * 
light Amphitrion coulduot remedy, albeit he was ſtrong and ol 
Area courage. * 
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Ok this overthzow Thebes was haſtily advertiſen. Megarz 
was gone up upon an high Tower of the Pallace, and beheld the 
bat tel: and ſaw them of Thebes flain without remedy, and al- 
ſo turn their backs, The fight of the beating down of the Bing 
her Father and the view of the others, made her to cry out of 
Foztune, and laid: Unhappy Thebes, what miſctef is befaln 
thee 2 Where is Herculcs ? Alas what is become of him: That 
he is not here, to dekend the Countrey of his nativity, ta keep 
bis Wife from her foes, and like a Bulwark, to defend this 
Citp from her enemies. 

When (he had ſaid this, ſhe fell into a (wotnd, and ſo lay a 
great while. Then they of Thebes flying, Andromedus and 
Lyacus followed then ſo cloſe, that they entred the City with 
them. And fozalmuch as the Thebians were without head and 
put out of array, and Amphitrion had ſo many wounds upon 
him, that his ffrength failed : ſo the unhappy Lincus and An- 
dromedus tek the City, and flew all that might bear Arms, 
except Am phitr ion, whom they found not in the heat. After- 
ward they went into the Palace, and there they found Megara 
and Amphitrion in great deſolation, with many Ladies and 
Geutlewomen. 

When Lyncus ſaw Megara (ſhe was ſo fair and pleaſant) he 
became amoꝛous of her and came to her and ſaid, Lady weep 
no moꝛe: Hercules the baſtard Sou of Jupiter is gone into Hell, 
and there he is dead, Pou have been wife of a man gotten in a- 
dultery, from hencefo22th ye ſhall be conſo2t and Wife of a man 
legitimate. and boꝛn in lawful marriage t fo J will marry pou, 
and pleld you moze pleaſure then ever vou had. Megara anſwers 
ed, Falie Traytoz, t hinkſt thon Jam fo foliſh to give crevic co 
the murtherer-of my Father, and enemy of my Lon Hercules 2 
Know thou that J am his Wite, and that J will never have 
other Pusband but him: he is ns Baſtard, but Bon of the Low 
Ampdittion, and the mo noble man that is in all the Moꝛzld. 
Lady ( anſwered Lyncus ) Jam Bing at this City, you are now 
at my command, will pe, oz will ye not, A ſhall do my will wich 
pon, but J will take reſpite in my ſufferance till to mo: tow. 
Afcer theſe wozos Lyacus ſent Megara into a Tower, and 

made 
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made her be kept there. After he ſent Philotes into a low Pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, and finding there in bondage and miſery Priamus the Don of 
King Laomedon,he had pity ofhim,and ſent him again to Troy, 
where he was received with great jop of the Ti0janss 


GHAT VII 
How Hereulcs entred into Thebes in an unknown habit: and how 
he put to death the Giant Lyne and his Complices, and his 
Wife Megara. 


Hile by the Swoꝛd of Lyncus and Andromedus, Thebes 
was taken, Lyncus exertiſed there many tyraunies. Foz 
\\ndromedus departed, leaving Lyncus there, with four hun⸗ 
dzed men of War, to kæp the City, and to hold it under his 
command. Thus were the Centaures revenged. Juno coming 
into Thebes, refoyced greatly when ſhe found it deſolate, full of 
Widows and Orphans, and in the hands of Hercules his enc- 
mies: then great were the lamentations of Megara: but Amz 
phitrion being nigh her, comfozted her. Lyncus came many 
times to her into the Pꝛiſon, and requeſted her love in che beſt 
manner he could. Pet his fair words availed him not, foz He 
found her conſtant and firm, always keping inviolable her cha⸗ 
ſtity, and gave him many vertnous anſwers, whereof this is one, 
and the laſt : Lyncus,thou haſt conquered Thebes,and Foztune 
bath given it unto thee, whereby thou haſt enriched thy ſelf with 
vices. Thou now haſt power ts commit on me murther : but 
thy power, no2 thy ſins be not ſo ffrong, to make my virtue 
bow to thee. Megara always bewailed Hercules: the lamented 
ſo much on a day, that the became all raviſhed.,and in a Trance. 
That ſame dap, Hercules (being de parted,from Theſſalonica a 
god while befoze ) journeyed ſo that he entred into the Realm 
of Thebes acrompaniedv with many Noble men. Ve found the 
Comntry all deſtroped. And he had not gone far, when it was told 
him, how Lyncus was Lo2b of Thebes: andhow he had flain in 
vattel the King Creon, and impziſoned Megara. 
When Hercules had received theſe tydings, he was reple- 
"ithed with anger, and laid that he would revenge him ik be 
C might. 
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might. Then he cloathed him with a Pantle above his Armour. 
and diſguiſed Himſelf: when he had lo done, he lefr there his 
keliowe, and entred alone into Thebes,and being uvknown, | aſs 
ſedthꝛough the Gate, and carried himſelf ſo well, that the Pos 
ters let him paſs through. till be came to the Palace. At the 
entry of the Palace a ®oldicr came to him, and demanded what 
be louo ht there? Hercules calt away his antle. and he rok him 
fo his Swoꝛd, and without lpcaking be gave la great a ſtroke to 
the Soldier, that being unarmed he cleft his head from the 
higheſt part down to the ground. Panp other Soldiers that 
were there, ſ&ing the Croke, were afraid,and ran to their Arcs 
and Clubs, and ſome came and fought with Hercules: but he 
ſtroke oft theit heads, and then began to riſe ſo great an up202e, 
that Lyncus hcerd it: and thinking it had been his Poꝛters that 
had quarrelled, he came running down unarmed, to make peace, 
As ſon as Hercules perceived him coming out of the hall, he 
dꝛew unto him with his @wo2d ready d2zawn in his hand: crps 
ing Hercules, Hercules, and ſtroke him ſo, that he cut off his 
right arm, and with the ſtroke he fell to the ground. And he lalo 
upon others, that had no he!ms on their heads, no} targets on 
their backs: and then they knew it was Hercules. Me flew then! 
fo thick, that with the blod that ran down, was made a great 
rulhing, as it had been a Kiver, 

Among thele things the Gentlewomen of Megara iſſued out 
of the Palace, and went into the ſtreets, crying with high ard 
clear voyces, that Hercules was come again, and that he had 
flain Lyncus. With theſe cryes, all the City re ſoyced. and both 
old and poung. Widows, Wives and aids, ran and tak arms 
with great courage. and aſſailed all about the men of Lyncus. 
There was a terrible battel, and many people gathercd tog 
ther, men and women againſt there enemies. In a little ſpace 
all the City was troublevd. When Hercules had put to death 
all that he found in the Palace, excepting Lyncus, whom he 
put in the guard, and keping of Queen Juno,and of many Gen - 
tlewomen that came unto him, he ſpꝛang into the ſtreets, and 
ſhe wed his ſwozd, and laid down on all ſides, and fought lo moꝛ⸗ 


tally with the men of Lyncus, all about where he might : — 
em 
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them, that by the help of them of Thebes, he made all the pars 
ty of Lyncus fall by his @wozww. Then the Thebans re ſoyced 
greatly: and Herculcs returned into the Palace, unto the place 
where the Ladies kept Lyncus, Then Hercules ſent to bzeak os 
pen the doo2 of the Chamber which Megara was in, fozalmuch 
as they could not find the keys, fo? they that kept her were 
dead. Megara then full of gladneſs turned to her Lozd. Hercules 
role up and would have embzaced her: but Lyncus that thought 
on nothing but evil (by the ſecret perſwaſion of Juno ) turned 
him from it, ſoping + Hercules, touch not my Concubine, fo} 4 
have known her fleſhly,and ſhe is the moſt luxurious Ladp, chat 
ever J was acquainted with, 

When Megara heard the crime, the Traitoz charged her with, 
the fell backward into aſwon, without ſpeaking a wo2d, Hercu- 
les being full of auger, and thinkingLyncus ſaid true, he Croke off 
the head of Lyncus, and with the lame ©wo2d that be flew the 
Lraicoz, be put to death Megara, that was witch Child. Pet 
the Chꝛonicles of Spain tell, that he flew not his Mike, but put 
her into a Religious houſe, that he ozdained in Thebes in the 
Temple of Diana,renouncing her company 2 and it is ſaid,that 
this was the firſt Religion that ever was in Thebes. Theſe 
things accompliſhed, Hercules went and twk ot of Pziſon Am- 
phitrion and Philores,and departed from thence ſoze grieved : ſo 
that then,noz a long time after he ſpake not : and went his way 
at all adventure, accompanied with Thecus and Philotes, and the 
Thebans lamented his departure: anv he refuſing, they crowns 
ed Layus the Don of Agenor Bing of Aſſyria, fozalmuch as he 
married Jocoſta Daughter of Bing Creon, 


CHAP. IX. 
How Herewles put to death Laomedon, and defiroyed Troy the ſe- 
cond time, 


Kun, That Hercules, Philotes, and Theſeus departed from 

Thebes, and went into many Kingdoms ſ&king there 

adventures, And palling by Lycia where Herculcs was created 

Alug, on a day they came into r unto the 2 — 
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King Eſon, whoſc Son ſaſon had enterpzized to fail into che 
Ille of Calchos, and made all things ready. When Hercules 
had been feaſted of Jaſon, aud of Duke Pelcus, and knew that 
]-fon would conquer the Flœce of Gold, he pꝛomiſed that be 
would a:compauy him. Andif Foztune would favour him, He 
would adventure to bzing his enterp2tze to an end. To be brick. 
Jaſon and Hercules made ready a god Ship, ſetting out to Dex. 
and renewed not their victuals, till they came to the Poꝛt of 
Troy. Aud then they could not renew them at the Pezt, foz the 
Bing Laomedon was then in Troy, and had fo2tified marvels 
louũy the City again: knowing that there was landing at his 
Poꝛt a Ship full of Greeks, He ſent down a meſſenger, that 
commanded them rudel y, that they ſhould depart thence, and 
that he was enemy to the Greeks. Jaſon as Captain of the Ars 
my) anſwered caurteouſſy the Meſſenger of the King Laome- 
don, and pꝛaped him, that he might have victuals fo2 his money: 
The Pellenger auſwered him, That he ſhould have none there, 
unleſs he got it with the Owozd. Then Hercules could be ſi⸗ 
lent no longer, but ſwoze to the Trojan, That if he might res 
turn from the vopage that he had enterpzized, he would pet once 
again deſtrop Troy, and not leave one None upon another. TTlich 
this ullon, Hercules and Jaſon departed from Troy, and 
by Foꝛtùne they were bzought to the Poꝛt of Lemneg,- where 
reigned a-Queen named Hyſiphile, who wared” amozouS-of J- 
ſon,. as is contained in the Piſtozy of Jaſon. In this Poze of 
Lemnos, Hercules was advertiſed, that thereby was a King; 
named Phincus, which ſuffered himſelf to be governed by an a- 
varicious woman; Phineus had been married to another woman 
befo2e, and by her had two Sons. Theſe two were wzongfully 
baniſhed by their ſtepmother ; and ſhe was lo covetous, that ſhe 
took from the Kiughis riches, and held greater ſtate than be, 
Hercules hraring. thereof, he went and ſpake to Bing Phigc- 
vs, and tothe Auen, and ſhewed them their vices in luch man- 
ner, that the two Childzen were called back from exile, and the 
King held his eſtate roval. Then Herculcs returned into Lem- 
nos, and ſetting to Sea with Jaſon, lalled to the Jule of Ce- 
ches, where Jaſon by the help of Medea, conquered che herz 

with 
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with the fxce of Gold, and carried it with him into Greece, 
Then Hercules commented Jafon greatly among his Parents 
and Friends, and ſpake of the unkindnels of Bing Laomcden, 
how he had ſwo2n to deſtroy Troy, fo? the difcourceſte that La 
omedon had offered them. Then they all together with Hercu- 
Ics, vowed Troy's Peftrucion : and concluded upon the day of 
their departure, and after made ready their chips and other pꝛo⸗ 
viſtons. Then Heec+! s kept his Covenant ſa well, that at the 
day concluded the whole Army put fo2th to Sea, and having a 
rentle Wind. they Go2tly arrived at the Pozt of Troy, with 
£0 great an Poll, that Laomedon durſt not interrupt their land⸗ 
lug. 
Jaſon was at that time, travelling to ſeek adventures. Her- 
cules had with him many Noble men, and among others, there 
were with him the King Thelamon, Ajax, the Duke Neſtor, 
Caſtor, Pollux, Theſeus, and many Kings and Dukes. At the 
landing of this Pozt (which was of ſtrong entry) Herculcs, that 
nothing doubted his enemies, cauled to ſound the Trumpets and 
Zabo;s, and made ſo great a noiſe with them, that the Walls 
af Troy, and of the Palace ecchoed therewith. lo that Laon ec - 
don ſ&ing (out of one of his Windows ) the Yoſt of his Ene⸗ 
ies, was a great while thinking whether he ſhould go to bat⸗ 
tel againſt them oz no. So then it happeaed,that as he was thus 
venſive, he loked toward the Parket place. and ſaw there moze 
than thirty thouſand armed men: which enflamed his heart, 
thac he went and armed him, and (all his thoughts and yenſive- 
neſs let apart) came cs his people, whom he deſired to do their 
uttermoſt. And after, himſelf truſting in Foztune, iſſued out in⸗ 
to the field in ozder of Battel, with god conduct: although he 
ſuppoſed Hercules to be in the Army that was landed: at the 
Port, he marched unto his enemies, that were joyful arhis come 
ing. And then began the Greeks and Trojans a hot skirmiſh 
with ſuch faughter, that there was many ſlain. Hercules failed 
not to heat down his enemies, and caſt ing his eyes on high, e⸗ 
ſpped the Banner Nopal of Troy: he laid an the right. ſide, and 
on the left, with his Club he beat down unmeaſurably, that he 


tame to the Banner, and ünding there Liomedon,. he laid an 
| kim 
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Yim with his Club on his helm, that he pierced his bzain-pan 
and he (ell down dead among many Trojans ; aud ended his mi⸗ 
'ſerable lite. 

After this, he fought fo valiantly with them that held the 
Tanner, that he beat it down; then ell the Trojans wer dil⸗ 
comſited, and crped flee, flo, Mith his cry, they began uw re- 
tire unto the City, thinking to ſave themſelves. Cut the Greeks 
purlued them lo cloſe, that they flew many of chem in their 
flight. The reſt entred rhe City, ſo trouved fo che death of 
King Laomredon,that there was little defence among them. The- 
lamon was the firſt man that entred Troy, and Hercules the ſe⸗ 
cond : and then Herculcs found well, he was right valtant. Pri- 
amus was not in Troy at that time, but was gone into the Caf, 
at the commandment of Laomedon, after he was returncy 
from Thebes, koztune having caft down King Laomedon by the 
ffrong hand of Hercules, the Greeks cutted into Ilion and Pil- 
laged it, and did Ranſack all the Treaſures of T10y, And they 
tk E:cionc the Daughter of the Bing, whom Hercules gave un 
to The'amon, requeſting him to take her, fozalmuch as he was 
the firſt that entred the City. And when they had taken all they 
thought god in Troy, for a final vengeance, Hercules beat down 
the Towers and Buildings, and fired them: that they left noc 
one ſtonc upon another. 


. C H A P. X. 
How Hercules and Afﬀer aſſailed by battel the Gyant Antheon, and 
how they vanquiſhed him in battel the firſt time. 


A Fter this general veſtruction of Troy, when the Greei:s 
departed, and Hercules had left them, the Greeks return- 
ed into Greece with great glozp, and Hercules went by Dce, 
feking his adventures, accompanied with Theſcus and Philo- 
tes: and arriving at the Pozt of Alexandria, he found in thiz 
Pozt a great Army. When the Captain of the Army ſaw him 
weigh Anchoz, he knew by the Enſigns of Hercules, that it was 
he: fo2 he had heard him commended above all men, he came 


unto him full of jop, and (aidunto him: Loꝛd of valour, and 7 
ure

ſure of vertde, among the prople moit mighty, and among 
Rings moſt reſplendent in all glozigus vertue, J falate pon, and 
requeſt chat J may be your ſervant and friend, and thus ſaying, 
be fell on his knees befoze Hercules, in ſign of humility, be kil⸗ 
led the Carth. When Herculcs ſaw the falutation and behavis 
our of this man he cok him by the hand (and lifted him up from 
the ground) ſaluted him, and demanded of him his name: De 
anſwered him, that his name was Aﬀer, Bon of M di:ce, the 
Don of Abraham, and that in the Armp, none was Captain but 
himlelk, and that the Xgyptians, Hadozwained him Duke and 
Leader of the Doft, to ga into Lybia, to deſtroy the Countrey 
in revenge of the iufuries that the Tyrant Bulice of Lybia, had 
done to them, as Hercules well knew. 

When Hercules had underſtod the name and affairs of Aer, 
be tk him faz his friend: and ſaid to him, that he would ac⸗ 
company him to conquer Lyb a. Aſſer thanked him and bzought 
him into a rich Ship, where be feaſted him as much as was 
poſſible, They had not long abidden there, but they went to Dea 
with great gladneſs,- foz the Egyptians were ſo joyful and glad 
to have Herculcs with them, that they believed verily, that 
there might no miſhap teme to them. Hercules found in the ſhip 
of Aﬀer, the Wife and alſo the Daughter of Afﬀcr,whole name 
was Echee 3 ſhe was the moſt fair Gentlewoman in the world, 
and poung and freſh. By the daily ſight of her, Hercules became 
amozous of her, and required her to be his Wife. Echee ans 
wered, that of her ſelf ſhe might not accozd to his demand: but 
Je laid, if Foꝛtune give me ſo great a grace that J may be your 
Nike, J ſhall have moze tauſe to thank the Gods, than any de- 
fect in me. Hercules was well content with the Damoſel : aud 
by her perſweften called Aﬀer, and required him that he would 
Zive to him his Daughter to be his Wife. Aﬀer thanked Her- 
ca:c5, that he vouchſafed to demanv his Daughter: he that was 
the moſt ercellent of Nobles : aud ſaid to him that he ſhould 
take her and do with her his will and pleaſure, Hercules tſpoul⸗ 
ed "ch*e, by the conſent of Aﬀer, and they lay together, paying 
the due debt of Barriane in ſuch wiſe. that Echte corceivev of 
the ſerd al Hercules, After the. marriage, Hercules and —— 

 lailed, 
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ſailed ſo long that they arrived at the. Po2t of Lybiz,where now 
ſtandeth Carthage, and there they took Land in a night which 
was clear, afterwards they entred haſtily into the Countrey, 
and beleged the City of Lybia, without reũſtance, oꝛ gainſaping. 


In this City was then a great Gyant named Antheon, very 
great above other Gpants, the moſt ſtrong and puiſſant that was 
in all the parts of Europe, ano Lybia Circne Tripoly, in all the 
Wountains and Illes, inhabited in theſe Countrere, unto the 
Alles Foztunate. This Bing then adverciſcd of the coming of 
the Egyptians, was paſſing angry, and [woze that none of them 
ſhould return into Egypt. 

As ſoon then as he might he did cauſe his men to arm them, 
and iſſucd out of the City with a great company of Lybians, and 
made ſo great haſt to run upon the Egyptians, that he kept no 
oꝛder among his people, whereof he took great harm: foz when 
he came to the battel, be found that Hercules had trained his 
people, and let them in two battels, of which he lead and cou⸗ 
duſted the firſt battel. It hapned ſo. that they of the ſaid com- 
pany of Hcrcules, by fozce of hot, bare themſelves ſo valiantly, 
with rokes, that they bꝛought to death mo2e than fifteen hun⸗ 
dꝛed Lybians. When their ſhot failed, Anchcon ſpꝛang into the 
greateſt p2eſs, as the moſt valiant, and ſuppoſed well to have 
*ktrmiſhed with his enemies: but when Hercules ſaw him come. 
he laid hand on his Club, and yut him foꝛth befoz e, and gave him 
ſo great a ſtroke, that he made his head to bow on the left five, 
Anthcon had his Swozd lifted up to have ſmitten Herculcs. 
when he received the ſtroke that Hercules gave him, by which 
his ſtroke was bzoken, Nevertheleſs he ſaid between his terch 
Me would revenge him. So he lifted up his Swoꝛd again, and 
ſtroke Hercules ſo vehemently, that with the ſtroke he bzake hie 
Shield. Then Hercules knew that the Gpant was a man of 
great ſtrength, pet notwichſtanding, he ſmote him the lecond 
time with his Club: thus Herculcs and Antheon gave each os 
ther ſo grra: ſtrokes, t hat there came between them of the two 

parties, both Lybians and Egyptians, There was a great noile 
of clinking of Dwo:ds, and ſounding of the Shields and ns 
that 
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that were bzoken, and Balberds that were difmailey, Sbields 
quarteted, and Glaves broken: there was blod largely ſhed on 
both parties. Hercules aud Anthcon were parted by fozce of the 
pꝛels. Antheon by great ite ſmote without ceaſiug upon the fierce 
Egyprians: Hercules bzoke the Helms largely with his Club, 
end did what he pleaſed with the Libians, aud bzought ſo ma⸗ 
ny to death with his Club, that in little time he paſſed rhzough- 
out the whole power of King Anthcon, many times in his way 
be covered the earth with dead Libians. The firſt ekirmich was 
ſtrong and damagable to Anthcon: foz one Egyptian that he flew 
with his Swoꝛd, Hercules wich his Club killed ten Liblans, 
About Hercules was nothing but blod, Hcrovies made the mouns 
tains to rebound with cryes, the companies to tremble, the Li- 
bians to flee back, with little gain. As long as the day cudured 
he held zhe battel valiancly, and about the cvening, when Afler 
and Theſcus came to the fight. he beſtirred himſelf in ſuch faſhion 
againſt Antheon that he made him de, ſo that the Egyptians pur⸗ 
lued them. 


CHAP. 41 
How Herculer took King Atlas: and how he began to ſludy the 
Science of Aſtronomy, and the ſeven liberal Sciences. 


New when Hercules ſaw the Libians flex befo2e them, he 
cauſed to ſound a Retreat, fozaſmuch as it was late, and 
with great glozy returned into the place that he had choſen to 
told his Biege at. Mis Wife Echee tame to him with open 
arms, and killed him: Ge helpt to warm him, and bzought him 
lreſt water to walh his face with, and there was made good chear 
of all the Egyptians, Contrary to this good chear, the Libians 
were in the City and made great ſoꝛrow, fo2 they had loſt near 
thirty thouſand men: eſpecially Antheon made ſimple chear, 
fo2 he had god cauſe: Hercules had ſo beaten him with his Club, 
that he might not help himſelf, but went with great pain to 
bed, and with ſozrow ſent foz His Philltians and Chirurgeons, 
which came and viſited him, and finding him all bzuiled, laid to 
him that it would be near a _ ere they could heal him. — 
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theen tonſidered his caſe, ſent and deſtred of the Egyptians 
Truce foz rhe ſpace of a month, offering to lend them daily a 
certain number of caitle,and & great quantity of vicaals, Then 
be commanded all the Kings and Princes that were his Tribu- 
tartes, and ſent unto his neighbours, paying them that they 
would come and ſucconr him with their men of Arms, in the 
moſt haſty wile they could. This peace fo made, Hercules be- 
gan to remember him, chat betoze time he had heard Philoces 
ſpeak of a Bing named Ars, that he was the moſt wiſe man 
and cunningeſt of all the wozld. that he dwelt in a Caſtle ſtand⸗ 
ing on the top of a very High Wountain named Atlas, after the 
name of che lame Ling. In this :emembzance Hercules being 
covetous of the ſcience of Artis, called Plvlotes and (aid to him 
that be would go into the Realm of Bing Atlas, and chat his 
intent was to leck there his adventure. Philotes anſwered, that 
he could bzing him taco the Realm, foz he knew the Country. 
Zhen Hercules called Afﬀer, and Th:icus,and charged chem that 
they ſhould alway make good watch, Aud took leave af chem and 
his TWike, laying, that he would haſtily return. This done. 
he and thiee Pariners with Philotes, went unto the Dea in a 
Galley fincly made, and ſailed into the M d terrant an Dea: they 
had ſpeedy TUind,and Foztune was good to them. In little while 
thep came into the Strait of Gibralcer, Ind then Pailotes ſhew⸗ 
ed unta_ Hercules the Mountain, and the Caſtle where Als was 
at that time aviding. 

When tIcrcul:s ſaw: the Fountain and the Caſile, he wene 
and iwk land jopouly: Zhen he tok his Club, and commande+ 
Philtocs and his Mariners to abide them there. Do he went 
toward the Pountain, and it happened he met with a man that 
deſcenbed down from the hill, and He abd2eſled him cowart the 
ſaid man to. hear ſome rybings, and demanded of him from 
whence. he came? Ye laid, AI came from (he Caſtle that ye 
may ſee ponder on high. Whither go pe laid Hercules? uns 
the City of Mercely, anſwered the ſtranger: the Ping Atlas 
to whom J em lervant, hach ſent me thither to publich his 
commandement unto the Citizens, that w;chin fix days ec 
911d be furniched with their Arms, foz to accompany him to 
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go unto the war of the grea: King of Lybia, which requeſted 
inſtantly te have his luctour. Wherefoze if pe will lerve him in 
His Atmp, and be his ſouldicr, go up aud ye will find him in 
vis Caſtle ſtudying the lcicnce of Aſtronomy. The ſervayt of 
King Atlas with theſc words went on his way, and Hercules went 
up unto the Pountain, and came to the Gare of the Caſtle, 
where he found four Bnights that demanded of him what he 
would have « Hercules anlwercd, His will was to ſycak ts the 
Hing, foz certain matters that concerned him. The four Kuights 
(thinking nothing but good) b;ought Hercules within a great 
Hall, wherein were all the mea of Bing Atlas, aſſaping them 
with Swozds and Arcs, fozaſmuch as they had heard ſay. tyat 
they ould go to Mars, and they were all armed. 

When cheſc KSuights had brought Hercules thicher, they 
gave knowledge untothe Bing, that a ſtrange Gyant asked af 
tet him, and would not tell them the cauſe why?: Then Atlas 
went deb, and found He cules armed in a Lions skin, and azks 
d him what he was? then he anlwered, he was Hercules that 
had conquered Philotes and the Garden with the Shep of thy 
Daughtere: Jam now come hither foz to conquer thee with 
thy Sciences. Wherefoze it behoveth ther that thou do ts me 
obeplance,and give over to help the great Antheon mine enc⸗ 
my. And if thou wilt not ds ſo, Arm thee haſtily, and delend 
thee with Arms, and that J command thee: If thon wilt not 
conſent thereto by love, 4 will make thee acco2d thereto by fozcc. 
Atlas was erceedingly diſcouraged, when he knew bythe mouth 
of Herctilẽs that it was he that had conquered Philotes , and had 
flain the Gpant his fellow, taken his ſheep, and alſo newly hay 
aſlailed by War Ancheon, to whom he had pzomiſed ts give luc⸗ 
tour: and alſo conſidered, that he willed he ould pield himfelf 
to him, his heart then began to [well foz anger and pꝛide, and in 
great rage he ſaid to bim, © thou pꝛeſumptuous Hercules, how 
att thou ſo hardy as to come alone befoze me: thou that A may 
net love? know thou tht J have hav many a dilpleaſure by thy 
outrage, fog Philotes Was my great friend: aud now thou art 
come to renew this vpiſpleaſure, and that J pield me unto thee, is 
not my intention. 
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At'as With theſe words went into a Chamber faft by, and coms 
mauÞcy that every man ſhould arm him, os they did, Hercules 
han al wa ves bis oye upon bim: to the end that he ſhould not ef- 
rape him. When be was armed he came againſt Hercules, and 
challenged him. After he geve him a lroke with his Sword 
fiercely. Wirch the cry and wich the ſtroke all they of the Fo2- 
treſs aſſailed Hercules. Then be put himſelf in defence, and 
laid abou! mighrily by the rig eur of his Club. and wich twelve 
ftrokes he flew twelve of his enemies. After be wounded many 
other, and ſpared long the blod of Atlas. But in the end, foꝛal⸗ 
much as Atlas, gave great ſtrekes to Hercules, Hercules ſmote 
him upon the Veln, without employing all his ſtrength, and 
gave him a wound in the head. that all aſtonted he bare him te 
the earth, Then they of the Fontels durſt no moze adventure 
to aſſail Herculcs, neither durſt they adventure to relieve Atlas, 
but fied thence out of the Caſile, and Hercul.s abode there alonc 
with Atlas, and the dead bodies, Do tn the end when Hcrcuies 
ſaw they had given it over, he took Atlas, and made him to cry 
him mercy. Then he went into his tudy, and took all his boks, 
which he laded upon a Camel, and conffrained atlas to follow 
him. And when Hercules had done in the Callle all his pleaſure, 
he departed accompanied with Atlas, and with his books, and 
bought Him down to the Sea ſide, to the place where Pnilotcs 
ſtayed foz him. 

When Phi'o es ſaw Hercules come With Ars, andHis boke. 
he had great ſoy, and cook acquainiance with A ae, who was fo 
ſozrowful that he could not ſpeak : chen rhep enrred into ther 
Galley, and went unte the Sea: Artis was lozrowful, and 
troubled with the wound he had in his head. Hercubes requeſted 
him inſfant{y, that he would ceach him his ſcience. Atlas would 
in ns wile do it at the beginning ot his lo: row: but when he had 
tonverſed and tarrped with Hercules, as well fot che bounty 
he law in him, as by che perſwaſion of P ilotes, which affirmed 
that Hercules was the moft noble ans vertuous man that ever 
was he began to leech him all his ſciences: wherein he learner 
aud pꝛeſite d by quick and ſharp wit, tha: He attained to all, and 
that afterward he became the belt Philolopher,and the — 
peckes 
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perfect Ackronomer in all the wozld. Thus ſtudping, Heccuics 
returned with great honour into che Armp of Aſſer, aud found at 
vis coming, that his Mike had hꝛoughbt kozch a fait Don, which 
the Egyptians had crowned Bing ot Egypt, where ye reigned a 
terward, and was called Dedon, 

When Aer ſaw Atlas, and knew how Herculcs had vans 
quiſhed him, he marvelled much of bis p2zoweſs which was lo 
great, and of his wiſdom chat attained ro ſuch high things. But 
Hercules bent ali his wit and ſtudy to learn the lcience. In the 
mean while a little and a little the time paſſed, aud Arthecu 
aſiemblcda very great hoſt, and was all healed of his waunds, 
and the Truce failed and expired, whercat the Egypuans had 
great joy: f they pet hoped to have vico2y of their encmies, 
And the Livians hoped to revenge them of the ſhame that Her- 
eul:5 had made them receive, When the Zruce was expired, the 
day following Hercule; made ready his battels on the one ſide, 
and Anth-on oꝛdained his on the other de. Antheon made thi 
vatrels, the firſt of twelve thouſand fighting men, the lecond 
af twenty thonland, and the third battel of thirty thouſand, Me 
then o2dained himlelf King and chief Captain of the firſt bats 
tel: in the (ſecond, he 02dained the Bing of Gutulc to be Gas 
vernour 2 and in the third, he made the Bing of Cothulic, And 
then when he had well let them in array, and trained them, in 
& mozning he made chem to march joyoufly againſt his enemies. 
— nothing but the hour when Hercules would charge 
them. | |

| Ercales had made of bis. folk two battels, the firſt whereof 

he conducted. Affer and Theſcus guided the other. When 
he ſaw the Libians march, which-made 3ye greateſt tumult and 
noite in the world, he went ton befoze, anv his Company fol- 


tawed. Zhen began the Txumycis te (ound, and-Taboze ip 
ma 
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make great noiſe: rbe cry was great, they began ſharply the 
batte!, whereof Hercules and anthcon made the aſſay by a 
[wife courte, and with ſharp Swords mote fo ſoze together, 
that Anthcon bake his Sword, and the Tron of the Sword 
of H rcules picrced the Shield of Autheon and his arms on his 
right five, by which he had a wound where the blood ſpꝛang out. 
An hron was almoſt dead wich ſozrow when he felc the ſtroke, 
and law that his Swozd had done but little to Hercules: be 
took his Dwo2d, and Ferculcs took his, and they ſmete each 
other lo hard, that Herculs bare Au heon unto the carth with 
one ſtroke, and had lain him, had not the L biaus run upon 
Hercules on all fidcs, they nave him lo great an aſſault that he 
kuew not to whom he might attend, Then Hercules empioped 
his Swozd upon the Ly biaus. The Epycrians aſſembled them 
eagecly upon their enemies. Anthcon relieved himſelf all as 
ſhau. ed ok his fall: applying all his puiſſance and ſtrength to re⸗ 
venge him, not upon Hercules, but upon them of his party. This 
Antneon ſmote cagerly on the one ſide, and Hercules en the o⸗ 
ther. Anthcon fought with great fierceneſs and anger, and Her- 
cul.s by Pzoweſs. The ficrceneſs of Anthcoa was great, but 


the Pꝛowels of Hercul.s was To ercefi:ve great, that the Ly- 


bians fied him: and when they ſaw him they trembled foz fear, 
at this battel, befoze the [word of Herxculcs all bloody. Then 
the great routs of the Lybiars were ſoꝛe afraid, and kept no ar⸗ 
ray: he ſmote off heads, and laid them down to the carch: his 
folk that wert deſtroyed by Antheon he gathered together again. 
He made luch wark chat the Lybiane had the wozſe, and Auth e⸗ 
on ſent haſtily to the Bing of Cothalie, that he ſhould come to his 
Help. 
| The Sing of Cothulic-at the ſending of Antheon, departed, 
weening to have come to the skirmiſh : but when Aﬀer and 
Theſcus law him. they went againſt Him, and hinvzed him. 
Then began the fight lo great and mortal, that Theſcus and 4t- 
fer llew the Bing of Cothulic, beat down his Banners, his re- 
tognilances, and his Co'uliens, and tmote fo ſoꝛe upon their 
bodies, that they went back, and were conftrained to cry fo; 


help. The Ning of Getulic leeiug this evil adventure, came vn - 
'T 14 
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'8 the reſcue, and found the Cotuliens diſcomfited, at this com⸗ 
ine; che noile and frokes began to renew: many a valiant ad, 
and many a P2owels was ſhewed there. Many ſhe wed their 
vertue and ſtrength. and many were ſlain there, ITheſeus did 
marvels, but alwaps the G-tulicnz held them together, any 
fought againſt Theſes the (pace of th hours, and loft but a 
ew of their people util che time that Hereul:5 bzought the army 
of Bing Aatteon to diſcemfiture, and made them fle, to ſave 
themſclues, the G-ivliens, then were diliouraged in ſuch wiſe, 
that afcer they had len the Army of King Artheon biſcomficed, 
thep could not life vp their Zcms to defend them, but were lain 
by litile and little: and tu che end they were bought to ſuch a 
ſtraight, that they knew no! bow to lave themiclves, Then 
they fled gut ctihe place, dilperſed in the üelde, withoauc Caps 
tains oz Lerders. And H-rcuics put himſelf {ozth in che pꝛels 
befoze all, among them that fled fic of the Lybians, ſo that he 
came to the Gate 6: the City with them, and began to mire, fo 
unmealurabtp, that be pur todcathche Lybians flying thicher, 
and the Pozters, and all chem that didreaſt him. Allo he made 
the Foypiians ts Ewe into the Town. And Anthon ling fo2s 
zune againſt him in all paints. fl. r into his Pallace, not accompa⸗ 
uied aza Ling + bur went a large o che fields, by the conduct 
(our Moores oaly, that b:vight him into Mauritania.

this manner He:c'es and the Egypti ins entred into Ly- 

dia, and lubdurd it by fozce of Arme. And Antheon fied into 
uritagia, Where he aliemLled ncw (olk haſtily. They of Ly- 
bia yielded them all to the mercy of H-1cu'es, When Hercules 
bad thus dauuted chem ol Lybii, and thcit neighbours, he made 
At Eirg, and naucd it after him Aiſf;ck,, ant ſaid that he 
fo2ght nor for his fingular profic and cove: oi:ſneſs.but fo; libe⸗ 
raltip,and to cralt vertue. O molt valiant aud noble H.rcules, 
there was never man boyn amore the Painims moze liberal, 
moge noble, oz moze vercuous, Ye would not be Bing of all 
the 
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the wogld, he was 1iberal.and employed his conqueſt well and 
wifely, and gave all his gitts adviſedly. When he had made Af. 
fe: King, he enquired what laws they held, and eſtabliched 2- 
mong them the Sacrament of marriage. Foz at that time the 
Women were there,all common. and when it happened that the 
Women Had Childzen, they gave to the wen after their Phrſt- 
ognimtes: and thus ſaich Ariſtotle in bis Politicks. 

Beides this Sacrament, Hercules o2dained unto the Asti. 
ezns, that they ſhould keep the Laws of Greece, and with poli⸗ 
tick government, made the Affricans live reaſonably and ver⸗ 
tuoully. And above all other things, he made them He ve the c;- 
der of marriage in great reverence, When Hercules had 03s 
dained all this, tydings came to him that Antheon was come 
again to chaſe him, with many Morrs that followed him. Then 
he returned toward Antheon and the Morians, and ſmote them 
down with his Club, ſo deadly, that he made it red with their 
blod, flew them all and put them to flight ſo cruelly, that Ar- 
theon abode alene againſt Hercules, and fought againſt him body 
to body by great ſtrength, and gave him many ſtrokes hard to 
bear. 

But Hercules gave him ſo many and ſo large ſtrokes, that the 
Gpant knew not how to lave Himſelf, and thought to Have fled. 
But Hercules that ran as ſwiftly as an hoꝛſe, ran after him, and 
embzaced him in his arms with all his might, and lifred him 
up into the air, and bare him unto the Mzuricanes. And when 
he came nigh unto them, he caſt him down veſpicefully to the 
earth, that bꝛuiſed aud cruſhed him: Anthcon abode there dead. 
Arid his death turned unto the Moors fo great abaſhment, thac 
they loft all their frength, and were flain by great exceſs with- 
out remedy! they loft there the King Authcon, the Bing of Mau- 
ritane, the Bing of Tan gie, and many other Kings, and all the ho- 
nourable of the battc!: foz in the end they all fled, in which 
fight was taken and ſubdued the Seigniozy ok Aﬀrick, and the 
City of Mauritanc.

How Herenler and Theſeus fought againtt the two Damoſels of 
Scythie. 


1 N temembꝛance ef this vlaozy Hercules made in the field a 
ſtatue of a man ũcepiog in the place where he had pur to death 
Ant eon, ànd under it he buried the body of Antheon. And as 
ti mage, which was made ok the bone of an Elephant, was 
ech of the Image vegan to ſound like as it ha) been 
x fc wherefo:e the Moos had afterwarp the ſepulchze 

Car rd and woꝛſhiped the Idol. After this ſtatue 
xr pt: by Hercules, he went by Tingie and Ampeloſie, 

and by many 9'her-Countreys, and conquered all the Country, 
that now is called Atrick, and gave all to Affer, and Hercules 
Leturued into Libia and there he found Echee his wife dead by a 
Irievous fickneſs : wherefo2e he made marvellous great ſozrow. 
Then to fozget this ſozrow, he tok leave of King Aﬀer, and 
the Egyptians, and thought to Have departed thence, but as he 
was taking leave, a Damelel ſtrangely arrayed came unto him 
and laid, Loꝛd of Lybia, the Queen of Schytia, Ladies of 
Egypt, of Cappadocia, and of Alia, have ſent me unto you : 
which Ladies have conquered che ſaid Countries, in taking 
bengeauce of the miskoztune of their Yusbands now late dead: 
aud have abandoned their Country becauſe of the great outs 
rage that Verores King of Egypt made in Scithia. And foꝛal⸗ 
much as ye be of the Linage of the Egyptians, they ſend to port; 
that pe lubmit unto their obedience, todo with pou what ſhall 
Neale them: oz elſe that pou come againſt them in battel, to 
9: event the ſhedding of blod. And they let you know, that they 
pave good right to ſubdue pou, and that if there be among you 
two Lnights, that againſt two of them will do feats of arms to 
[ty their lives, they will veliver unto pou two Ladies in place 
convenient, upon condition, that if the Ladies overcome you, you 
{all be Holden as vanquiſhed, and be at theic commandment 2 
and if your men overcome the Ladies, they fhall be reputed as 


Bvercome, and thall be ſubject unto you, 
G Herculcs 
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Hercules hearing this meſſage of the Ladies, anſwered the 
Peſenger, Damolel, ünce the Ladies of Scythia be ſo valiant, 
that they have conquered the great Kealms of F gypt, Cappado- 
cia, And of Alia.they inay be doubted. Nevertheleſs, to p2event 
the cfticfion ot blood, and to defend che Africans from their bon⸗ 
dage, you ſhall return to them and ſay, That the battel ok two 
Enights againſt two Ladies, is agreed urfto them, to be done to 
mozrow upsn the condition chat you have laid. Then Hercul.s, 
Aﬀer., and manp others p2omiled to hold theſe thiags, and did 
great honour unto the Damolſel. 

The Damoſel having done her meſſage, returned unto the 
Ladies, which were entred a great way in Africk, and told them 
woꝛd foꝛ woꝛd the anſwer of Hercules. The pꝛiucipal of all theſe 
Ladies, was Synope, and had two ſiſters ſo expert in arms, thac 
they feated no Knight of the wozld the one was named Mena ip- 
pe, and the other Hyppolita. Anon, as the Ladies had received 
theie tydings of the Africans, they had great joy, and holding 
opinion, that Africk was won by the ſtrength of Hyppolita and 
Menalippe, who did marvels in Arms, they owdained that they 
ſhould fight with the two nights: and lo they were on the mo2- 
row ready in the fields. | 

At the hour that was 02dained, Hercules and Theſeus' fitting 
on two ho:les, with a great company of Africans) rode into the 
place that the Ladies had choſen to do feats of arms in. There 
were the .cwo Ladies abiding in a ſair place armed and wel! 
mounted on good Steede, and by them were other Ladies in great 
number. As (wn as Hercules and Theſeus had eſpyed the two Da⸗ 
moſcls, they made them that followed to ſcand, and ſent unto the 
Damoſels to know what they would do. The Damoſels anſwer 
ed the two Knights.that they were ready to do deeds of Arms a⸗ 
gainf them, under the condition of their quarrel, And ik they 
were come they would come kosch. 

H-rcol-s and Theſcus, with this anſwer tok their Spears, 
and ſpurred their Yozſes, and made ffgns unto the Damolels. 
And they kurniched with Shields and Spears, ran againſt them 
{o expertly, that they ſeemed of heaven and not of earth, and at 
che coping of their <arp Dpears, the ſtrokes were ſo m — 
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both ſides, that Hippolita and Theſeus bare cach other unto the 
carth, in likewiſe did Menalippe and Hercules. The Atricans 
marvelled much to ſee the two Yzinces bozu down, and pet the 
Ladies of Scythia matvelleb much moze of the Damoſels. When 
the Knights and the Damslels found themſelves lying on the 
carth, ame ſmote them to their hearts, Nevertheleſs each of 
them cot lightly up, and with great courage took their Dwo2ds, 
and app2oaching [mote each other ficrcelp, that the Ladies anu 
Unighis felt the firokes, Hyppolita purſued her man Theſcus, 
and Menalippc kept her unto Hercules. The ſtrokes of Hippolita 
were great, and did great grief unts Thcſeus, Thefeus enfozced 
vimſelf ſtrongly to avenge him, and could not well come to his 
purpoſe. Hercules overcame Mcnalippe lighily with his word, 
and put her in his mercy, but Hippolica maintained her fozce ſa 
mightily againſt Theſcus, that ſhe had put him co fople, had not 
Hercules been, that ſaid to him: Pꝛother, what ſhall chis be 2 
Where is the Pzoweſs of Theſcus? Shall that be daunted by the 
Chivalry of a Damoſel : If ic be lo, certainly all men ſhall have 
fame of pour diſhonour, 

Thele woꝛds began to awake again the blood of Theſeus that 
was afoze afleep,and to lighten his courage, in ſuch wile, that he 
recovered a new ſtrength, and put himſelf fozth, and began to 
mite wich ſuch fozce, that he made the Damoſel recant, and 
took away her Swozd, and conquered her: whereat the Ladies 
were much grieved, and eſpecially the Queen Synope, which 
then ſent Hercul:s her arms, in taken that ſhe was vanquiſhed, 
p2aping him that he would reſtoze again the two Damolels. 
And Hercules took the Arms of the Queen, and ſent to her Mcna- 
ppe, and made peace with her fo: the Africans, upon condition, 
that they Gould give Hippolita in marriage to Theleus,who was 
amo2ous of her. Do then then the Wedding was made in Africk 
with great honour. And the Ladies hearing of the marvellous 
As of Hercules, pꝛailed him, and held themſelves happy to be 
vanquiſhed of him. 
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En. 
Now Hrcules began to wax amorous of Pijauira, and how 4: 
chelor and Hercn/es had battel the one againit the other, and 
how Achelous was vanquiſhed. 


Fter the congneſt of theſe Ladies, Thicſe:is took leave of 

Hercules aud of Affer, and teturued into his Conntry, to 
wing home his Lady; and then went Hercules to Calcedonia, 
whith lyeth eppoſit te Achja, and Arcadis, to ſce a fair Lady 
ol excellent beauty, that he had heard greatly recommended by 
2 Clcedonian that was in hie company : By ca, and by Land, 
he cameinto Calcedonia. The King of that place had to name 
Oencus, and had two Daughters, the one named Dcjinira, and 
the other George. Dcjanira was the faireſt, and that was (he 
that Hercules came to ſce. Wihen Ozncus had knowledge that 
Hercules came into his Country, he had great joy, and received 
him. embꝛacing him fo honourably, as was poſſible. In entring 
into his Pallace the Queen aud his two Daughters, Seorge and 
Dejanira welcomed Hercules, - Incontinent as Herculcs caſt his 
eres upon Dejanira, that was the faire} woman that ever he 
faw, De fel; himſelf marvellouſly raviſhed. This deſire cu- 
fred into Hercules ali full of raves of Love, pierceing into his 
heart as ſuddenly as che tapes of the Dun, pallech though 
Glaſs, 

D-janirca Had ſo much beauty, and was lo well accompliſhed, 
that to her might be made no compariſon, not only in beauty, 
but with her ig wiſdome and bounty. Ohe was the malt p2e- 
cious treafure of Calccdoniz, and thither came many Ladies. 
Gentlewomen and others, Yer neighbours were all amozous o: 
ber. and eſpecially King Achelous, that was ſtrong and piiiſiant, 
Tbis King had great ſeigniozy.and marched though the Bealm 
of Calcedoniz, But when Hercules had been there a [pace,pal- 
fac the timt forouſly, in beholding the behaviour of Dejacic: 
it hapned on a dap that che Peſſenger of King Achclous, came 
to Ocneus and ſaid to him, that Achcio's demanded if he wort? 
give him 379 Daughter, and that ik he would not give her to 
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him at this time, he would moleſt his Country, and make him 
war. Ac this meſſage. Oencus was troubled, and anſwered the 
Peſſenxcr, That on the mozrow he would give him an anſwer, 
All that day O.nevs was penſtve and abode alone: and to pals 
his melancholly, be came to H-rcules. When Hercules ſaw him lo 
penſtve, he abjured him earneſtly that he ſhould tell him the caule 
ot his penfiveneſs;who told it him and ſaid. E od Hercul:s, ſince 
it pleaſeth you to know of my griek, A will cell pou the canſe. 
There is here by a King my ncighbour, named Achelous, great 
and fierce, which hath many times deſtred to have to his wife D. 
janita mp Daughter, J have not ban willing to accoꝛd che Mars 
riage, fozalmuch as J know this Bing a man of evil life. And fo: 
this cauſe J have had many menaces of him, and alſo this day his 
Peſſenger is come again to me, and he hath ſatd, chat if J give 
him not my Daughter at this time, he will make war, Durelp 
Hercules, i ye ſee me penſive, it cometh to me by this occaſion. fox 
1 have not yet given him his anſwer, but Jmuſt give it him to 
mozrow. 

Nevertheleſs, J have concluded in my lelt, that J will noc 
give unto him my Daughter. And now wijen I lee verily, that 
vy the refuſe of my Daughter, it muſt needs be chat war will 
enſue; know well, that J am diſpleaſed: foz war is the eternal 
deſolation of the Countrey: perdition and waſt of the people and 
goods. 

Dir laid Hercules) it is needful unte a man that he take and 
bear all that Foꝛtune will. As pe ſap, war is not encreaſing of 
gegple but diminution: pet by that ertremity, it is expedient 
that a man reſoyce in his right. Right comfoxteth the courage 
of a man aud the courage of a man comkoꝛted, bzingech him of- 
tentimes to glozidus victozp. A bzute beaſt dilgarniſhed of rea⸗ 
onable wit, ficghteth fo2 his neſt with his claws, and with his 
tecth. What ſhall a man ſenſible and endowed with wit and rea 
lon, do with any aſſaui* ( namely in his own Land and Terri- 
tozie ( Nature willeth and inſtrucketh, that where coꝛpozal fo2ce 
faileth, vigour and vertue of courage worketh, and that they 
fight fo their Countrey. Take Courage then in your right. and 
tell your enemies: pe have received me wo2thipfull, and in re⸗ 
ceiving 
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ttiving theſe tydings,J will kelp yon of it be need, and J ſippoſe 
if Ache lous aſtail pou, he hall repent Him, 
With theie words the King Ocncus comforted himſelf great⸗ 
Ip, and the day d2ew cover. On the mozrow O2ncus calied the 
meſſenger of Ache! vs, and (aid ro Him, be ſhould come no mo2e 
to demand hie daughter, lo; that he was not minded 10 give her 
to jis Paſter: and {urthermoze if he moved war againſt him 
fo2 this cauſe, he had intention to defend himlelt unts the death 
of the laſt man of his people. The Peſſenger returned with 
theſe wozds and told them to Achelous, and all that he found 
with him. Acheicus was not content with King Oenen and as he 
that was overmuch ſmitten wich the love of Dejanira, began to 
aſſemble his men of Arms with an intent to make war on King 
Ocncus,gnd to take from him his Daughter. Hercules was then 
in CalceJlonia, and oftentimes he was with D-janira in gra⸗ 
cious conferences. Ve found her ſo well add2eſſcd in all honeſt 
manners, that all the day he was moſt parc with her, in the 
ight he did nought but dꝛeam and think on her: howbeit he ſaid 
nothing that concerned his amoꝛous deſires, willing firſt to ſhew 
them his power in Arms. It hapned on a day he opencd a win- 
dem that was by the Garden of Dejanira, and caſting his eyes 
down be law Dejanira that ſate upon a green place, accompanied 
with many Ladies and Gentlewomen. Then he ſec all his mind 
to contemplate the exceſſive beauty ok her. After he defired her, 
ſaring, © Dejanira thou that haſt not the p2erogacive to 
know the hearts and thoughts of men, il J Gould ſay to thee 
the tenth part of the Love and deſire J have to cher, thou couldſt 
not believe it. Jhave gone many a Countrey,and ſeen many a 
Realm, and many a Treaſure, J have deſired many a thing. 
But of all, to come to mp wiſhed bliſs, J was never in ſo great 
thought as J am toz to get vour Love. The ſame hour that Her- 
cules ſpake by himſelf, Dcjanira was not idle: the had Hercules 
in her remembzance, and in her heart, then being rich in the 
points of Love ſown between variations of hope and deſpair, ſhe 
was ſurp2ized in all her veins with the heat of that fire that 
burnech amoꝛous hearts. This fire was hard to quench, oz ta 
cover the right piercing ſparkle, #he lap down then upon — 
grals, 
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eraſs and began to ſay in her mind; Alas, Hercules, what ſhall 
D. janira do: ſhe cannot come to attain vour Love, J was wont 
not to deign to behold a man. and then ſaid, that neither Pzince 
123 Biag ſhould have my Love. Now am Jin another mind and 
deſire no other thing. but chat J ſhould be pour Wife, J had ſup⸗ 
poſed to have remained and continueda pure Uirgin, and J on- 
ly was diſdainer ef men, contrary to the requeſts and admoniti⸗ 
ons of the Ladies: theſe be row far other tydings. With theſe 
words ſhe ceaſcd a little, and began to think on many other 
things. Ac this point, as ſhe thought on Hercules, and Hercules 
on her, tydings came thither, that Achclous was coming to be- 
ſiege the City, by land and by ſea, and that he was very neer. 
Foz theſe tydings aroſe in the Palace a great murmuring.that 
came to the ears of Hercules and of D-janira ; their ſpirits were 
troubled in ſuch faſhion, that Hercules left to behold Dejanira,. 
and then ſhe left to think on Hercules, and both went to the King 
Ceneue, 

Anon as Hercules came unto the King, the Ling ſaw him, 
and laid to him, that his enemies were very neer the City. Her- 
cules an[wered foyoufly, that it behoveth to go feaſt them: and 
willed that he put his people in arms, At this anſwer of Her- 
cvlcs, the King did lound to Arms, and with his ſound all Cz!- 
cedonia was moved, aud each man made him ready. H rcul-s 
and his Greeks were ready in a little ſpace. The Calcedonans 
aſlembled by great companics in the Palace. Uthen they were 
«aſtembled, the King and Hercules bought them into the field, 
and Hercules put them in o2der; that done, he did cauſe them to 
march, the Calcedonians and Greets, and cach party appꝛoached 
io nigh, that there was nothing to do but to lmite. Hercules 
made two battatians, the firſt with bis people, the other with 
Cuilcedonians, When thep came to the point to meet, Hercules 
went to the Calcedonians, and in the preſence of the Eing, ſaid 
to them. Loe here ye may ſee your ene mies that ſet little by vou, 
fonthep come into pour Lozdſhip eto aſlail pou. J yzay pou that 
the great courage of them abate: not your coutage. Ve ought 
herein to have the fiercencſs of a Lion. the puillayce of an C⸗ 
tephant, and be greedy as a Griffon, to deliver you ys 
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from the fierce enmi:p of the Bing Achelovs, ta keeping your 


Country. your Dominion, your Poronr, pouc Trealures, pour 
Wi ives.vour Children end that more is, your lives. Pe pe then 
unious to vo well, be ye enflamed with deſire oz veugence, ! 
ye covetous of gloꝛ:y. Ik ye ſhew uot your (elves valiant at th 
time, pe map not have avy thing but beggarp, oz ſervitude ic 
death: foz pour cnemies will do unto you all the cvil they can. 
ik they have victozp over you. Thele wozds wought in the 
hearts of the Caicedonians, and gave them marvellous courage. 
And all they with good will, deſired the battel. When Herculcs 
bad finiſhed his exhoztation, he went to the battel + fos it was 
come to the point to fight. Then there were great cries on th: 
one fide and on the other, Tabozs, Tiumpets, Clarions Bars 
neſs and Weapons, began to ſound ; Knights began to ſtir a: 
the entry of the battel. Hercules and the Greeks ſhot, and dꝛew 
largely upau their enemies, and made Achclous abaſhed, koz⸗ 
almuch es he hoped not to have found fo great reſiſtance with the 
Calcedonians. Then they caft cheir epes upon the Fanner of 
Hercules, and ſecing the great Lion that was painted therein, 
they began to imagine that there might be Hercules, of whom 
Was ſpoken throughout the Wozld, foz His vertucs, and his 
firength. 

When they were thus imaginig, the ſhot failed, with great 
laughter of the party of Achelous. When the ſhot was ſo fail- 
ed, Hercules took his Swozd, and went up and down among 
them of Achaja, that were in the firſt front of the battel of - 
chelous, andthere made an hole lo great, that the Calcedonia: 
and the Iconians won upon them at the firſt joyning. and mave 
the other party go back, whereof Achelous had great ſozrow: 
he took to htm twenty Knights, which were choſen and came and 
ranged with them there, where Hercules ſcattered and bꝛake the 
battclof the Achajans, There he app2oved his courage luſti(y, 
Now.this ſtrong Gyant and his Yozſemen foright valiantly, but 
the Greeks and Hercules dped their Dwo2ds with their blood, 
and the ſtrife was ſo great, that men might ſer nothing elſe but 
heads and arms fly in the field. Hercules ſmote no ſtroke but it 


was the death of one of his enemies. Achclous in like * 
roke 
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ftroke faz troxe.ſmote down one of the Iconians, The reſidue of 
their kolk did the beſt they could, yet conld not the Achajans cons 
found aud put back their adverſaries, howbeit they were al⸗ 
ways four againft one: and the Iconians were in great number, 
aud they had always freſh ſupplies ſent them. In this manner 
the two puiſſants fought together moze than four hours, Love 
1:0ught ſoze there, in Hercules and in Achclous, both of them 
made their Swoꝛds to flouriſh covered wich blood, They met of- 
tentimes and ſmote cach other, but never durſt Achelous abide 
bekoze the Dweꝛd of Hercul-s,foz the horrible ſtrokes that he ſaw 
Hercules give,but he put him in the pꝛels as ſoon as he had an⸗ 
gred him. 

In this battel, Hercules perfommed wonders, and Oracus 
tek a great pleaſure to behold him: but the Achijans Hap 
uerein diſpleaſure, foz they that law him, were no mote aſlured 
ic clcape the death,than he that feleth the ſwozd in the hand cf 
Tyrant. There received no man a ſtroke of him, but he above 
{n the place: he made ſo great a laughter that no man can well 
wziteit. Jn the end Bing Ocneus with all his Calcedoniaas 
came to the battel : in his coming the Achaj ns receives lols 
upon loſs.and peril upon peril. The Bing Ocacus made many 
of bis enemies to dye. Hercules ſhcwed his puiſſance moze and 
moze: by his well doing he put the Achaj ms all out of array, 
and after unts flight, and the loſs of the field curved greatly 
unto the damage of Biag Achelous: foz Hercules chaled him 
3 into his ſhips and made him to loſe twelve thoulany 
ACNA)JAIGS, - 
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How Hercules put to the worſt the King Helelout, and how he 
elpouſed Dejauira. 


Fter this vicozy, when Hercules ſaw that King Achelous 

A ſaved himſelf by the Sea, he called King Oenciis, and 
ſeid he would purſue his Cnemp, aud deliver the woz2ld of him 
a Her which an hundzed of his choſen-men tak leave of the King 


Ocncus and went to Sea, following after Achclous, recom- 
Þ mending 
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mending him to Gcorge, and Dejanira. In the Night, Oeneus 
after the departing of Hercules returned into Calcedonia, any 
told his Wife and his Daughters, the high p2owels that Her- 
cules had done in the dattel, how he had chaſed his Enemies 
and gone after wich two hundꝛed men. The Ladies Gcorge and 
D-janira were right joyfull of the victo;yp, but it grieved them 
ſozc that Hercules with ſo little a company purſued Achelous: 
and above all other D-janira was greatly vered at the enter 
pꝛize of Hercules, fo ſoze that ſhe went into her Chamber, and 
was conſtrained ts wp. and not to have jop in heart until che 
return of Hercules. Now ta return unto the purpole touching 
Hercules, when he was put to the perſuit of Achelous, he ns 
tren into his Realm and followed him fo nigh.,that he was con- 
ſtrained to withdzaw himſelf into a ſtrong Cale ſtanding by 
the Sea, Hercules beſieged Achelous in his Caſtle. Chen A- 
chelous ſaw that Hercules perſued him with fo little a com⸗ 
pany, as with two hundzed men only he called his teavers of his 
men, and among other things told them, that tt was a ſhame ta 
firffer themſelves to be beſteged with fo little a number of peo- 
ple. They anſwered he ſaid truth: and concluded the lame houc 
to iſſue ont, and raiſe the ſiege, and fozchwith they ſounded to 
arms with ſhoꝛt connſel. It was not long after that they iſſuev 
out of the Caſtle, but Hercules eſpying them, knew that they 
tame to the battel, he ſet his men in array, and went alone to 
his enemics.4s he that doubted nothing. When Achelous ſaw 
him come, he began to make a great ſigh, and cryed unto his 
people upon him: ſaying that it was he with the Club that had 
thaled him out ofCalcedonia.and pzomiſed great gifts unto them 
that belaboured him with ſtrokes. But when his folk knew 
that tt was Hercnles,they made courteſie tach to other to go be- 
foze, and trembling as the leaf on a Træ, they durſt not abive 
the weight of his Club: but without ſmiting of any ſtroke tzr- 
ned their backs, and fled unto the Caſtle. 

Achelous ſœing the behaviour of his folk, and the fear that 
they had of Hercules, thought that he ould have dyed fo; ſoꝛ⸗ 
row: lo he went andentred again with them into the Cale. 
And Hercalcs returned with his people, laughing af the po: 
& ** dealing 
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dealing ok his enemies. Hercules began to think on Dejanira, 
and Achclous began to imagine how he might annoy the Calee- 
donians t he had there one of his Captains, that ſaid unto him: 
Sir, pe know well that pour ſtreugth, may not compare unte 
the ſtrength of pour enemies ; We are ten againſt one, but 
that may nothing help us: foz the mighty OGpant that is with 
them. is enough to bury us all, and deſtrop your Realm. Cons 
ſider ye then, ſuce it is lo, that open puiſſance and plain frength 
map not be ulep at this time, it is expedient to imagine ſome 
ſubtilcy, to grieve the Calcedoniins: and it is my advice that 
there ſhall be made a great flaming light in the Dea, ſuch as A 
ſhall well deviſe, ſo as by that means they that have beſieged us 
map be deceived lightly. This flaming light muſt be by night, 
and it ſhall be great and fo2cible : we will make it ſecretly : as 
ſon as out enemies ſhall ſee it, they will leap out of their Tents, 
and gounto the Dea to ſee the marvel, peradvencure without as 
ny Arms, foz they dzead us not, and then we will ſet on them, 
and ſhall nd them unfurniſhedand unpzobided of their Arms, 
aud conſequently it map enſue,that of chem all we (hall make a 
notable riddance. 

When Achelous heard this counſel, it ſemed to him g ood, 
and he would that it were effected in ſuch manner as he had des 
viſed. The deviſoz did make an hundzed Tozches, which were 
finiſhed in fifteen daps. During theſe fifteen daps, Hercules al⸗ 
lailed many times the Caſtle, where Achelous was, but he 
might never do any thing thereto, foz the Foztreſs ſtood upon 
the Sea, and in a ſtrong Countrey, and could uot be gotten by 
aſlault, and Achelous could have ſuccours from no part: fog, bes 
tween this Caſtle and Acha ja, was a great Countrey. When 
the fifteen days were paſſed, and the Toꝛches were made, on a 
night when it was peaceable from wind and tozm, they that 
carried. the Toꝛches iſſued out of the Caſtle, four of them unto 
the Yaven, where was left but one little oat which was on 
ground, and had not long time befoze put to che Dea. And if he 
demand were che Ships were become that Achclous bzougght 
to this Pozt, I ſay that Herculcs had cauſed to take them, au 
lent them to che Sea, to the intent that Achclous ſhould not 
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eſcapr him, noꝛ take away the Dhips by nige. The 4chajang 
then tame to this li te Boat lving on the ground, and plyed 
them that they bꝛought in aſioat on the Dex, as lecretly as thep 
could, and centred tyerein, with all hat to them was neceſſary, 
King Achelous put himſelf in ambuſhment with a thouſand of 
his men. nigh unto be plate where he thought the Clccdoni— 
aus wo ld go out to ſee the light that ſhould be made. And when 
they that were in the Dea, knew that it was time to light their 
Toꝛches, they let them on fire, and put them round about the 
Falk, wherein were made as manp hokes as there was Ze2s 
thes. And fo'as they imagined, they did. The Knights tha: 
kept the watch of the hoft of Hercules faw it, and ſeze marvek⸗ 
ing ar this light. awaked Hercules and their fe llows. and ſhew⸗ 
ed them the light. As ſoon as Hercules faw the bzightnels of 
the Coꝛches. de would know what it was: and then appꝛoached 
the bank of the Dca, and his company with him, and had not 
been long there, when King Achclousdid taulſe to light an hun - 
dꝛed Toꝛches that he had p2ovided, and after he iſſued ont of his 
ambuchment with his thouſand men, and ran upon Hercules, 
and aſſailed him and all his men fiercely. But when Hercules 
faw them difcover themlelves, he let his people in o ver in the 
beſt manner he could, by the light of the Stars, and received 
dis enemies tauragioully, where began a right doſozous battel : 
faz the one kmote upon the other very furtoufty, and there were 
many wounded and dead. The skirmiſh was great, Achelous 
thought to come at una wares, but he was valtantty refifted, and 
loſt many of his men : and Hercul:s met Achelous, and ſmote 
him on the Helm, that he fonndzed, and it gave him a wound on 
his heap, that the blpagufhed out: and mozeover, he tok him 
and delivered him to twelve of his men to keep. There were 
great cryes, and great abundance of Frokes of Dwozds. Then 
were the Tozches quenched, and put out by the fozce of the 
ſmiting of the Achajans, which deſtred greatly ta reſene theit 
Bing: and fo they abandoned their lives in che heat. But when 
theit Tozches where quenched, by little andlitite, they began 
to cook them, and withdꝛaw them, foz they lam nothing at all. 


When they were withvzawn, Hercules aitembled his folk, — 
ald 
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ſaid to them, That he would aſſeil to take the Cattle, and that 
they would fallow him hardily and hettely: aud anon, when he 
ſaw his enemies return untg the Caſtle, he ran alter and ape 
tbem, and put himſelf in —_— of them, (miting with bis 
Club on the right ſide anFon the left, he made a right large 
place. Aud by this way he led his people unto che Gate af the 
Caſtle, where he entred wich them that den, and chere made ſo 
arcat a laughter of (ts enemtes, that wich little refiftance, 
the lame night he put to death twelve hundzed, and the other 
ed into the City of Petrace, from whence they were. Jn this 
vatcel, and the battel that had been in Calccdenia, all the men 
at Achaja were Hain, except four bunded which faved thems 
{c!vcs by flight, Fo Achc!ous haù taken all his men with hin, 
ie Countrep and his City Perrace, was all deſtrayed. When 
Hercules had taken the Caſtle, afterward he went into the City 
of Petrace: and entring into all places withaut reſiſtance, 
be (et this Kealm foto the hands of King Ocucus, and he tars 
tied not lang after he had ſubducd this Atalm, but recurnen, as 
haſtily as he mi ghe, tu fre Dejanira: and there he was receives 
wich lo great gloꝛy, joy and triumph, that no man can rehearſe 
ne mite. 

The Poets repozt this conqueſt that Hercales made upon A- 
chetous, feigning that Achelous faught firſt in likenels of a 
man: ang being danquiſhed; he after changed hiwlelf into a 
Serpent. This is to be underſtod, in ſubtiluels and in malice, as 
he nid in aſlaiſing Hercul-s hy night. Ta conclude, he fought in 
the likeneſs ofa Bull, and Hercules brake one of his hozus: 
that is to be underſtod, that at faſt Achelous was @9 fierce as 1 
Lutl, fog pꝛine ant ſozrom that he was taken: and Hercules 
make his hozn, that is to be undetſt oed, he bzake and deſtroyed 
hig Realri, 

CHAR EVIL 
How Neſs took Deja uira from Heroes, when he paſſed with het 
over the River: and how Hercule flew Nefſua With an Arrow, 


Reat was the feaſt that King Ocacasmane fo2 the via o- 
ties that Herculcs had atchieved, upon King Achglous ; 7 
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be feared im paſſing loꝛe. Hercules at his coming preſented to 
him Achelous and his Realm, and ſatd to him, that he Gouly 
have it Without anp dental. The King O ncus ſent King A- 
chelous into crile, and acknowledged himſelf greatly beholv- 
ing to Hercules, whom he hononreb marvelloufly. Then Her- 
cules took to his hcact again amoꝛous conccits: in like manner 
did Dcjanira, ſhe had ſoveraign joy to ſ Hercules, and defired 
none other thing. Not to be tedious, when Hercule: had bern 
there a ſpace, he required King Ozneus that he would give him 
his daughter to Mite. Oeneus agreed,and acco2ding to him, and 
Dejanira conſented With better will. The Wedding was ſo⸗ 
lemnized pompouſly, and then went to bed and lay together. 
Boon after, when Hercules lam that his Father in law had his 
Realm in peacc, he took leave of the Bing Ocncus, and departs 
rd from Calcedonia, with Dejanir and his people, to go by 
land into his Realm of Teoniz, Herculcs had alwaps in his 
journey Dejanica by him: he loved her exceedingly, and hay 
great ſolace in Her beauty: and it he had not ſtudied with Atlas, 
he could not have abſtained him from deholding her beauty. In 
paſſing the timepleaſancly, in che manner that folk do that be 
new PMatried, Hercules journied ſo far, that he came to a 
quarter of Theſſaly, where the River of Hebenus runneth, and 
arrived on this River,which was deep and bzoadrunning impes 
evoufly, and had neither bzivge vo2 plank to paſs over, but 
there was a Ceatavre named Neſlus, that ſpent there his life, 
by the means of a little Boat, in which he caried rhe people o⸗ 
ver the River. 

When Hercules had found this Neſſus, he came ts hiin, and 
demanded of him how he and his folk might paſs the River: 
Neſſus knew H.rcules ſince the time he had vanquiched his fel- 
lows at the Wedding of Pyrothus, anſwered that he might not 
paſs the River, but by his little Boat. And it he would pafs, 
he would with good will do him the pleaſure to ſet him over. 
Heccul.s thankev Neſſus, fozaſmuch as he ſaw that the bot” 
was but little, and the time was diſpoſed to rain, he would 
that Dejanira and her Pamoſels ould paſs firſt. Dcjar.ira and 
her Paidens cutred tuto the Boat. Neſſus rowed, and in the 

rowing 
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rowing he beheld De janira, and locked on her (6 mach, that her 
beauty raviſhed him. Foz as ſwn as he was come over on the 
other fide, he told Dejanirs, the ſhould be His Mike, and catching 
hold on her. he took her on his ſhouldiers, and bare her away: 
wherefoze Dejanirz and her Damoſcis made great cryce. Her- 
cules ſœing that the old Gpant bare away Dejanira, which he 
would reſiſt to his power, bent his Bow, and ſhot an Arrow np- 
on the Spant, with fo great cunning, that he (mote him on the 
right ſide unto the heart, and gave him his deaths wound. The 
Bow of Hercul s was lo great and ſtreug, that no man could 
bend it but himſelf, Neſſos by the wound that Hercules gave him, 
vegan to fal the app2oaching of Death, and to ſuffer ſharp ans 
guich, he ran a greet while after unts aUalley, where he fell 
down and conſidering that his life hav no retovery, he emplopcy 
the end of it, to imagine how he might do diſpleaſure to Hercules, 
calling to remembzance, that he had a moſt terrible and mg2tal 
popſon about him. he ſaid to Dejar:ira in great malice. Fair La- 
pp, the Love of you hath cauſcd me to reteive the death, which 
biſpleaſech me not ſo much, as that Hercules wall enjoy pou, who 
vcſerve a far woꝛthier man. Hercules is no true Bueband, but 
the unfaithfullet to his Wife that ever was. Fo2zaſmuch as 
IF have ſingular picy of vou, and pour beauty conſtraineth me tn 
bo you pleaſure,J will give pou here a pzecionsthing,it having 
ſuch vertue, that if you boyl it with one of the ſhirts, of Hercules 
wich the blod that rufineth our of my wound, and give the ſhirt 
to Hercules, that he wear it, he ſhall never attet Love any other 
woman noz Lady but vou. 

And with theſe woꝛds the Gyant tak the poyſon, andtempe⸗ 
red it with his blood, and wound it in a liunen Cloath, and gave 
it to D.janira The fwoliſhy Dejan ira giving credit to the words 
of the Gyant.twk the poylon. The Gyant charged her, that no 
man ({bould conch it bate, laying thei it would loſe its vertue 
after the touching: and with that, he gave up the Ghoſt and dy⸗ 
ed pitiouſlp, ſo Dejanira eſcaping ſafe ly from his hands: purs 
poſed that ſhe would keep that poyſon lecretlp at all adventure, 
0 help her felf,if it were need. While thele things paſſed bes 


tween Dejanira and the Gpant, Hercules was much ** 
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to: Dejanira. As ſoon as he had ſmitten him vn the right ſide 
with his Arrow, he uncleathed himletf, and cat his Gown, bis 
Harnels, and Club, over the Water, by bis great Erength, and 
leaping in, ſwam over unto the other üde, then as he put on his 
rarment, Dejanira ( again accompanied with her Damslels-) 
came to the River.furniſhed with chat venemous poyſon, Mhen 
Hercules [aw Dejanira return, he imagined chat he had loin the 
pant, and demanded where the Traico2 was. Dejanira anſwer- 
ed not a: firft to this his demand, but ſaid unto him: Alas m. 
Lord, in what peril have J been: What oppꝛeſlion- What de⸗ 
ſpair cf toy bath opp2eſſed wp heart? The traches of mine 
Arms where yet is (een, the pzint of the hands of the Gyanc, 
cw in what diſpleaſtre J have ben: The curſed glutton Oy⸗ 
ant bare me unto the depth of x deep valley, where death appꝛo⸗ 
ching by the ſtroke of your Arrow, made him to fall down, and 
he would neber let me go until the laſt fight of death. Surely 5 
have ſuffcred a great jeopardy, but thanks be to the Gods ſince 1 


have found vou again, I am ſufficicutly avenged ot mine enemy 
whom J have len dye milerabiy. 


CHAP, XVIII. 
How Hercales tought agnati Hydra, the Serpent of the Moor 
Lerna, and tw him. 


Ercules and Depanira Having kiſted each ocher, Hercules 
went unto the plac? where the Gpant lay dead, and fozal⸗ 

much es he found hin dep2ived ok like he let him lie there to the 
benfts and birds, aud twk his Arrow that le by him This was 
the Arrow that Achillis was flatn wich after in the Temple of 
Phœbus tn Troy, taz the love of Pol:zcne. Then Hercules and 
Dejanira came again to the Kiver, ard Hercules fer over his 
men, and went from that place to the City of Lina. The Bing 
of the City did great honour to Hercules, receiving Him as ho⸗ 
nourablyas he conly. Among divers talk, Hercules demanded 
tpvings of him. The Ling anſwered, That he knew no sther, 
but that in a great place there abode a monſter, half a man, anv 
balf a Þcrpent, that murthered many of his calm. a he 
| ald, 
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ſaid,that all the men, women and childꝛen thigmonſter can find, 
be Uapeth with his tail that envenomed, with his claws and 
teeth deſtroying and devouring all. And lo it will come to pals 
that this Countrep will be deſolate, to: the Labourers noz Per⸗ 
chants dare not go by, with leſs company than two hundzed 
men: and ik they beleſs,the Ponſter aſlaileth them, like as he 
hath done many others. | 

Hercules was paſſing glad and joyful of theſe tydings, and 
ſaid to the bing: Dir, J have laboured hitherto foz the Com- 
mon weal of many Realms, and pet have J the will co pers 
ſevere, and do the woꝛke of vertue. Lnow ye then, ſince J am 
here arrived, J will do ſomewhat foz the weal of this Country, 
as J have done foz many other. And Jhave intention to mo2- 
row to do mp uttermoſt endeavour to travel towards the mon⸗ 
Ter,to abide the adventure of vanquiſhing him oz to be vanquiſh- 
ed of him. This Ponſter was called Hydra, fozaſmuch as he 
dwelled in the Waters. When Dejanirz heard the enterpzize 
of Hercules, that he would go alone, and abandone himſelf in ſo 
great peril, the began ts wiep, and make ſo great ſozrow, that 
no man could appeaſe her,no2 make her ſtint her weeping. Her- 
cules comfozted her the beſt he could, ſo did Atlas and Philotes 
and ſhewed her the gloztous deeds of Hercules, to give her hope 
in this adventure. But all could not avail, he ſo loved Hercu- 
cules with all her heart and might. She required him with her 
eyes charged full of tears, that he would abſtain from ſo high 
an enterpzize, ſaping, that it was no wiſdom fo2 a man to ex- 
pole himſelf co ſo eminent dangers, and that God had lent the 
Ponſter into the Country, to correct and chaſtiſe the people. 
Hotwichſtanding Hercules was very ardently in love with her: 
yet her tears that ſhe wept, no2 her pꝛapers, non her reaſons, 
couldcauſe Herculcs to beak his pyrpoſe, no2 leave off the ad- 
venture. Put early in the mozning he cloathed him, and de⸗ 
parted from Lerna, and tok his way towards the Po, wherein 
was the Ponſtet. 

This Pooz was long, and thzee Miles in compaſs, as the 
Chzonicles of Spain rehearſe, and all environed with Foun⸗ 
5310s that ſpꝛang out of the vigh Mountains. In the my 2 
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this Plain was a great Lake, wherein dwelled the Hydra on 
dy land. When Herculcs was come unto this place, the Hydra 
that never flept with both cyes, had always the neck outs 
ſtretched on high. and che ear open, eſpying him, ſuddenly came 
again him running with great fozce. Hercules abode. when he 
eſpied the marvellous Ponſter, and had great pleaſure co ſ& 
him: Be was ten fot hith.and had as long a tail: he was foul 
and covered with hair: De had his body armed, and his right 
hand held a naked Sword, and in his left he carried a Shield. 
Hercules thus beholding him, ſuffered him to come to him. 
Zhen the Ponſter ſpake to him, and ſaid, Pooz Gyant, whi⸗ 
ther goeſt thou - Behold this Dw82Þ, ſharply on both ſides cut- 
ting: pet was there never man that heard me ſpeak, but he 
dyed by,the point ofthis @wozd, Fozaſmuch as J am the wileſt 
Creature that ever Nature made, J am accuſtomed to make a 
queſtion to ſuch men as J find,and then deſtroy them if they can⸗ 
not anl wer thereto; J find in my Realm people dull as beaſts, 
without underſtanding, and have therefoze veſtroped their blood, 
ſo. will J do thine, it thou canſt not aſſoyl a Dophiſm that J ſhall 
make unio thee. © thou man Derpentine, (aid Hercules) thine 
Eloquence, thy Pzudince, thy cruel Swo2d, foul and polluted 
with infinite homicides, make me nothing abaſhed, noz diſcouras- 
geth me: ſought tber, and am come hither to deſtroy thee, And 
J will not only aſſoyl one of thy Sophilms, but as many as thou 
canſt deivſe: and know, That if by fozce of my wit, J aſſoyl thy 
Sophiſms and falacious arguments, J will do to the like as 
thou ſhouldſt do to me: and if it happen that thy ſcience map noc 
overcome me, pet defend thee with arms, and that thou kæp thy 
life as well as thou canſt. 

With theſe wozds, the Ponſter made unto Hercules ſeven 
Sophiſms one after another, all fallacieus and ſubtil : Then 
when Hercules had given ſolution to one, the Ponſter replycd 
by ſeven arguments, Yet Hercules full of Philoſophp, and 
expert in all Sciences, made anſwer ſo ſubſtantiafly to all 913 
falacious Arguments, that he (et him at a Non-phas. Foz this 
cauſe the Poets feign this Hydra had (even heads, as it appears 
ah in the firſt-Tragedy of S;acca, and lap, that when 2 72 
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gad ſmitten off one of the hcads, ſeven other heads came again 
in the ſame place. Jn the end then to purſue this matter, when 
tercule; had fo diſputed, the Derpent yielded to Hercules, iu 
ſuch wile as he wiſt no; what to lay. Hercules ſaid unto him: 
Derpent inhumane, we have fought long enough with the 
tongue. Take thy Sword, J may no longer withhold my hand 
from [miting the, and aſſap if thou be as lubtil in arms, as thou 
art in language. Pooz fool, ſaid che Serpent (which was full 
of P2ide ) Bnoweſt not thou, that by my part Serpentine, A 
have infected all this Country? And J will this day dzink thy 
Llood,and devour thy body: wherefoze make watch, and keep 
thee well. 

Without moze words Hercules en hau nſed his Swoꝛd, fo? to 
yave ſmitten his adverſary. but he could not lo ſeon haſt him, but 
the Serpent gave him firſt two ſtrokes, one with his Swozd, 
and the other with his tail, wherewith he had almoſt mitten 
him down to the ground. Yet Hercules abode ſtanding, aud with 
his Swoꝛd lif:ed up, he (mote the Ponſter upon the Belm with 
ſuch ſtrength, that he cruſhed the Helm, and made him a wound 
in the head. At this froke che Serpent was full of fury, and 
with his Swoꝛd moe Her-ulcs the lecond time upon the helm, 
= * ſparkles and the fire flew out, and the Helm was bro⸗ 

en, &c. 

Hercules that never befoze had received ſs great a ſtroke, 
P2omiled him that he would revenge 1:,and [mort him right 
angerlp, Their ſtrokes were great and deadly, they ſmore cach 
at other long and they were both of them of great courage But 
when foztune had enough cyeriſhed them bor h. ſhe turnedagainſt 
the Serpent ſo carnefily, that after many Crekes, Hercules 
{more his Þwo2d within the Pelm into his head and bare him 
dead unto the earth. 

H-rculcs re joyttd greatly, when he ſaw the M onſter put to 
the foyl, aud went foz to fetch the King of Ler a, with Dcja- 
r112, and his folk, and bzought them to ſ& the Ponſter. When 
he had ſhe wied them the Monſter, he made a great fire andburns 
edit. Wherefoze, there were given unto him great pꝛatles. 
Ve was bzought to the City : Leina, With great glozy of — 
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dies and of Gentlewomen, who condeped him tmto the Kings 
Palace ſinging melodioully. Dejanira then re jopted greatly iu 
the triumphant victo2p of her noble Husband. When Hercules 
had tarried there a while, he departed thence, and went to A- 
thens, where Theſcus received him gloꝛtouſly. Then Hercules 
and Atlus held School in Athens, foz as much as they of Athens 
were quick of wit, and gave themſelves all to learn @cfences, 
There they were a great while, incroducing and infozming 
them of Athens in Philoſophy, but eſpecially in Aftrenomy, 
Atl:s pꝛofited in ſuch wile, that the Students there ſaid, he 
ſuſtained and bare the Heavens on his ſhouldiers O noble ver- 
tuous man. When Hercules had ſpent ſome time there, and 
ſtudied lo long that his Doctrine had given light unto the Arhe- 
nians, he departed from thence with great bemoaning , and 
bzoughe bis Mike unto the City of Lycia. And then was ſo 
greatly renowned, that from all the Realms of Grecce, there 
came daily to him Noblemen and other, to p2ofit in Uertue, No- 
bleneſs, Honour, Arms, Philoſophp, Aſtronomp, and all other 
Perkections. 


CHAP. IX 
How Hercules went into Spain and fighting on the Sea, vanquiſh- 
ed King Gerien, and took the City of Megidda. 


A Vaut the time that Hercules flouriſhev fn vertue, and his 
Name was bozn from Realm to Realm by glozious Re- 

own as the Chzonicles of Spain rehearſe, there was a King 
of the City of Megidda, that ftandeth upon the River of Gau- 
diaa, that th:ough his Tyraunical dealings, began to make his 
name have a great repoꝛt by many tyrannies,that ng man could 
tell the third part, This Tyrant had to name Gerion, he was 
King of Andalocic, and Deſtremadure, and alſo of the Poun- 
tains of Galicia, and Portugal. The Poets feign, ofthis Cy⸗ 
rant, that he had thz& heads, fozaſmuch as he had two Bꝛe⸗ 
thzen, great Giants, which were all ofone 2 e, and com- 
plerion, and they were ſo united together, il that the one 
, Gerion _ 
the 


would the other would: they were never in diſco 
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the wo2lf of all. He cauſed to be made a Temple, in the City 
of Megidda, and oꝛ dained all they that were Noble ſhould there 
have their Image and Depulcure : and that men ſhould make 
the remembzancesof all the men of note that he ould flay, to 
the end, there ſhould be a memoꝛp of them hereafter, Thus he 
and his Bzerhzen tirantzed, not only over rangers, but his 
neighbonrs, and pitted no man, iuſomuch that he got him an e- 
vil name: And the Africans whom they perſecuted moze than 
anp, went and complaingd to Hercules, by Aﬀers command, 
as to the only deſtroyer of Tpzants and Monſters, and requeſt- 
ed him, to deltver them out of that Tribulation, When Her- 
cules underſtood the complaint of the Africans, and was adver⸗ 
tiſed of che Tyzanny that Gerion and his Bꝛethꝛen uſed ; He 
deſigned to go into Heſperie, and pꝛomiſed to the Africans, that 
they ſhould have ſhoꝛtiy tydings of him. And asked them of the 
ſtate of King Aﬀer, And when they had told all that they knew, 
they returned with great fop into their country, Hercules from 
thencefozth, diſpoſed him to go into Helperie, wherefoze his 
Wife Dejanira made great ſozrow. The renown of this voy⸗ 
age was ſpꝛead in all the Conntrey. In Ho2t time there came 
moze men of Arms into Lycia, to ſerve Hercules than he ſent 
*02, he was ſo good, bountiful, wiſe and valiant, t hat he gave a- 
wap all his ſpoils, wherefoze every man would follow hint, fo2 
no man ſerved him, but he rewarded and enriched him in wealth 
and happineſs. When his Armp was readp, he took leave of 
Dejanira, and departed out of the Realm of Lycia. Pany a 
tear was ſhed at his departing, as well of Dejanira, as ok his 
Scholars that learned of him. Theſcus and Hiſpan, Atlas and 
Philotes were with him. During this voyage, he Kudied olt⸗ 
times with Atlas, and was never Idle, without doing ſome⸗ 
what that ought to be remembzed. Me arrived in Aſrick, where 
he found Aﬀer, who received him wozſhipfully. From Africk 
Hercules paſſed by the Crait of Gibra\ter and went into the 
Gades, that now we call Galicta, and peopled the Countrep fo1 
almuch as he found there good land, and delivered this people 
unto a noble man named Philitines, This Philiſtines,as Roc- 


cace tchearſerh in the Genealogie of Gods, was fon — 
Agenor, 
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Agenor, Dan of Bing Bulus. P iliſtines then reigned in Cali- 
cia, and was after named the Pꝛieſt of Hercul.5; foz when He: - 
cu'es had vanquiſhed the Trrants of Heſperic, he founded there 
+ Temple, which he held after in great reverence. Always as 
Hercules peovied and inhabited this Land he did cauſe to be made 
Pillars 9: Columns high and marvellous great, and ſet them 
upon the Sea: and upon every Pillar oz Column, he made en 
image of hard None in the likeneſs of Hercules, clad with the 
skin ofa Lion. And one of che. Tmages held a Table wherein 
was witten with letters of Gold, Pals no turthec to ſeek lind, no: 
go to conque: furthet nu NKtalms in the Welt, for thou ſhalt find 
no more Lind, &c. 

The noble Hercules went then inte the Countrep, where 
ſtandeth now the Cicp of Sivil, which was not then founded, 
and found by his ſcience, that there ſhould be bullded a City 
of great renown : in memozy thereof, he let up in that place 
a pillar of hard tones, and thereupon ſet an Image holding in 
his hand witten, There (houls be made one of the greatelt Ci 
ties in the world. This Land of Gaſici appercaincd to Ccrior. 
Then when Hercules had made chis pillar, and ſet it whereas 
now ſtandech Sivil, he had a great deſire to begin to builo 
the City, fe the Countrey was very good and commodious. 
But Arlas by the ſcience of Aſtronomp, counſelled him to the 
contrary, ſhe wing him by certain ſigns, that it was by deſtiny 
that another ſhould build the City. And cherefoze nigh the Pil⸗ 
lar, he made a Column of white Marble, upon which ood the 
Image of Hercules great and rich, that held one hand againſt 
the Eaſt, wherein was witten: Here hich been Hercules. And 
— the other hand he ſhewed the wzicing that the other Image 

D. 

Theſe things accompliſhed, Hercules departed from thence 
and left to Tnhabic and keep the Country eight hundzed men 
of his, of the Country of Scychia, that were Frong and expert 
in Arme, and with good will they abode there, becauſe the 
Country was plentiful. Theu went Herculcs by the banks of 
che Sea, into the laſt and furthermoſt part of Europe, and ſai!l- 
ed ſo far that he entred into the River of Guadiana, 13 the 

prant 
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Tyrant Gerion dwelled, and above in the City of Megidds. 
The fame time that Hercules centred into the River, Gericn 
went up to the top of an high Tower, where he might lee all 
bout the Countrep, to eſpre ifay perſon came, upon whom he 
right exercile his Zyranny : Ye had not been long chere, when 
c beheldthe Kiver, and ſaw the Army of Hercules: And ſeing 
[bis Armp, he had great jop, foz he thought in all haft he Houlp- 
2verconie them. TUithout other delay. he aſſembled his com⸗ 
v1ices,and ſounded to Arms, Within a little while all his men 
that were ready wich Arms, came unto him to know what he 
would? When Gerion was armed, and readp to go tothe battel, 
de declared to his people his intention. Then entting into his 
Talley as haſtily as he could he went to Megidda, approaching 
ward the Greeks, Thus rowing fozth.it hapned that he met 
2 little Boat: And from as far as he ſaw it coming, he 
went againſt it, and arreſted it. An this Boat were no mo2e 
than two Parriners and Hiſpan. Gerion then called Hiſpan,, 
and demanded of him whither he went, and what he was? Truly 
tr, ankwered Hiſpan, J am a Greek, and have intention to go 
ta the King Gerion, that is now in his City of Megidda, to diſs 
patch a meſſage J am charged with. Meſſenger (ſaid the King) 
if pe lekGerion, pe needgo no further, foꝛ Jam he, whom ve 
peak unto. Dir (anſwered Hiſpan) ſince that you be he to whom 
p meſſage appertaineih, IJ let you have knowlege in the. 
name of the vertuous H:rcules, that he is an enemy ts pour vi- 
ces 7 and to co2rec pour great and abominable trefpaſtes, he is 
come into pour Dominion. Beſlenger (anſwered Gerion ) how 
is Hercules lo pꝛeſumptuous as co take upon him to come and 
co2rect my Uices Ye knows little wich whom he hath to-do; 
go tell him, that he (all find me, but it ſpall be too ſoen foz His 
health, and that J will feaſt him in fuch wiſe cre he eſcape me, 
a5 J have been accuſtomed co feaſt rangers. Hiſpan departed 
wich iheſe wozds, and returned to Hercules, and told him wo2d - 
lo woꝛd what Gerion had ſaid unto him: mozeover he (aid, he. 
world meet with him ſpeedily, pzepared and rer dy to begin the 
batcel. When Hiſpan had finiſhed his meſſage, the Galleys of 
King Gerion appeared aud were lan from far. Hercules _ 
the. 
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the Greeks had great foy and began a loud ſhouting,tn ſounding 
Trumpets, Nifcs and Tabours. Gcrion and his folk (eeing and 
bearing cheir Ene mies, they likewiſe began to ſhout, and make 
a marvelloas great noiſe. The Air was nlled with a great and 
joyful noiſe. In this outragious noile, the two Poſts appꝛoach⸗ 
cd each other. At their encountring was not ſpared Darts, 
round ſtones, noz Arrows. They of Heſperie had abundance of 
Darts, Which they uſed and caſt on the Greeks as if it had bien 
lain. The cryes revoubled on the one ſide, and on che other : 
fo that there were many flaia and hurt. They were all men of 
Mar: each man bare him valiantly, and amongſt all other. 
Hercules having his Bow in hand, cw as many enemies, as he 
(ot Arrows. The ſhot dured long. When it kalled they fought 
hand to hand. Then began the battel to be eager and hard 
Gerion ſhewed himſelf boiſterous, and expert in atms, and pur 
to death many Greeks,but-o2 one that he flew, Hercules lew teu 
of the Heſperians. 

At the encounter of the Galleys where were many hurt. Her- 
cules tok his Club and ſmiting one of the Galleys, that thought 
to have grabled and boarded his Galley, he made it cleave in 
(under, and the water came in ſo ſuddenly that the moſt part of 
them in that Galley were d2zowned, without engaging. After 
this, Hercul-s tame to another Galley, and there did marvels * 
all that he hit with his Club were dead, oz loze hurt Dome he 
brafned, and of others he brake legs and arms. It ſeemed to 
thunder with him: he did {o beſtir him, that each man fleo from 
him, and there was no man that withſtod him, 02 durft abide 
him: When he ſaw this, he put himſelf fozth to exploit great 
affairs. Leaping from Galley co Galley, and made fo grea: 
flaughters, that his people by his good example abounded in va- 
lour and puiſſlance, and the Hiſperians diminiſhed : and had \c 
much damage that all things went againſt them, G-rion con- 
fidering, that foztune was his Enemp,ſounded a retreat, and letc 
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CHAP. XX. 
How Gerion aſſailed Hercules the ſecond time, before Megidda, 
how Hercnles ſlt w his brethren, vanquiſhed ard conltraincd 
Cerion to flee, 


W Hen Hercules ſaw his euemies buſte to withdꝛaw, he ſoun⸗ 
red the retreat, fozaſmuch as ic was near night, and allo 
becauſe he had encloſed the Galle ys of Gerion, that they might 
not return into the City without paſſing þy him. Whey the 
wo Armies were withdzawn, Gcricn in the darkeſt of the night, 
Dhipped and went into the City of valeritia, whereof one of 
his Bzethzen was Bing, and put him there in ſafety,in purpoſe 
o make the greaceſt Army that he could to come upon ti:rcus 
Hercules after the retreat, anchoꝛed his Galieys upon the 
River of Gaudiana, and paſſed there that night: on the moz⸗ 
a when he ſaw that Gerion and his folk were fled, and were 
not upon the Dea within ſight, he rowed up unto the City of 
Mecgidda, took land and aſſailed fiercely the Cicy. The aſſault 
was eager and ſharp, and the M-giddans defended themlelves, 
but they were lo diſ-furniſhed with men of lar. that they could 
20! hold out, but opening the Town to the Gr:cks yielded to 
Hercules, Thus was Herci'!cs L020 of the p2incipal City that 
Aerion had, he entred into it, and the Greeks with him. The 
Titp was well pꝛovided with vicual. So that ſince they ve- 
/7cted out of Greece, they found no where ſo good Foztune. Her- 
daes held him there a (pace of time, ſearching in what place he 
might find Gericn, During theſe things he went unto the Tems 
ble, to thank His God. In this Temple were many Sepul⸗ 
türes, garniſhed with very fair marvellous Piſtozies. Among 
ther, there was one paſſing rich: foz the remembzance of Ge- 
on, of fine gold, environed with chirty Bings, whoſe heads 
were lmitten off. Hercul.s abode at this @epulture, and de⸗ 
manved of the Citizens wherefoze! ſexved the Statues aud Js 
nates lo rich. A Citizen laid to him, That they were the Des 
tures of the Noble men of ihetr Realm, and that Bing Ge- 
on, had bzought up that cuſtom to make theſe @cpulcnres, to 
B have 
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have remembꝛante of them that were valiant in Arms. Furs 
thermoze(ſaid that ſame man as ſon as in this Countrey a man 
bath put a Noble man to death, then he maketh a remembꝛance 
of that dead man upon his Sepulture. And fozalmuch as King 
G-rion in his time hath ſlain thirty Kings, he cauſed this De⸗ 
pulture to be made which pon ſee, meaning to be buried here in 
the end of his days. When Hercules heard this, that the Citi⸗ 
zen ſaid, he anſwered. He held himſelf happy he had eſcaped the 
Swoꝛd of luch a Tyꝛant, that put ſo many Kings to death, and 
made his Pꝛayers to his God: After this he returned to the 
Palace. and there came to him the Peſlenger of King Gerion: 
who by the power of his Paſter, commanded him to avoid the 
City, and the Realm, oz elſe make god watch. Hercules an- 
ſwered, That he was entred into the Realm, and into the City, 
with ſtrength of arms, and he would not go out thereof, untt! 
one had taken from him his Swoꝛd by fozce of Arms, oz until 
the time that he put the Countrep in obedience. 

The Peſlſenger returned from Megidda, with this anſwet 
ts Gerion, who was wich his two Bzethzen : they took the 
woꝛds of Hercules impatiently, and ſware they would avenge 
_ of him. To be 02t, they went to the Dea with a great 

rmy, 

They rowed and ſailed wich all their ſtrength unto Megid di: 
the Wind and Foꝛtune ſufferedthem in few days, to arrive a: 
the Pozt: Hercules was adviſed of theix coming, who ſafferev 
them to take land, and let them reſt that dap: they were fifty 
thouſand men, Whea they landed it was late, and ſeeing the 
Greeks made no defence at their landing, they ſaid one to anc⸗ 
ther, That they vurſt not come fs2th and fight them, Thinking 
all to have wan advantage, thereupon concluded, That on tic 
moꝛrow they would aſſail the City very eariy. Upon this cor - 
cluſton, Gerion and his Bzethzen conſidered of things apper⸗ 
taining to the Aſſault, menacing greatly Herculcs and his 
Greeks who were then in Megidda, thinking like wiſe on their 
affairs; not only in the intention to defend them from thei: 
enemies, but to iſſue out the day following, to aſſail them op 


Kattel, as ſoon as the night paſlcd. A little beſoze the ”_ ri⸗ 
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ſing, on the mozrow, Hercules made two battalians, In the firſt, 
ie put a thouſand fighting men, and conducted them. In the le⸗ 
cond he put the reſidue of his Army,and made Theſeus Captain, 
of them. After this, when he had very well crained his people 
and ſet them in good v2der,he admoniſhed them to vo their en⸗ 
dcavour, and minded them of certain things, but could not finiſh 
his ſpe ch: Foz that ſame time, Ger ion and his bzechzen, with 
their folk. made their appzoaches to aſſail the City, ans made 
ſo great noiſe, that all about it redounded. 

When Hercules heard this upzoar, he opened the Gate, to 
vc hold what new things was there, And at the iſluing out he ſaw 
his enemies haſt them to the Fozts and Walls, with Ladders 
and other Engines fit foꝛ an aſſault. Then he began to laugh in 
himſelf, and bade his men fol{cw him: and went ſtraight⸗ way 
(02th to begin the skirmich. 

When Gerion ſaw Hercules, he knewhim, by the skin of the 
Lion, and his Club, and ſhewed him to his Bzethzen, that 
marvelled of him, becauſe he came alone upon them. Toe here 
is our moꝛtal adverſarie ( ſaiv Gerion ) he is full of pꝛide, and 
letteth little by us: Let us aſiail him, all thzee, and deſtroy him: 
all the gold in the wozld hall not ſave his life. Hercules with 
theſe wozds, came ſo nigh the three Gpants, that he could well 
ipeak unto them, and ſaid: Ye evil Zyzants, lay down pour 
weapons: It is now no time to aſſail the City, it behoveth pou 
to dilpole pou to enter ints battel. The battel is ready, begin 
at me, and J at poi, and let us fight together till moze come. 
ith theſe words he lifted up his Club and charged the ſtroke 
lo ſoze upon one of the thiee Bzech2en, that he caſt his Shield, 
and all aſtonied bare him to the earth. When Gerion aud his 
other bzother, law their bzother ſo bozn down, they ſmote wich 
their Swozds upon Hercules, with great fury, and ſo employed 
their ſtrength, that they bzake off part of his Armour. With 
theſe two Ntrokes of their @wozds, Hcrculcs receiver mote than 
an hundzed darts upon his bodp, howſoever the Swords no: 
Darts were not ſo hard tempered, that they could pierce the 
armour of Hercules, noz Hercules left not to work with bis 
Club, but he lift it up -1 high aud ſtrokt it upou the ſecond bꝛo⸗ 
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ther of Ge- ion, ſo luſtilp, that from the top to the Helm he 
bzuiled him, and ſmote him to the ground, like as if a great 
Rock hed fall'n on his head. 

G rion was ſoze afraid to ſee ſo great a ſtroke, and with a won⸗ 
verful angry and fierce heat, he laid upon H-rcules, and gave him 
fo great a ſtroke upon the Helm with his Swoꝛd that he made 
the fire ſpꝛing out: but the Helm was fo heard chat the Swoꝛd 
could not enter. Then was Herculcs enviroued wich his ene⸗ 
mies, and was ſwitten in many a place upon his body. The H-- 
ſperians deſired ſo2e to ſee their @wo2ds dyed with the blood of 
Herculcs, but Hercules put himſelf in dekence, joyous that he 
might emplop his ſtrength upon them. 

And when he pꝛoved him thus upon one and other, and would 
ſuffer none to come nearer than his arm any Club could reach, 
and that his enemies moze and move came about him, Malion 
that was Nephew to Uly ſſes iſſued out of Me gidda, with a thou- 
ſand men of the Army of Hercules, And ſeeing fo great a com- 
pany about Hercules, was aſſured that he fought there, he and 
his people addꝛeſſed them thitherwards, making ſo great a cry, 
and ſetting on ſo valiantly, that in bearing down all befoze 
them, they came and found Hercules where he had lain moze 
than fix hundzed of his enemies, and that he feared nothing. 
They that bare the Scaling⸗Ladders and other Engines were 
conſtrained to caſt them down, and ge tv the battel, which was 
grievous and hard: and there were many Bnights flain. Ge. 
rion f92 his part, beſtirred himſelf terribly : Vis Bother that 
was firſt beaten, after he was carried out of the pꝛels came un- 
to the field again: and in his coming he made great rom among 
the Greeks, be was rong and puiſlant, and bare a very heavy 
Guiferme, the eye of which was thice great foot long, he div 

rvels with this Gniſarme, and beat dbwn' ſo many of the 
Greeks, that the noiſe aroſe greatly about him. And this noiſe 
aud alarm came to the cars of Hercules.“ Then Hercules left 
them that he fought witch and as ſon as he ſaw the Gpant, tha! 
dealt with che'Grecks as he world, not well contented with tha! 
Tuiſatme: lifted up his Club, and ſmote the Gpant upon ih 
ſhoulder employing his ſtrength in ſuch wile, that 8 
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b2ake and bare him down to che ground, not fully dead, but in 
wozſe eſtate; los he might not relieve himſelf, and nuſt needs 
dye under the feet of che men of Arms verp miſerably. 

At this time Theſcus and Hiſpan, with the reſidue of the 
Greeks, came unto the battel very jopfully, and finding cheir 
enemies out of array, and withouc any conduct, they skirmiſhed 
among them fiercely, and flew o many that all the place was 
covered, Hiſpan and Theſeus cleft the heads of many nights: 
they were expert in feats of arms, At their coming they made 
their enemies to retire, and wan upon them with ſa good Fo2- 
tune, that by their means Gerion loſt above thirty thouſand men. 
In ſhozt ſpace the battel was ſuch about Hercules, that his ene - 
mies knew not where to ſave them. And Gerion being adver- 
tiſed of the death of his ſecond W2other, turned his back and 
fled unto the Sea blowing his hozn, anon they endeavoured ſuds 
denly to put themſelves to flight, and they that could ſave them- 
ſclves, ſaved them without delay. Hercules, Theſeus, and Hiſpan 
with about twelve hundzed Grecks followed them ſwiftly : cn- 
tring into ſome of their Ships, but had not Mariners lo ready, 
a3 the other, wherefoze they were a little letted. 


CHAP. XXI. 
How Hercules purſucd Gerion ; and vanquiſhing him, put him to 
death at the Port ot the Corogne, 


T Ven was finiſhed the Vattel foz this dap, to the great 
toſs and diſhonour of Gerion, and the honour and p2ofit 
of Hercul.s .. Malion abode in Megidda, bp.the appointment 
of Hercules, to keep the Greeks that above there, and take the 
ſpoil ok their enemies. Herculcs on the other ſide ſailed aftcr 


Gcrion, who perceiving him was ſoze afraid, and fled: hig 


flight during thzee naps. Gerioa had good Mariners, who kept 
them warilp from boarding the Ship et Hercules. @ailing by 
the Mcditerrancan Dea, from Coaſt to Coaſt, nom bekoze, and 
now behind, but che end was ſuch, that on the fourth dap they 
were conftraine> to abive Hercules at the battel upon the Dea, 


8 deſcendto land at the Corcgac in Galicia, To fl the death. 
wyetect 
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whereof they were in doubt, chey left the Dea and took the Land 
at a Poꝛt, imagining that chey ſhould well defend them againſt 
Hercules, fo they were ten againſt one. As ſwn as they hav 
taken Land at the Poꝛt of Corogne, they trained them about 
the Poꝛt to deſend the Sea, which was ffrong to take. And 
then Gerion warned his men, faping : Mere is the hour oz the 
day that we muſt dye 02 overcome our enemies. Foztune hath 
done us the woꝛſt the can, ſhe was wont to make all rangers 
tremble befoze dur Dwo2vs. Now ſhe maketh us to tremble be- 
fo;ea little number of people. Alas what ſhame is this: Since 
we are at this point, there is no way but to avenge this ſhame. 
Ik we avenge us at this time, we ſhall recover our honour. Fo2- 
tune hath b2ought us into a very good Pozt, as if ſhe will raiſe 
us again, and make us Conquerozs of our adverſaries: let us 
now defend the Port, avenge our blood, avenge our ſozrow,any 
avenge our damage. 

In the mean while that Gerlon encouraged thus his folk, Her- 
culcs arid his company rowed ſo nigh the Pozt, that they were 
come to ſtrokes. Che Heſperians caſt upon Hercules round ſfones, 
darts with ſharp Jrans on the end,fpears and ſwozds. Again? 
this the Grecks tok their ſhields and covered them, and put 
them iu devoir, to win the Pozt. But the caſting of the Heſperi- 
aus was ſo moꝛtal, that it conffkrained their enemies to abide,and 
not appꝛoach the Pozt. They had at this Pozt great abundance 
of ones, The Heſperians kept well the entry moze than thiee 
hours, ſo that the Greeks could find no way no means to reme - 
dy it. At the end ok three hours, Hercules very ſozrowful to ſœ his 
men trottbled, thought he would enter into a little Boat, and ſo 
adventure himſelf to win the Po2r, 

Then he that doubted no ſtroke of any moztal man, entred in⸗ 
to a little boat, ſtearing it Himſelf, with help of the wind, which 
was foz his advantage, hopſed up the ſail, and adventuring as 
fat as he could, he bzought the t unto the Pozt, but he re⸗ 
teived moze than an hundzed ſtrokes wich ſtones: that his Ball 
that ſtood up an end by fozte of rhe Wind, was ſmitten full ot 
holes, the rows bzoken, and the Paſt overthzown, and the beat 
almoſt fed with ſtones. * 
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Notwithſtanding Hercules ceaſed not at all from his enters 
pꝛize, but thzongh he paſſed by all rhe ſtrokes of his enemies, 
laboring ſo that he took land, and thzuſt himſelf among the 
Helperians, and there he began to ſmite with his Club, on the 
right ſide, and on the left, end long, and over-thwart, with 
ſuch an abundance of valour and pꝛowels, that all the place 
was red with their blood and bzains. Theſcus and Hiſpan, and 
fifty of the Greeks beſt armed, by the example of Hercolcs, tok 
alſo a light boat, and adventured themſelves to win the Po2t: 
Hercules was even at the mouth of the Pozt, he ſaw Theſeus 
come, and to make him paſſage, he ran here and there, and did 
ſo much hurt to the Heſperians, that without great danger they 
tok land, and ſpꝛang out of their boat. Zhen was the aſſault hoc 
and furious. Gerion came to the Landing of Theſeus, and at 
leaſt thzee hundzed of his men that followed him. All they 
\mote, and laid upon the Greeks, and of the fifty ihc flew ten. 
When Theſeus and Hiſpan ſaw that, their hearts began to 
fwell, They encouraged themſclves, and pierced the aſſembly 
of Gerion, and againſt one man that was lain of theirs, they 
few fifty Heſperians, andthere they uſed tht it pꝛoweſſes ſo, that 
they did wonders by their Arms. 

Gerion even dyed foz ſozrow that he might not com e to have 
his will on che Greeks : Ye and his men were eager as Tygers 
that had been famiſhed. The Greeks were mighty and Grong 
as Elephants: their ſtrokes were great, they doubted neither 
Dart noz Þwozd, put all in adventure. The Battel was kuri⸗ 
ous, and the Gr:eks received many a wound: always Hiſpan 
and Thefeus by their marvellous pꝛoweſles ſaved them from 
death, and made paſſage thzough a great pꝛeſs where Herculcs 
was, 
Herculcs that left not to (mite, was very glad when he ſaw 

Theſeus and Hiſpan, and their fozty Companions. Their com- 
ing coſt Gerion the death of a thouſand men and moze: fo Her- 
cules to encourage his men, added to his deevs ſtrength upon 
krength, pꝛowels upon p2owels, confounding his enemies ſo 
d:eadfully, vzawing them toward the Dea, that they that law 
him, wiſhed they had been in their mathers womb ; and in fly⸗ 


ing 
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ing they were in ſuch haff, that they beat each other into the 
Dea. and flew themſelves, | 

Zhen was Gerion ſmitten to the Heart with great ire, min- 
gled with impatience 2 ſo he put himſelk into the pzeſs, and 
{mote not only upon Hercules, but alſo upon the compantons of 
Theleus: he (mote the firſt man upon the Belm, that he cleft 
his head unto the teeth. After he aſſatled another. and bare him 
to the carth,ſo aſtonied that he wiſt not where he was. Conſe- 
quentip, he made there a great Ma ſacre ſuddenly on the Greeks, 
that he dyed his Sword with their blood, and the Grecks were 
c onſtrained to make a great erp fo2 ſutconur. 

At this ſeaſon the Greeks that were left with their Gal leys 
entred into the Pozt, and took Land eaſily. When Herculcs 
heard the cry that his men made, he ran thither to the aſſault 
and made about them a new noiſe, great and pitious. Gerion 
knew that the notſe came becauſe of Hercules, fo2 he ſaw him 
come and ſmite in the thickeſt of the P2eſs, then he called to 
bis folk, aud chearcd them, but had there ſo great miſhap, that 
foz one ftroke Hercules gave him with his Club by chance, he 
Was conſtrained to depart the prels, and to withdzaw him a- 
part with them that were weary, to take his breath. Gerion af- 
terward fought to his extremity, and caſting his eyes upon the 
eKkirmiſh, he faw the Greeks upon the Pozt and pꝛoviding them 
unto battel. Then he ſaw how they put many of his men to the 
woꝛſt, and that he might not reſiſt it: all his loſles came be foꝛe 
bis eyes, and he began to figh, and laid with a bolozous heart : 
Alas, what is the mutability of Foztune 2 Flattering foztunc, 
what haſt thou thought: All the honour thou hat given me 
heretokoꝛe, redoun ds now to mp ſhame: ſince chou haſt ſent me 
ſo many goods. wherefo:e haſt thou (ent to me Hercules : This 
istheencmy of all my glozy. Ve from a ſhining fame Hot! 
brought me now unto a name full of darkneſs. It thou hail 
gtveu him ſufficient: Let bim not come after me with his 
bowtvle deeds, All my veins be repleniſhed with Furies, my 
heart murmurech ir ſelf boyling wich ire. O what great miſs 
hapis this: finte it muſt needs be J (hall be untoztunate, J will 
verily dye of the Club whercof J have ſeen my brother dye: 02 
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J will take vengeance, Gerion all out of his wit, wich theſe 
w92ds put him in the pꝛeſs, crying: Gerion, Gerion, to en- 

courage his men. Thus crying, end [@king Hercules, he put 

to death many Grecks: he was all furious, ſo as his Son 

was dyed with the blood of his enemies. In the cud he came to 

ticrcules, and with his @wozd ſo dyed, he (mote him ſoze, Her- 

-ules was weary, foz without ceaſtng he abode fighting by the 

[pace of four hours, and had rect ived upon his arms fo many 

trokes, that no man could number them. Notwithſtanding, he 

ged not at all from Gerion,but came to him joy fully and fought 

againſt him with ſo great foꝛce, that all they that law it mars 

uelled: and after many ſtrokes, Hercules (mote bim one ſe 
creat, that he buniſcd Gerion, and beat the be ins out of his 
— fmote the Helm off his ſhoulderg, ſo chat he fell among 

he dead. 


CHAP. XXII. 
How Hercules founded the City of Corogne upon the Tomb of 
Gerion. 


Thus was the end of the unhappy life of Gerion the Ty⸗ 
rant: he dyed as his two bzethzen did by the Club of Her- 
-ules, When the Heſperians ſaw him bzowght to that paſs, as 
ta taſt the bitter moꝛſel of death, all lefc their arms, bewatling 
lozromtully the death of Gerion, and fcll into deſpair : D that 
ſome ſtayed ſtill to be flain, others fled by Deſerts, Pountains, 
and the Bauks of the Sea. When Hercules cſpycd them fo 
dilmaped, he thanked his God, and purſued his enemies. The 
purſutt dured unto the evening. The Grecks filled the Fields, 
{he Pountatus. and the Mays by the Sca, with Liood, When 
he night was come, Hercules and the Greeks withb2zew them 
[to the Galleps to refreſh themſclves. The hurt men were re- 
membzed and comfozted with the Uicozp and Spopl. The 
weary men forgot the labour and toyl that they had done. They 
reſted them after their travel, and paſſed the night over. When 
it Was day, Hercules ined out of his Gallep, and beholding 
the Pozt, it ſexned to him that 2 City would land well there, 
: ana 
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and then ſaid, That fo:thwith he would make one there and con⸗ 
eluded to begin it. He ſent to all plates, where he knew any 
people were there abouts, and gave to tach man knowledge 
that he was minded ta make a City there, and the firſt perfon 
that would come to put hand thereto, ſhould have the Governs 
meut thereof: this thing was known in Galicia. Many came 
thicther, but a woman named Corogne was the firſt that came. 
And therefsze Hercules gave unto her the ruling thercof, and 
named it Corogne, in remembzance of the victozy that he had 
there. Upon the body ok Gerion he founded a Tower, and by his 
Art compoſed a Lamp burning continually day and night, wich 
dut putting of any thing thereto. Which burned afterward 
the ſpace of thꝛæ hundzed pears. Moꝛeover upon the pinacle o: 
top of the Tower, he made an Image of Copper, looking into 
the Sea and gave him in his hand a Looking-glaſs having ſuch 
vertue, that if it happened that any man of War on the Sea 
came to harm the City ſuddenly, their Army and their coming 
ſhould appear in this ſaid Looking-glaſs, and that dured unto 
the time ol Ne buchidonoꝛzar, who being advertiſed of the pꝛo⸗ 
perty of the Glaſs, filled his Galleys with white things and 
green bovghs and teaves, that in the Looking: Glaſs they ap⸗ 
prated no other but a wood: whereby the Corognians not know- 
ing of any other thing than their Glaſs ſhewed to them dis not 
furniſh them with men of Arms, as they had been accuſtomev 
when their enemies came. And thus Nebuchadonozar took the 
City in a mozning, deſtroying the Looking-Glaſs and the 
Lamp. When the Tower was made, Hercules cauſed to come 
thither all the Maids of the Countrey, and willed them to make 
a ſolemn feaft in remembꝛance of the death of Gerion, Then he 
departed unto Megidda, where were pzelented uuto him ons 
hundzed Oxen of the farref#. 
CHAP. XXIII. 
How Hercules aſſailing King Cacxs, overcame him, and how 
Cacus began to tyrannizein Haly. 


" A Fter this Conqueſt, as Hercules intended to people this 


new Countrep, tydings came to him, that in the ay of 
artiia® 
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Carthagenia, a King and Gpant Beigned, named Cacus, who 
was paſſing evil and full of Tyxanny,aud had ſlain by his cur- 
fed dealing the Kings of Artagon and of Nzvar,their Wives a 
Childzen, and poſſeſſedthefr Deiguiozies, aud alſo held in ſubs 
jection all the Country of Italy. Hercules received joyoully thele 
tydings, and ſaid,By the pleaſure of God he would aſſay to take 
vengeance of the death of the Kings of Arragon aud Navar. 
Then he diſpoſed him unto this wozk, and having an appetite to 
cozrec the King Cacus, as ſocn as an Armp might be ready, he 
went unto the Kealm of Caltile, where was King Cacus in the 
City of Carthagenia, that ſtood beſide a Pountain named Mo- 
nachajo. And he paſſing by many Realms that did him obey⸗ 
ſance, foz his vertuous renown : he came to Carthagenia, the 
Ling Cacus came againſt him in Arms: foz he had been advers 
tiled of his coming, And as he entred into the frontiers, Cacus 
ſent unto him one of his Bnights,that ſaid to him thele words: 
Hercules thou open Tyrant, thou haſt thine heart greater than 
thy body, and wouldf aſſail che Heavens, to conquer them, if 
God had given thee wings to fly: if thou doſt ſeek peace and 
love, unto KingCacus, thy equal in condition aud Foztune, A 
lalute thee in his name: and if thou doſt come as his enemp, I 
dcfie thee in bis name: And in no wile be thou ſo hardy as to 
enter into this Country. If thou enter, know that thou ſhalt 
ſind in Cacus, and in the Caſtilians ſo hard an encounter, that 
from thy evil adventure ſhall no man of thy company be quit. 
Unight ( anſwered Herculcs ) whatſoever you be, pou ſhow not 
that you have the heart of a Noble man. Foz it is a ſhame to all 
men, eſpeciallp to a Noble man, to mil-call oꝛ [peak evil of 
another man, Pou have called me an open Tpꝛant, and alle 
you have compared me to the Tyrant Cacus. Janſwer you 
to this Article, that Jam no Tyraut, but a deſtroyer of Tprants: 
thetefoze return again unto Cacus, and certifie him that J have 
intention to thew what hate J have to Tyrants: and withig 
few dayes he ſhall receive a hard encounter,notwithſtanding his 
-:1vadoes. With this anſwer the Caſtilian departed from fer- 
and returned unto King Cacus, and told him word tz 
i what Hercules had ſaid. When Cacus had heard this, he 
L 2 was 
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was abached, not withſtanding he was a ſtrong and puiſſant Gy⸗ 
ant, and had never found a man ſtronger than himſelf : foz the 
renown of Hercules was then ſo great thzough the univerſal 
Moꝛld, that the mo ſtrong. moſt aſſured in Arms. and the moſt 
koztunate doubted him and trembled hearing ſpeak of his dds. 
Howbeit Cacus took tourage in himſelf, and wichout ſign of 
being abaſhed, in the pꝛelence of his Nobles, laid: Bleſſed de 
the nert days, that Nature and Foꝛtune ſhall bring to us, to 
make p2oof and fo2ce of our ſtrength. Now it behoveth that Ca- 
fe and Sicil ſhew the fo2ce of their arms, to defend King Cz. 
eus from the Claws of his enemies: and it is of neceſſity like- 
wife, that King Cacus, foy his pcople put fozth the uttermoſt 
ol his ſtrength. Now go we on mp bꝛethzen and friends, we are 
come to the War, The Greeks come upon Caſtile without a⸗ 
ny quartet, let us go againſt them, and fight fo2 our Country: 
the Eirds fight one againſt another fo: their Neſts, and the 
dumb Beaſts fo2 the Caves. Nature leadeth them to do ſo, it 
— have the ſame Nature, the time is come that we ought to 
wit. 

Whenthe Caſtilians and the Arragonoys that were there, 
heard Cacus ſpeak, they praiſed greatly his courage, an anſwer- 
ed all with one voice, they were ready to aſſail their enemies. 
With this anſwer che Bing did diſ-lodge his Yoſt that he had 
there in the Fields+ and went fo:th againſt Herculcs, the 
itraighteſf way he could, King Cacus deſired to find Hercules, 
Hercules on the other fide wiſhed to ſ Carus. They went ſo 
long the one againſt the other, that ſoon after they ſaw each o⸗ 
ther nigh to a place where Hercules after founded a City, which 
was named Terricene. As ſoon as they lau cach other, they be- 
gan to make great jop, with ſhouts and cryes. Then they trains 
ed them in order of battel, and marched the one againſt the o- 
ther ſo ſharply, that they filled the ait in ſhot pace with Hot cf 
Arrows eaſting of Stenes, and Darts. A: the beginning of this 
vattel, the Caſtillans bare them vatiautly, and there were ma 
of their part ain, moge by hardineſs than fo2 fear. Fort“ 
put themfelves too far fozth. Aud they fearcd not the ſhot of! 


Grecks, though they were thick, that all the Ground was 
wich 
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with their blood, And the C:ſttians which were ſo far gone, and 
ſoze chaſed. were d2?tven back again to their fellows. When 
Bing Cacus ſaw his folk ſo ſoꝛe beitrad, and heard that they re- 
copled from the (hot of the Greeks: he had ve ty great ſozrow in 
bir. heart.and knew not what ta do to withſtand the force of che 
Battel: Dome fled, others went back, and others fell do wn. 
dead oz ſo2e hurt. Che Wactel dured long tothe ſozrow of Ving 
Cacus, But in the end the ſhot of the Greeks failed, and the Ca- 
ſulians with Cacus recovered new ſtrength, that they came to 
cloſe fight, hand to hand with cheir Swo2ds, they Hed largely 
the blood of them of Tyre. and of Ancare, which were in the firit 
kront of the battels of Kercu'cs, 

The noiſe acoſe great: There were many Shields bꝛoken and 
skins of Lions cut in pieces. As Cacus app:cached,it ſeemed as 
a Tempeſt: Ye was ſtrong. fierce.aud outragious in fitting, 
tach of his ſtrokes was the death of a Greek, He didlo much. 
that the cryes of them that were about him mounted up into the 
Air, that the Caſtiſians had well nigh won all, and began ro 
rejovee fot their good foztune, aud chaſing the Greeks to death: 
but like as a clear day is oftentimes troubled by a dark Cloud, 
ſo by the alone coming of Hercules to skirmiſh, all their joy was 
troubled and turned into moꝛtal loſſes. Foz the deadly arm of 
Hercules laid about him ſo terribly, chat he beat down the Ca- 
niliaas, like as a Power with his Scythe cuiteth down the 
craſs iu a green Meadow. Wlhen Carus ſaw Hercules fo foun⸗ 
der his men, his blood was on fire, and he was fo erceding!y 
enraged, that in a great fury he preſented himCclf bekoꝛe the 
frout of Hercule, and ſmote him with his Sword ſo futioully, 
that he Aeft his Shield in two parts. The Caſtilians ſæing 
de Shield dk Hercules fip in pieces, thought that Cacus had 
put him to death, then they made a ſhout foꝛ joy, but it dure d 
not long: ſoꝛ Hercules lift up his Club and imote Cacus upon 
the top of the Helm wich ſuch trench, that it ſemed to Cacus 
he had been mitten down” with the greateſt Nock in Spain- 
Vet not wiſtanding Cicus above ſtanding in his place, chal⸗ 
ming Hercu!.s to the death, and {more bim with all his 
might, It this aſailing,, the Caiti'iaas haping the Fortune 
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of Cacus, they all aſlailed Herculcs, 

Hercules was goue ſo far among his Enemies, that he was 
ſepa rated from his company. When be heard Cacus thzeaten 
him to death, and law that the Caſtilians allailed him, and 
came tohim from all ſides, his heart was filled wich fury, any 
abandoning the thickneſs and harducſs of his skin of che Lion 
to the Bwoꝛds of them all without revenging him, ſave only 
againſt Cacus, he ſmote him withont meaſure. Cacus fough: 
with the ſpirit of a Tprant chafep, Hercul.s fought with a 
heart nouriſhed in Uirtue. Both of them were fierce, ſtrong, 
and ot great coutage: But when they had both enough each of 
other, at length the ſtrokes of Hercules were ſo great and foꝛci⸗ 
ble, that the houlders of Cacus. no; his head could ſuſtain them, 
Do in the end, after their battel had dured two hours, Cacus 
could no moe ſuffer Him, but fied. 

When Hercules ſaw that Cacus ed. he meant not to follow, 
but ko the Uico2y,began to hew on the Caſſiſians, Arragorn ys, 
and ſuch others as he found; fo2 he left no man alive befo:e 
him, young no2 old, feeble noz ſtrong. Hiſpan and the other 
of his ſide, made their feats of Arms to flouriſh. The Battel 
was ſharp: fo2 the Greeks doubled and redoubled their Crokes 
and lem many oftheir enemies, In the end, when Cacus had 
taken his bzearh,he put again into the middle at one (ide, where 
bis folk fled, and made them tarry,ſmiting and beating the 
Grecks moꝛe terribly than he had done befoze, whereof the crics 
aroſe ſo high. that Hercules fighting on another fide, heard, and 
ran thicher at all adventure. And as he elpped Cacus, he went 
befoze him, and bꝛoke the pꝛels, and ſmote down fo ſoze, tha: 
Cacus knew him, but durſt not abide him, but fled away again. 
Then the Grceks make a ſhout, and a iopful noiſe, ſo that all 
the Caſtilians fied ſome here, ſome there, to the great hurt and 
loſs of Cacus : Foz of all his people there was left no moe but 
fifty which ſaved themſelves upon the Mount of Tonchayo. 
Which ſtood there by. But wich great effuſion of blood of them 
of Cattilia, that thought to have mounted up with the other, lo 
that it le med there had been a Spꝛing of Blood. the Caves in ths 
Uallep were filled with blood: howbeit Cacus ſaved himlelt — 

ity 
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fifty of his men upon the Pountains, as the Chꝛon'cles of 
Sun rehearſe. When he was above, and in ſ1re peace he res 
turned, and looking down to the foot of the hill, ſaw ſo m+ny 
Caſt-lians,that were without number dead, oz indanger to dye: 
he had great ſozrow then at his heart, not foz pity, but delpite, 
and koz the dangers that he ſaw he muſt paſs. Anon after he 
ſaw in the Champaigue, each quarter and place there, all coves 
red with them of his party, and of th cir blood. Allo he ſaw 
them that fled taken, and bzought to the hands of the other, 
Theſe things conſidered, the deſslation of his Dominion, and 
puniſhment of his tyzanny was to him evident: be though: then 
that Herculcs-would ſoon conquer all the Country : foz chep 0 
eyed him th2ough fear, and not fo2 natural love. 

Notwithſtanding he deſpaired not, albcit that he ſaw che pu⸗ 
iſſance of his men deſtroyed by the Club of Hercules, and knew 
that he might no mo2e reign in that Countrey.becauſe they were 
all lain, then he returned unto his Science, and as ſozrowful 
as he was, he cntred into a houſe he had there; but firſt appointed 
twelve of his men to keep the paſlage of this &ounc, which was 
ſo ſtrait and narrow, that there could go up but one man a. 
auce. 

Then Hercules and his men had put to death all their Cne- 
mies, Hercules began to aſlail the Rock, and got upon the de⸗ 
Irœs 02 ſtairs: but then ſuddenly they that kept the Paſſage; 
caſt upon him great ſtones, in ſo great abundance that of fo:ce 
bc was conſtrained to deſcend, Mhen Hercules ſaw that he mult 
withdzaw him, he obeyed Foztune, not withtanzing he made 
2 vow, That he would never depart from the foot of the Rock, 
till he had conſtrained Cacus to deſcend, by famine oz otherwiſe : 
This vow made; Hercules came unto the foot of the hill, where 
the battel had been, and made the place clean, and purgedit of 
the dead bodies, and of the blood of chem that lap dead. After that 
he made his Tent of boughs: and leaves, and his Bed of freſh 
grafs, and commanded that every man Gould lodge there. 
When the dap was ended, and night appꝛoached, the Greeks 
were wearp, foz they had all day laboured in arms, and would 
lain have reſt,and made good chear with that they had, Aud ak⸗ 
fe 
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tr they had o2dained, and ſet their Watch, as well fo kep rhe 
Coaft,as to kæp the Rock that, Cacus ſhould not come down, they 
laid them down upon the graſs. in ſuch wiſe as they were accu- 
tomed when they were in che War. and fo ſlept that night. 

On the morrow, Hercules parted the Yoſt in twain. and ſen 
Hupan with one of them into Afragon, and Nivorre, and be re- 
mained with the other. Hiſpan in the name of Hercules, was 
joyfully received of the Navarroys, and of the Arragonys. And 
they all mave to him obepſance.acknow!ledging Hercules to be 
their L02d, and the moſt vertuous Pzince that was in the welt. 
When H:iipan had ſubdued them, he returned unto H-rcules, 
Hercules lap pet ſtill before Monchayny and there held Cecus 
in ſubjection, that He ſhould not iſlue out. Cacus and his folk 
werc then iu great waut of victual,and they wiſt not what to cat 
02 dꝛink. They deferred as long as they might. hoping that Her- 
culcs would be weary of bring long there. But in the end when 
their Uiauals failed, they ſaw that they muſt n@ds abventure 
themſelves ta come down ; Cacus by his Science made certain 
ſecret things to gs down into their ſtomachs , and after put 
thereto fice, and taucht all the other to do ſo 3 then ſuddenly as 
they felt the fire iſſue out of their mouths, the fume and (ſmoke 
in luch abundance, they ſ@med all on a light fire; then by the 
counſel of Cacus they adventured themſelves to deſcend down in 
running, and caſting; fire and fume ſo impetuouſlp, that Hercuic; 
and the Greeks thought it hay been a Tempeſt of Lightning 
from the Heavens, and had burnt the Mountains; fo? it was a 
thing to make-men loꝛe abaſhed: and thus they cſcaped the dans 
ger of Hercules at that time. Fo? during all that day the Rock 
was full of ſmoke aud fume that Cacus had made, and the {ſmoke 
was ſo material, chat it ſeemed darkneſs. - 

Cacus and his -foik thus paſſed the Hoſt of Hercules and the 
Grecks: Then Hercules who was the wiſeſt Clerk in the 
Mozld, ſo employed himſelf in ſtudy, he took his Books and 
began to ſearch how and by what reaſou the fire deſcended from 
the Nock: he read wuch, but all things well conſidered, he 
found not that this fume came of natural things;wherest he had 
great martclt. Then he lent fog Atlas, that always was lodg⸗ 
5 (85 
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td behind the Voſt, to be ſolicary. When Atlas was come, he 
Gewed him che ſmoak and fume that dured yet; then he told ot 
the Lighining that had paſſed by the Hoſt and demanded of him 
his opinion. Atlas knew incontinent the fume, and aniwered to 
Herculzs, Cartes my Don, thou art moze ſharp in Science 
than J, fo mine age may not attain to ſuch high things as thy 
youth. Yowbeit, foz as much as J know, the growing of this 
thing long time paſt : J will tell thee, (what I ſay thou ſhalt 
und true as J fuppoſe. ) — 2 that this fumr is a 
thing artificial, and made by the ct of Vulcan, the Father 
ef <,acus, who was, cellent Paſter in this Science, and 
was the invento2 1 he mane certain Pountains in Cicily 
to burn, and ſhall burn continualiFto the end of the Wlozlp. 
Cacus which knew the Art of his Father, hath made this fume 
to eſcape thy hands, he is deſcended with his compauy | 
{92m of Lightning oz Tempeſt, and thus thy ſtrength is decei⸗ 
ved by his Science. When Hercules underſtood this, that At- 
as had laid to him, he greatly marvelled at the Dcience of by. 
cus, and could not believe it. Zhen to knowthe truth, he too 

his Club, and went up thzough the \ragak, uaco the top of the 
Rock ſ#king Cacus: but he found there neither man noz bea(*, 
then he returned unto Atlas, and laughing, confeſſed to him that 
he had laid truth, and ſaid, hs would make no purſuit after him, 
:02almuch as he was fo gentleman-like efcaped. This day they 
palled over in ſpeaking and communing of Cacus and his father 
Vulcan, The day following, when the {moak and fame was va- 
niſhed away, Hercules began to beholdthe Country, and law it 
was commodious and fertile, and to the end that there ould 
ver be remenibtance of him, he founded there a City which he 
med Terracone, fozaſmuch as he gave this Conncry, to the 
Dou of the King of Anconce,'and there he made him dwell 
ich his people, and with them of Tyrc. Hercules after this 
iNdatton. went to the City of Salamanque, and fozaſmuch as 
it Was well inhabited, he would wake there a folema ſtudy, and 
did make in the earth a great round hole in manner of a Dtudy, 
2nd he let therein the ſeven liberal @ciences, with many other 
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Then he made them of the Country to come thither to ſkuvy, 
but they were ſo rude and dull, that their wits could not com⸗ 
pꝛize any cunning of Science. Then kozalmuch as Herculcs 
would depart on his vopage, aud would that his ſtudy were 
maintained, he made an Image of gold unto his likeneſs; which 
he did ſet up on high in the midſt of his ſtudy upon a Pillar; and 
made ſo by his Art, that all they that came befo2e this Image, 
| to have declaration of any Stience, to all purpoſes,and all Sci- 
\ \ ences, the Image aulweng inſtructed, and taught the Schol⸗ 
5 rs with Students, as it Jad been Hercules in his pzoper per- 

\, ton, The renown of this ſtudy was all the Countrey. 
And this Study dured after the time t. James converted 
Spain unto the Chziſtian Faith: from Salamanque Hercules de⸗ 
parted and went into Catalogne, and founded there the City of 
MIſrloignc. which is a good City. And finally,when he had ac< 
compliſhed all theſe things, he lent Atlas home again into his 
Country, but he held by him all his Mꝛitings, foꝛ he loved Boks 
ove all the riches of the Mold. After he would give leave 
Unco Philotes to return unto his Country, but Philotes refuſes 
his Congie, and ſaid to him, that he would ſerve him all his life. 
and repute his felicity moze great to be in his lervice, than to 
govern the Country that Foztune had put into his hand. Her- 
' cules after this called Hiſpan, and ſaid to him: Hiſpan, Jknow 

thy wit and thy valour, J have found thee always wile and 
true. Thou art a man of authozity, and very well known in 
theſe Coafts, I do now make and conftitute thee to be King o⸗ 
ver all this Country: and J do give unto thee charge to love 
vertue, and maintain thy hoaour. When Hiſpan heard the gif: 
that Hercules beſtowed on him, he fell down at his feet & thanks 
ed him, and excuſed him of that honour. But Hercules ſaid to 
him. he would have ic ſo. and delivered to him a certain number 
of his people to ſerve him. Afcerwards he cauſedhim to vepa*' 
with great fighs and ſozrows. And Hiſpm went then by allt! 
Countries that Hercules had conquered from Gerion and Cacus. 
And from thencefo2th the Country was named Spain, after his 
Name: Wherefoze J will now ceaſe ſpcaking ot his Conquca 
of Spain, and will rehearſe the deeds of Arms that Hercules 
bid ia Lombardy, and of the death of Cicus. CHAY?,

How Herewles: fought againſt the eleven Gyaats of Cremona, and 
vanquiſhed them, 


N Ow where are che Kings, Cmperours, Douldans, and 
..\ Pzinces, that A may ſpeak of the vertusus liberalicy of 
them, equal oz like unto thoſe of Hercules? The men at this 

day fight one againſt another, and make many conqueſts : but 
they attribute them unto their ſingular p2ofit. They reſe 
no: Hercules, he never fought but foz the common weal o 
Wiorly, To purſue mpwiſcourſe ; When he made Hiſpan Bing 
of all the Region of Heſperie, that now is named Spain, he ſent 
foz his Oxon, his Kine, and his Calves, and after departed from 
Puſcloighe, and tok his way into Lombardy, he went on his 
ſourney till he came nigh the City of Cremona, which is but a 
days journey from Millan. There were in this City elcven 
Gyants,greatof meaſure, Theſe eleven Gyants were all bzes _ 
thzen, and ſons of Neleo, the ſon of Satum. They calle ” 
themſclves all Kings of this City. They held all eſtate Rop⸗ 
al, howbeit their Revenues were but fmall; but they were 
hie ves, and robbed their neighbours, and made them always 

| War. When they knew that Hercules apmoached their 

| City, they aſſembled their Council, and demanded one of ano- 

| ther, If they Gould ſuffer Hercules to enter into their City: 

All were of one opinion, that they ould not receive him, and 
they would ſend unto him one of them, which was named Ne- 

; rer, that he ſhould not enter into Cremona, unleſs he firſt hau 

vanguiſhed in battel the eleven Bzethzen. Neſtor at the coms - 

J mandment of the Gyants, departed from Cremona, and went 

3 to Hercules, whom he found with his little army, lying but 

thice miles diſtant from Cremona. 

Zhen ſpake he to Hercules, and ſaid to him, Sir, I have ten 
Bꝛethzen Kings of Cremona, that have ſent me unto thee, foz⸗ 
almuch as thou entreſt into their Dominfon, and they certifie 
thee by me, that they will give unto thee no paſſage into Cre- 
mona, unleſs thou firſt overcome chem, one after another ia 
D 2 battel: 
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baitcl « therefoze chuſe whether thou wilt have the batcel, o: 
elle return again, and lcave off this vorage. A advertiſe the. 
that they are all Oyants, moze great and moꝛe puiſſant they 3 
am. Sir Unight anſwered Herculcs ) J have taken my way to 
paſs by Cremona. let the Gpants know that Hercu'es hath au 
intention to peak unto them, as he that dꝛeaded not. uo; fcar⸗ 
eth their accuTomed Zprannics, which J muſt deliver che 
wozld of, by feats of Arms, And to the end that they pꝛelume, 
not that J have any doubt oz d2ead of them in anp manner, pe 
fall fay unto them. that J will not fight with them ten, one 
after another, but all at once together, and you with them. if 
pou will accompany them: to do fo, thep ſhall find me ready to 
mo2row early, by day light. 

Hercules with theſe woꝛds made his people to abide, and reſt 
there fo2 that night. Aud Neſtor returncd to his Bethe. 
and ſaid : Hy 35:rthien, J have ſpoken to Hercules, and told 
him pour commanvement + Me Hath an{wered unto me with a 
high aud plain conrage, that he wilt fight with us to ms2rov 
not one after another, but with us all at once. And to ſpcak 
plainly of him. he hath ſemblance of a valiant man, and fur⸗ 
nithed with pꝛowels: he ie a Pꝛince very modeſt, and of nrea: 
couragt. It behoveth pou to furnich well the battel. Certa'n- 
Iy it will be perillous, for he is mightily membꝛed and as big 
ag one of us, but me thinkech he may not compare, noꝛ p2ev2!! 
agaiuſt us eleven. and that he may nateſcape our Fo2cce, bu 
we Gall pierce him with our Swozds, ene tozce o. 
ſtreugch is in him. 

The Gyants Hearing him fo piaile Hercules, had great m 
vel ot han, and would not believe Neftor, ot that be had — > 
ed. that ße would fight with chem all together at ante: #6: 
there were none of them all dut he thought .himielf frong */ 
nough to2 Hercules, Zhen-thep'agken gain if Nector bre 
lute to have well underſtood what Hercules ſaid uncy him. 
he would fight aagaintt them all at once Neſtor anfwered. vc, 
aud chat he had heard hint lap it in his proper perſon. 
this anſwer they concluded, thac on the mozrow they ſhon ld 
Arm them all, and that they would go to the Fielo to fight . 
gain 
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gainſt Hercul:s, if he came againſt them. One of the Gyants

man than you think of, Beep you at the offer that be hath made, 
ts better to have the moſt p2ofit, and leſs honour in ſuch a 
caie, Jn thele conferences they paſſed all that day, afterward 
they went to reſt. When the hour was come, on the mozrow 
carlythey aroſe, and made themſelves ready the beit they could, 
After they ſent one of their men unto Hercules, ro know what 
ye would ſay : but as ſoon as the Mellenger illued out of the 
Gate, the firſt thing he ſaw was a Giant armed marvcllouſly; 
the Peſlenger abode then, and adviſed him a little. After he 
had adviſed himſelf, he went unto che Gyant armed, and asked 
um what he was: J am Hercules, ſaid the Gyant. What will 
on lap, oz have, ſaid the Meſſenger 2 J ſay, ſaid Hercules, that 
the Gyants of Cremona have no cauſe to let me the paſlage of 
their City. Foꝛaſmuch as they gave me to underſtand yeſter- 
day. if J would have paſſage, it behoveth me to vanquiſh them 
zue afcer another.in the field bp battel: Jam come hither in 
12pe to win the vidozp, and demand no other thing but to lee 
em in arms, to fight with them altogether at once, to have 
[ye ſooner donc. Wherefoze go to them, lignific my coming, 
and hat them. 

The Meſſenger with theſe words returned unto the Gyants, 
and told them all what he had found, When the Gvants knew 


Hat Herculcs was already come into the field they all took their 


Swords, aud their furniture of War, and departed from the 
City, addzeſſing themſelves againſt Hercules, Hercules was 
then alone in the place, The men and women of Cremona 
vent upon the Walls and Towers to ſee the battel. * 
it 
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with other Hoble men of the Greeks, were upon an Pill, far 
cnough from the place where Hercules was abiding the Gyants. 
They were all well furniched wich Helmets enriched with gold 
and ſtones. They were great and ſtrong, all of one mcaſure, 
they were bearded, and Had fierce countenances: they marches 
U8ticly, with a great conrage. 

When they came nigh to H-rculcs, within half a Bow ſhoe, 
they all menaced him to the death, and made a cry fo great, tha: 
the walls of their City redounded. Zhen they ran againſt th 
aſlurcd Pꝛince, like as thep had been Lions: Hcrcvles hearing 
theſc cryes, ſecing their courſe on foot, Nayed fo2 them, lifting 
up his Club ever his head. 

Wlhen it came to meeting, it ſeemed the Gyants would have 
bzuiled him with their Dwozds, fo; they lmote updn him ſo un⸗ 
nicaſurably, that the pieces of their Swords flew into the Air. 
Hercules ſuffered them, and beheld what power they had: when 
they made their aſſays upon him, Heculcs made his aflap upon 
them, and with his Club ſmote onc of the Gyants upon the 
Helm, that he all bzuiſed not only his Helm, vut his head, thar 
he fell down luddenly dead. When the other ten Gyants ſay: 
their bzother dead of one ſtroke, they had great (ozrow, and 
their blood moved. Nature willed them to cake ſharp venge- 
ance. They did what they couid, and aſſatled Hercules eagerly 
on all ſides, 

Hercules feared nst any ſtroke of Swozd, Spear, oz Polearc: 
his zkin of the Lion was hard and ſtrong: his ſtrength was &a- 
ble, and his Club defended all. ſoit need, great was the rokes 
that they gave each other, The Gpants did their beſt enden 
vours, and gave ſtrokes enough to Hercules, but they could ne- 
ver pierce the skin of the Lion, ft was ſo hard: pet his Club 
was harder. The Gyants marvelled at the conſtance and pu⸗ 
iſcance of Hercules. As ſoon as Hercules lift up his Club to 
{trike them, they leaped aſide, and otherwhiles b2ake his 
ſtrokes : howbeit in leſs time than an hour, he flew four of then, 
and the other ſeven fought afcerwards, by luch vigo2, that the 
moz2c he lmote them with his Club, the moze furtous he found 
them and ficrce, 
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The battel was terrible andhard,foz the Gyants were ſtrong, 

and long had uſed the skill of Arms, great pain had they to lave 
vtHemſelves, and ſmall hope to revenge the blood of their Bꝛe⸗ 
then, and gain the honour of the battel. They ſaid that they 
were unkoztunate, ſeeing they might not overcome one man as 
lone, noz equal him. In fighting they helped and comkozted cach 
other, and had all good courage. But what did their number of 
Bzethzen p2ofit them? What availed them their couragious 
ſtrokes, when they were appꝛoaching their death? Hercules was 
always Hercules: he re ſoyced much in the number of his enc- 
mies, he comfozted himſelf in Foztune, Foztune helped him, 
he did marvels on all ſides, well could he fight, and well de⸗ 
fended he himſclf, all that he did was well donc: all chat che 
others did, was nought worth not withctanding they were migh⸗ 
ty. Butthe luck of Hercules was not to he broken, nozhis Club 
tu be fopled: but he Triumphed, and his valour encreaſed to 
luſtain the furies of his adverſaries, who with all their might 
charged him with their ſtrokes. O marvellous frength and 
might ofa man. Mis puiſlance was not of a man, but of an C⸗ 
lephant: his skin of the Lion ſeemed that it had been temper⸗ 
ed with quick and hard ſtyel : his body ſeemed moe conſtant a⸗ 
gainſt the cutting Swords of all his enemies, than is an Anvil 
againſt the ſtrokes of many hammers, oz great ledges: there 
was no ſtroke of his enemy that grieved him:he took great plra⸗ 
lure in the battel, ſeeing himſelf among lo many Gpants. He 
ſtill greatly rejoyced, and there was nothing grieving him, but 
the declining of che day which began to fail. 

At this hour, when the Dun with-held her rays, and turned 
into the Meſt, Hercalcs would make an endof his battel. The 
Syants began to ceaſe to mite, fo from the mozning to the 
tiring, they fought without ceaſing: and Hercules behaved 
himtelf lmiting upon one and other, laping about him furiouſly, 
that of tome he bzake Yelmets and Veads, of others he bzake 
aims and ſides marvellouſip, and gave many great ſtrokes, that 
be beat down all ercept Neſtor, who fled away when he lawthe 
".comficure. Therein he did wiſely, oz all his bꝛechzen were 
Zain by the hand of H:reules, 

When 
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When they of Cremona ſat their Lo2ds dead, they ſoon e- 
nough made an end of their mourning and fozrow, koz they haz 
bcen to them hard and croubleſome. At tye end of this battel, 
they aſſembled co Council, when they ſaw Herculcs had won 
the vico2p, and concluded together, that they would yieldthem- 
ſelves to Herculcs, and his mercy. With this concluſion they 
illued out of the Gates in a great number, and came to Hercules, 
the Conquers; of his enemies: firſt chep kneeled befo2e him down 
to the ground: ſecondly, they pꝛaped and required of him mer- 
ty: and thirdly, they ſurrend2ed unto him their City and their 
goods and laid they would hold him foz their Lozd during their 
lives. Herculcs, who was pitiful and gentle, to them that hum- 
bled themſelves, received the Cremonians inco his favour, and 
made them {and up, and after ſent foꝛ them of his Poſt, When 
they were come, he bzought them all into Cremona, where 
great fop was made: Foz they were glad of the death of the 
Gyants, And there was no man, woman, no? child, but did 
rejouce. . 

In this manner was Herculcs Bing of Cremona, and en⸗ 
riched with a new title of vidoꝛp. The firſt night that he en- 
tred into the City, he reſted him and his people : and were wel! 
refreſhed aud well feaſted. On the mo2zrow he cauſed to bzing 
into the City the bodies of the Opants that were dead, and bu⸗ 
ried them wozxſhipfully. Then he founded upon them a very 
great and high Tower, and upon the Tower he ſet eleven ſta- 
tues of metcal, after the faſhion of the Gyants that he had ſlain, 
in remembꝛance of his vico2y. 

After ths, Cdification of this Tower, Hercules left in Cic- 
mona, folk ta govern them, and departed chence to go further 
into the Country. Ye ſtudied alway, and was never idle: he 
Uudied ſo much. that he could make the fire artificial as well a 
Cacus:and found the remedies againſt the ſame, What by arn's 
and by his ſcience, he got very great glozy in Italy. He went in- 
to manp places, and over all where he came and went, men vip 
him Reverence, Witch great good adventure he went ſo far, 
tbat he came to a City ſtanding nigh the Mount Aventins, 
where Neigned a King named E vander, which received him [9- 

lemniy. 
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{ennly. It is to be noted, that when Cacus fied from Mon- 
chayo, he came into Italy unto ihis Pount, viſpleated that he 
{av lock his Scigniozp. Then he gave all his ſervants lcave 
:0 de part from him, and in deſpair,he wert to the Pount Aven- 
une in an evening, where he was conſtrained to withdzaw hims 
ſelf, koz he feared Hercules much, When he was come en this 
All be kound there a great Cave, and went in without his ſux- 
et, and then he vegan to be diſcomfo2ted greatly, and laig:Alae, 
now am J erile>, and baniſhed ont of all my Seignioziee, 
end Lo2dſhips. Now have J no fuccour noz comfo2t of perſon. 
dare not name me King, where J was wont by wy name to 
make Kings to tremble alas all is turned, and become upüde 
own. J have nothing to cat, no2 no where to lodge, unleſs 
i: be with the beaſts. O poo2 Bing: where is any man ſo un- 
'*ppy as J: Jem ſo unfoztunate. that J date not be ſeen 102 
known: With theſe wozds he laid him down upon the bare 
ground, and laid a one under bis head, ond with grene pain and 
grtek fell a flæp, which pured not long koz hie veins were ſtrong- 
[v ftirreo, his heart was not quict, and his body was very evil 
{1{foained, After he awoke, he went out of the Cave, to leok if it 
were nigh day: ſoz the night troubled him, and was to him to) 
long. Ent when he was tome into the air, he ſaw no day ap⸗ 
pcar,no2 Stars noz Poon-ſhine, but be found it all dark, and all 
(he Negions of the air covercd with clouds, whereat be was 
rreatly grieved. Then he went into the Cave 6gain, not into 
the deepeſt, dut into the month, and there (ſoztowful and pens 
ſibe) abode without lleping till it was day. 
hen the dap-oppeared, Cacus went out of the Cave, up un⸗ 
e the top of the Hill, and began to view the Country about. 
= he Country ſeemed to him good and fair to live there. Alter 
grtat penſiveneſs and many thoughts, he concluded in himſelf, 
her he would abide there, and would live of bootics,rapine,and 
let, After he bethought himſelf, that he would go-unto King 
Pricus of Calidonie, which was his Couzen, to have his Wife, 
that he hadchoſen, to bear him company, and that he would 
att and demand marriage one of his Daughters, Withtchts 
concluſton he departed from the Pount Aventinc, and took his 
N- way 
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wap unts Calidonic. Dome ſay Calidonie is that Country tha: 
we call Calabria. When Cacus was come to Calidonie, the 
Bing Pricus received him as it appertained*to a King, fozaſ- 
much as he knew him, and was of his Linage: and demanded 
of him his tydings. Cacus began to ſigh, when he ſaw that he 
muſt tell his miſhap, and told him from the beginning to the 
end, how Hercules had take n from him his Nealms, and how he 
had been beſieged, and was eſcaped. Fozalmuch (ſaid be) as 4 
dare not abide in my own Country, J am come hither unto you 
foz refuge to count my ſozrows. J have intention to hold me 
on the Mount Aventine in a Cave that is there, until that time 
my enemp Herculcs ſhall depart from my PYeritage : and J will 
hep me there fo ſecret, that no man in che world ſhall have 
knowledge thereof, to the end that Hercul:s know it not, foza(- 
much as he hath me in great hate, and he hath moze greater hap 
and koꝛztune in arms than J have: And if he knew chat A were 
in any place, J am certain he would come thicher todeſtrop me, 
This conftderes, J have choſen chis Cave to hide me, as J 
have ſaiv: It is ſo that the eyes of a man being in great trou-, 
ble, re ſoyce iu the ſight of a woman, foz a woman is a comfozt 
to a man. Wherefo:e J require pou that pou will give me to 
wife one df your Daughters. And if it pleaſe pou ſo to do, pou 
Hall do me a greater friendſhip chan J can have foz this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent time. King Pricus anſwered Cacus, Vou are of high dil⸗ 
tent, and have great Lozdchips in Heſperia. - If foztune were 
againſt pou this dap, pour neſs ought not therefoze to be 
the woꝛſe eftemed. J have four Daughters, of whom the ont 
is uamed Yoel, Take whom it pleaſech you except Yocl,foz 4 
will not yet marry her, Ang ik pou have any will to make an 
Army againſt Hercules, telł me plainlp, J will Cuccour pou as 


is true and faithful friend. Cacus was very well content with 


the anſwer-of the Bing, and thanked him, ſaying that he woll 

make no Army fo; this ſeaſon but this time in the Cave 

as he had purpoled. Then the thzes Daughters of Bing Pricus 

were ſent foz, and Cacus choſe one of them, which he wedded, 

and after lap with her, and above there two daps. At che end 

of two days he would depart, ans took leave of the Bing. —— 
| ug 
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Bing would have delivered unto him ten Anights, and ten El⸗ 
quires to have bꝛought him on his wap, but he refuſed them 
and would have none. Then he would have velivered to him cer⸗ 
tain Lavies and Damoſels, but of all them he took none ſave 
the two Diſters of his Wife : which would by tozxce go with 
him. Thus then he departed from Calidonic,accompanied with 
the thaw Diſters, Me was alway (oz romtul, and from that time 
fozth, being impatient fo2 his being caſt out of Ropalty, be 
be gan to rage, and bathed his Axe in the blood of men, women, 
and childzen that he met and put them all to death, 

Cacus began to exerciſe the deeds of fury and CTpranny es he 
was golng to the Pount Aventine, Being come thither he en⸗ 
£red into the Cave, the beſt he coulv wich his wives, and the 
moſt ſecretly, £f this place he made a Neſt of theft,and a pi 
of uns. Foz the firſt night that he lodged his Wives, he wen 
into the Uillage that ſtood there faſt by, aud beheld the faireſt 
voule,whereinto he entredby a window that Was open, and lie w 
all them that were therein: after took all the goods ag much as 
yc could carry upon his ſhoulders, and bare them into the Cave 
where his wives were. 


CHAP, XXV. 
How-Cacus ſtole away Oxen and Kine, belonging to Hercules, 
and how Hercule fought with him therefoxe, and flew him. 


u the mozning Cacus found a very'great ſtone of marble, 
which he took and bare unte his Cave, and made therewith 
bis d902. Cacus held him in his Cave, and never went que but 
when he would do harm. When he t into the field, he 
lew all he met. Ye robbey man, deflonned women 

barnt houſes and towns, any _ popled, and did ſo much 

harm in Italy, that they that paſled in the Countrey, ſuppoſeg . 
it to be deſtrayed by the hand ol God and could not know whence 
tame theſe perſecutions that Cacus made upon them. To re⸗ 
tuen then to aur talk of Hercules, he came unts the City of 
Bing Evander, in the time that Cacus -bedewed Italy with the 

hood of men, and filled his _ with ftolu goods. 2 
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coming of Hercules and of his men ok A rms, his Beeves and 
Dren were bzought into the City, becanſe Bing Evander 
ſhould læ them. The King took great pleaſure to behold them. 
foz they were high and paſſing fair. Akter the King had len 
them, H-rcales demanded of him, whe:her he couldſend ta pas 
ſfure that night? Ja truth Dir, ſaid Bing Evande:,if ye will 
follow mp counſct,ye ſhall let chem abide in this Cicp, and no: 
tend them into the fields. Wherefoze, replyed Hercules? E- 
vandcr anſwered, When we ſend fo2th our beaſts, we know no: 
where they become. They have ben ſtolg and d2iven away, 
and we cannot teil who are the Robbers, our ſervants have been 
murdered, houſes burnt, praple chat ould labour in the field 
are lain, women and maidens are violated and put to ſhame : 
and we cannot remedy it. Foz we cannet have knowledge ot 
the Authozs thereof. Whercfoze ſome men lap and will a- 
vouch. it is God that doth thus puriſh fo2 our ſing. Mhere⸗ 
foze J pꝛay pou let pour beaſts abide in the City, to the end. 
they be not ftoln. Sir, ſaid H.rcul.s, pe tell to me a great 
marvel: J believe well thoſe things ye ſay, notwithſtanding, 
ſince God hath ſaved them unts this day, he will keep them pet. 
if it pleaſe him: foz if he will have them, he will take them as 
well within the City, as out in the fields. And if there be a 
Robber oz Thief in the Country, that will take them away, 1 
$ippoſe J ſhall find Him, and make Italy quit of him. Wich 
theſe wozds Hercules ſeꝝt his Beaſts into the Paſture.and ther 
left them without any Keepers: The dap paſſedover,the nich: 
tame. In this night Cacus iſlued out of his Cave, and went in- 
to the Country to ſteal. if he could find any boocy, Thus be that 
is unhappy feeketh evil, and in the end is paid at once fo; his 
treſpaſſes; the unhappy adventure bzought him into the Pea⸗ 
dow, where paſtured the Dren ok Herculcs: ft was nigh the 
mozning, he had with him his thiee wives As ſoon as he (aw 
the beaſts by the light of the Moon, he knew them. Me was li 
abaſhed, his blood changed in his viſſage,and not without caule : 
fo; ſoon after his ſo2rgws began to grow on him, and came to 
the quickneſs of the heart, that he could not ſpeak. Mis wives 
when they ſaw chat he ſpake no woꝛds, and that he __ - 
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veaſts all amazed came to him, and demanded of him what he 
ailed? Alas,an[wered, Cacus, ſince it is that you muſt needs knows 
I tell pou foz certainty, that all the ſorrow in the world ariſech 
in my (tomach, aad environeth mine heart: fo2 There ſx the 
Oren of the Triumph of mine Enemy HAcrcn!cs,and in behold- 
ing them, J remember the great loſes that J have had by bim, 
a nd he honours that he hath made me loſe. and the Vealms that 
he hath taken awap from me. and the extream miſery that J am 
now in. Ve mit nds be hece by in Tome place. Curſed be his 
coming, for J know not what J ſhall do, but in ſign of venge- 
ance, I will lay is Oren and his Kine, 

Chen the three Siſters heard that Cacus ſorrowed,they toun⸗ 
{clled him. he (ould nd; flay the beaſts : ſaping,if he lew chem, 
Heecules ſhould loſe notice, foꝛ he would eat them. St were 
becter/faid his Wife )that ye lead away as many as ve can, and 
ming them into our Cave: foꝛ if pe do fo, Hercul.s ſhall have 
lals and diſpleaſure.and ye (hall have pleaſure and p2ofit. 

Cacus believed what his Wife ſaid to him, and loked in the 
Meadow all about, if any man had been there keeping them, but 
be ſound no man noz woman: Then he came to the beaſts, and 
took eight of the beſt he could chuſe : After he bound them toge- 
ther with a co2d by the tails, and the Co2d about his neck, be 
dꝛew them in that manner unto his Cave, albeit the beaſts re- 
ſiſted ſtrongly to go backwards in that manner. Cacusfo bzought 
all thoſe beaſts that he ſtole, to the end, no man ſhould follow 
him by the footings of the beaſts, 

When he had put in his Cave the beaſts of Hercules, he Hut 
the dooz fo well, chat a man could never have known no? percet- 
ved there had ben any dooz, Then thinking he had been ſafe, 
he laid him down and ſlept, After che Dun riſing,H-rcul:s that 
deſired much to hear tydings of his bealts, aroſe up. and with 
the King Evandcr came unts the place, where his ©ren and 
Bine were. When they were come into the Peadow Hercules, 
found that he lacked four Pren,and as many Kine: Whereac 
he was loze troubled, and commanded that they choutd ſcek all 
about the Meadows, and ſe if the footings of the beaſts might 
be found. At this commandment every one began to lick. _ 
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there were that looked towards the Pount Aventine, and four» 
the footings of the Oxen, but they thought by that footing, the 
beaſts deſtended from the Pount, to come into the Pesdou. 
When all they had ſought long, and ſaw they found nothing, 
they made their repozt unto Hercules, that they could not per- 
cetve where thoſe Oren were iſſued out, and that on no ſide they 
could find any figns oz tokens of Beaſts going out of the Pas 
Qures. But even now laid one, J have found the footings of 
certain Dren and Kine, that He deſcended from the Pountain 
into the Meadow. When Hercules heard that from the Poun⸗ 
tain were come Dren into the Meadow, he called unto 
Evander and demanded what people dwelled on the Pountain 
Evander ſaid, That therein dwelled neither map noz beaſt: and 
that GPountain was not inhabited. Hercules would go to 
ſe the footing, and went thither, and he thought well that thi⸗ 
ther might have paſſed eight great Beals in that nighc;foz the 
traces of the feet was great. Then he would kyow where they 
were become : but he found that the footing of the Beaſts too; 
their end there as they paſtured, He then marvellengreatty. 
fozaſmuch as there were no ſtrange Beaſts, and began to 
muſe. 8 

Now when he had a little pauled, he beheld the Pount and 
ſaid: It muſt n&ds be that there is a thief in this Pountain, 
that is come aud hath_ſtoln them and lev them away, going 
backwards, But howſfoever it is, J will never depart from 
hence, till 5 have ſearched this Pauntain, from one ſide to anc⸗ 


ther, foz my heart judgeth the Beaſts are here. 


With this concluſion Hercules cauſed to take divers Calves 
that were there, and made them fafſt till Noon, in the mean 
while he ſent fo his harneſs and Arms by Philotcs, aud made 
him ready to fight. After mid day. as the Calves began to cry 
and bleat foz hunger,he cauſed them to be bzoughe about the 
Pornntain., Thes as they paſſed by the place where the Cave 
was, and cryen: it Happened that the Kine in the Cave heard 
them, and anſwered : crying ſo loud, that the ſound paſſed by the 
bole of the Cave. and came to the ears of the Calves, and allo 
of Herculcs. When Hercules heard the cry of his Ame, — 
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bode there: his Calves began to cry again, but his Kine cryed no 
moze, foz Cacus by the fozce of their cryes was awaked : and de 
that always feared to be diſcovered roſe up, and cut the thꝛoats 
of the Kine, The Calves then naturally knowing their Dams, 
cryed very loud, and bleated, as they that deſtred cheic milk. 
Kercat Hercules marvelled very much. 

Then be came near the Mount and went unto the place where 
hc heard the Bine: and was there thz& hours ſa king if he could 
find any hole oz Cave to paſs. by. Mowbeit he paſſed maup 

mes by the entry of the Cave, yet he could not perceive it. 

ome ſaid, that the noiſe and bleating they had heard of the 
Line was come by Jllufion. Ochers ſaid, Hercules loſt his la- 
bour, and pzaped him to leave off to \ſ&k any moze, ya! ab 
them not recoverable. In the end when Hercules card 
one and another, and ſaw that he might notcome to the end of 
his deſtre, in a great anger he took in both arms a great Tree 
that grew thereby, and ſhok it ther times wich ſo great fozce, 
that at the third time he overthzew itt rot c all, in ſuch wiſe 
that the rt that came dut of the earth made a large hole,ſo deep 
that the bottom of the Cave was ſn platuly. 

When Hercules ſaw the great hole that the root of the Tre 
made, he was very joyful, and ſaid: Truly it is here that the 
great Thief dwelleth. J muſt ſ& if he be here, and what Pers 
chants inhabit in this place. In ſaying theſe wozds, Hercul: s 
bowep down his head on the one ide of the Cave, where he faw 
Cacus, As ſoon as he ſaw the Thief, he knew him, whereof he 
was moxe joyous than he was befoze, and called to him, Cacus 

I ie thee: thou haſt befoze this time troubled the Realm of 
Heſperia, with innumerable treſyaſſes and great ſins, that thou 
didſt commit openlyand manifeſtly. This was the — of the 
veftruction of thy Seigniozy. Now thou troubleft the Tali ins 
with Tyrannies ſecret and unknown, 2 know thy life, thon 
may not denp it. It behovech that chou dye thercfoze, and 
that J make the Italians free, from thy horrible and odious 
thefts. O curſed man, if thy Crowns, Diavems, Dcepters, 
Kenowns, thy Royal men might not maintain ther; Whert- 
to;e art'thon wzapped here ll in ane, and amenveſt not, — 

all 
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all thy punichmeuts that thou hat ſuffered: But pet inſtead 
of a Ping and Prince, thou art a ihief. Jaſtcad of doing juſtice, 
thou hal bern a murcherer, and burner of Elillages and houlcs. 
Where thou ſhouldeſt have kept and ſaved xz2omen. thou haſt de⸗ 
floured them. and deue them villanp. O Caiiift Bing, ut. hour 
repenting ef the. Certainly, I iv well :Lon art he that 5 
Italians know not., and that thou hatt pciſecuted them. 

Thy malice hach ken great and hp {ultilcy, ſeeing that un- 
to thie day thou waſt nsver bew2axred, and hau Tone great ni!s 
chief. Ent thy cunning is not ſo greac, uticher haſt they lo 
hidden thee, bnt thou art nigh peri!,foz thou Halt picld to we 
again mp Oren. And to conclude, tYou falt put me 16 death, 
2 thou ſhalt de by mp hand, thou ſhalc not elcape Ly running 
away, ** 

hen Cacus underſtcod this ſentenct, be Yas cxcctirgly - 
ſrald, nevettheleſs he liftied i his hcad: and ſceing that he v 
ſound by Herculcs, the only man of che wozid he mott hald. 
he (aid unto him: Alas Heacris.a man all cozrupted wich co⸗ 
vetoulnels: what curſed ſoztunt hach made the ia ewe 
the tree whereof rhe pzofound and der p roots have coveredihe e-

Sy this anſwer Cacus knew there was no reſpite foz his 
lte. Then he intended to ſave himſelf as he bad done okode⸗ 
imt: and made by his. craft ſo great a {moke and dark fume, 
hat it ſeemed to come ont of the hole the ZTrec had'made as 
2 very pit of Mell. And this black fume was mingled with 
games burning. Foz all this Fume Hercalcs left not Cacus, 
nt leapt into the Cave, into the middle of the Flames aud 
Fume, as he was Maſter of the Craft and was quickly p20- 
vided of remedies that thereunto belonged, he went in luſtily 
aud aſſailed Cacus, iu ſuch wiſe as he felt no fume noz let: and 
gen he gave him a ſtroke upon the Belm with his Club, that 
de made him hit his head againſt the walls of the Cave; Cacus 
with the receiving of this troke, let the Fume dilgoꝛge ot of 
luis ſtomach, leeing that by that means he could not eſcape, and 
vctook him to his huge great Are that ſtood by him, to dekend 
umlelt: Hercules (uffeced him to take up his Axe. Cacus 
[mote upon him, the Cave was not large, pet they fought long 
Verein. Unto the reſcue ok Cacus, came the three Difers, 
ho did caſt ones upon Herculcs in great abundance, and 

Lc pt bitterly. 
The thzee Damoſels lovep Cacus very well. Hercules and 
CUaicus fought moze than a long hour without ceaſing, And at 
the cnd of the hour. they were both ſo ſozc that they muſt necvs 
re? them, Theu - Cacus tsok in-himſelf a great pꝛide, fo2 he 
was ftrong of body, and ſeemed when he had refed, hat Hercu- 
ics was not fo ſtrong as he had been afozetimes, and that he 
might never vanquich him, tozalmuch as he had not overcome 
a: ye beginning. By this preſumption he demanded of Hercu- 
les, if he would finich the Combate without the Cave? Hercules 
anfwered that he was content. With chis anſwer Cacus took 
O a way 
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away the fone that ſrt the Cave, and went out, in going on: 
after him Hercules eſpyed his Kine thet were dead in a cozncr 
and his Orten that were bound by the Muffcls untoa Pillar 
He was ſozry when he law his Bine in that cafe, nevertheleſs. 
he purſued Cacus. and ſaid unto him: Thou curled Thief, tho: 
haſt done tome a great diſpleature; to have lain my Bine. Pea 
( curſed Thief thy elt ) anſwered Ce cus, pet haſt thor done 2 
me moze diſpleaſures, to have lain my men, and taken aug 
my Kealms. Zhou art only culpable ot the evils that J have 
done, and of the death of thy Vine. I would it pleaſed God the; 
J had thee as well in mp mercy, as I had them: be ſure tho! 
ſhouldeſt never take away Realm from any man again: now let 
us diſpatch our battel. At theſe wozds Hercules and Cacy 
{mote againſt each other very ſoze, and with great fury, ſo as 
their ſtrokes cleaved to their Varncls. and made a great noſe. 
At this Reiſe, the Bing Evander and the Grceis came to if 
battel, to behold, which was befoze the entry of the Cave, 
where were tlie thee @iſters paſlinc; deſolate. Cacus enfozces 
him with all his puiſſance. Fo; he law it was ime then oz nc- 
ver to ſhew all the foꝛce that he could. Ve handled his Are vc- 
ry ſtrongly, and it was ncedful ſo to do. Pe was hard and boy- 
ereus: he gave many a ftroke to Hercules, And thought of- 
tentimes he ſhould confourd him unto the carth. Eut Hercu! 
on his ſide f failed not, though be had a Rout Adverſary aged 
him: Ve was alſo ſtrong ac the Combate, and moze than was 
good fo the hcalth of Cacus : Pe never {mote Cacus, but be 
turned his eycs in his head, oz made him reel on the one ſive, c. 
ga back hamefully This battel by long during grie ved 
be holders, they to aſVatled each other and fought hard on b. 
fidcs, Finally they did ſo much chazg they were dziven to red 
them again, their bodies did ſweat all over. When Kercu' 
faw the victo2y was not pet won, and that the night appꝛoach⸗ 
cd, he dad greatſhame in himſelk. that he had held ſo long bat⸗ 
tel. Then he began to lap on Cacus ſo harb, and redoubled t:5 
ccrokes with luch "fo: ce upon Cacus, that at the laſt he bare bim 
down to the ground all aſtonied, aud mave him fole his Are 
then took off his Helm. The thzee Dilters ted into a osten 
nancy 
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Damed Octa full of tears andcrpes. Many Greeks would have 
zone after: but Hercules mane them return. Then called he 
the King Evandet, and his folk, and {aid tg him, Bir, loe here is 
he that was wont to tcouble the Itahans with ſecret murthers, 
covert thefts, unknown defiling of women. Loe here is the mi⸗ 
1\1Fer and docr of theſe trelpaſſes: 4 have intention to puniſh 
zm, not only after his deſert but unto death. 

Evander an{wcred to Hercules, Printe, excellent, and woz⸗ 
thy above all wozthics. and the beſt accompliſhed of all men, 
flouriſhing in Arms: What reverence is due: Thou deſerveſt 
not only humane reverence, but that reverence that is ok Di⸗ 
vine nature: I believe aſſuredly that thou art a Sod, oz the ſon 
**a Gov: eile a man deified. Thou in eſpecial haſt ſeen moze 
n a moment, than all the eyes in general of all the Italizns did, 
not in a whole year, but in an hundzed pears. 

Oh the bꝛight reſplendent Son of Noble men: and fair 
{ning with noble frats and deeds: How may we thank there, and 
atbe thee pꝛaile foz thy deſert in chis great wozk Thou ( by 
{yy moſt ercelleat labour haſt disburthened us from darkneſs. 
*nd haſt given us light; thou haſt effeged moꝛe thau the great 
cops and all the aſſemblies of Italians would have been able 

do. Thou haſt gotten moze Triumph in chaſtiüng of this 
Gpant,paſling terrible, than we are able to reward thee for ttu⸗ 
ytt thou be not a God, thou hat from the Gods their ungular 
grace, J pꝛomiſe to thee in remembzance of this lavour, to builo 
lolemn Temple in mp City, where thou ſhalt have an Altar, 
and upon the Altar Wall be thy repꝛeleutation of fine gold, and 
e repzeſentation of this Tyꝛant, in ſhe wing how thou haſt vans 
guiſhed him, to the end that our Heirs and ſucceſſo:s in time 

onung, map have thereof knowledge. 

During theſe woꝛds Cacus had refreſhed him, who was aſts- 
td of the ſtroke that He had received, and thought to ha be fled: 
var Hercules ran after, and caught bold of him, and embꝛaced 
him in bis Arms, ſo hard that he could not ir from him, and 
ought him again, and bare him unto a deep pit chat was in the 
Cave, where he had caſt in all ozvure and filth. Hercules came 
vaco tyis foul pit, that the Greeks had found, and thꝛuſt Cacus 
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_ bis head downwards from on high into the o2dure be⸗ 
neath, 

Then the Italians came about che Pit, and caſt ſo many 
ffones upon him that he dyed there miſerably. Such was the 
end of the poo: King Cacus: he dyed in an hole full of ſtinking 
filch. When King Evander law that he was dead: by the con- 
ſent of Hercules, he made him to be d2awn out of the Pit, and 
cauſed him no be bozn iuto che City, where H-rculcs was reteiv⸗ 
ed ſo triumphancly that no man can rehearſe ; the Feaſt was 
great that nigh: in the Palace of Bing Evander, and paſſed 
with great joy, On the mo2row the Bing Evander cauſed to be 
ſet fozth the body in the trght and common view of all the peo- 
ple, and afterwards 0zdained certain folk, to carry his miſe- 
rable co2ps oz body, through all the Cities where he had vove 
harm, and to count and rehearſe to them his life, When the 
body was ſhe wed in the City of Bing Evander, they that hav 
the government thereof, bare it into divers places, and alway 
pꝛaiſed Hercules. 

In remembzance of this vicozy the Bing Evander com- 
mandev to begin the Temple he had p2omiſed to Hercules, and 
required Hercules that he would ſtay in that Country, until the 
time his Temple Gould be fully finiſhed. Hercules beheld how 
Bing Evander did labour about building his Temple with all 
diligence, agreed is his requeſt, fozalmuch as to him ſeemed, the 
Tenple would be ſhonly made. Dome books lap, that long 
time befoze. Mars had pzomiſed Hercules that there ſhould be a 
Temple made unto him: and foz that cauſe he was come in: 
Italy, ta know if his deſttny would happen oꝛ no 2 And when the 
Italians heard ſpeech of the birth of Hercules, they believed he 
was the Bon of {upi:cr, not of Amplucrion, 


CHAP. XXVI. 

How the Queen of Laxrentia fell in love with Hercules: and 
how King Fricus came into Jtaly with a great Hoſt, to detic 
Herewles, 

= glozious deeds of Hercules were greatly recommende! 

in Italy, as well foz that he had vanguiſhed the Gpants 
8. 
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of Cremona as foz the death of Cacus. ©o great was his res 
nown, that during the building of his Temple, all manner ot 
people came thither to lee him and did him divine honours : 
naming him the Don of ſupiter. The Kings and the Lozds 
came to him to give him gifts, aud rich p2eſents. Among all 
other the Queen of Lapreatia came chither, from her City with 
nanp Chariots, filled and laden wich Jewels, and pzefented 
them to Hercules, Hercul.s received into his grace this Queen 
and her Pꝛeſents, and chanked her greatly. This Queen hay 
[is name Facua, and was Wife to King Fanus, Don ok King 
Pricus, the Don of Saturn: ſhe was young, freſh, tender, and 
lull of luſtinels. She had not ſen Meg Fanus her Pusbany 
in four pears, foz he was gone into a far Country and was not 
in all this rime come again. Do it happened, that after the firſt 
began to behold Hercules, and to mark him well, the deſired his 
company- and acquaintance; and ſhe loved him ſo erceevingly, 
chat ſhe could not turn her eyes no2 her thoughts upon no other 
thing but Hercules. Jn the beholding him te ſald in her heart, 
Zhat he was the moſt well favoured man and p2oper withouc 
compariſon, chat ever ſhe ſaw; and that of right, men ſhould 
xive him ile, ſaying mozeover, That her heart was entangled 
w!th the fire of his love: that many cogitations and thoughts 
rau in her mind. Now was ſhe awaked with a jopons ſpirit. 
Dye palled ſo the firſt day that ſhe came in this manner wich 
Hercules. When the was gone away to reſt, the laid her down 
on a bed and began to think on the beauty of Hercules, wich ſuch 
ardent deſire that che could not abſtain from weeping, andlo2e 
wiſhed after him: whereof the end was ſuch, that after many 
imaginations, about the mozning the began to ſap unto her 
letf, © Foztune, what Pan, what Pzince, what King haft 
thou bzought into this Country : This is not a Ring like other. 
This is an Image Ry like as if God had made him 
by nature to exceed and Triumph above all her other wozks, 
al! glozp ſhinech in him, not only by his valiant Pzowels, but 
by his ſimple- and ſacred perkedion of bady, to which may be

Great were the pꝛaiſes that Facua uttered of Hercules: and 
de kozgot the Bing Fanus,and neglected him for the love ol Her. 
cules. She was there a certain ſpace of time and always though. 
on him. Hercules that thought nothing of her, made her no ſem - 
blance no! fign of love, howbeit he talked oft-times with her 
and with the Wife of Bing Evander, named Carmentz. Th. 
moꝛe he conferred with them, the moꝛe was Facua in great p*in 
by the tafiaming of love : ſometime te loft her colour and coun 
tenancc, but certainly (he covered it ſo well that no man tok had 
ok it. 

When the had been there eight days, bearing luch grievous 
pain, and ſeeing that Hercules perceived not the love ſhe Vote 
him, to come to the end of her deüre, ſhe came on a day to 
culcs, and humbly required him to come to her houle, to p 
the time whiles the King Evander there finiſhed his Tempie. 
Hercules acco2ded and agreed unto her requeff, whereat ſhe av 
very great joy in her ſelf, They then diſpoſed chemlelves to 59 
unto Laurentia,and tok leave of the King Evander, and of the 
Queen. Thus going, Hercules was always by the ſide ok 
cua, who tealoned of many things by che way: and alway Fac. 
had her amozous cyes fixed on Herculcs : that at {aſt Her-u':s 
began to take heed, aud ſaid to her foftly thus ; Lady, pou dee 
exceeding Honour to bzing me into your houſe. Alas Sir,zn- 
weren Facua, J 39 nothing but trouble you 3 fo; J have 10 
the power to Feaſt poit as J world. Lady ( anſweted . 
cules ) the good chear that pon beſtow on me, is to me accept a- 
ble, ſo that from Hencefo:th ye bind mine heart to be willing '0 
fulfil your will in ſuch wile, that there is nothing chat pou 32 
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ſire. but J will accompliſh it as your Commandment, unto my 
power, as to any the moſt be accompliſhed Lady that is inthe 
feſt : Facuz with theſe words began to ſmile, and anſwered; 
Dir, J have done nothing fo2 vou: and you are not beholaing 
te me as you ſay, Yowbeit J thank pou fo2 pour good wo2d; 
And thereof*X hold me foztunate and happy, foz that the n oſt 
woꝛchy man of all men vouchſafeth co accompanypſo po a Las 
dy as Jam. Lady ( anſwered Hercules) J rake not that to be 
1*:ributed rightly to me, to ſay. that J am the moſt wozthy of 
men: fo2 there have been many better than Jam. But cer- 
tainly, the moze pe ſpeak, the moze pe bind me to you. And 
ſnce pou do me ſo great honour, J requeſt that J may be your 
Anight, and that pe take power over me, to command me to 
pcrfozm pour will and pleaſure. Dit, ſaid Facua, will ye that 
it be ſo? Lady ( anſwered Hercules) moſt willinglp. J will not 
command you ( ſaid Facua ) but J will give pou over me as 
much Seignioꝛy and Lozdſhip as it ſhall pleaſe you to take. Her- 
cul:s with the ſame wo2d, would fain have kiſſed che Lady, had 
it not been fo2 the honour of her which he would keep, Thus 
they ended their conference fo2 that time, and from that day 
fo:rh Hercules intended to pleaſe the Lady moze than he had 
done bekeꝛe: ſhoꝛtly he acquainted Himſelt ſo with her, and the 
with him, that they lay together ſecretly. And he begot on her 
a Don that was named Latine, who was afterward of great 
Covernment. 
During theſe things, whilſt Hercules and Facua had this 
good oppoztunicy in Laurentia, tydings came that the King Fa- 
was coming.

Lady (ſaid Hercules) 
wherefoze : Foz fo much (d aid ſhe as my Yusbaud the King, 
t anus cometh home: It is full four years ſince J heard of him, 
had ſuppoſed he Had been dead, but is not. Mis Parbingers 
ac come befoze, and ſay, he will ſup here this night. — 
at 
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what evil adventure is this? Te mult now depart, and on 
communication fail. Tith thele wozde, the Lady embzacey 
Hercules, and fell in his arms in a ſwourd, H-rcul.s: took her 
up, and comfoztcd Her the beſt he could, and ſaid unte her, that 
fince ſhe was married. it was reaſon (he ſhould abide fill wich 
her Husband. Whatſoever Hercules ſaid unto the Lady, he 
could not keep her from weeping, her love and her griefs were 
great. In the end ſhe went into her Chamber, and dypcdHer 
eyes, and bzake off her dolozous weeping as much as te con! 
ar taping and apparelling her in ſuch wiſe, as if he had been vc- 
ry joyfull at the coming of her husband, who came toon aftcr, 
aud entred into the City with great Triumph. 

Hercules and the Queen Facua went to meet the King F.. 
When the King Fanus ſaw Hercul+s. he did to him as much vo- 
nour as he could do. Fo2almuciFas he wes adviled of the 
deeds of arms that he had done. againſt the Gyanis of Cremor-, 
aud againſt Cacus: and highly thänked him, kozalmuch as hc 
was come into the City, Foz concluſion, Hzrculcs abode therc 
four days after Fanus came home: and on the fifth day conſider- 
ed, he might no longer enjoy his Love, he did nothing there bi: 
lole his time, lo he took his leave of Ping Faons, and of the 
Queen Facus. and retnrued unto the Place of King Evander, 
where he abode unto the tine that his Temple was accompliſh 
ed. About the conſummation of this Temple, an Merauld ot 
Calidonic, came to Hercules, and ſingnified unto him, that Bing 
Pricus came agaiuſt him. with a great puiſſance of men of Arme, 
to revenge the bloc d cf Cac us his Couz eu: and tlat he charged 
Hercules he had without cauſe moſt cruelly put to death a- 
ble King. Fozeover, that if he would Maintain the controry, 
on the mozrow early he ſhould find King Pricus in the lame 
place where the blood of Bing Cacus was ſhed:and that by mo:- 
tal Battel, puiſſance againft puiſſance, he would pzove it tr: 
that he ſaid, 

When Hercules had heard what Bing Pricus had ſignificr 
unto him: he had his heart fall of joy, and an{wercd to the Ve⸗ 
raitld. the drach be had made Cacus to dye, was a wozk sf iis 
ſtice: and that upon the quarrel, he would anſwer by _ 

ing 


— 
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King Pricus, at the Hour and place that he had named. After 
this anſwer thus made, Hercules gave unto the Yerauld his 
Zown that he ware upon him.andcauſed him to be Feaſted,ſay- 
ung. That he had bzought him tyvings of great pleaſure, 

When the Vecrauld had had good chear, and well Feafted, as 
Hercules commanded : he returned to Bing Pricus.aud told him 
he anſwer of Herculcs, and that he ſhould have on the mozrow 
be Battel. King Pricus thought to win all by the advantage 
of gis multitude. (to he had in his Army above Thirty thouſanv 
men) and thauked his Cod foz cheſe tydings, came fozward:and 
iooging him the lame night, nigh unto the Pount Aventine, and 
on the River of Tyber. Ye made him ready to fight this battel; 
The like did Hercules: either of them minding what they had 
to do. Thus the night paſſed, and on the mozrow, as ſon as the 
dap light appeared, Bing Pricus and Hercules began to ſound 
thetr great Tabours, and with chat ſound, their men put them 
in arms, and made themſelves ready,aftcr trainded in 02der of 
batiel, And ſo they came on both parties, as well the one as 
the other, into the lame plate where the blood of Bing Cacus had 
been ſhed, F 

CHAP. XXVII. 

How Hercules fought King Pricus in battel: how he fied into the 

City, where Hercules alone flew him, and many others, 


Bout five of the clock in the mozning, Hercules and Pri- 


cus aflembled at the battel: from as far as Pricus ſaws 

Hercules, he made a marvellous cry, With this cry the Call. 
donians began to run againſt Hercules, and made ſo great a 
noiſe, that it ſeemedthere was not people enow in all the woꝛld 
'oz them. But certainly, as {mall rain abated down a great 
wind, in like manner Hercules alone luppꝛeſt their over boat- 

ing up20ar. 

Fo; as ſoon as he ſaw his enemies com? running agaſr > m 
about a quarter of amile off, he departed from his ma: 
tdat was ſet in god oder: and after he commended his fol « «vat 
they Hould not make haſte, he began to run againſt the Cali- 
P donians 
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donians twiktlp: not like an Yozſe, but an Mart, that no man 
might overtake. The King Evander was all abaſhed, to ſce in 
Hercules fo great nimbleneſs. Pricus and the Calidonlans, 
when they ſaw him move from the Poſt, ſuppoſed it had been 
a Poaſe, o2 other Beaſt. In the end, when Hercules was come 
nigh them, within the ſpaceof a Bow⸗ſhot, they knew it was 
Hercules: whereupon they were ſo abaſhed at his coming: 
Pricus tryed to have ſet his men upon him. They ſhot Arrows, 
and they caſt Parts-and Spears upon Herculcs, againſt all the 
parts of his body: nevertheleſs they could never pierce noz en⸗ 
ter iato the skin of the Lion, and he never reſted, till he had acs 
compliſhed his courſe, thzuſting himſelf fozwards among his c- 
nemies lo mightily, that overthzowing all befoze him, like as 
a Tempeſt oz Thunder, he went into the midſt of the Hof, 
where was the cheif Banner of King Pricus. 

Hercules ſtaped there, and began to lay on upon one fide and 
che other, and dye his Swozd with the blood of the Calilonians, 
is ſwozd was lo heavy that no man might endure it, bzuiürg 
all it reacht. It made the place red where Cacus dyed. Then 
was not the ſhame and death of Cacus revenged, but augmented 
upon the perſons of his friends, with an exceeding laughter, 
The cry aroſe great about Hercules: he bzoke. to pieces the 
Banners and Kecognizances of the Calidonians, there was 
none ſo hardy but he d2ove him back: and none ſo reſolute but 
he fled from him. Then he made what ſpoil he would with bis 
Enemies. Theſeus, Evander, and others, came unto the battcl, 
At this cou ict there was many a Spear, Yalbert and Shicld 
btoken, and many a Bnight flaſn. The Calidonians were in 
great number, and many were both tong and mighty, The 
batccl was ſharp and furious. Ring Pricus ſet foꝛemoſt npon the 
G:ecks, and fought moſt valtantly, and Hercules and The! v 
did wozthily, and veſerving memozp: they tan from ran! co 
--»K. and bzake the ranks of their. Enemies. They comtorted 

encoureged their men, and chewed chem boy 11 thou! do, 
„ le dads were lo great, that tt is"fimps fo; recount 


them, fo in little time thſep put their enemies to petpaft. All 
the T iicomfiture was non the Calidonizns, fd thep contr no 
. BEY&and the Tozce of the Greeks, And when Ling Prica lan 


* 
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that his peopte tould no moze fight, an dthat he loſt on all ſives, 
that Foztune was againſt him in all points, being weary wich 
fighting, he withdzew him ont of the pzeſs, and ſounding a re- 
treat, the Calidonians fled after him. 

When Herculcs ſaw the Calidoniins withdzaw themſelves, 
he made his Greeks retreat : not faz any red they had, but to, 
1:47 leave to their enemies to reſt them. Thus the battel ceaſ⸗ 
ed, Hercules ſuppoſing that the Calidonians would aſtemble on 
the mozrow when they had reſted them: but they withdzew 
themſelves ſome here, ſome there. The day paſted, the night 
came, then Bing Pricus aſſembled his Captains aud ſhewed to 
them their loſs, and the ſtrength and might of the Greeks, and 
in eſpecial ot Hercules. After he had ſaid to them, that they could 
never conquer them, and that they could not do wiſer than with- 
daw them, and to retucn into their Country, The Calidoni- 
aus, that feered Hercules moze than death, oz a Tempeſt, had 
great joy when they underood the will of King Pricus, and an- 
ſwered afl with one accozd, That they were ready to go tozth 
on their wap. With this anſwer thep concluded to leave the 
Tents, Carts, and Armour, to colightly, and moze ſecretly, 
After this they took their way accozving to the concluſion, fair 
and ſoftly, without ſtir oz noiſe, and did travel ſo this night, 
that on the mozrow they were far from Hercules, - After- this, 
when Hercules eſpyed that they were fled, he with his men pur- 
ſued after ſwiftly, howbeit they could not overtake them. Foz 
to ſpeed che matter, King Pricus returned into Calidoric 3 
Hercules purſued him into his City, which was ſtrong with 
Walls, and beiegen him. During this ſiege there was never 
a Calidonian that dutſt come out, Hercules oftentimes aſſaulted 
the City, but loſt his labour. At length when he law he could 
not get noꝛ win upon his enemies, he called his Greeks.and ſaid 
to them: That man that ventureth not, winneth nothing. We 
loſourn here without doing any thing wozthy of memozy. Our 
Cnemies will not come againſt us unleſs we fetch them, any 
thus we Hall have no end: ſhoztly we muſt win oz loſe all, 
Wherefoze I think it beſt that 4 viſguiſe me, and go unto the 
Gate, and let the „ underſtand that J have an errany 

2 unte 
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unto the Bing: and hereupon, if J may enter, J will ge unte 
the Bing, and ſo deal ik it be poſſible, that he ſhall never aſſaul: 
me after in battel. Aud if it happen that J map ſo do, as 3 
have told pou, J will that pe allail the City, as ſoon as I chall 
'be within: that the Calidonians may have to do with pou, as 
well as with me, leſt J have them all at once upon me. 

When Teſcus and Evander underſtood well what Hercul: 
would do, they anſwered they were ready to obep all his com- 
mendments, aud would aſſault the City after his ſaying, Then 
Hercules arrayed himlelf like as he had been an Ambaſſadour, 
Theſcus and the Grecks made themſelves ready foz the aſſaulc, 
TWhen all was rcadp, Hercules departed, and came and knock: 
a4 the Gate of Calidonic:and the Pozters looked out at a little 
Windo w to ſec who knocked there, and ſeeing there was but one 
man in a long Gown, thep opened the Gate foz him, and asked 
him what he would have: Hercules anſwered, that he ſought 
the Bing. What would pou with him ſaid one of the Pozters ? 
Hercules ſaid, J would fain ſpeak with his Pajeſty: and ſaping 
theſe ws2ds, the Pozters ſaw that Hercules was Armed under 
his Gown : then in few woꝛds, they cried upon him, and laid at 
him befoze and behind, ſaying he was a Traitoz: and that he 
was come to eſpy the City, When Hercules ſaw himſelf (:c 
upon by the Pozters, being where he would be, he had great 
joy which he covered, and made ſew at the beginning, as if he 
would have fied away and eſcaped : he emoloped ſo little of his 
ſtrength, that the Pozters bꝛought him utno King Pricus, which 
fate in the Pall with his Daughters and his Pzinces, and pꝛe⸗ 
fented. him to them, ſaping: Sir, loe here is a Traitoz, that 
fs entred into your City, fo2 to eſpy pour power. We have 
taken him: Ye ſaid that he would ſpeak unto pour Ma jeſty, a nd 
he is armed under his Mantle as pe map ſee: It is an evil to⸗ 
ken foz a man deſiring to ſpeak to a King, Armed pꝛivilp oz co- 
vertly, . 

When the King underſtood this accuſation of the Poꝛters 
whilſt they ſpake, he beheld Hecules, and he knew him: where- 
at he was ſoze affrighted, that he knew not what to ſay, Her- 


cules then beftirred himſelf, and mung himſelf, from the Poz- 
ters, 
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ters, thaowing them down upon the ground, that they never 
could retieve themſelves. When the Calidonians in the Yall, 
ſaw him ſo cvil intreat their Þ ozters, thep thzeatned Hercules 
unto death, and aſſailed him on all ſides. Bis Gown wis then 
rent of, In the bickering he received manp a ſtroke, and al- 
ways he defended himſelf, wichout diſplaying of his power and 
great ſtrength, as he that waited fo2 the tydings of the aſſaulc 
that was nigh. The affray was great in the Pall, and in the 
City on all parts, the Calidonians ran ts the Pallace, to aſſal 
Hezcules + Bing Pricus made him ready, and came wich others 
unto this fray. Then was Hercules aſſailed fiercely, bur this 
aſſault was dear to the Bing: foz to his welcome Hercules came 
is the Tabernacle that ſtood upon four great Barres of Iron 
the one whereof he took, and beat down the Tavernacle, After, 
he liſted up his Bar, and (mote King Pricus, ſo unmeaſurably 
upon the top of his Helmet, that he beat him down to the Earth, 
and ſmote him fo ſoze, that he fell vown dead between his two 
Poꝛters. 

At this time, the Cry aroſe great among the Calidonians, not 
only there, but in the City alſo, ( foz he that kept the Watch 
founded to Arms, the Grecks aſſailing to climb the Malls.) 
Calidonie was then troubled terribly,and the Calidonians knew 
not where to turn them, whether to Herculcs, oz the aſſault : 
All was full of armed men, as well in the Kings Pallace as on 
the walls. After Hercules had Pain Pricus, he began to lay on 
ſoundly upon his Cnemies, his ſtrokes were great, and at 
each ſtroke he flew two oz thaee, that in ſozt ſpace he cover- 
ed all the pavement of the Pallace wich dead bodyes of the Ca- 
lidonians, lping one upon another, without any damage to 
hunſelf, The Calidonians were of great courage, and were as 
ſhamed that they could not overcome Herculcs, who alone had 
inſured them ſo much. Thep aſſailed him fiercely, and caſt upon 
him Darts and ſharp Javelins. With his arms he boze all, 
and did lo much with his barr,” that they could nat refit. his 
ſtrength. The pooꝛ Calidonians came thithet with great cou- 
tage to revenge the deach of their Bing. Hercules flew ſo ma- 


ny that he knew notwhere to let his foot, but upon 1 = 
alles 
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kaſſes, Bekoze the Gate bf the Palace, was a great fnviſe, and 
weeping, that Women and Childꝛen made. In the end, when 
the Calidovians perceived the ſtrength of Hercules, they ceaſed 
to aſail him, and fled. Then Hercules iſfucd out of the Palace, 
with his Bar all covered with blood. As loon as the Calido- 
nians ſaw him, thep aſſailed him again: caſting Stones and 
Darts upon him, and ſhot Arrowes abundantly, as they that a- 
waited his paſſage. In this aſſault, Hercules ſuffered much, re: 
he paſſed them that would have flain him, and reed not unit! 
he came to the Gate. 

Then the Calidonims ran after him, as men careleſs of their 
lives, and mightily enraged, began again to lay on Herculcs. 
When he ſaw that, he turned his face upon them, and laid about 
with bis Barre on every ſide, ſo luftly, that he dyed his Barre 
wich new blood: and maugre his enemies, he made them retire 
back moꝛe than foꝛty paces $ and obtained the Gate. Then the 
Calidonians purſued him again: but ere they came upon him 
he b2oke all the Locks and the wicket of the Gate: ſo that the 
Gr-cl;s aſſailed them with all their power, and beat down the 
Daw Boidgne, After he called the Aſſailants. and they came 
unto him, and with little reſiitance they entred the City, which 
was filled at that time with great flaughtcer of the Calidonians, 
who weuld not yield, no2 put themſelves to mercy, until the 
time they ſaw their ſtreets and houſes full of dead bodies. 


CHAP. XXVIII. 
Hove Herewles was enatmoured on Del, the Daughter of King Pri- 
cu, how he required her Love, and ſhe accorded. 


1 N this manner was King Pricus lain, anv his City taken by 
1 Hercules, After the flanghter, when the Calidonians had 
humbled themſelves, Hercules and Theſeus went unto the ba- 
face; and they came thither ſo fitly, that they found the Daugh⸗ 
tets tt Bing Pricus, with their Ladies and Gentlewomen (&k- 
ing the Bing among the dead bodies. There were ſo many dead 
that they tould not find noꝛ know him they ſought. Herculcsat 
his toming began to behold one e another, but elpecially — 
a 
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all others he caſt his eye upon Yoel the Taughttr of the Bing: 
foꝛalmuch as $e was ercellencly gliſtring in beauty, that in all 
the wozld was none like unto her. When he had a little beheld 
her, by a ſecret commandment of love, he dzew him unto her, 
(binking to comfozt her. When the deſolate Gentle woman 
ſaw Herculcs appzoaching unto her, ſhe trembled foz fear, and 
lied unto her Chamber, the Ladies and Gentlewomen followed 
her, and with them went Hercules, Ve entred into the Cham⸗ 
ber where ſhe was, and late down by her She thought to have 
riſen, to have gone out of the wap, but he held her by Her 
cloaths, and ſaid unto her: Lady, ye muſt not fly my company, 
Yock ſpake then, and ſaid : O miſerable Tv2zant, what ſelt- 
eſt thou me nom foz to trouble me moze 2 Thor haſt lain my 
Father, let that ſuffice.thee, Padam ( anſwered Hercvl/s )1f 
the King your Father be dead, it is reaſon : Foz he thinking rv» 
Revenge the death of the Tyꝛant Cacus, came not long-ſince to 
allail me in Italy, ſaying that J had unjuſtly and without 
cauſe lain him. Jn maintaining the contrary, I fought with 
him upon his quarrel : the Battel was not ender, noz put to 
utterance at that time, koz he withdzew himſeit with his 
propre, and came into this City. And J have purſned him ha- 
ily, i 

And when he ſaw that J laid my feige about this Citp: he 
would not come to fight the battel during my Seige, whereſoꝛe 
this day J purpoſed to finiſh the Mar. Foztune hath been on 
my ſide and hath put pou in my power. Certainty, wit hout re- 
medy you mult be mp Lady aud Tove: foꝛ in ſeeing your ſingu⸗ 
lar beauty, love. hath conſtrained me to be pours : Then J p2ay 
you as effectuouſly as J may, trale pour ſozrow, anv receive me 
as pour friend. The moze pe weep, the leſs ye win: continnal 
_ and ſozrow, no; laſting ſighs, can . never raiſe peur Fa- 

ther, | 
With-theſe. wozds the fair Veel was ſoze oppꝛeſſed with Foc 
and contrarp imaginations, that her heart failed her. Jt was a 
pitious thing to. behold how her friend Hercules would have 
taken her up between his arms. But a wiſe Lady thut had al- 
ways goveracd her, came to bim, and krectivg on her 7 — 
61d: 
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ſaid: Dit, A coujure pou in the name of Gon that pe will 
ceaſe toſpeak to this pw? Pamoſel,fo; (he hath this day loft her 
Father. You may do with ber pour own pleaſure, if pe let het 
4 little abide in her melanchollp: all Gall be well if it pleaſe 
God, as well foz pou as fo her. At the requeſt of the Lavp, 
Hercules was content to let her go, and he recommended Yocl to 
God, and went to Th;ſcus, to peſs his time away with him: 
but tothe end that Yoc!, honly not go away no; eſcape, he oz⸗ 
Bained twelve Greeks fo kep her and commanded upon pain of 
death, they ſhould ſuſſer no Woman to iſſue out of che Cham- 
ber without examining whit her che went. In this night Her- 
cules did cauſe the dead bodies to be had ont of the Palace. And 
ozdained that che body of King Pricus could be intombed. 
Mhen thole chings were accompliſhed, Hercules and Theſeus 
with their men of Arms made good cheat, with ſuch as they 
found there: and oel at this time was ſoꝛ e viſcomfoꝛted that 
it cannot be tecaunted. The Lady that had her ig governance, 
ſought very much to tomfo2t Her, When when Hercules had left 
her in the Chamber, as is ſaid, He had many wo2 vs with her, 
and among all other the ſaid to her: Py Daughter, vou weep 
too much. Ya Madam ( ſaid Voel) how may A doleſs 2 When 
ſhall J have cauſe co weep, if J have it not now 2 Pp Father 

is dead: J have loſt him that moſt Toved me of all the wozld . 
J-can lole no greater thing.” Ought not then my heart to be 
ſozrowlul 2 Y Daughter (latdche Lady )J know well that ye 
have as great 8ccaſton of ſozrow as any can have: but 
fince pou muſt pals by this misfoztune, what can pour weeping 

p2ofic you: There can nothing pzoceed of it but melan 

neſs, aud impairing your p2aiſed beauty. Ve ate now fallen 
into the hands of this .. This is a man'wouthy and No- 
ble above all other, he loveth yon: pot ought to thank God, and 
to give him pꝛaiſe top this grace, This is to you good foztune, 
and a hap in your miſhap, If you will be ruled by me, you 
ſhall take all this in good part. Better it is to ſuffer one evil 
than tus. J think ye aught to conffver pour" eſtate: And if ye 
conſiver it well, ye hall eadeavonr to fuꝛget it. Pavan (ſais 
Yoel ) Alas how can chat.be.that-that J ould love, oꝛ 8

| py of Hercules is ſoclear, that your 
therewith: the *Conqueft that he 

in this City, ſhall be fo2 you a ſingular pꝛeparation

the ſo:row I ſuffer, and in the favour of Uirgins, pzeſerve me

In theſe Piapers and Lamentatious Voel above. untik the 
dead time of the night, curſing Hercules : ſaping, that ſhe had 
rather dye than love him. Thus dildaining the love of Her- 
cules, without meat oꝛ dꝛink ſhe paſſed that whole night. The 
dap following Hercules returned unto her: and ane m pꝛayed 
her, that (he would be his Wife : ſaping That without delay ſhe 
mult neds pield- thereunco. She was ſoze grieved at his re« 
queſt, and excuſed her ſelf in many faſhions, that were toa tedi⸗ 
ous torehcarſe at this time. But pet at the end of the requeſts 
of Hercules, Love inſpired in ſuch wiſe this fair Gentlewoman 
that ſhe pielded unto his requeſt. Thus Voel accompanied with 
Hercules as his Wife, and they lay together wand grew ac- 
guainted each with ether. Love then rooted-in their hearts lo 
that their two wills were locked into one. Hercules forgot De- 
janira, and Yoel fo2goct the death of her Father, and was ſo e⸗ 
namoured on Flercules, that the could reſt in ns place without 
him. O wonderkull! the rancour and hate that Yocl had peſter- 
dap, is nom turned inte love infallible, - Toſpeed this matter, 
Hercules and-Yoel thus loving together, at her requef he gave 
her Siſters in Parriage, to certain Knights of the Grecks,and * 
left them there to govern the Country, and the Realm of Cali- 
donic, After he departed from thence, and brought his Dren 
aud his Kine with him, and ſent again the King Evander into 
g him foz. his companp, and the hononr f 


Evande: 


The Deſtruction of Troy. 121 
Evander would gladly have accompanied Hercules into Greece: 
But Hercules would on no terms ſuffer him, At laſt Evander 
(with great thanks to Hercules and his Army) departed: and 
Herculcs with his Army went unto the Deo, and fozgot not be⸗ 
bind him the faireſt Yoel, foz he loved Her deatly, - All daß he 
was with her and ſhe plealed him as well as (he could, fearing 
moze to lole his love, then ſhe was ſozry fo the death of her Fa- 
ther. As thep thus ſailed on the main dea, maintaining ta 
their power their amozous life. Hercules encountred on a day 
nigh by an'Paven and a good Citp, a Perchants Galley. He 
made the Gallep totarry, aud after called the Paſter, and asked 
him of what Country he was, and from whence he came ? Sir 
( anſwered the Paſter of the Gallep ) J departed late from 
the Pozt of Thrace, that is here. by: Jſe pou are a ſtranger, 
and that pe know not the peril pou are in, wherefoze J have pi- 
ty of pou, and of your company: and do advertiſe pot, that at 
the nert Haven pou ſhall find, pe tarry not there, foz any thing 
that may befal pou :  foz as truly as — e here, it you go t hi⸗ 
ther you wall take harm — 2 there is a Ring, the moſt cru⸗ 
el Zyzantin all che wozld, named Dyoinedes: that maintains 
ethunderhim ten thouſaud Thieves, and be maketh war a⸗ 
gainſt all that he finds, and hath a cuſtome chat he putteth-men 
to pay Ranſoms; ſuch as it pleaſeſh him: and ik they that he 
putteth to ſuch miſery, papthtir Nanloms, he letteth chem go 
quietly, and with that money aud ſubſtance he nouriſheth his 
Thieves, and bis Vozſes. If they cannot furniſh themſelves 
with their Kanſome, he himſelf mitech them to moaſels, any 
giveth their bodies to his hozſes, to eat and devour. But there 
is one good thing fo2 you, this moaning he is gone to the chaſe, 
to hunt about the fozreſt which is ſome four miles from Thzace; 
and with him there an hundzed of the ſcrongeſt Thieves he 
bath. This J know foz a certain, ko; J ſaw chem depart not 
paſſing chze hours ſince,

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CHAP. XXIX. 
How Hercules fought againſt Dyomedes in the Forreſt of Thrace : 
and how he made his horſes cat him. 


HZ hearing theſe wozds the Paſter of the Galley hav 
ſaid unto him, in rehearſing the lite ot Dyomedes, was paſ- 
ing joyful in his heart, moze than he hav been fince the veach 
of the Thief Cacus. Me had in him that valour, chat where he 
might know a Ponler oz Tyrant, oz any men moteſting the 
Wreal, thither he went, and ſuch Tyrants he veffroped: to the 
end that men ſhould not ſay, he did fo; gain, He would never 
retain to his pꝛoper uſe any of their gdods, but all he conquered 
in that manner he gave to Noble-men, and ſought nothing but 
vertue, Ye would not enlarge his Seigniozy,noz take to him⸗ 
ſelf any advantage. 

He was content with what Nature gave him. And alway he 
would labour fo; the publick good. O molt vertuous Pagan, 
there was none like him neither befoze no2 after. Foz to go fo2- 
ward with mp matter,when the Maſter had advertiſed him that 
Dyomedes was gone on hunting into the Fozreff, wich his hun⸗ 
dzev Thieves, he enquired ſo much that the Malter Gewed him 
the ſcitnativn of the Fozteſt, and by what manner he might 
fooneft come thither. this, he leave to the Pa 
to go his way. What done, he called his Marriners and made 
them ſeek the place. Then he bid his Greeks tarry there, and 
told them he would go to the Foꝛreſt and ſk Dyomedes : ſay- 
ing, he would never return into Greece, till he had delivered 
the wozlv of this Tyrant. Yo:l began to werp, when ſhe heard 
his enterpzize, and weeping pꝛaped him, he would Teave the 
hazard of fo great peril. Hercules tk no regard nioz hev to her 
papers. He velivered to Philotes his Bom, aud his Club, and 
entred into a little Galley finely made and light. Which be 
guided by the help of Philotes , very nigh the place where he 
would be: aud took land two bow ſhots from the Fozreſt, and 
in ſetting foot on laud he heard the cry and noiſe ofthe hunting, 
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Club and left his bew with Philotes. After he entred the Foz - 
teſt, and had not fat ranged when he-fourid Dyomedcs and his 
hundzed Tit ves. Dyomedes was the firſt that trom fat .eſpied 
Hercules, and knew that he was a ſtranger, and calling to him, 
ſaid; Opant, what is it that thou feckeft in this Fozteſt: Hercules 
auſwered, What art thou: Dyomedes ſai, A am the King of 
Thrace -: thou arc entred into my Dominian withong my leave, 
it viſpleaſeth me, and thou muſt. be. my Pꝛiloner, wherefoze 
pcild thee unto me. Hercules ſaid : King, fince thou art Dyo- 
medes, the King of Thrace, thou art undoubtedly the Tyrant 
that I ſeek, And therefeze J am not purpoſed to peild me. 
without ſmiting.eſpecially'to any evil Thief. Know thou, that 
I will defend me with this Club, wich which J have been ac- 
cuſtomed to deſtroy Ponſters, and am in hope this day, to make 
thy Hoꝛles eat and devour thy body, like as thou haſt taught and 
uſed them to eat thy Pꝛiſoners. 

When Dyomedes heard the anſwer of Herculcs, he (ook a 
great Axe, that one of his Thieves bare after him and he lifed 
it up,thzeatning Hercules nuts the death, and diſcharged ſo hard, 
that if Hercules had not turned the froke with his Club, he had 
bien in great peril. Dyomedes was of the ature of Hercules, 
and had abundance of ſtrength and puiſſance. When Hercules 
had received the ſtroke, he lifted up his Club and failed not to 
ſmice Dyomedes, foꝛ he gave him ſuch a ſtroke upon the ſtomach. 
that he turned him upſide down, from his Pozſe, and laid him 
all aſtonied in the Field. Then his hypud;ed Thieves beſtirred 
them, and aſſatled Hercules on all ſides. Dome of them there 
were that recovered Dyomedces, and ſet him on his Pozſe.the o⸗ 
ther ſhot at Hercules: ſome hake their @wo9zvs on him, All 
this impaired nothing of the Arms ol Hercules. Mis albert 
and his Helmet were of fine el, fozged. and tempered hard. 
He food there among them like a Pountain. When he had 
ſukainey the firſt aſſault of che Thieves, to bew ta them with 
whom they fought, he let upon them, aud ſmote town on all 
fives wich ſuch valour,that de made the pieces of them 
fly into the Wood, and ſmoce then down from off their Yozſes. 


Dyomedes was at that time rifen up, and with great fury came 
unto 


——œ— — 
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unto the refoge of his Thieves, whom . Hercules uſcd as he 
would. Mhites that (ame of them aſſailed him befope;he came 
behind, and {mate him wich dis Axe upon bis rim, the ftroke 
was ſo great that che fre ſpꝛang out. Dyomedes had well 
thought to have murtheren Hercules: pet Hercules moved nat 
foꝛ the ſtroke, but a little bowed his head. After this, then be 
liftcd up his Club aud \mote among the Thieves: and maugre 
them all, in ſels than an haut, be had fo la bottred his Iron as 
bout their backs, that of the hundzed be flew ſixty and the 8- 
ther He batteced, and put to flight with Dyomedes, Eut Her- 
culcs running moze {wifcly than an Yozſe, amongf all others 
he purlued Dyomedes lo nigh, that he caught him by the legg. 
and pulled Him down from his hozſe, and thꝛew him againſt a 
Trier unto the earth. After he took him about the body, and by 
main foꝛce, he bare him unto the place where the battel had 
been. There he unarmed him with little reüſtante: Foz that 
Dyomedes was then bzuiſed, and tauid not help himſelt, when he 
had gotten him thus at his will he bound him taft by the fert and 
bands. Atter this, he aſſembled together twenty Yo2ſes of the 
Thie ves that run diſperſed in the Wood, and came to Dyome- 


des., and laid unto him: O thou moſt curſed enemy that haſt em- 


ploped all thy time in Tyranny, and didſt never one good derd,

Nhat Gall Iſay? with 
gtrat joy awd they returned back again, unto the

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the Pozt oz Baven of Thrace, Thensad Hercules make known. 


in Thrace, the death of Dyomedes. Mhertat was a great ups 
toar. Notwillanding, Hercults gave to Philotes the arms of 
Dyomedes, and ſent him into the City, to ſummon them that 
governed it, to pield it into his hands. Philoces went into the 
Palace of Thracc, and made to be aſſembled them that were 
the P2incipals in che City. When.thep were aſſembled, Pni- 
totes laid open to them his meſſage, and ſummoned the Thra- 
cians that they ſhould deliver their City into the hands ot 
Hercules: Da ping, that H rcutcs was he that had put io death the 
King Dyomedes, foz his cvil living and foz the lone of the com⸗ 
mon weal: aud that. the City carl no beter. but to ces 
c2ive-him at his coming, ( foz be woulÞ not Pillage it) but 
would only bzing it to good government. Wb he had dane 
this Summons, that they ſhauld believe him, he ſhewed them the 
Arms sf Dyomedcs. ; 

When the Thracians ſaw thaſe Arms of Dyom cee, ſome 
of the Complices of Dyomedes, and Thieves were full of great 
rage, and would have taken the Arms from Philotes. The o- 
ther that were wiſe and notable men, and that maup pears had 
deſired the end of their King (ſeeing his Arms) knew aſſuredly 
that Dyomedes was dead, full ef joy anſwered to Philoce; ; 
Fozalmuch as H:xcul:s was a Bing at great renown and wiſ- 
dom, and hath done a wozk of great merit, in che deathof Dyo- 
medes, they would receive.him into their City. 

Without long diſcourſes, the Thracians went unto the Gate 
and opened it. Pliilotes returned chen unto Hercules, and told 
him theſe 4pdings, Herculcs and — rceks went out of their 
Galleys, and entred into Thrace, The Thracians bzontght them 
unto the Palace where were pet many Thieves, Hexculcs put 
all the Thieves to death, not in the ſame night, but during the 
pace of ten days. that he ſojourned there, 

He let the Gity in ozder, and delivered it from the evil 
Thieves: De made Judges vp eleckien, at the pleaſure. of the 
people. Aun when he had g niſhed all thele things, he de parted 
trom Thrace with great thanks, as well of, the old as ofthe 
Fang; ide mwounzed on the Sea after by ſucceſſion of xime, be

Thon haſt ſerved me with a ſhirt in⸗ 
toxicated with moztal venome. bo hath introduced the to 
this: Thou muſt needs. receive thy deſert, . And ſaying theſe 
wozds, Hercules caught by the head poo Lycas, that knew not 
what to ſay, and thzew him again a Rock ſo fiercely, that he 
burſt his bones, and flew him; the fellow of Lycas fled,and hid 
him in a buſh; Philotcs was ſo affrighted,that he knew not what 

to do. At the hour that Hercules was in this caſe, much people 

came into the Temple. The entrals of Hercules were troubled. 

Mis blood boyled in all his Meine, the poyſon pierced unto his 
heart, his ſinews ſhrunk and wilhdzew them. 

When he felt himſelf in this extream miſerp, that death 
haſted his end by terrible pain, as he that could not take away 
the fozce of the venome, Criving began to run over hill and o⸗ 
ver Aalley, up and down the Fozreſt, and pulled up the great 
Tres, and overthzew them. Then he bagan to rent off Lis 
lhirt,with the fleſh, that was ſodden and boplev, When he had 
kong led this lite, he returned unto the Temple, full aſſurey 
of death, and lifting up his hands and eves to Heaven, ſaid; A- 
las, alas, muſt Foztune now laugh at me, foz this milerable de- 
ſtinp, coming from the mad-Jealouſie, and Dozcery of that 
Woman, which in all the wozld J repute moſt wile and ver- 
tudus ?: © Dcjanira, unnatural woman, without wit, ſhame and 
honour, wich au heart oł a Tyzant, beſotted with jealouſle:Yow 
baſt thou bern able tocontrive againſt me this fury, anv treaſon 
envenomed? Ik Kings oz Pzinces acquaint themſelves with 
Ladies oz Gentlewomen, fo the encteaſe of mankind, they will 
ne ver have credit wich their pzoper Wives, O Dejanira, what 

. hat thou done: The Women pzeſens, they that are in the

Since it is ſo, J thank 
Foztune, and aek af Son no vengeanee againſt the: bu: ſarcly 
to the cud it be not laid chat the vanguiſher of men. be not vans 
quiched by a woman, J will not paſs the bitter paſſage of death 
by thy moztal Do2ceries fulbof abomination : but by the fire, 
chat is ncat and clear, and the moſt ercellent ok Elements. 

Theſe dolozous and ſozrowful plaints accompliſhed, H rcules 
took his Club, and caſt it in the fire that was made ready to 
make his Sacrifice. After he gave Philotes his Bow aud Ars 
rows, and then pꝛaped him, that he would recommend him to 
Yo-l, and to his deareſt friends. Then kling his life had no 
Touger time to ſojouen, he took leave of Phiotes: and all burn 
and lodden, he laid him Down in the fire lifcing up his hands and 
£yes to Heaven, & there conſummated the courſe of his glozious 
life, When Philotcs ſaw the end of his Paſter Hercules, he 
burnt his body to aſhes, and kept thoſe aſhes, with intentisn-to 
tear them to the Zcmyſe, that the King Evandec had cauſed to 
be made: After he departed from chence, and returned into 
{:ycia, greatly diſcomfozced ; and With @ great fountain of 
tears, recounced to Locl, and to his friends, the pitiful 
death of Hercules. No man could recount the foxrow that oc 
made, and they of Lycas, as well the Dtubentgas tural people 
All the wozlo fell in tears and ſighs, bewailing his untimely 
death. Wo much abounded Yocl in tcars, ther her tender Heart 
we s diemusd: and foꝛthwith ber ſoul departed kram her body, 
though the exceſs of ſoꝛ row: Then each one curſed, aud ſpabc

Finally, Dejnira being advertiſed by the fellow of Lyczs, of 
the miſchicf that was come by the ſhirt, the fell into deſpair, and 
made great lamentations, and ſaid: Nihat have J done: Alas, 
what have J done? The moſt notable mau of men, Lining 8- 
mong the Clerks, he that traverſed the ſtravge Coaſts of the 
Carth and Mell: Ye that bodilp converſed among men, was 
familiar with the Jun, Toon and Stars, is dead by my cauſe 
and without mp knowledge. He died by wy fault: fo J nave 
ſent unto him the ſhirt, that hath been che inſtrument of his 
death, It was ndt my fault: ſoz I knew noting of the poy⸗ 
fon, Ch mo2tal poplon. By me he is depꝛived of life, whom 
J loved as 1 did mine own. Ye chat was the Fountain of ſci 
ence: by: whom the Athenians arpned their wits and judges 
ments: he that made che MPontters of the Dea to tremble in 
their Abilms, deſtroxed che Ponſters of Peil: confounded the 
Monſters of the earth, CTprants he coxrected, inſolent and 
P2oud ! The humble and meek he enhaynſcd and exalted:De that 
made ns. treaſure but of Airtue: lubdued all che MNacions of 
the wozld, conquering them wich his Club: and ifhe had plen⸗ 
ſed oz been ambitious, might have attaived to be Ping of the 
Caſt, Meſt, Noth, and South of the Seas and Ponntatus, Ok 
all theſe he might have named himſelf Lozd, by good right. it he 
had pleaſed.

Hercules had taken Pziſoner Priamus the Won of 

Bing Laomedon, and put him in Pyziſon. Mowbeit 
Dares of Phrigic ſaith, chat his Father (ent him to 

move war in a ſtrauge Countrey, where he had been long, 
therefo:e he was not at that vdiſromfittire, This Priamus hay 
wedded a very noble Lady, Daughter of Egyptus, Bing of 
Thrace, by whom he had five Sons and chzer Daughters of 
great beauty. The firft of his Song was named Hector, the 
moſt. wozthy Knighe of the wos lo. The ſetoud Son was named 
Paris, and by ſurname Alexander, which was the faireſt Anight

tenus,a-man that knew all rhe Arts liberal. The fifth and lat 
was called Troylus one of the beſt Knights that was in his time. 


Virgil tecounteth, he had two other Dons by his Wife, the 
one was nan ed Polidorus. Tbis Folidorus was ſent by King 
Priamus wich great plenty of Sold, unta a Bing his friend, to 
have aid againſt the Greeks, Eut this Bing ſeeing that Bing 
Priamus was in firife againſt the Greens, and allo being moved 
wich coverouſneſs , flew Polidorus , and buried him in the Jude 
of the Sea. The other Don was named Ganimedes, whom 
Jupiter ſtole awap, aud made him his Bottle-carrier, inſtrad of 
Hebe the Daughter of Juno, whom he put out of that office. 
The eldeſt Daughter of King Priamus was named Creuſa, who 


was Wife to Xncas: This Eneas was Son of Anchyſes, and 


Venus of Numidia. The ſecond Daughter was named Caſſandra, 
ſe was « noble Uirgin, learned with sciences, and knew things 
that were to come. The third was named Polix-na, ſhe was the 
fatreſt Daughter, that was known in all che wozld. Beſides theſe 
Childꝛen herecofoze rehearſed, Bing Priamus had thirty baſtary 
Sons, by divers women, that were valiant Knights and. hardy. 


When Ning Priamus was in a ffkrange Country, very much 
employed in the p;ofeſſion of War, together with his Queen 
and Childzen ; Tydings came io him that the King Laomedon 
his Father was flain,his City deffroped, his Noble men put to 
death, their Daughlers bzoughe into ſervitude, and allo his 
Siſter Exione. 

At this ſozrowfunl tydings he was grieved;, wept abun⸗ 
dautly, and made many lamentations. He left che Siege, fi- 
niche his War, and returned haſtily to Troy: and when he 
found ic detropev; he began to make great ſozrow. Then he 
re-edified the City, ſo ſtrong, that he never ought ts doubt his 
enemies: and did encloſe it with Walls and great Towers of 
Marble. The City was fo great, that the circuit was ths 
days fouruep, And at that time was none in the Wozls fo-grexc 
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In this City wert ſir Gates: the one was named Dardan*, 
the ſecond” FErabria, the third Helias, the. fourth Cheras, the 
fifth Txoyen, and the fitth Antenorides. The Gates were great 
and ſttong. And there were in the City rich Palaces without 
number, the fairsft that ever were, with houſes, rich and well 
co;mpaſed. There were in many parts of the City, divers fair 
places, foz the Citizens to ſpozc in. In this City dwelt men of 
all Crafts and Merchants that went and came in traffick from 
alt parts of the wozld, In the middle of it ran a River , na- 
med Paucus, which bare ſhips that did bꝛing great p2ofit unto the 
Citizens. 

When the City was ſiniche d, King Prlamus did tauſe to come 
all che Jnhabitants ofthe Country thereabouts and made them 
dwell in the City, and there came lo many, that there was ne⸗ 
ver City better furniſhed wich bzave Nobility, and Citizens, 
than it was. There were found many Games, as the Cheſle 
plap, the Tables and Dice,with divers other Games, An the 
open place of the City, uyon a Rock, Bing Priamas did build 
vis rich Palace named Illion: that was one of the richeſt and 
ſtrongeſt in all the wozld. It was of height five hundzed paces 
belides the height of the Towers, whercof there was great 
plenty, fo high, as it ſomed to them that ſaw them from far, 
they reacht che Yeaven. And in this Palace Bing Priamus 
did make the richeſt Palt that was at that time in all the 
Molo: Within which was his Th:one, and the Table wheres 
upon he did eat, and held his Cfate amoux his Novies,P2inces, 
17 and Batons, was of gold and ſilver, pzecious tones, and 
6: 2», , i 

Ju this Ball, at one cozner. was an Altar of Gold with pꝛe⸗ 
cious ſtones, conlecrated in the name and wozchip of Jupiter 
their God: unto which Altar, men went up twenty ſteps : up⸗ 
on the Altar was the Image of Jopiter, üfteen foot high: all 
xarnithed with -p2ecious ſtones. Foz in that God Jupiter was 
al che ſtedfaſt hope aud cruſt of King Priamus, to hold his reign 
long and in pzoſperitp: 

, When he ſaw that he had ſo faira City, ſtrong, and well 
:vrnthed with people, and ſs wealthy of gods : he began to con⸗ 


ceive 


— 
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teive ſome diſpleaſure, at the wings the Greeks had done un, 
to him, and thought how be might revenge him. Me aſſemble, 
all his Nobles, aud held a Court. At this Court Hector his 
cIdeſt Don was auſent. foz he was iu the parts of Pannook, in 
the affairs of bis Father ; fozalmuch as Pannonia was ſubtec 
to King Prianus. When Bing Lriamus law all his Noble 
Pets aſſembled beſoze him, he began co lpcak in this manner, 
O men, and kricuds that be partners of my great inſuries, doue 
by the Giccks, fo; fo little a cauſe, ve know the Greeks came 
into this Country, and have-cruellp Hain pour Parents and 
Friends as well as mine. Alſo how they have taken away cap⸗ 
tive. and held in lervitude Exione my Sifter ſo fair and Noble: 
yet they hold het as a Common Woman. Ye know how they 
have battered down this famous City, overthzown the Malls, 
the Palaces and Youlſes to the very foundation: and have bo! 1! 
a way the great riches whereof the City was full. Foz theſe 
things, I think it ſhould be reaſon that by the help of our Gods, 
who refit thoſe that be inſolent aud p2oud, we altogether by a 
common acco2d ſhould take veugeance of thoſe injaries, Pe 
know what a City we have and how it is propled with men of 
Arms, aud garniſhed wich all manner of riches. 

And likewiſe ve know, the Alliances we have with many 
great Princes, who will aſſiſt us if need be. Wherefoze we 
thinkit will be good fog us to take revenge of this ſhame, Ve! 
fozaſmuch as the adventures ot the Wars be very-donbcful and 
dangerbus, aud chat no man knoweth what may come thereof, 
(though the infury be great, and that chey hold my Aſter in 
lo great diſhonour ) yet will J begin the Mar: But firf 
if ye think good, J will ſeud the moſt pzudent man J have, co 
pꝛay and require them that they will reftoze again my Siffe: 
Exione : and I will be content to parden all che other infuries. 

- When the Bing had thus finiGed his ſpeeches, all p2aiſed his 
advice. And then King Priamus immediately called one of his 
Piinces, named Anthcaor, and moſt carneſtly deſired him with 
gentle perſwafions, that he would encerpzize chis Emballage 
forthwith into Greece, - Antheavr with atl humility anſwerco 
him, he was always ready to do his good pleaſure, Then was 

there - 
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bre a ſhip made ready, and all neceſſaries, foz to bzing Anthe- 
der into Greece, Be entred into the Ship. and his men, and 
ſetled lo long, that they arrived at the Pozt of Theſſalic, 
where was by adventure the Bing Peelus, who teccived the 
Piince Anthenor joyfully : and demanded of him whercfoze he 
was come into thoſe parts? Anthenor made avſwer in this, 
manner: Dit, Jam a Meſſenger of the Bing Priamus, that hach 
ſent and commanded me to lap unto vou that he is well remem⸗ 
b:ed of the great inſurits you and other have done him, that oz 
\o little cauſe have ſlain his Father, deſfroyed his people, ſome 
dead, and ſome in ſervituve. Anv that is wiſe, to hold his ſi⸗ 
fer as a Concubine. And foꝛalmuch as ye are a man of great 
viſcretion, the King my Lo2d wiſheth and warneth you, that 
from hencefozth you ceaſe the rage and the great anders that 
may come fo: this cauſe, that all good men ought to elchew to 
their power, and that his Siſter be ſafely delivered again unto 
bim 2 and he wilt pardon the reſivue, as a thing that never had 
k29 d. 

Mhen the King Peleus heard the Pꝛince Ambenor ſo * . 
be chafed with him in great anger, and began to blame King 
priamus, thut (is wit was ſo light After menaced Arthenot, 
and tommanded him he ſhonlpp:eſentty depatt His Land: foz if; 
be tarrie> long] there, he would tap him, wich great £024 
ments. "Y 

Anthenor tarried not long, but entrcdinto his Shih. with⸗ 
aut taking leave ok Bing Pcicus, 'and-ſaffed (0 far bg Bea 
vat he arrived mine Where the Ping Tuchwos ſo⸗ 
tonrned. Then Anti; r went unto him aud declared unte him 


the cauſe ofhis coming in this manner. Sir laid he) the Ping 


Priamus requeffeth- pour - Npbleneſs, that his Siſter Lxione 


whom vou hold in ſervice-\ſs foully, ye would reſtoze unto him. 
Fox it is not ſepmly ico your glozy, to ug ſo the Daughter - 
and Difter-of a Bing, and that is iſfucd of a mdze noble Lifiages 


than you be. In tate yore will rt ſtoꝛe to him his Difter.he will 
held all things as not vone, as well the dammages as the diſho⸗ 
nours, that by yon and other have ben done unto him. 

When King Thelamon heard Anthcnor ſo ſpcak, hc began 


te 
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to war paſſing angry, aud auſwered to him very fiercely t 89 
friend, whe tſoe ver thou be, J have much marvel of the üümple⸗ 
neſs of thy Uiag, to whom J bear ens amicy, neichet he ts ric. 
Therefoꝛte J ought not to hearken unto his tequeſt. Thy Bing 
ought co know, that J and others have been there to revenge en 
fajury, that his Father Laomedun did to lome of our friends. 
Fozalmuch as I firſt cured into Troy with great effuſion of m. 
blood, Exione, of whom chou ſpeakeſt, was given unto me fo; 
the guerdon of vicozp.co do wich her my will. 

And ſoꝛalmuch as ſhe is ſo well to my pleaſure as the that is 
of great beautp, it is not te me ſo light a thing to deliver again 
a thing that is ſo delightful, which 4 have conquered with (9 
great pain and danger. But thou ſhalt ſap co thy King,Zhac he 
thall never recover her, but by the point of the Dwozd t av 
I repute the fo2 a fool, that wouldeſt entcrp2ize this meſſage, 
wherein lycth thy great peril : fo2 thou arc come among people 
that vehemently hate ther: therefoze go thy way haftilp aut of 


this Country. Fo2 if thou abide, J will make thee dye a cruc! 
and hatefull death. 

When Anthenor heard Thelamon ſo ſpeak, he entred haſtiiy 
into his Ship, and ſailed ſo far, that he arrivedin Theſſaly, 
where King Caſtot and 1 Pollux his Brother ſejsurned. 


Be went a ſhoze from his ſhip, and declared his meſſage. 
like as he had done to the other. And the Bing anſwered 
to him in creat ire, Friend (what art) I will chat thou know, 
we think not to have injured King Priamus without cauſe 3 fo: 
it is ſo, that King Laomcdon his Father .Jegan the folly, wheres 
foze he was flain. Foz he wꝛonged firſt the Nobles of Greece, 
and therefeze we defire-moze the evil of thy King Prians, 
than his peace. And it ſemech well that he had not the in any 
good reckoning when he lent ther hither to do his meſagerwher: - 
foze J with che, ſer that thou abide not long here,-foz if thou 
depart not pzeſently.thou ſhalt dye Willanouſty, Then Anthc- 
nor departed without leave, and entred into his ſhip,and ſailcy 
till he came to Pilon, where the Duke Neſtor ſsjourne?, 
with a great company of Poblemen, Anthenor went to him 
any ſaid, he was a Peſſenger of the King Priamus, and _ 

im 
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im his mcſſaxe, as he had leid to the other beſoꝛe. 

And if the other were angry, this Nettor chaſed mote in him⸗ 
lelf againſt Anthenor, and (aid unto him: Pa, ha, vile varlet, 
who made thee ſep ſuch things before me: Durelp if it were 
nat, that my novlencſs hindꝛech me, J would cane chy tongue 
[0 be plucked ont of thy heav, and in deſpight of thy King, J 
would by fo:ce of Yoſe cauſe to dzaw thy members one from 
another. Go thy wap haſtily ont of my ſight, oꝛ by my Gods, L 
will cauſe to be done unto thee all that J have ſaid. 

Tien Anthenor was all abaſhed, at the hozrible waws of 
Duke Neſtor. and doubting the fury of his Tpꝛannp, returned 
co Dea, aud let on Troy-ward, But he had not been long on 
che Dea, till a great Tempeſt roſe, and the air began to ware 
dark, to rain and to thunder, aud chere arole great winds cons 
arp, and wared thick and hoxrible, and his Ship was vom on 
the waves, one time high and another time low, in great peril, 
there was not a man in the Ship, but ſuppoled to die, and in theſe 
perils were they three days, and on the fourch.cthe Tempeſt cea- 
led, and the air wared all clear, and became peaceable. 

Then they comfozted themſelves, and ſailed ſo far that 
they came tothe poꝛt of Troy, and went ſtraight to their Tems 
ples to give thanks to their Gods, foz that they had eſcaped ſo 
many perils. And after Anthenor, went with a great company 
of Noble men befoze Bing Priamus, and when all the Barons 
were aſſembled, and all the Dons of the King pzeſent, then An- 
hegor told all by o2der, what he had done in Greece, like as ic 
is contained heretofoze. 

It theſe tydings was Bing Priamus ſoze troubled, foz the 
oppꝛobꝛious ſpecches offered to his meſſenger in Greece, And 
then he had no moꝛe Hope noz cruſt to recover his Siſter. 

CHAP, II. 

Ring Priamus aſſembled all his Barons, to know whom

by no fait means he _ recover his ſiſter, he was moves 
wit 
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with great ire, and thought he would ſend a great Navp inge 
Greece, to hurt and damage the Cr.eks, Alas Ping Priamcs, 
tell me what miſ-adventure is this, that hath given to thee ſo 
great hardneſsof courage, to caſt out thyſelf from thy wealth 
and reſt - Why mayeſt not hou refrainhe feſt msvings of thy 
courage : although it was not in thy puiſſance. pet thou oughy-(7 
ta have good counſel, foz men ſap commonly: Dome man th'nk, 
e:h to revenge his lozrow and he encreaſeth it. 

It had been a moze ſure thing tothee, ts have remembycy 
the Pꝛoverb that ſaith,he chat fitteth well, let him not remove. 
©; elſe.he that is well at taſe, let him keep therein. All things 
map be ſuffercd ſave wealth, a man that goeth upon plain 
ground, hath nothing to tumble at. In this manner Bing 
Priamus thought long, and after he aſſembled on a dap all his 
Noble hen, in his Palace of Il ion, ſaid unto them. Ye know 
how by pour counſel Anttenor was (ent into Greece, to recover 
Exiore by fair means: pe know alſo, how that he is returned 
and come back, and alſo what w2ongs he hath found, and it 
ſeemeth the Greeks make little account of the injuries they have 
done uuto us, at leaſt they by their wo2ds,repent them not, and 
thzeaten us moze Crongly than ever they did. Cod fozbidiha: 
ever it ſhould come unto us, like as they menace. But J pꝛav 
the Gods to give us power to revenge us to their loſs. Fo; 
me ſcemeth, that we are more puiſſant than they are, and have 
the mot ſureſt City, and the beſt furmiſhed in che Wozld : alſo 
we have great Loꝛds very plenty allyed to us. to help and aid us 
at our n&d : foꝛ concluſion, we have the puiſſance to hurt and da. 
mage our enemies in many manners, and valour to defend us 
from them. And it ſhould be good, to hewthem what puiſſance 
we have to grieve them withal. Ik you think it good, we will 
fend aur men ſecredlp, that ſhall do to chem great damage ere 
che y ould be ready foꝛ to defend themlelves. And foz that vc 
aught every one to employ pour ſe lves to take vengeance of theſe 
injuries, and that ye have no doubt fo; anp thing, in aſmuch as 
they had the firſt vidozy : fo2 it happenneth oftentimes that the 
Conque roꝛs be vanquiſhed of them that were vanquiſhed. 

Then all that were pzeſent, allowed the advice of the Bing 
and 
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end offered every man to employ themſelves to the ſame wi. h 

the power they ceuld, whercat Bing Pciamus hadgreat joy. 
And after that he had given them thanks he let every man de⸗ 
part home ta their own houles, crcepting bis Dons legitimate, 
and the Baſtards whom he maintained in his Palace, and tole 
to chem his complaint of the Grecks, with werping tears in this 
manzer $4 My Dons, pe hape in youe memozy the death of your 
G:andfather, the ſervitude of pour Aunt Exione, that they hold 
{4 {he manner of a common woman, and pou be lo puillant that 
;calon ſhould inftruct you, to emplop your [elves to revenge this 
(creat injury and ſhame. And if this move you not thereto, pet 
you ought to do it, to ſatisfie my will aud pleaſure : fo J am 
1£4dy to dye fo2 ſozrow and anguiſh, which ye ought and are 
vound to remedp to pour power, that have cauſed pou ſo well to 
be nouriſhed and bzought fozth. And thou Hector, my right 
dear Don, that art the eldeſt of thy Bzethzen, the moT wiſe 
and ſtrong. I p2ay thee firſt, that thou put in execution this my 
Till, And that thou be Duke and Pꝛince tothy Bzethten in 
{bis wozk, andall the other will obey gladly unto thee And in 
like manner ſhall they do of this Kcalm, foz the great P20- 
wels they know in thee. And know, that from this day fozih 3 
diſcharge my ſelf of all chis wozk, and put it upon thee that art 
the moſt Rrong to maintain battels: Noz A am ancient and cans 

not from henceſozch help my ſelf, ſo well as I was wont to do, 
To theſe words anſwered Hector ſweetly, la ping, my Father, 
aud dear Doveraign Kozd, there is none of all pour Sons, but 
that it lemeth to him a thing humane, to veſire vengeance of 
theſe injuries, and to us that be of high noblenels a little injury 
oligbt to be great. It is ſo, that as the qualicy of the perſon 
groweth oz diminiſheth, ſo ought the quality of che injury, If 
we be deſirous to take vengeance of our infurics, we fo: lake not 
102 leave the nature of men: fo? in like manner the dumb 
Beaſts do, and Nature it lelf teacheth them thereto. Pp dear 
L 02d and Father, there is rone of all pour Sons that ought 
moꝛe to deſire the vengeante of the injury and death of our Lozd 
and Gzandfather, than Ithat am the elocſt. But J will (if ic 
plcaſe pou) that ye conſider in this enterp3ize, not only the bes 
B 2 ginning 
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ginning, but the middle and the end to what peril we may come 
hereafter : Fo? otherwiſe, little profit ſome things will be tha; 
come to an evil end, 

Thycn me thinkerh that it is much mote allowable fox a man 
toabtain from things whereof the ends are dangerous, and 
whereof may tome moze evil chan geod: Foz any thing is not to 
be laid foꝛtunate, until the time that it come unto a good end, I 
lap not thete things fo2 any cvil mcaniug 02:Cowardiſe : only 
to the end that ye beg iu not any thing, that pon have in your 
heart to put in p2aRtice. but firſt be pe well counkelled, aud 
with good adviſement. 

Fe know that all Aftick and Europc be ſubjecfs unto the 
Greeks, They be turniſied with Knights, hardy and marvel- 
lot!s « @urely thts dap, the (frength of us is not to be compared 
unto them in valour. Wherefoze., if we begin the wars agaiuil 
them, we might cafily come to a milchievous end, We that be 
in fo great reſt among our ſelves, what ſhall we ſcek to trou- 
ble our p?roſyerity and welfare? Exione is not of ſuch high 
pꝛlte, that it beboveth all us to put us in danger of deach fo; her: 
She hath been long time there. It were better that ſhe ſpend 
fo:th her time, who J think hach but little time to live, than 
we ſhould put ns all into ſich perils, And meekly J beſeech 
vou, not ſuppoſe that I ſap thele things fo? cowardiſe: Put 
A doubt the chances of Foutune, and leaft that under the ſha- 
dow of this thing ſhe confound and veſtrop our great Deignio: v : 
and af leaſt we ſhould begin things that we ought to leave fo? to 
eſchew mote miſchick. 

When HcQor hab made an end ok this anlwer, Paris was 
nothing content therewith: he Cood upon his feet and ſai: 
My dear EL 07d. J befcech roi.co hear me ſpeak, to what end ron 
map come, ik peu once begin the TAar againſt the Greeks, Le 
not we garniſhed with might and noble Chivalry as they be - 
Barely we be.chat in the wozld is none that way diſcomfft us 
therefore begin pe boldly that enterpꝛize that de have thoug |: 
of and ſendſome of pour Ships and people to go into Greec-, 
to take their peop!e,and dimage the Ccuntter. And if it plecſe 
104 to ſead ene 1 will do it with a geen will.foz J am perſtrates 
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ifve lend me, J ſhall do great damage unto the Grecks, and A 
will take away ſome noble Lady of Greece, and b2ing her with 
me into this Realm, and bycommutation of her, you may re- 
cover pour ſiſter Exione. If you will underſtand and know how 
J am perſwaded of this thing; J will tell you, the Gods have 
womiled it to me. It happened to me of late ſaid( Paris ) that 
y pour commandment J was in the leſſer India at the beginning 
of the Dummer and upon a Friday J went to hunt in a Fozreft 
verp early, and that mozning J found nothing that turned me 
'0 any pleaſure : and Mer mid-day, J found a great Parr, 
that I put to the flight, fo ſwiftly, that J left all my company 
behind: and followed the Bart cloſe, into the moſt beſert place 
of the Foꝛteſt which was named Ida. Aud ſo long I followed 
im, that Jcame unto a place,paſling obſcure,then I ſaw the Parr 
no moze, that J chaſed. J felt then my ſelf ſoze weary, and 
my Pozſe alſo, that could no further go. So J lighted,aud tyed 
my Yozle to a Tree, and laid me down upon the Ozals, and 
put under my head my Bow infkead of a Pillow, and fell aſieep. 
Then came to me in a viſion, the God Mcrcury, and in his 
company thꝛee Goddeſſes : Venus, Pallas and Juno. He left 
the Goddeſſes a little from me, and after he appꝛoached and 
ſaid unto me in this manner. Paris, Jhave brought thele thzce 
unto thee : fo2 a great controverſle that is fall'n between them. 
They have choſen thee to be Judge, aud to determine after thy 
will. Their controverſie is thus, that as they did eat the o- 
cher dap together in a place, {nddenly was caſt among them an 
Apple, of ſo marveltous fairueſs, that never was ſeen one ſuch 
bekoze amongſt them. And there was wiitten about this Apple 
in Greckith language : Be it givea to the Faircit : Do each of 
them would have ic, by auy meaaes in the wozld : ſaying each 
of them co bethe mote fair than the other, ſo they could not 
agree. 

Wherefsze they have put it to thy Judgment, cad each of 
zem p:omileth theca gift foz thy reward, that ihou ſhalt have 
wichouc fail, foz the Judgment of the Apple. k thou indge 
that [uno be the faireſt, the will make thee che moT noble man 
in the wo: lo. If chou ſudge foy Pallas, (he hall make thee the 


molt 
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mot wileſt wan in the world in all Dcicnces, Ik then ſudge 
that V.7u5 be the faireſt, ſhe (ball give ihte che moſt noble Las 
dy in all Greece, When J heard M: rcuriui thus ſpeak, I ſais 
unto him, that J could not give truc judgment, unlels J ſavy 
them all naked befoze me, to ſec the faſhions of their bodies, the 
tetter to give a true judgement, Then incontinent Morcurius 
did cauſe them to uncloa:h themſeſves and then J beveld them 
long, and me thought all thiee palliag fair: but yer me,ſeem- 
cd that Veaus exceeded the beauty ng other: therefozc J 
tudged tha: che Apple appertatnes ther. Then Venus greats 
ip refopcing at my judgment, confirmed unto me the p2omite 
that Mercury had made befoze in the favour of her: and after 
XI awoke. Ween pe then (my dear Father, ) that the Gods fail 
of anything they pꝛomiſe? Nap verily, J ſay to you till, it is 
beſt that you ſend me into Greece (hat you way Have joy of that 
I Ga!'l to clere, 

Akter Pais, ſpake Deiphobus: My dear Lo2de, if in all the 
wozks that men begin. ſhoulp be adviſed ever inthe events of 
things that might happen, they ſhauld never enterp2ize noz ds 
valiant acts by hardincſs. 

If the labourers would [cave to ſow the Lant, fo2 the fed 
which the birds pick up, they chould never labour. Thereloze 
(dear Father | let us make ready fo? to lend into Greece your 
Ships. Ye map not believe better councel than that which Pa- 
ris bath given unto you: Fo? if he bzing any noble Lady from 
thence, pe may eaſily peild her back again, to recover pouz Si- 
ſter Exlone, foz whom we all ſuffer ſhame enough. After this 
ſpake Helenus, the fourth! Son of Bing Priamus thut: Pa, ha, 
right puiſtant King, and right Soveraign over us, pour moſt 
bumble Sabſecks, and obedient Dons. Pcware that covetoul- 
neſs of vengeance put pou in ſuch danger as TIpeth herein. Pe 
know well how J underſtand the things Future and to come as 
ye have proved many times without finding kault: the Gods 
fo:bi2, that ever it came to paſs, that Paris ſhould be ſent into 
Gre ce: fo; know pe, that if ever he go to make any aſſault np- 
on them, pe ſhall ſee this honourable City deſtroyed by thr 
Er:c«xs, the Trojans lain, and all pour Childzen, Dherefo:e 

deſſwad 
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diſſwade your (clf from theſe things, whereof che erd ſhall te 
great diſcolation, with death to your (clf your Wife, and we 
that be pour Dons cannot eſcape. Foz if Paris go into Greece, 
all theſe cvils will come thereof, 

When the Ping heard He'cnus thus ſpeak, he was aba ſbed, 
and began to enterpoiſe moze ofthe matter, aud held his peace 
and ſpake not of a god ſpace ; ſo did all the other. Zhen aroſe 
up Troylus, the youngeſt Son of King Priamus, and began to 
ſyeak in this manner. O Noble men and hardy, how are ye a- 
baſhcd foz t of this cowardly Pꝛieſt ? It is not ihe cu/ 
ſom of PE! dꝛead ihe battels, to love god chear, and 
pleaſures, an [l their bellies with Wives and Peats e 
Tahois he that believeth, any man can know the things tocome 
unleſs the Gods do hew them by Revelation? It is but a folly 
to tarry upon this, oz to believe ſuch things. Jf Helenus be 
afraid, let him go into the Temple, and Ding Divine Bervice. 
and let the other take revenge of their injurious wzongs by 
foꝛce of Arms, O dear Lo2d and Father, whercfoze art thou ſo 
troubled with theſe wozds? Send the Ships into Greece, and 


thy Knights wiſe and hardy, that may make-requital to the 


Greeks, foz their injuries they have done unte us. All they that 

heard Troylus thus [pake,commended him, ſaping: be had very 

— ſpoken. And thus finiſhed their Parliament and went to 
inner. 

After Dinner, Bing Pramus called Paric, and Deiphobus, 
and gave them commandment cxp2eſsly, that they ſhouldrive 
into the parts of Panonie to fetch and aflemble valiant Knights 
aud take them into Gr. ece. And the ſame day Paris and Dei- 
phobus departed from Troy, to accompliſh the will of their Fa- 
ther. The dap following, the King, aſſembled ro council, all 
the Citizens of Troy, and ſaid unto them: D my loving friends 
and true Citizens, pe all know how notoziouſly the Grecks, by 
their pzide and.inſolence have done un'o us great wzongs, and 
damages, as it is well known to the whole wozld. And pe know 
alſo how they hold my Siſter Exicne in ſervitude, wherefoze A 
live in great ſozrow 2: and alſo ye map remember, how J ſenc 
Anthznor into Gre ce, that hath done nothing : 9 my 

0zrow 
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lozrew is donbled. Fozalmuch as J have purpoled to fend my 
Don Paris, with men of arms into Gre.ce, fo? to afa:l our cy 
nemics by ſtrengeh, and to do chem great damages, and to aſſay 
if thep can take any noble Lady of Greece, and ſend her inte 
this City: that by the cominutatton of her, J might get again 
my Sitter Exione: And becauſe J will not begin this thing, 
but that it may come to your knowledge firſt, J pꝛap pou, that 
yeu give to me your advice: fo2 without pon J will not pꝛiocd 
any further, fozalmuch as it coucheth you as s me. 

When the Bing had thus finiſhed his lp cach man 
ſilent a great while: then ſtood up a Bui d Pantheus, 
that was the Don of Deuphrobe the Philo®pher, and ſaid : 
© noble Ping, as Jam your Servant and Uaſſal, J will de⸗ 
clare unto you my advice in this matter. Truly, as a Uaſſal 
and ſuvject is bound to counſel his Loꝛd, ve have had god know- 
ledge of Dcuphrobe, the great Philoſopher, my Father, who 
lived in this City, moꝛe then nineſco2e and ten years, and was 
ſo wiſe in Philolophy, that he knew of the things to come hereaf- 
ter: he ſaid unto me many times, and affirmed foz truch, That 
if Paris pour Don went into Greece to take any noble Lady, by 
violence, this famous City ſhould be deftroyed and burnt to 
aſhes bp the Grecks, and that ye and all pours ſhall be cruelly 
Cain, Therefoze wiſe and vertuous King, pleaſeth it your Qo⸗ 
bleneſs to hear my wo2ds, and believe what the wiſe mei have 
ſaid, do not perſevere in pour opinion. Wherefoze will ye ſk 
to entrap the god eſtates of pour reſt, and put pour tranquillity 
under the dangerous adventures of Foztune: Leave this, and 
diſſwave your ſelf from this feopardy : and finihh pour life in 
reſt. happily, and ſuffer not Paris to go into Greece in Arms, 
But if you will p2oceed ſend ſome other, and not Paris. 

At theſe woꝛds of Pantheus, grew and aroſe great murmur⸗ 
ing. Dome appzoved the P2ophcfies of Deuphrobe the Philo- 
ſopher; and ſome held it as a Fable, which were of the grrat⸗ 
eſt number, inſomuch, that by conſent ok the moſt part, Paris 
was appointed to go into Greece with men of Arms, lo the Par 
uUament finiſhed, and each man went home, to his particular 
place. 


When 
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When this concluſion was known to Caſſandra, Daughter 
of King Priamus, ſhe began to make ſo great ſozrow , asif ſhe 
had been frantick, faping: © noble City of Troy, what Fairy 
hath moved the to be bꝛought to ſuch perils,fo2 which thor! ſhalt 
in ſhozt time be overth2own aud deſtroyey unto the ground? O 
Queen Hecuba, foz what fin haſt thou deſerved the death of 
thy Childzen, which {hall be hozrible⸗ wherefoze withholvet 
thou not Paris from going into Greece Which ſhall be the 
canſe of this evil adventure? and when ſhe had ſo cryed, ſhe 
went unto the der Father, and d20wned in tears with werp⸗ 
ing, dellred him he would be perſwaded to leave off his enters 
pzize.ſaping z That the knew by hor Science the great evils that 
were coming by this means. But neither foz the diſſwaſions 
of Hector, noz the admonition of Caſſandra, the King would 
change his purpole, noꝛ foz Helenus his Don,noz Panthcus. 


CH A P. III. 

How Paris and Deiphobus, Mneat, Anthenor, and Polidamas, 
were {cnt into Greece ; and how they raviſhed Helen out of 
the Temple of Venss, with many Priſoners and richcs, and 
brought them to Tray, where Paris eſpouſed Helen, 


j® the beginning of May, when the earth is adozned with di- 
vers flowers, Paris and Deiphobus returned from Pannonie, 
and zought with them ther thouſand Knights, hardy and wile. 
Then they made ready two and twenty great ſhips, and laid 
in them all that was convenient 'foz them. Then Priamus cal- 
{ed Eneas, Anthenor, and Polidamas, the Don of Anthenor, 
and commandey that they ſhouldgo into Greece with Paris and 
Deiphobus, and they offered themſelves with a good will. Mhen 
they were all ready to take Shipping, Priamus ſpake unto them: 
I ne&d not uſe many wozds, fox ye know well enough fo2 
what cauſe Jſend pe into Greece, and what juſt cauſe we have 
1 the wzongs the Greeks have done unto us. But the 
vunepal caule is to retover my Siſter Exione, that liveth in 
great thzaldom, Wherefore J admoniſh you, that ye bend all 
your endeavours, that à may 1 my Siſter. And be cer⸗ 


tain 
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trin if pe want oz nerd any ſitecour. I wilLſupply pou with 
fo great a ftrength, that the Greeks ſhall not be able co beat. 
And that in this voyage ye hold my Son Paris Captain of the 
Armp of Encas and Antheror. 

After theſe wozds, Paris and all the other took leave ofthe 
Bing, andentred their Ships, and hopſed up ſails, and recom- 
menden them to the guiding of Jupiter and V. nus,andſailed ſo 
far, that thep arrived on the Coaſts of Greece;- in ſailing about 
the Country, thep met a ſhip, in which was one of the greateſt 
Kings of Greec-, named M-nalcus, going to the City of Epirr, 
unto the Duke N-:ttor. This Mcoclaus, Was Bꝛocher of A- 
g nemnon, and married unto Queen Helen, that was the faireſt 
Lady in the wozld : ſhe was Difter of Cor and Pollux, that 
dwelied together in the City of S. maſtate, aud nouriſhed with 
them Hermione their Neece , Dar:ghter of Helen: Menelaus 
made his ſip croſs a little, and to turn out of che wap, ſo the 
one did not know the other. 

And the Trojans ſailed ſo far, that they arrived at the Ille 
of C thar in Greece, there thep ancho2ed their Ships and went 
a land, In this Ale was a Temple of venus paſſing ancient 
anp ok great beauty, full of riches: fog the Jnhabitants ofthe 
Country made their devotion unto the Goddeſs Venus efpeci- 
ally; and ſolemnized her feaſt every pear, and ſhe told and gave 
them anſwers of their demands. 

Then when the Troj-ns were arrived; they hallowed the 
moſt yzincipol feaſt of venus: and foz this cauſe were aſſem- 
bled men aud women of the Countrep thcreabouts, that made 
great chear. 

Mben Paris knew of this ftaſt, He took his beſt cloaths and 
apparelled him, and all the faireſt and lovelieſt of his men, and 
went into the Temple in a pleaſing manner, and made his 
offering of gold and filver with great liberality, 

Then was Paris be held on all ũdes that were there; ſoꝛ his 
beauty: foꝛ he was one of the faireſt Buights of the wozld, and 
was fo richly decked, that it affozded great pleaſure unte a 
them chat beheld him, and every man deſtred to know whence 


it came: the Trojans told them it was Paris Don of King 
P3jamus 


—— T . TOSS —— 
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mus of Troy, that was come into Greece, by the commandement 
of his Father, to require that they would reſtoze again Ex- 
cne his Siltcr, that they had given unto King Thelamon. e 
far went the tydings of the coming of cthele Trojans and of 
their beauty and rich cloathing, that Queen Helen heard ſpeak 
thereof : and after the cuſtom of women, ſhe had great 
deſire to know by experience,if it were truth chat ſhe heard: any 
diſpoſed her to go uuto the Temple, under colour of devotion, 
foꝛ to accompliſh her deſire, Powgreat folly is it unto boneſt 
women, to go uno the ſpoꝛts of poung prople, that do nothing, 
but deviſe how they may come to their deſire, and care not what 
miſchief may follow in body and in ſoul 2 The Ship would ne- 
ver periſh, if ic abode always in the Pozt, and were not ſent 
out into perils of the Sen. 

It is a pzectqus Jewel, to have a good woman, that holverb 
ber honeſty in her houſe © how great damage came unto the 
Greeks and T:0jan<, that Helen went ſo lightly to ſie the Tro- 
ans: and eſpecially in the abſence of her Yusband? But it is 
the cuſtom of women to be wilful, to bzing their deſires to the 
end. Helen didcauſe to make readyYozſe,and all that was con- 
venient. to go unto. the Temple, as if ſhe went foz Devotion: 
This Temple was not very far from the place where ſhe dwel⸗ 
led. When all was ready, and ſhe cloathed in Royal habit, che 
road with her company, unto the Iſle of Cichar, and centred 
intp a Heſſel that bought her vighto the Temple, where the 
was received with great honour by the Country, as their Lady. 
She entred into the Temple right Katelp, and made her obla⸗ 
tions with great liberality. 

When Paris knew that Queen Helen, Wife of King 
Menelaus, one of the moſt noble Kings of Greece. was come 
unto this Temple, he arrayed him in the moſt Oentlemar-like 
manner he could (and his company) and went ints the Temple, 
foz be had befoze heath of her great beauty. And when he faw 
her be was greatly ſurp2ized with her love, and dcſired to ſ& 
the faſhion of her badp, lo fait and well ſhape in all parts, chat 
it ſeemed Nature made her to be looked on: foz in ver was 
nothing but ſcrved to manifeſt all che excellencies of a woman, 

C 2 Whercfo!£ 
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ye refoze Paris tould not forbear beholding her, ſayng in 
himle lte. he had never leene nor heard tell of any ſo beauciful and 
aud well fozmed. And has he beheld her de like wiſe beheld him, 
many times and oft, he ſeemed to her, that he was mote fairer a 
great deal then had been repozted to her: and ſtili ſhe ſaid in her 
lelfe, that the never ſaw a man al ſo great beauty,no? that pica- 
led her ſo well co hehold: ans ſo ſhe left all her devotion and 
gave no herd to any thing ſave only to behold Paris, 

hen Paris {aw this, he bad great joy, and beheld her ſwet- 
Iy moze and moze, and ſhe him. By which light they ſhe wer 


their deſites the one to the other: and thought divers times by 7 


what occaſton thep might ſpeak together. And ſo long they be⸗ 
held cach other, that by all likelihosd, Helen made a ſign to 
Paris, and he app2oached to her: and Paris ſate down beſide her, 
whiles that the people played in the Temple, be ſpake unto her 
with a ſoft voice ſweetly, and ſhe to bim, and declared each to 
other hau they were lurpꝛiled with love, and reaſoned how they 
might come to the end ok their deres. When they had ſpoken 
enough of their hot love, Paris took leave of her, and iſſued out 
of the Temple, be and his company: and Helen ſent her eyes a- 
ter him as far as ſhe might. : 

When Paris was come to his Ship, be called to him the moſt 
Nobleſt of the Trojans, and ſaid to them: My friends, pe know 
wherefozethe King mp Father hath ſent us into Greece, that 
is to recover Exione his Difter 2- and if we cannot recover her, 
that we ſhould do damage unto the Greeks. We cannot recover 
Exione, fo2 ſhe is in too ſtrong an hand: and allo it would be 
our danger and loſs ſtace it is ſo that the King Thelamon, that 
boldeth her, and loveth her heartily, is moze puiſſant than we, 
and is in his own Country. We are not ſu ſtrong fv to take 
any noble City in Greece, the Country is ſo full of.people, and 
valiant Knights. | 

Therefoze it is neceſſarp, that we refaſe not the fair gift the 
Gods have ſent us. Foz in this Iſle is come to the feaſt the moſt 
greateſt Citizens, and the Temple repleniſhed wich the moſt 
noble women of this Pzovince; alſo Queen Helen that is Lady 
of this Coltntry, and Wife of King Menclaus. This a 
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it full of riches 2 if we can take them alive that be in the Tem- 
ple, and bzing them Pziloners with us, and the Gods that be 
there, at Gold and Silver, we ſhall have conquereda great gain 
and get riches in other places. 

If you think good this night we will enter into the Temple 


all armed, and take men aud women, and alk that we find, and 


bing into our Ships, and principally Helen: foz ff we can 
carry her into Troy, Ring Priamus may lightly enough have 
bis ſiſter. Exione again foz her: therefoze avviſe ſpeedily what 
is beſt to de done,befoze they eſcape us. Dome of them blamed 
this thing ſome allowed it: aud finally they concluded afcer mas 
ny Counlels, that chey would do as Paris had deviſed. 

Now when the night was come, and the Moon nigh going 
down, the Trojans: armed themſelves, and left ſome fo; 
to keep their Ships, and the other went pꝛivily unto the Tem⸗ 
ple, and entred. thercin, ſo armed as thep were, and with little 
defence, took all them that they found in the Temple, and all 
the riches. And Paris with his own hand took Helen, and them 
of her company, and bzought into their Ships, and after return⸗ 
ed to the Booty. Then began the noiſe to be paſſing great 
within the Temple, and ſome had rather ſuffer death, than ko; 
to be taken Pꝛiſoners. 

The noiſe was heard ſo far, that they of the Caſtle there by, 
heard it: and aroſe and armed them, and came to aſſail the Tro- 
ans, as valiant as they were. Then began the skirmiſh fierce 
and moztal: but the Trojans(that were four againſt one) ew 
many of chem, and the other retired into their Caſtle : aud the 
Trojans took as much goods as they could find and carried them 
into their Ships, and hopſed up their Sails, and ſailed ſo long, 
that on the ſeventh day they arrived at the Pozt of Troy, their 


Ships filled with good Pziſoners and great riches, and they te⸗ 


mained at the Pozt of Tenedon, that was thze miles from 


Troy 2 there they were received with great joy. And Paris ſent. 


« pꝛoper Meſſenger uncohis Father King Priamus; to let him 
have knowledge of his coming, and all that he had done in 


Greece. At theſe tydings the King was greatly rejopced, and 


commanded to make a ſolemn Feaſt in all parts of che City 
foz theſe tydings. Mhiles.

M hiles that Helen was with theother Pziſoners in the Skip 
ſhe ccaſed net to weep, and de wall with great fighs her Pur⸗ 
band, Wzechzen, Daughter, Countrep, and her Friends, any 
was in ſo great ſozrow,that ſhe left to cat and dzink. And Pars 
comfoztcd her che moſt fweerly that be could: that ſhe might 
ſozutar wreping, and Paris laid unte her in (his manner: Tear 
adp, Whercfoze make pe this ſozrow, dap and night without 
iet: What man oz woman is it that can loug cndure this: 
Vnow not pe that this ſoꝛrow hurteth pour heal v: Pcs verily 
whercfo2e J pꝛap pou to reft contented, foz in this Realm, je 
([@1l want nothing, neither thoſe Pziſoners char pon teſped, 
and pe (þall be rhe moſt renowned Lady of this Realm , your 
men that be bert, Gall want nothing. To thts the anſwered, 
Paris, 3 know well, that will J. oz will J no, J muſt necds 
do as pon will. ünce Jam your Pꝛiſonet: and if any good hap- 
pens to me and to the Pꝛiſoners. J hope the Cops will reward 
and thank them that do it. Madam (ſald Paris) fear not, foz I 
will do to pot and them all what pe all pleale ta command. 

Chen be took ber bp rhe hand. and bzouccht her into a moze 
ſccret place, aud ſaid unto het: Badam,think ye, foꝛalmuch as 
it Lath plraſed the Gods to ſuffer you to be bzought by me int o 
this Pꝛovinct, that pe be loſt,and undone, and hall not be moze 
rich and moꝛe bondured then pe have been, and that the Rtalm 
of Troy is not moꝛe rich than the Realm sf Achay? Yes verily 
it is, J will not maintain you difhoneflp , but will take pou 
to mp wife, ſo ſhall you be moze honoured than pou have ben 
with your Pusband : foz pour Pusband is not deſcended from 
ſo noble a houſe as J am, uon ſo valiant: noz did he love vou ſo 
well as J will do. Lhercfoze ceaſe pour fozrow, and belicve 
this that J have (aid to pou. Dir ſaid he) who can abſtain from 
making of (ozrow,being in the eſtate that J am in:? Alay, this 
caſe hapyntd never befoze, but nce it eannot be otherwiſe, I 
will do chat thing pe require of me. fdzaſmuch as J have no a- 
bility to refit it. Thus Helen was tomfozted a Httie : and 
Paris did pltaſe her to the uttermoſt of his power, 

On the mozrow becimp, ſhe appareiled her ſclf the moff bs- 


nourably the could, and ſate upon a Palcrey richly arrayed, fo 
did 
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did the dcher P2iſoners, each after their pegrce :. and alter he 
went on horſeback himſelf, and Deiphobus his Pocher, &ncas, 
Anthenor and Pol.damas, with a great company of Noble-men, 
and accompanied Queen Helen from Tenchon. and went to- 
ward Troy. There came fozch out of the Town King Pri. mus. 
with a great company of Noble-men,and received his Child2en 
and bis Friends with great jop: who'came to Helen, and bows 
ed coutteuoull y to her. and welcomed her honourably, And when 
they tant nigh the City, they found great oze of people g lad 
of their coming, with inſtruments of Puſſck: and in ſuck toy 
came unto the Palace ef Ping Priamus: be himſelf lighted 
down and helpt Helen from her Palfrep, and led her by thx 
hand inte the Pall, and made great joy all the night, th:ough- 
ont all the Cit v, foꝛ theſe tydings. And the next morning,! 
rs bp conſent of his Father, wedded Helen in the Temple of 
Pa!l:ce t and the feaſt was lengthened chzoughout all che Cicp 
fo; the ſpace of eight days. 

When Caf knew that her Bother Pir's had Wedded 
Helen, the began to make great (ozrow, and like a fcantick 
woman ſaid thrs: 

O unhappy T10jns, wherefoze rcfopce pe at the Wedding 
of Paris of which (o many evils all happen: It will cauſe the 
death of pour ſclves,yorr Childzen ſhall be Rain befo2c your 
eres, and Pusbands befoze their Wives? O Noble City of 
Troy, how halt thou be deſkroren and put to nought 2 O un⸗ 
happy Pothers, what lozrow ſhall pou ſee, when your little 
Childzen ſhall be taken anddiſmembyed befoze you 2 O Hecuba, 
Caitiffe, and unhappp : where ſhalt tho! take the Water that 
thou ſhale weep fo2 the drach of thy Childzen? O people blind 
and fooliſh, why ſend you not Helen home again, and yicld her 
unte her Pusband, before that the (words of pour Cnemies 
come and flap pou with grrat ſezrow? Think ron that the 
Kingly Pusband of Heben, will not ſk revenge 2 Yes, w/ch 
ſhali be pour dolo0zoeus deſtruction. © unhappp H. lent hou fhalc 
be the cauſc of great ſozrow. As Caſſandia cryed thus with 
great ſozrow, Bing P:iamcs bearing it, entreated her to ceaſe, 


bac ſhe would nok. And then he commazved her to be caſt in

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4 =p" where che was kept many days, © what pity was ie 
t the Trojans believed not this warning and admonition ; 
Foz, if they hav believed it, they had pzevented the evils that 
came after them, which ſhall be told in Tables, and mare 
plain to them that will hear them unts the end of the world. 


CHAP. IV. 

How Menelaut was ſore troubled for the raviſhing of Hen his 
Wife. And how her two Brethren Caftor and Pollux, purſu- 
ed Paris in the dea: and of their death: And of the conditi- 
on and manner of the Lords, as well Greeks as Trojans, 


A Fter theſe things were done „ Menelaus (that ſojourned at 
Epire with Duke Neſtor ) hearing tydings of the pꝛize 
and taking of his Wife, and his people, was ſo perplexed with 
grick, that he fell to the carth in aſwound. And when he was 
come again to Himſelf : He complained excevinglp, and made 
the greateſt fozrow of the Wozld, Above all other things hc 
was molt grieved foz bis Wike,and could not be comfozted, 
When Duke Nelior heard the tydings, he came to him and 
comfozted him the beſt manner he could, foz he loved him en- 
titely. But Menclaus could not leave his ſozrow ; but tak his 
leave and returned into his Country. | 
And ſent unto King Agamemnon his Bother, to come any 
Tpeak with him. And allo unto Caſtor and Pollux the Bzothers 
of Helen, that they ſhould come alſo to him. When Agamern- 
non ſaw his Bother make ſuch ſozrow, he-ſaiv* Bzother , 
wherefoze grieve-pc? Suppole that the cauſe be juft, yeta wiſz 
man ought not to make ew thereof: foz it cauſech his friends 
to be ſozrowful, and his enemies to rejoyce 2 therefoze hide thy 
ſoʒrom and make ſhew as if thou didſt not regard it: foz by ſoꝛ⸗ 
row thou cant not attain to honour noz revenge, but only by 
fozce of arms. Therekoze awake thy courage, ſo ſhalt thou re- 
venge the injury done unto ther. Thou knowefN- what fozces 
we have, and what Aiders we all find: foz this injury couci;- 
eth all the Kings and Pꝛinces of Greece, and as ſoon as we ſha!l 
require their aid, there ſhall not be one but he will he 8 
| wit 
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with all his power, then we will go defoze Troy, and will do 
with our enemies as we lit, aud will veſtroy the City. Aud it 
we take Paris that is ado} of theſe hurts, we will hang him, 
and make him dye a hameful death. Ceaſe then thy ſozrow, 
and let us make it known to all the Kings and Princes of 
Greece, and require their aid to revenge this infury. 

Then was Menelaus com fozted, with the woꝛds of bis Bꝛo⸗ 
the t and they ſent their Letters unto all the Barons ef Greece, 
and at thgir intrtaties they all came: firft Achilles, Patroclus, 
Dyomedes, and many others. As ſoon as they knew wheretoze 
they were ſent fo2, they ſaid.That they would go to Troy with 
all their ſtrength foz to revenge the ſhame, and to recover H-!en. 
Do they choſe Agamemnon theif Pzince of their Poſt, as he 
that was p2zudent and of good counſel, 

Now it happened that Caſtor and Pollux, Bꝛethzen of Helen, 
as (oon as they heard their üſter was raviſhed, they took 
u pping and purſued the Trojans, with a great Army to recover 
her again. On the third day, as they were on the Sta, there 
aroſc a Tempeſt, Thunder and Kain, that their ſhips were 
coſt on the Nock, one here, another there: and finally, they 
were all dzowned., And the Papans ſay, that thefe two Bꝛe⸗ 
(h1en were tranflated with the Gods into the Heaven z Zo⸗ 
diack, and returned into the Dign of two Xcalks, fozalmuch as 
they were Brethzen and twins. And thus ended their lives by 
the taking of their Diſter. Some Poets feign, that theſe 
Vꝛethzen are tranflatev into two Stars, (that is) the Nozth- 
ilar, and the South⸗Uar, which are named after them, Caſtor 
anFPollux. & 

In this place dcfrlareth Dares in his Boch, the faſhions of the 
C:ccx« that were befoze Troy, ſome of the moſt Noble of them, 
as be that ſaw chem many times, during the Siege befote the 
City, And he began to ſpeak of Helen, and ſaith, Thar ſhe wes 
o fait, that in all che wozld no man could find a faircr, noz Let- 
ter fozmes in all members. Agamemnon was long, and white 
co! 50dp,ſtrong.of members, and well formed, loving, viſcreer, 
nardy, and paſſing well ſpoken. Menclays was of mean 
Cacure,harby.m Arme, and coutagions. Achilſes was of great

beauty, black hairs, and criſp, gray eyes, and great, of amiable 
ſight, large Beaſts, broad ſhoulders, great arms, his Reine 
high enough.a man of great facurc.and had none like unto him 
among all the Greeks, dcſirous to fight. large in gifts. and libe⸗ 
ral in ſpending. Tantlus was great of his bady, and ſtrong . 
faichful, humble, flying quarrels, ił they were not tuft, Ajax 
was of a big ature, grtat and large in his ſhoulders, great 
arms, end always well cloathed, and verp richly 2 and was of 
no great enterp245c,and ſpake very quick. Thelam.cn Ajax was 
a marvclious fair Knight, he had black hairs, he had great plea- 
lurc in Þuflick, and he himlelf ſung very lweetlp: He was of 
great pzoweſs , and a valiant man of War, without pomp. 
Lllides was the moſt faireſt man amongſt the Greeks, pet he 
was very deceitkull aud (i{bttl, and delivered his ſpeech jopfullp: 
he was a very xicat Lyar, and ſo well ſpoken, that he had no 
fcllow like uuto him. Dyomedeswas great, and had a bioad 
bzcalt, and marvellous ſtrong, of fierce tight, falſe in his pꝛo⸗ 
miles, wotthy in arms. deſtrous of vicozy.dzead and redaubted: 
be was greailp injurious to his Servants; and Lururious. 
wherefoze he (uffered many pains. Duke Neftor was of area! 
members, and well ſpoken, dilcreet, and very thꝛifty, gave al- 
waps good counſe l ſuddenly he would be very angry, & ſfraight- 
way plealed again: he was the moſt true friend in the world. 
Prothelilaus was fait, and of a goodly ſtature, noble and active in 
Arms, Neoptolemus was great, he had black hair, and great 
eyes, but jopfull and well cheared,his epe⸗bꝛows ſmooth, ſtam · 
mering in his words, but he was wile inthe law. Palamede 

the Don of Bing Naulus, was of fair ſhape and lean, Cout an: 
amiable,a good man and liberal. Polidarius was paſſing great, 
fat and ſwoln, hardy and high minded, without truth. N! 
thaon was a mean ſtature pꝛoud and hardy, one that lept little 
by night. Briſayda the Daughter of Chalcas, was paſſing fair. 
of mean ſtature, well made, ſweet and pitifull, and many men 
loved her foz her beauty: Foz the love of her came the Bing 

of Perſi2, unto the aid of the Greeks, unto the ſiege of Troy. 


Now of them chat were within Troy, the ſame Dares ſaith, 
rf 
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Art cf King Priamus, he was long, grieſly, and fair, and had 
a loud voice, hardy, and that he did gladly cat early in the moz* 
ning, a man without fear, be hated flattery, he was upright, 
and a good jaſter, had great delight to hear ſinging, and muſtck, 
and earneſtly loved his Dervants,andmuch enriched chem, Ok 
all his Sons, there was none ſo hardy as hiseldeſt, the wo:thy 
Hector. Mhis was he that paſſed in his time all other Kuights 
in Chivalry, and fluttered a little: he was great, and had hard 
members, and could endure much pain, and his hair curlcd, he 
{iſped 2: there never iſſued out of Troy fo ſtrong a man, no ſo 
wozthy: never. came a villanous woꝛd out of his mouth: he 
was never weary of fighting in battel: there was never Knight 
better beloved of his people than he was. Paris was a fair Kt, 
and ſtrong, loft haired, true, (wifr, ſweet of peech. well dzaw- 
ing a Bow, wiſe and hardy in battel very reſolute. and covetous 
of honour, Deiphobus and Hclenus were both like the other, 
that a man could not know the one from the other, alſo they re⸗ 
ſembled King Priamus their Father. 

Deiphobus was wiſe and hady in arms. And Helenus was 

a marvellous wiſe Clerk. Troilus was great, and ſtout of cou⸗ 
rage, well mannered, and beloved of young Paidens: in 
ſreugth and merrineſs he ceſembled Hector, and was the les 
cond after him in Pzowels : there was not in all the Realm, a 
moze ſtrong poung man. Xneas had a great body, he was ddil⸗ 
crect in his wozks, well ſpoken, very courteous in his wo 2 8, 
{zl of good counſel and cunning. Pe had his viſage joyful. his 
eyes clear and gray. and was the richeſt man in Troy next Bing 
P,izmus,in Towns and Caſtles. Anthenor was long and [can, 
and ſpake much and of great induſtry,and one whom King Pri- 
aus loved greatly, and gladly played among his company, aud 
was a wiſe man. Polidamas his Don was a goodly poung 
man, hardy and of good manners long and lean like his Father, 
b20wn.,and ſtrong in puiſſance of Arms, and of good and courtes 
dus wozds. Bing Menon was great, he had large ſhoulders, 
great arms, he was hard in the bzeaſt, and of great conrage, one 
that b2ought many Knights unto Troy. T he Queen Hecuba 
was a ſtrong big woman, and 8 better a man than a wo- 
2 man:

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man, He was wiſe, courteous, and hone@, loving we wozke 
of charity, Andromache the wife of Hector was a fair woman 
and white. and had fair epes and hair + ſhe was very honeſt 
and civil in her wozks. Cafſandrz was of a fair ſta ture, clear. 
round mouched, wiſe, (he loved virginity, and knew much 9 
things to come, by Aſtronomp and other Sciences. Polizer; 
was a very fair Paid, tender, and the very ray of beauty, and 
whom Nature failed nothing, fave only ſhe made her moztal 
te was the fafreT maid that was in her time, and the beit 
fozmed, Pany moze were within the Town and without during 
the Stege: but thele were the principal and greateſt of ame 
Thcrefoze Dares declarth che faſhion of them, and rehearſett 
not of the other. 


CHAP Ve 
How the Rings, Dukes, Eatls, and Barons of Greece, aſſembled 
wih heir Nivy betore Athens, to come to Trey: and how 
main S:.ips cach man brought to help King Mene/aus. 


N it came to the end of February, that the Winter 
was paſſed,the Kings and Pꝛiuces of all Greece, aſlems 
bled together at the Pozt of Atheas, to go to Troy. It is not 
in the remembꝛance of any man ſince the beginning of the 
World, that ſa many Ships and Knights were aſſembled, as 
there were at that time, Firft Agim-mron,that was P2ince 
of the Voſts of che Grecks,b2ought from his Realm of Michmas. 
an hundzed Ships full of armed Kuighes. The King Men 
aus his bzother bꝛought from his. Kralm of Sparta. fozty Ships. 
Archelaus and Piothenot from the Realm of Boccie, fifty 
Ships. The Duke Aſcalapus, and the Carl Helmius, from 
the Pzovince of Orcon:my, thirty Ships, | 
he King, Epi'trophus , and the King Sedius , from tic 
nealm of Fceide,thirtpDhips: in his company, was the Puke 
Theuter, Duke Amphimacus, the Earl Polixcne, the Cal 
1 keb'1s, and manp other Noblemen. 
The ancient Puke Nettor fo; his Province of Pon, fifty 
bipt. The Bing Thos of Thaly, fifty Ships. —_ Bing 
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Noxnnois, fifty Ships. The King Thelamoa Thylcus , fix any 
thirty Ships. Polibetes and Amphimacus from his Pzovince 
of Calidonie, two and thirty Ships. The King Idumeus. and 
the ing Mereon of Cr. ct fourſcoꝛe and two Ships. The Duke 
Tynelus from his City of Frigcs twelve Ships. 

Prothocarhus and Proth. aus the; Dukes of Phylaca, bzought 
with them two and fifry Ships. Colleſis byought four and twen- 
ty Ships, from the Realm of Creſome, Bing Machaon, and 
the King Poly dris his Don, thzee and thirty Ships. Achilli; 
b:onght from his Noble City of Phacee, two and twenty Ships. 

The King Thcphalus bzought from Rhodes, two aud thirty 
Ships. Uruphilus from Orchomenie , two and fifty Ships. 
The Duke Anthippus and the Duke Amphymacus of Ruſticane. 
thirteen Ships. The King Polyb:tes of Riche, and the Duke 
{,opius his Bꝛother tn Law that bad wedded his Siſter, thzec⸗ 
ſcoze and two Dhips. The Bing Dyomedes of Arges, four⸗ 
ſcoze and two Ships: and had in his company Th. lamus and 
Eutialus: the Bing Polyphebus, nine Ships. The Bing En- 
revs, thirteen ſhips, The king Prothoylus of Chemncaſe, 


two and fifry ſhips. The King Carp nor of P arpadie, tua. 


and fifty Dyips. Th:orus of Efe ſſe, four and twenty Ships. 
The number of the Kings and Dukes come thither, were fixty 
nine. And there aſſembled at the Pozt of Athens, twelve 
hund2ed four and twenty ſhips, without compꝛiüng che Dhips 
of Puke Pallamides. the Son of King Naulus, that came after 
with his eftate as (hail be ſaid hereafter, 


CHAP, VI. 
How the Greeks ſent Achilles to Delphos, to the God Adollo, to 
know the end of th-ir War, and how he found Cuichas Gnu 
from the Troj ane, that went with him to Atbens, 


WV Pro the Bings and Pꝛinces were thus aſſembled at the 
Pont of Athens, che King Agamemnon was chief of 
all the Folt, and to conduct this Boſt ozderly, aſſembled there 
o councel on a plain without the City, all the Hoblemen. 
And when they wc!e afembled round about him, he fain+rn 
them 
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them in this manner. O pe Noblemen, that by one conſent 
ate here allembled wity ſo great puillance, ye know well. it is 
not in the remembzance of any man, tha: he ſaw ever ſo many 
Noblemen aſſembled, fo2 to atchieve any wozk, noz ſo maup 
young nights active in Arme, toaſſail their Enemies. Is not 
be our of his mind that pꝛelumeth to raiſe Himſelf againſt us - 
verily J doubt not but one of an hundꝛed in this company ts ſut⸗ 
ficient to bzing this wozk to an end. fo: which we be all aſſem⸗ 
bled. It is well known to cach of you. the great injuries and 
damages the Trojans have done untous, wherefoze we have jeſt 
cauſe to take vengeance by ſozce of Arms, tothe end, that from: 
hencelozth they no2 any other ſhall enterpꝛize againſt ns in any 
manner: foz if we ſuffer ſuch injuries by diſſimulation, they 
might pet grieve us moꝛe than they have done. And it is not thc 
cuſtome of the Noble men of Greece, to let paſs ſuch wzongs , 
therefo:e it Hould be to us great ſhame, that arc ſo many, and 
have aſſembed ſo great ſtreugeh to diſſemble in this quarrel. 
and (yet) there is no Nation in the vo2ld , but that dzeadeth 
our puiſlance, ſave only theſe fooliſh people of Troy, that by c- 
vil counſcl hath moved them againſt vs, and enterpzized war 
upon us: As firſt the King Laomedos that injured ſome of out 
people, foz little occaſion : wherefoze he received death foz hie 
reward, his City deſtroped, and his people Nain,and ſoon b2ougl;c 
fn ſervitude, Surelp it is not ſo hard to us that are moze pu⸗ 
ifauc, to take vengeance on tte Trojans, than four Pzincis ct 
Icſs puiſſante, that came to get the better of them, Foz the 
Ur jans, know we are aſſembled to go upon them, and they are 
ſtrongly furniſhed with men of arms againſt our coming: there 
fozc it ſeemeth me good, ik it pleaſe vou that cre we depart from 
this Pozt, we ſend into the Alle of Delphos our ſpecial Peſſer⸗ 
«ers, foz to have anſwer of our God Apollo of this our cate: 


pꝛise. 


Then was there none but allowed the words of Agamen-- 
non, and choſe Achilles and Patroclus to go into this Idle. 5 
hear the anſwer of Apollo: Do they departed and came ſoo!! 
thither: foz the ſaid Iſle is as it were in the midſt of the Jules 
of Ciclades, whete Locana, latanta, Apollo and Dizna be, 

th ere 
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there was a rich Temple, in which the God of the Panims was 
wozſhipped, and gave anſwer to the people of ſuch things as 


they demanded. This Ile was firit called Delos, that is as 


much as to ſay in Greck, manikeſtation: fozaſmuch as in this 
Ide the Panims ſaw firſt the Sun and the Poon after the de⸗ 
lugt: therefo2e they luppolcd hey han been bon there of their 
Mothers: foz Apollo is the Bun, aud Diana the Poon in their 
language. 

Some call this {ſe Ortigie: foralmuch as the Eirds that 
men call Oztiges, in Englith they be Quailes, were firſt [cen 
there. The Panims gave to Apollo divers names after the di- 
vers operations of the Sun In this Temple was a great J- 
mage compoſed all of the fine gold in the wozthip of the God A- 
pollo, and albeit the Image was deaf and dumb, pet where J⸗ 
dolatty reigned at that time in the wo2zld, the devil put bim in 
the Image, and gave anſwer tothe Pants, of the things they 
demanded of him. This did the Devil to abuſe the fooliſh peo⸗ 
ple, that at that time believed this Image was very God, 

Upon this part the Authoz declareth , from whence came firlt 
idolatry. We find in Hiſtoria Eccleliafti.a, that when H:ro4 
was deceived by thet hꝛee Kings that returned not again to him, 
but wozlhipped our Lozd Jeſus Chzift, as is contained in the 
Solpel, akter wards departed by another way, &c, Herod purs 
poſed to have ſlain the Child Jeſus, therefo2e the gloꝛious Uir- 
gin our Lady, Saint Mary his Pother and Joſeph bare him to 
#gypt, And as ſoon as our Lady entred into &gypt.all the J- 
dols fell down to the Earth, bzoken and b2uiſed, acco2ding to 
the Pꝛopheũes of Iſaiab,*that laid thus, Aſcendet Dominus in 
nubem levom, & engredietur Egyptum, & movebuntur ſimula- 
chta Egypti. Shewing, that at the coming of our Saviour 
J-tus Chritt, all Idolatry ſhould have an end. And amongſt the 
ſr Iſmael was the firſt that made an Idol, and that was of 
earth, 

Prometheus made the firſt among the Panims, and taught o⸗ 
thers the manner how to make them: but the right beginning 
of Idolatry, came of Belus Bing of Aſſyris, that was Father cf 
Bing Ninus, when he was dead, his Don Ninus did burp 
him. 
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him in a rich Sepulture, and div make an Image of fine gold 
to the ſemblance and likeneſs of his Father, to have memozy 
ok him, and wozchipped him as his God, and compelled his oll 
to woꝛſhip him: after an evil ſpirit entred into the Image 
and gave unto the people anſwers of their ſund2y demands. 
Thus by the example of bim, the imple Panims made other in 
the wozſhip of their Friends, thus P;oceded they in Jdolatry, 
and that there were none but had their particular Gods, that gave 
unto them thetr anſwers of their demands,by the deviſe of the 
Enemp, that deceived them, and bzought them unto damnation, 
by the great envy he had againſt che Linage of men, which God 
made, to fulfil the places of Paradice, from whence he was caſt 
one foz his P2ide, into hszroz and darkneſs: after the day of 
Judgment. | 

When Achilles and Patroclus were arrived in the Ille of 
Delphos, they went with great devotion into the Temple of A- 
pollo: and there made their ablations with greac liberality, and 
demanded of him ank wer concerning their affairs. Then an⸗ 
ſwered Apollo with a low voice. Achilles, return again unto 
the Greeks, that have ſent thee hither : and ſap unto them, It 
Gall happen fo; certainty,that they ſhall go ſafely to Troy, anv 
there they ſhall make many battels: Eut in the tenth year they 
Hall flap the Bing Priamus, his Wife and Childzen, and moſt 
part of the Country. And there ſhall none eſcape, ſave they 
only whom they will ſave, 

Df this was Achilles paſſing glad : and it happened that 
whileſt they were pet in this Temple, a great lcarned Tiſhoy 
of Troy named Chalcas, Son of a man named J hiſtram, which 
was a wile man, catred into this Temple, and he was ſent al⸗ 
ſa from the Bing Priamus, to have anſwer of Apollo foz them 
of Troy. | 

As he then had made his oblations and demands fo2 them cf 
Troy, Appo!!: an{wered ſaping : Ch lcas, Chalcae, beware thou 
returu not back again to Troy: but go with Achilles unto the 
Greeks, and never depart from them, for the Greeks ſhall have 
victozp of the Trojans, by the agreement of the Gods, and thou 
hall be to them very necellary in countel. Az Chalcas _ 

Achil.s, 
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Achilles, that was in the Temple, he apmoached unto him, and 
znade acquaincance with him, and accompanied together by 
Faith and Oath: they told each to other what the Jdol had (aid 
do them: wherevf Achilles had great joy, and made great chear 
and countenance to Chalcas, and took him with them: ſailing 
fs long, they arrived at the Pozt of Athens, and when they il⸗ 
ſued out of their Ships. Achilles took Chalcas by the hand, and 
pꝛelented him to the King Agamemnon and to others, and told 
unto them the anſwer of Apollo: Yow they ſhould have victo;/ 
of the Trojans, and how Apollo bade him not return again to 
Troy, but hold him with the Greeks, during the Mar. Of 
ele tydings the Greeks greatly rejoyced , and made a Feaſt, 
and received Chalcas into their company, by Faith and by Dath, 
and they pꝛomiled to reward him and do him gs0v, 


CHAP. VII. | 
Zow the Greeks with 2 great Navy failed towards Trey: and 
how they arrived at Teredow three miles from Troy, Which 
they conquercd and beat down to the earth. 


A Feer this feaſt the Greeks. had made foz the good anſwers 
I of Apollo, Chalcas went in a mozning in the company of 
Achilles and Patroclus, unts the Tent of King Agamemnon 
where all the Nobles of the Army were allembled, and he ſalu⸗ 
ted them courteoully, ſaping : Noble Kings and Pꝛinces, that 
be here aſſembled foz vengeance of the injuries done by the Tro- 
aus: wherefoze tarry pon here, after the Gods have given their 
anſwer? Think pe not that King Priamus hath his ſpyes as 
mong pou, and whiles ye ſojourn, he furniſheth not his Coun- 
trcp and City with vicual, wich hozſes, and with other neceſſa⸗ 
nes? Ig not great part ofthe Dummer paſſed, and pe have no- 
thing enterpzized upon pour enemies. Beware pe be not in- 
grateful tothe anſwer of the Gods: and that by pour ucgligence 
ive change not their anſwer inte the contrary. Therefoze tar⸗ 
ry no longer, but embark your Yozfe, and go to Dea, and ceaſe 
not until the time the p;omilcs of the Gods be accompliſhed. 
When Chalcas had thus ſpoken, each man ſaid he had well

ſpoken, Then the King Agamemaon ſentamto all che hot 
and gave commendement with che ſound of Trumpet, that eve: 
man ſhould make ready to remove. And pzeſencly they entre 
their Ships and diſanchozed, hoyſed up their ſails aud ſailed a 
mile from Athens, the air that befoze was clear began to 
war tronblons and thick, and a great tempeſt aroſe of wind. 
rain anv thunder: inſomuch that there was none ſo hardy bu; 
had fear to have dyed, fo) their Ships were caſt by the Sca, 
one here, and another there, and they fuppoſed to have been 
downed, Then ſaid Cha'cas to them that were with him, the 
cauſe of the Tempeſt was fozaſmuch as Diana their Goddeſs 
was angry againſt them, becauſe they departed from Ather 
and made her no ſacrifice: and foz to appeale this wiath , ic 
behoved King Agamemnon to ſacrifice to- her with his own 
hand, Iphigenie his Daughter a young Uirgin, otherwiſe the 
Tempeſt ſhould never cgaſe. And to ſpeed this ſacrifice, bc 
counſelledto turn the Navy, and apply it to the Alle of Andill, 
where the Temple of the Goddeſs Diana was. 

When King Agamemaon underſtood this thing, he-was paſ- 
fing ſo2ry in his mind, foz he loved his Daughter Iphigenie, 
with great love: on the other ſide he was required of all the 
other Kings and Pꝛintes of Greece that he world make no de - 
lap in ſo great a matter, oꝛ to withſtand the Sacrifice : where- 
foe he was vanquiſhed by the Princes, fo2 the love of his 
Country, he took his Daughter Iphigenie, and in the pꝛeſente of 
B ings and Pꝛinces, ſacrificed her unto the Goddeſs Diana, pꝛe⸗ 
lentiy che tempeſt craſc d, and the air became neat and clean , 
and the Dea well gquieted and in tranquillity. Then he went 
again ints his Ship, and all the other in like manner dzew tp 
their ſails.and ſailed befoze the wind ſo far, that they arrived a: 
a Poꝛt of the Reakm of Troy, nigh unto a Callle called Sarz- 
banz. Di res putteth not down what was the cauſe - wherefoe 
King Ag memnon made this ſacrifice unto Diana. But O. 
{in the twelfth book of Metamorphoſe) ſaith, it was Iphigenie 
dis Daughter. Aud when they of the Castle ſaw the great Ha⸗ 
vp at their Dozt they armed them, and came unto the Poz? 


thinking to defend their Land againſt the Grecks, and _ 
them 
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them that wert come on aud, and being weory of the travel of 
Dea: But the Greeks iflued p1elencly out of their ſhips in 
number all Armed and chaſed them unto their Caſtle, 
aud centred the Caſtle with them. and put them all to death; took 
the booties,after beat down the Caſtle, and then re-entred again 
into their mos and ſailed ta the Pozt of Tenedon, and there 
anchozed chips. 

At this Poze was a Cattle, well peopled, and full of great 
riches. being thꝛee miles from Troy. When theyof the Caſtle 
ſaw the Greeks, they ran to arms, and furniſhed their Caſtle 
with good fighters, the other iſſued out, and came to the Poze, 
where they found the Grecks then iſſued out of their Ships all 
armed,and took all that thep could find. Thus began the battel 
very fierce and moꝛtal, and there were enough lain on both par⸗ 
ties: moze of the Greeks then of the Trojans. But as ſoon ag 
the great ffrength of the Greeks were landed, the Trojans could 
no longer ſuffer noz abide, but put them to flight, ſome to the 
Caſt le. ans the other fled unto Troy. Then the Greeks beftirs 
red them, and laid the Caſtle round about. and they within de- 
fended it palling well upon the walls and lew many by ſhot and 
Engines, but the Greeks dzeſſcd their Engines about the Calle, 
and ſet their Ladders unto the walls, and went up on all ſides, 
they within defended them vailantly, and made them fall in 
their Ditches, ſome dead, ſome hurt. But the Greeks that 
were lo great in number, ſent always new folk to the aſſault, 
whereof they within were grown fo weary, that they retired 
back from their defences: and then the Grecks entred by fozce 
into che Cale, and there flew all they found, without ſparing 
ot any man 02 woman, and pillaged all that was good, and after 
beat down both the Caſtle and the houſes untothe Earth, and 
put in fire, and burnt all up. After they re⸗entred into theit 
Ships joyous of their gain they had gotten in the Caſtle, 

CHAP, VIII. 
How the Greeks did ſend Dyomedes and Uliſſes again to the King 

Priamut, to have Helen and the Priſoners and of their anſwer. 
Wy" the Grecks had deffroyed thus the Caſtle and Edi⸗ 

fices of Tenedonz Then | Agamemnon, that hadthe

meſencly as he commanded, and he as a wiſe King diftriburc» 
the gain, unto each man after his deſert and quality. And caul⸗ 
ed all the noble men to alſenſble on the plain of Tenedon he- 
foze Bing agimnemnon: aum when they mere tome, King A. 
gamemon ſpake in this manner. Dy friends andfellows that 
be here now allembley] ko? ſo fuſt æ cauſe as cach of yon knows 
eth. and in ſo great puillance. that there is and ſhall be tydi 
thereof in all the wonld: yet let it pleaſe the Gods, that it be 
without pꝛidr v2 felonv: fot it is, that of the ſin oi pʒꝛide gꝛom⸗ 
ech all other vices, and the Gods refiſt and with tand the inſo⸗ 
lent and pꝛoud people, therefoze we ought to put away all pꝛide 
from our woꝛks: and in eſpecial this wozk here, and uſe the 
way of ſuſtice that none map blame us. 
Vc know that we are come thus far, to take vengeance of the 
injuries and Wwongs: that King Priamus hath done to us, and 
we have done to bim now great damage. Ye map know foz 
truth that they have afſembled.inco the City of Troy, great pow- 
ers, to defend them againſt us: and alſo the City is great 
and ſtrong : and ye know that they be upon their own heritage, 
that is a thing which troubleth their fozce and ſtrength. I ſap 
not theſe things, foꝛ any doubt but that we thall have vidozy 
and delt roy this famous City, though it be ſtrong: only fo? 
our woꝛſhip, to the end, we be recommended to have conducted 
this wozk by great diſcretion, and without pꝛide: for that of - 
tentimes by over balty enterpzizes, a thing of great weight, 
map come to a miſchievous end, Pe know it is long ago tha: 
King Priamus did firſt require us, by his tpecial Peſſengers, 
that we would render unto him his Siſter Exione: and that by 
our haughtinels and pꝛide we would not de liver her again:it we 
had then deliveredaud ſent her home again, theſe evils had ne- 
ver happned in the Ju of Cichar as they be. And the Queen 
Helena (who is of che nobleſt of Greece) had never been raviched 
ng led away :- alſo we had not enterpꝛizen the pain noz la- 
bour we new are in. And there is none of ug that knoweth 


What hall happen to him good oz evil: thereloze if ye think — 
that 
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that we ſhould return into our Country, without ſuffering of 
moze pain, with out honour and wozſhip , we will fend to King 
Primus our (pectal Mellengers, and bid him to deliver again 
co us Helen freely, and that he reſtoze co us the damages that 
Paris hath done tous in the Ille of Cithar : if he will ſo do, our 
return ſhall be honourable, and we can ask no mo2e of him by 
right. And ik de refuſe,we ſhall have two things that ſhall fight 
*23 us. that is, Juſtice and Puiſſance : and when men ſhall hear 
of eur offers. they willgtve the wzong and blame to the Trojans, 
end to us the laud and pꝛaiſe: and we ſhall be ercuſed ok all 
damages that we ſhall do them, after theſe offers. Thereto:e 
adviſe you among pour ſelves, what ye will do. 

There were ſome bad people, that blamed this counſel, aud 
ſome allowed it: Fivally, they concluded to doas Agimemnon 
had ſatd, Then they choſe to! their eſſengers Dyomedes and 
Uliiſes, to go to Troy, and make their legation, which took 
their Poſes, and went incontinently. and came to Troy about 
mid⸗dap, they went ftraight to the Palace of King Priamus , 
and tyed their Hoꝛſes tothe Gate, after went up into the Pall, 
and in going up they marvelled greatly at the rich wozks they 
law in all the Palace,cſpecially of a tree that thep ſaw in a plain 
which was made by Pagick, marvellouſlp compoſed, and of 
great beauty, foz the ſtock beneath, was no thicker but of the 
greatneſs of a ſpear, paſſing long and high, and above bzanches 
of gold and ſilver leaves that ſpꝛead over the Palace, ſave a 
little, it covered all: and the fruit of the ſaid tree was of di⸗ 
vers pzecious ſtones, that gave light and bzightneſs, and alſo 
did much pleaſe and delight them that beheld it. They went 
lo far, that they. came into the Yall where Bing Priamus was 
*ccompanted with noble men. And without laluting the King 
dz the other, Wiſſzs ſaid in his manner. 

Ling Priamus,n'arvel noching that we have not ſaluted thee, 
fo:almuch as thou art gur mozcal enemy, Bing Agamen non 
(om whom we be Peliengers ) commandeth thee by us. that 
than deliver and ſend unto him Queen Helen, whom thou haſt 
cauted mod vilelp to be raviſhed and taken from her Pueband 
and vat thou, make ſatisfaction foz all damages that Paris thy

Son hath done in Greece: (fthou ſo do, J ſuppoſe thou (halt 
ſhew chy ſelf a wiſe man: but it thou do not, behold what evils 
may come unto thec and thine: foz thou ſhalt dye an cuil death, 
and all thy men, and this noble and famous City ſhall be de- 
troped. 

When Bing Priamus heard Uliſſes thus ſpeak, he anſwered. 
(without demanding anv Counſel: ) J marvel greatly, at thy 
wo2vs, that thou requireft of me a thing that a man vanquiſhed 
and overcome, and one that could defend himfelf no moze but 
with great pain would accozd to thee. Jbclieve not that the 
Grceks have ſuch puiſſance which thou halt ſaid unto me: they 
rcquireof me amends, and Jought to demand the like of 
them. 

Have not they lain my Father and my Berhzen , and led 
awap my Difter in ſervitude, whom they deign not to marry ho 
nourably, but ts uſe her as a common woman: and to have he 
again, I ſerit to them Anthenor, and would have pardoned them 
the ſur-plus: but pou know the villanies they did ule towards 
my Meſſenger: andthercioze J ought not to hear any thing 
that ye ſaytome, but rather dye valiantly, than to agree te 
Four requeſt; let Agamemaon know, that J deũte not to have 
peace noz love with the Grecks, that have done to me ſo many 
piſplesſures. And if it were not pe be Pellengers, I ſhould 
make you dye an evil death. Therefoꝛe go away quickly, fo: I 
cannot behold pou without diſpleaſure in my heart. Zhen be⸗ 
gan Dyomedes to laugh foꝛ diſpight, and ſaid thus: Pa Bing 
if without diſpleaſure thou canſt not ſee us but two, thou wilt 
be viſpleaſed all the vayes of thy Life: foz thou ſhalc ſce from 
bencefo2th befoze thine eyes great armies of Greeks which hall 
come befoze the City, and ſhall uot ceaſe to aſſaũl it continually, 
againſt whom thou canſt not long defend thee, but thou and thine 
finally all receive bitter death. Therefoze thou ſhoulveſt cake 
better counſel in thy doins,if thou wert well adviſed, 

There were many Trojans that would have run upon the 
Greeks,anddzew their Swozds ts have flain them: But King 
Pciamus foꝛbad them, and ſaid that they ſhould let two fools uts 
ter their folly, and a wiſe man to fuffer it. Ba, ha, ür, ſaid - 
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neas, what is that pe ſay 2 men muſt ſhe w to a fool his foolithnels. 
zud truly if it were not in your pꝛeſence, this fellow that hath 
poken ſo footiſhlp befoze you, ſyould receive his death by my own 
band. It appertaineth not unto him to ſap unto pou ſuch vene- 
mous thzeatnings: therefoze J adviſe him, that he go his way 
auickly,nnleſs he ceaſe to ſpeak ſo abſurd and fooliſhly, 

Dyomedes of nothing was adaſhed, anſweced to Xneas : 
*Uhatſoever thou be, thou ſheweſt well by the wozds, thou arc 
il adviſed, and hot, and J wiſh that J map once find thee in a 
place convenient, that J map reward thee foz the wozds thou 
vaſt ſpoken of me. 

I ſee well that the Bing is foztunate and happy to have 
ſuch a counſeller as thou art, that giveth him counſel to do vil- 
iany, Then Uliſles bzake the wdzds of Dyomedes wiſely, and 
pꝛaped him to hold his peace, after ſaid to King Priamus, We 
have underſtood all that thou haſt ſaid, and will go and repos 
to our Pyzinces. Incontinently they took their Pozſes,and res 
turned unto their holt, where they found manp aſlembled befoze 
ing Agamemnon, and told them the anſwer of King Priamus: 
whereof they had great marvel, and conferred long together for 
:be well ozdering of their affairs, ſince they were aſſured of the 
war of the Trojans, 


CHAT 0X. 

How Agmemnon aſſembled in conncil the Greeks to have victu- 
3's: And how they (ent Achilles and Telephus to the Realm 
of Meſſe, where they ſicew King Thentran in battel: And how 
Jelephms was wade King: And of the Kings that c m: to aid 
and help King Priamus. 


Fter theſe things, Agamemnon called his council in the- 

plain of Tenedon, and ſaid among all other things; It be- 
yoveth ns to be adviſed how chat during the Diege befoze Troy, 
aut hoſt ſhaitld be (uccoured with victual ; cherefoze if ve think 
good, we will ſcnd to the Realm of Meſſe, to have vicuals from 
thence contiauallp, fo! it is, a Coanry very commodious: and 
the y that go ghither, all cake ſurety of the Conntry, t hat they 
tail 
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fail not to ſend victual to the boſt, ſo long as we ſhall be in chis 
Country. This counſel pleaſech the Greeks, and they choſe 
Achil'es; aud Telephus the Don of Hercules to furnich this meſ⸗ 
lage. and o go with a great company of men of arms. In that 
Pꝛovince reignede bung named 1icutran,and had long ttig id 
in peace, foꝛ his Country was peopled with hardy Unigyes: 
when Achilles and Telephus with three thoufand Bnights were 
arrived in the Iſic of Meſſe, they iſſued ont of their Ships, 
aud went on Land. Then came againſt them che King They- 
iran. With a great company of men of Foot and Pozſcback, 
Chen began che battel fiercely, and at the skirmich were 
many Knights flain on both ſides. Albeit the Greeks were 
leſs in number than the other they defended themſclves well: 
but their defence bad not availed chem, hadit not been fo: the 
greatp2oweſs of Achilles that did great miracles with his body, 
as he that was the moſt trong and valiant of the Greeks ; fo; 
whoſoever he {mote he dyed, and there could no man ſtand be - 
for him. When Achilics eſpyed Bing Theucrin, in the mid* 
of his people, did grea* damage to his folk, he thꝛuſt into the 
greateſtp2eſs of his cnemics, and beat down before him all he 
found, till he came to King Theutran: and hewed his helm. 
aud ſmote him down to the ground, and had flain bim, had no; 
T<i.p'wus been, which put himſelf between them, and p:aved 
Achilles humbly that be would no: flap him, no: do him any 
moꝛe harm than he had: Then the Bing cryed to Aclil'cs fy; 
mercy, Then laid Achilles co Telephus, what moveth thee to 
pity our moꝛtal enemy, that is come to aſſail us with ſo great 
fury: It is reaſon that he fall into the pit that he made ready 
fo: ns. Pa, ha, fir, ſaid Telephus, the Bing was very familiar 
with my Father Hc:rculcs, and alſo did to me great hongn: 
in this Land, and thercfoze J may not ſuffer co ſet him lain, 
Well then (ſaid Achilles) take him and do with him what tho! 
wilt. Zhen was their battel finiſhed, the Greeks retired, and 
King Theutran carried into his Palace as a dead man: foz 4- 
chilles had ſoze bʒuiſed him. And the King pzayed Achilles and 
Telephus, that they would go with him: who went and wer: 
xecerved with great jop and honour, 
It 
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It was not long akter, that this King Theutran, fent fo3 
Achilles and Telephus, and ſaid unto them : Py friends, J 
may not long live: and after ſaid to Telephus: friend, 
I map no longer live, and J have no lawful heirs of my body 
co whom J may leave this Realm, which J have gotten with 
great labour, and had loft long ſince, had it not been fo? the 
wozthp of all wozthies, thy Father Hercules, which was a 
Sheild unto me, againſt all them that would have taken it 
from me: he did orten fight with them. So thy Father 
by hic great pꝛowels, chaſed them out: ſince that time J have 
kept it peaceably, not by merit, but by che vertue of thy Fa- 
ther. And lince it happened that thy Father conquered this 
Realm fo me, J having no heirs, it is a reaſon chat thou be 
heir of my Father: and with theſe my laſt words, I leave this 
Realm unte tbee, and all my wozlvly goods, and make ther 
mine Heir, and therefoze bury me hononrably, as appertain⸗ 
cth ro a Bing. And as ſoon as he had finiſhed theſe woꝛds, he 
dyed: then Telephus, and the Nobles of the Countrey buried 
im honourably, and laid him in a very rich Sepulcure, whereof 
was this Epitaph : Here lyeth the body of King Thentras, whom 
Ach. lies flew 2: who left his Realm to Telepbus, 

Now this Telephus, that was befoze but a Duke, was made 
Bing of Meſſe, and all the Nobles of the Country did him ho- 
mage, and the people pzomiſed him faith and ſervice, Then A- 
chilles did furniſh his Hips with victual, and ozdained Teleph us 
Hould abide in his new Realm (which he did) and he com⸗ 
manded, fn the name of the Greeks, that he ſhould do his dili⸗ 
gence, to ſend unto the Poſt of the Greeks p2oviſion, and he 
pꝛomiſed him he would perfozm it without aup default. Then 
Achilles took leave of him, and returned into his ſhips, and 
ſailed ſo long, that he and his company arrived at the Pozt of 
Tenedon, where thep found the Poll pet ſojourning : when 
he was landed, he went Ctraight to the Tent of King Apa- 

memnon, where all the Kings and Pzinces were aſſembled : 
and they received him with great joy, as he that all the Poſt 
!obev much, fo2 his great pzoweſs. Then Achilles rehearſed 


to them, how he arrived at Meſſe, and of the battel, and 
| F how 


* 
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bow Telcphus was made Bing, who p2omiſed to furniſh the 
BVoſ with victuals. 

Of thele tydings the Greeks had great joy, and praiſcd the 
valour of Achi'k.s, and after cach man went unto his Pavilion. 
Then was Achilics received wich great ſov of his Mytmidons 
that much loved him, 

Here the Avthoz nameth what Kings and P2inecs came to 
the aid of Bing Priamus to Trey: not of all, but of the me 
notable. Firlt, came unto their aid, Ping Pardorus, King 
G3j:or, and King Adraitus, with thzee thouſand Knights 
armed. 

From the Province of Tholoſon came four Kings with five 
thouſand Knights armed, the Bing Carras, Bing Amwatius, 
King Neſtor, a mighty ſtrong man, and Bing Amphimacus, 
From the Kealm of Lycia, cane Bing Glauccn, with th:ee theu⸗ 
ſavy LGnights, and his Son Serpedon, one of the Rrongeſt 
Þnights iu the wozld, being Couſin to Framus: from the 
Kealm of Lyczon, came the Ving Evſemus, with a thouſauy 
Knights expert in arms, From the Realm of Lariſſa came tis 
Pings with fifteen hundzed Bnights, the Ping Milior, and 
Bing Caplcdus. From the Kealm of Thabory came Bing Re- 
mus with thee thouland erpert ſonldicrs, and in his company 
came four Dukes, and (even Carls, that were in League with 
Priamus : they were all in Armour of azure colour without 
other ſign, thereby was Remus and his people known in the 
XLactcl, From the. Bealm of Thracia, came Bing Pilex, and 
Puke Achamas, with eleven hundzed Knights, From the 
Atalm of Pannonic came King Peſſemus, and che Duke Stupe : 
kts Couſin, with thzce thouſand Bnights, expert to juſt aud 
Woot with the ow. 

This is a wild Country full sf Fo:refts and Pouutainc, 
there is but little people, many wild Scafts aud Birds. From 
the P2ovince of Bee ia, came three Dukes with twelve hun 
dꝛed Knights, the Duke Anlerrimus, Dukt Fortunus, and the 
Duke Sammus, From the Kcalm of Burtin, where grew good 
ſpices.came two Kings B2ethzen with a thouſaud Knights, thc 
Bing Boctes, and King Epiticus. From the Realm of Papha- 

Sorte 
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zorie, that is at the @un-rifing, the rich Bing Philemenus“ 
bitch three thouſand Bnigbts, all their ſheilds of the bides of 
Fiſhes, covered with gold and p2ectous ſtones 3 this Ping was 
1s great as a Grant. From the Realm of Ethiope, came the 
Ling Perſcus, and the Bing of Thicteon with him, that was 
hardy and wiſe, wich three thouſand Buights, chat had in their 
ompanp many a Duke aud Carl. 

There was with them, Simagon the Don of King Thicteon. 
From the Realm of Chercs, came the King Theleus and Archi- 

2u5 his Son, that was of the affinity of Bing Priamus, and 
brought a thouſand Knights. From the Ille of Arguit came 
wo Kings, of whom J have not the names, with twelve huns 
dꝛed Knights, 

From the Realm of Elin, that is bepoud the Realm of A- 
mazon, came an anticut Bing, and diſcreet, named Epiſtrophus, 
and bꝛought a thouſand Bnighis, and a marvellous Beaſt called 
Sagittary, the middle was an ho:ſe, foze part a man, his c pes 
red as a ficry coal, and ſhot like a man with a bow : this Beaſt 
made the Greeks ſoze afraid. and lew many of them with his 
Bow. In number all the Bnights that came in aid ok King 
P:j2mus, were two and thirty thouland, beſides them of Troy, 
and of India the leſſer. Aud it is not found in w:iting, that 
luce the Creation of the Woz1d, ſo many Noble Knights were 
a![ſcmbled in one place, that p2oſecuted the quarrel foz ſo little 
occaſion, Dh how Bings and Pzinces ought to be adviſed how 
to begin war, if they might avoid it by any other way. 


CHAP. X. 

Of the coming of Duke Palamedis, and how the Greeks depart- 
ed from Tenedoin, by the counſel of Dyomedes, and care 
and took land betote the City of Troy, and how the Trojans 
received them in battel right vigorouily, 


7 Owthe Grecks were not departed from Tenedon, when 

I Palamedccs the Don of Bing Naulus arrived at the Pozt., 

with thirty Ships tull of Knights armed, all Noble men. At 

his coming che Greeks * fopkul, who murmure d befoze. = 
F 2 tau 
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cauſe he tarried ſo long, wherefoze he excuſed him by ſickneſs 
that he had, * t 


This Palamcdes was yolven in great worſhip among che 


'Grecks, and was the ſecond next Bing Agamemron : putſſant, 


diſcreet in arms andveryrich. And at his coming, he was 
choſen to bs Eouncelloz of the Poſk. Thus were the Grecks 
many a day and night at the Pozt of Tenedon, oftentimes al- 
lembling them, to adviſe of the beſf manner to beſiege the City 
of Troy. At length, after many opinions, they agreed to the 
toumſcl of Dyomedes, that was this: 

Now. ſaid he, all ve Kings, P2inces, and Barons, that are 
here aſſembled, we ought to have great ſhame and diſlike, ſince 
it is a peare agone ſince we landed in this Country, and have 
not pet been befoꝛe Froy.  Aerily, in this we have given to 
aur Enemits great advantage: that during this time they arc 
purve pc of great aids, and all theit City foztified and fence? 
with Walls and Bulwatk-, that chevy have leiſure co make. 
and they think that we are net ſo hardy as to come unte them 
therefo:e the mo2e that we delay to go thither, the mo2e en 
creaſeth our ſhame and damage: bur if we had gone thither. 
when we came firſt into the Countrep, we ſhould have moze 
eaſily gone a oe, than we fball do new: fon thep are bette: 
furniſhed than they were at that time, of all ſuch things as be⸗ 
Hoveth to defend them with: therefoze A connſel pon, that to 
mo2row betimes we put us in good oꝛder, and lay ſtege firmly, 
as haſtily as we may. Me know that we ſhall not do ſo with- 
out great labour + wherein it behoveth every man to employ 
Simſclf, and co baniſh fear. Foz we can pzevail no other way 
K02 M02e houonrably as 7 think. 

The Counſel of Dyomedes pleaſed all the Barons, and car{» 
in the mo: ning, they re-entrediinto their Ships, and lailed to the 
Poꝛt of Troy in good 99der one after another. 

In the firſt front they put an hundzed Ships, furniſhed wich 
nights and Banners, chat waved in the Wind, and after them 
angther hundzed: and all rhe other by oder, and they had no: 
failed far, but they ſaw the noble Ciry of Troy, and appzoach 
ed thercta as daftity as theꝝ might. When the Trojans ſaw th 


Creeks 
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Greeks app2oach toward the City, they mounted upon their 
Dozſes all armed, and went fozth without 82der unto the Pozt. 
When the Greeks ſaw the Troj ns come in ſo great number 
to defend their Pozt, there wert nouc ſo hardy but was afraid. 
ſoꝛalmuch as they could nor go on Land, but thep armed them 
incontinent and did their beſt co take Land by fozte. 

Of the firlt hundzed Ships, was chief Captatn the King Pro. 
th. tilaus of Philarc, that endcavoured wich great diligence to 
wing his Ships within the Poze: but the wind being ſtrong 
blew them into the Pot, fo ſtrongly againſt the ſhoꝛe that me 
yy of them brake, and many Gr eks were dzowned. and they 
that might take land rook it, and were lain by the Trojan; 
wich great tozments. in ſo great number, that the ground was 
made red with their blood. It is not in the rememdꝛance cf a- 
ny man, hat ever Navy wan Land with ſo great damage asche 
Navy of the Gr. exs. After this firſt hundꝛed Ships, the other 
arrived that followed them: and they within were well pꝛovi- 
ded of great Arbaleſters, wherewith they thot and ew many of 
the Trojins,conftraining them to gs back. 

Then the Geeeks landed ſpeedily, and ſuccoured the fir't chat 
fought at deadly hazard. Then began a battel, Che Bing Pre- 


theſilaus that landed with the firff, did great marvels wich bis 


body, and flew that dap infinitesof the Trojans. If he alone 
had not been all cheGreeks that were gotten on the land had been 
lain. But what might his defence help, when ſeven thouſand 
Greeks fought againſt anhunded thouſand Trojans. And that 
koꝛ the great danger wherein they felt themſelves , they ſold 
their lives dear, expecing the ſuccours of King Archclaus and 
King Pcothenor, that anon arrived, and would the Trojans oz 
not. they went on a ſhoꝛe, took land, ſuccouredtheir people vali- 
antly, and began again a cruel battel. | 
After that arrived the Duke Neſtor, and his folk that thꝛuſt 
in among their enemies fiercely, There was many a pear 
b:oken, and many an Arrow ſhot: Anights fell down dead en 
both ſides and their cry was marvellous to hear. There were 
dain many Trojans by Archelaus and Prothenor. After arri⸗ 
ved the King Acalus, and Bing Aglus with their Ships, and 
went 
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went a lany, aſſailed the Trojans with great fierceneſs, end by 
{ozce made them retire”; then came to the battel plenty of new 
Tioens. Then began the battel to be greater. than it har 
been all the dap befo;e : inſomuch that the Gr<cks were re ; 
topcd by tai uno their Ships, theu arrived Uluſes with a 


gros. (2 ok (1s KRighrs, which th:onged into the battel: 
and?! „ recovered land, and allatled rhe Trojans furt- 
oufiy, S U ines made great cffuſton cf blood on his Cne- 
mice, | 1mediately his Cnſign was made known among 


them. bing thibmenus, freing that Ulises lew their people, 
be add2eſ'c d himlelk unto him, and beat him oft his Pozle. u- 
Uiles {moe him again, and woryded him in his throat, and cut 
alunder his ozioinal tein, andſmote him as half dead. The 
Trojzrs ran and took him from the G:ecks, and carried him ups 
on his Shield into the City, but had not this miſadventure haps 
pened to the Ping. the Greeks had been dilcomficed, The Tio- 
j ins labeured much to ſave him. Then arrived King Thaos.Ting 
Agamemnon, Bing Menc'aus and Uing Thelamon Ajax. wich 
all their Fozcts, and foughe very valtantlp, and b;oke their 
Spears upon the Irojaus, beat down many, ſome lain, and ſome 
hurt. 

When Bing Protheſilaus departed from the battel, wbere he 
had been ſince the beginning, to recover breath, when he came 
tothe Poꝛt, he found all his men nigh dead, fo: whom he wept 
crctedingly, and trok again his courage, to revenge the death 
of his men, and went again unto the battel, and ſiew many 
Trojans. and {mote down many of their ho: ſes, Then came 
to battel on the behalf of the Trojans King Perſes, with a cem⸗ 
pany of Knights, at whcth the battel began to be moztal, and 
there were many Greeks lain, and many made to retire, and 
without doubt Had diſcomftited them, but the wozthp Falimed: s 
ſoon won footing, and at his coming the Greeks were recom- 
lozted, then Palamedes periozmed wonderful deeds with bis 
hand. ana addzeſſed himſelf againſt S2gan.on, the Bother of 
Bing Mcmmon, and Nephew of the King of Ferſe, that ſoze 
greived the Greeks, and he pierced him thozow the body, and 
{mote him dead to the earth ; afterwards he th;onged into the 
greac 
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great pꝛels, and beat down all that he met, each man that kr.cw 
rim n made him wap. And then aroſe a cry upon the Trozins, 
bat they might not bear the Arength of Pal:medes. But the 
mott woztbieſt of all wozthies . Hector, when he heard the ct n. 
among his people, ilſued out of the City, with a great company 
- valiant Knights, ar d entrcd the batiel in rich Arms, and boze 
n bis ſhield of Gsld a Lyon of Gules, Vis ſtrength was anon 
non among the Greeks : he met in bis coming the King Pre- 
lens, that all that day bad ust cealcd to kill the Trojans, 
aud Froke him with his Sword, upon his Beim, that be clets 
um to the noſe, whereof he felt down dead tothe ground. Nf:cr- 
Hector thzuſt into the greateſt p2eſs, and as many Greeks as be 
[cache with his Sword he lle w. Then each man fled from him, 
making him way, aud then demanded the Gre«ksone of another 
what he was, but ſtreight they knew it was H. ctor, the l rongeſt 
man of ide wo2ld, then was there nont ſo hardy, that durſt abide 
bis ſtroke. 

Chen it happened, that Hector went out to refreſh him, wheves 
Rpon che Greeks took courage again againſt the Trojans, This 
> npened that day eight oz ten times. It was about the bout 
of Crenſong, when ki ctor departed from the battel and re-cutrev 
{co the Citp: fox the Greeks. were wishal diſcomfited, then 
arrived ſtrong Achilles with his Myrmicons, and cntred inta the 
battel, with thace thouſand app2oved Kutghts that were with 
* : then were the Trojans on all ſides beaten down and ſlain, 

: againſt Achilles endured no man, but he was beaten down 
a the tarth. 

Then arrived all the Nayy of the Greeks, and the Bnights 
95 a land, and ekirmiſhed with the orher in the battel: where⸗ 
die the Tro ag had much to ſuffer, fo that they muſt lee into 
theit City, and Achilcs and the other flew them fleeing : there 
was a great cry of the hurt yien, foz Achilles was all dycd with 
be Flood of the, 1163455, and there was a great flaughicr at the 
entry intd tte City. There ſaw the Fathers their Childzen 
dein: and che daughter bas been exceeding great, if Troylus 
2715, and De phobus bay not come with a great company fierce 
ana new, who iſſued out of the City, and rei ed the Greeks, 
&@ 0 
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#nd made the laughter to ceaſe, ſoꝛ that the night was nigh, : 
ve rv man withdzew him to his place, 

Che Trojans kept cloſe their City, and did make good watch. 
Achilles with the Greeks, returned to their Tents with great 
glop, which were not pet dzeſſed: but King Agamemanon did 
cauſe them to be d2efſed, and made each man take place meet af- 
ter his eſtate, And they that had no Tents noz Pavillions, 
they lodged under the leaves, in the beſt manner they could, 
both themſelves and their Youſes, and after anchozed their 
Ships, and cook out of them all that was neceſſary fo; them. 

Thus the Greeks ſet Siege to the Citp of Troy, and made 
great fires in the Yoſt. Do they were lodged a night together 
and made good watch, although they had no aſſaults this night, 
and they had all the night Trumpets and Pinſtrels great 
plenty, that Agamemnon opained foz to comfozt the Bot. 
And they reffed this night all armed the beſt they could: This 
was the firſt battel of che Greeks and of the Trojans at their 
coming, 


CHAP. XL 
Of the ſecond battel of Troy, where were many Kings and 
Earons ſlain, by wcr:hy Heder 2 and how the Troqans had 
been victorious of thtir Encmics, had it not been for the i: 
queſt of Thelamon Ajax, Couſin of HeTlor, 


JF the night-paſſed , Hector having the charge of them in thc 

City, ozdered early his Battels in a plain that was in tbe 
City, and put in the firſt Battel tws thouſand Bnighes, and ap⸗ 
pointed two of his kinſmen to conduct them, Glaucon, Son! of 
the King of Lycia, and Aſiamolor his Baſtard Bother, and a. 
ſigned them King Theſus of Thrace, and Archilogus his £29- 
ther, that was wiſe and valiant, and made, them iſſne out of tc 
Gate named 'Dardan,which ſted againſt the Poſt of the Grec 
Zn the ſccond Battel he put th2ee thouſand good Bnighte, and 
appointed them to King Exanperusof Frigia,and the Bing 
canus, that were Knights of great ſtrength, and recommended 
them to the guard of the Gods, and made them iſlue cut after 
the other. The 
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The third Battel he gave his Bzother Troyhus, te conduct 
with thꝛee thouſand Knights,and ſaid ta them at the rting : 
By dear Brother. my hrart putteth me in doubt of thp great 
hardineſs 2 wherefoze I pꝛay thee that thou govern thee wilely 
in the Eattel , that thou enterp2ize not fuch; things as thou 
mayeſt not atchieve, therefoze put not thy body into danger of 
death, by overmuch weening, whereby thon mighteſt give joy 
to thine enemies. Oo thy way in the name of the Gods, who 
conduct aud keep thee from peril, Wozthy Brother, auſwered 
Tro11us, pou need not doubt of me, foz J will do as pou have 
commanded: And then he went fozth with bis compaup after 
he other,and woze in his Shield thzee Lions of Gold, = : 

Hector put in the fourth Battel thzee thouſand Knights , 
and ſeven hundzed, who marched under the conduc of King 
Huppon and Lariſſa. This Bing Huppon was the ſtrongeſt of 
all the Trojans nert H. tor, and had in his compauy a valiant 
Knight a Baſtard Brother of He tor, named Diamacus, The 
bi battel Hector delivered to the conduct of King Ciſaine, 
with all his people, that were ſtrong, aud as great as Opants, 
and the ſame King bare in his Shield all Azure , without any, 
difference. Hector put in commiſſion in this batttel, Foiidanas 
ais Baſtard S2other with this Bing, and iſſued afcer the other. 
The ſirth battel che King Prencſtus led, he had his people well 
[nſtrncted to ſhoot and d2zaw the Bow, and went without Atmo; 
te battel , mounted upon light Yozſes: Hector commiled Dei- 
phobus his Bother tocondut them. With this battel Hector 
iopned all the wozchy Bnights of the Realm of Agreſte, under 
the conduct of King Eſdrae, and King Philon, This Bing Phy- 
on had arich Chair all of Jvozy , Gold, Dilvex, and pzecions 
bones. This Chair was dawn. by two ftrong* Knights. 
ich theſe two Kings, Hector put Epitagorem his baſtard bzo- 
ther, and they iſſued after the other, The ſeventh battel E- 
neas led, and a noble Admiral named Euſtene, they went after 
the other. The eighth battel the King of Perſe named Perſes 
led: and Paris was the chief Captain, Hector intreated his bꝛa⸗ 
ther Paris, that he would not allemble unto the Greeks, until 
the time that he came himiclf, = ſaid that he would raw 
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bim anon, The ninth and laſt battel, Hector le d, and ten of 
his Bafird Bꝛethꝛen afcer him. all the beſt Kniches of the Ci⸗ 
ty were choſcu in this battel, to the number of five thouſand, 

And when Hector was richly arrayed, and armed with good 
harneſs,he mounted upon His Bozſe named Galathee, that was 
one ofthe ſtrongeſt hozſes in the world. And ſs (armed and 
mounted, ) he rode unto the King bis Father, and ſaid unco 
him : Dear Father,recain wich you a thouſand and five hundzed 
Knights, and all the men of this City, and- fand with them 
in the face ofthe Greeks , move not till Jſend foz you, if we 
have need that you help us. And J will ſend Beſſengers to 
ccrtifie you of the eſtate of che battel: take good heed and keep 
guard; that dur enemies take not the City by policy, And the 
King anſwered him: By Son, J will do as thou haft ſaid : fo) 
next the aid of the Gods, thou art all my hope and truſt, and 4 
Have ns confidence but by thy wit aud valour. J humbly pzay 
the Gods to p2ocect and p2eſerve thee from thine enemies. 

After theſe wozds, Hcctot went fo2th after the other. This 
Hector was very couragious , UGrong and vicozious in battel , 
and a wiſe conduc} of men of Arms, his ſhield was of gold , 
and in the middle a Lion of Gules. Although he was the laſt 
that Iſſued out of the City, yet he alway paſſed che bactels, ans» 
put himſelf befoꝛe, in the firſt : the women that were in the Ci- 
ty and all the other, went upon the walls to behold the batcels : 
there were the daughters of the King, wich Queen Hehn, that 
Had great doubt and divers imaginattons in her ſelf. 

Whiles Hector o2dered his battels, King Agamemnon was 
not idle, but divided his men into fir and twenty battels. He 
put in the firſt, Patroclus with his people, and with them the 
folk of Achilles, who was not that dap in the battel, foz his 
wounds that he had, he remained in the Tent to cure them. 
This Patroclvs was & rich and noble Duke, and loved ſo much 
Achilles, that they were both of one alliance. In the lecond ba: 
tel was King Menon, and Bing Idumeus with thꝛee thouſar? 
Knights: there was the Duke of Athens with all his people. 
The third battel led the King Acbalaphis, and his on PB. 
nus. The fourth battel lev Bing Archelous, and King _ was 
, | 0 
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chenor his Bother, with him was Securidan, the frong Knight 
with all the people vf Boctia. The fifth battel Ring Menclaus 
feb with all the people of Sparta: The ſixth batcel che King 
Epiſtropus led, and the King Celidus with all their people, 

The ſeventh battel led Thelamon Ajax of Salamine , and 
be had four Earls with him, which were Theſeus, Amphima- 
cas, Dorius and Polidarivs, The eighth, led Bing Thoas , 
The ninth led Ajax Aleus, The tenth led King Pb lotes; 
The eleventh the King Idumeus and Bing Neron : The twelfth 
Duke Nettor : The thirteenth K ing Exiones: Che fourteenth 
U'ifſes : the fifteenth Bing Humerus, 

In the ſixteenth were the folk of Prothe ſilaue, much dilpair⸗ 
ing to revenge the death of their Lozd: the ſeventeench les 
Bing Polidarius and King Machaon : the eighteenth the Bing 
ot Rhodes; the nineteenth King Sampitus, and Bing Lidorus. 
The twentieth King Geripulus. The one and twentieth King 
Philoretes of Lariſſe. The two and twentieth Dyomedes 2: the 
thꝛee and twentieth KingO-neus of Cypres. The four and twen⸗ 
tieth Bing Pocholus. The five and twentieth King Carpenor. 
The fir and twentieth and laſt battel , led King Agamcmncn, 
Emperoz of all the Yoft. 

When all the battels were ſet in oꝛder on bsth ſides , and 
there was nothing to do but to meet, then Hector advanced the 
firſt,anv Patrockus came againſt him, as faſt as his Pozſe might 
run, and ſmote him lo Trongly with his Spear on his Shield, 
that he pierced it thoꝛew, but did no moze harm. Then Hector 
allailed Patroclus with his @we2d, and gave him a ſtroke upon 
his head, that he cleft it in two pieces, and Parroclus fell down 
dead. When Hector ſaw him dead, he coveted his Arms, fo 
they were exceeding rich and go:geous,and lighted down to take 
them, but the King Mcnon came upon him with thzee thouſand 
Knights, for to defend the King Patroclus againſt Hector, and 
laid to him thus. Wolf ravenaus and inſatiable, It behoveth 
to ſeek thy p2ey in ſome other place, fog here getteſt thou none. 
And then they aſſailed him on all ſides, and would have taken 
from him his hozle Galathce. But Hector by his Pzowels res 
mounted, would revenge oe King Menon, but King —_ 
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cion and Bing Theſeus and Archilogus his Son came with thꝛee 
thouſand, then Hector lald on, and beat down all afoze him : 
the firff that he met, he gave lo great a ſtroke, that he flew him, 
and after. mauy moꝛe he beat down aud flew. 

Thus began the battel on both ſides, and Hector came again 
tothe body of Pacroc'us fo; to have his Arms, but King Idu- 
meus of Creet came again him wich two thouſand, and King 
Mcnon that had always his eyes on Hector) Ietteth him, and 
was lo iu the way, that Hector might not have his arms, that 
he ſo earneſtly deſired, and luſfered great pain fozalmuch as he 
was on foot,but he enkozced him with all his courage and began 
to flap man and hozfe, to [mite oft heads, legs, feet and arms, 
aud lem faficen of che trongeſt that allailed him, In the mean 
time, Ping Nienon took the body of Patroclus befoze him, and 
carried it unts his Tent. As the Geeeks conteuded to grieve 
Hector, and to take away his Yozſe, there was among them a 
ſtrong Bnighc,yamed Creon de la Pierre, that grieved him moſt 
then one of the Scrvants of Hector addzeſſed him againſt this 
Crecn, and gave him a troke with his Spear, that he feli'd him 
dead to the carth, after he (mote down another, and then he 
fmote down a third, and cryed to the Trojans aloud that they 
JHould come and (uccour Hector, : 

With this cry, firſt came Securabor, one of the Baſtard Bꝛe⸗ 

zen of Hector, and thzuſt into the greateſt p2eſs, ſo fiercely, 
that he came upan them that moſt grieved H.ctor , who had 
lain moze than thirty of them, and did beſtir him, that by fozce 
he made the Grecks to recoyl * then was Hector re-mounted 
and thauſt in among them, aud flew great plentp of them, fo? 
diſpleaſure that he might uot have the arms ot Patroclus. Then 
he met with none but he lew and cach man made him way, and 
frared him. 

Then came unta the bactel-Menctins Duke of Athens, aud 
jopned him to that battel whereas Troylus was, who perfozmed 
marvels iu arms, and had with bim Ping Sampitus, Bing 
Machaan, aud Ting Alcanus, Then began fierce battels: 
unc cu addzeſud him ageinſt Troylue, and there fought him 
wich ſo great tozce, that he best him off his Yoale, in —_— 
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vels ofthe folk: and Mencſteus laboured with all his frength» 
inlomuch that he took him, and led him towards their Tents » 
with a great company, of Knights. Then Miſeres of Troy cryed 
to the Trojans, that Troylus was p2tfoner, and that they ſhould 
de diſhonoure?, if they ſuffered him to be led away. Then che 
Zing A'canus took his Dpcar.and add2eſ7ed him unto them that 
veld Troylus, and (mote the fir to the earth, and lmott ano⸗ 
ber, and loze wounded him, and did ſa much by the aid of his 
men, that Troylus was reſcued, and [ct again upon his Yoiſe 
:1ſo, by the help of King Sampitus. that came on with all his 
people, he gave lo great a ſtroke to Meueſteus overthwart, that 
i he had not been well armed he had been lain, Then Men 
eus crped to his people and ſo began among them a moztal bat⸗ 
tel, there were many Cain on both ſides, | 
Among theſe things, Mcociiius was ſozry he loſt his Pꝛi⸗ 
loner, met Miſerez by whom he had loft him, anv* beat him 
down, and the ſame time ſmote down another Knight... Then 
came to the battel Huppon and. Hiripilus, with two thouſand. 
and againſt them came Megelaus and Prothenor with their folk, 


and there degan a moꝛtal £kirmilh, ＋ 


After came Polidamas the Ben of Anthenor, with a great 


company, and thzuſt in on the other ſide among his enemies. 
After tame Bing Remus from Troy, with thzee thouſand men, 
aud againſt them came Menclaus, with his people. Meuclaus. 
addꝛeſled him againſt King Remus, and they ſwore each other 
to the ground. Then Potitimas the Nephew of Helen, a 
zung man of twenty pears old, add2efſed him againſt Remus, 
and Remus gave him a ſtroke with his Spear, that he ſmote? 
him to-the earth, whercof Menclaus han great ſozrow, foz he 


loved him much, and in revenge he gave ſo great a Croke to 


deus with his Sword, that he (mate him down as dead: 
hen Bing Remus was ſd beaten down, his men thought he 
had been dead, and would have fled, had it not been foz Polida- 


mis that retained them, and did ſo much, that they took their 
Bing fo hurt as he was, and boze him home in ſafety. Then 
that wag che moſt fair Ping of the, wozld, addieſs - 


Bing Celidus 
ſed hint to Polidama;; and matt him with his Dpeac , bue he 
| 2 j 3 could 
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tould no: remove him. Polidamas gave ſo great a Croke with 
bis Sword that be \ſmote him to che Earth. Among all theſe 
things H:&or tame bexting down his enemies, and made wap 
befoze him in llarirg of woꝛchy Knights, fo far, that he came 
upon them of Stlamine, that Bing Thelamon conduced , who 
flew many of the Tro;ans , and deat him down by his great 
p:owels, Then Bing 1h-uter gave a ſtroke with his Spear of 
H ctor, that he made him a der p wound: and Hector in his great 
ire enconntred an Admiral of the Gteks, anv flew him wich 
bis Sword. Then was Heco: cloſed with His enemies on all 
parts: there was of the Greeks, he Btug Theſe us, and he ſpake 
to Hector, and warned him he ſhould go ont of the batcel, and 
laid it were damage foz ali the wo ld to lole ſuch a night: and 
H. ctor thanked him courteouſty. 

In this while Menclaus and Thelamon aſſatled Polidamas | 

and Tncl:mcn chat add2cefied him firſt , \mote him with hig 

and after gave many Crokes, inſomuch that they bzake 
the lace of bis Pelm , and took him and had led him a map, had 
not Hector bern, which was not far off, wha Imate amoag 
them that held bim, and flew and hurt many of them. and by his 
valout flewthirty of them: and kept Polid . mas with him. Then 
came together King Menclaus, and Bing Thelamon, with all 
their people, and ſmote in among the Troj ns by ſo great fiercc- 
neſs, that they made them go back, not withſtanding the great 
pꝛoweſs of H-Ror, that was wich the other, that did marvels 
in bis perſon, 

And then was his fierce and gallant warlike hozſe Galichee 
lain under him, and then he defended himſelf on foot fa marvel 
Loull y, that there was no man ſo hardy of the Greeks that dutſt 
appꝛoach htm, | 

When bis Sꝛethzen knew the greater danger that he was in, 
thep ran all to that part. Zhen was Thil:mon ſoze hurt, and 
Dynadorus (ont of the Baſtatd E2ethzen of HeRor ) gave a 
a ſtroke to Polixenus,a Noble man, that he lem him, beating 
him down from a great Pozſe, and took the Steed unto Hector. 
who fozthwith mounted upon him. There marvels of 
Arms done by the Baſtards. Then came Dciphobus , with 

| all 
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an bis Dod, whereia he had great Kaze of Archers, that hurt 
and lem grrat ſtoze of the Greeks. And Deiphobus gave to King 
Theuter à getat wound in the viſage, Then began the battel 
2s moztal as it had been all the day. There was Theſ:us aſſailed 
bp Quintelenus, one of the Baſtatd Bꝛechzen of Hector, and of 
Bing Modercs, and was taken aud led awap: but H. ctor deli⸗ 
vered him, foz the courtefie that he had done to him a little be- 
{0;e, | 

Chen came to the battel of the Greeks, King Thos, and 
Bing Philotes: but Bing Thoas add2eſſed him againſt Ca lila 
nus, one of the baſtard Bzcthzen of Hector, aud gave him a 
ſtroke,that he flew him to the carch : Hector then [mote fo an- 
gerly amongſt the Greeks, that he flew many of them , aud put 
the rel to flight. Then came to the battel Nelior,with fir thous 
ſand Knights: aud Bing Eſdras, and Bing Vaylon; that did 
great marvels of Arms againſt them. 

At this aſſembly there were many Knights lain, 9f the ang 
part and of the other. Bing Phylon,tbat did great marvels in 
arms, was enclo{cd round wich the Greeks, and had been ſtain, 
it ſecomas and Bing Eſdras his Father, had not delivered him, 
Hectot and his Bother did mardels with PoliJamas; and hap 
put all the Gre:ks to flight, hut that Menclaus aud Thelamon res 
ſiſted chem ſtrongly. | 

Chen came #neas to the battcl with his Yoſt, and put in 
with Hector and the other. and by fozce put the Grecks to fligbt, 
whereof Ajax had much ſoztow: alſs as he looked behind him 
be ſaw the Banners that came to the battel, which had not been 
there, where was all che chief flower of the Chivalrp of Greece, 
Then paved he them chat fled, that they would abide, and be- 
gin a new battel. Ajzx and Eneas- encountred ſa hardy, that 
they fell both co the earth. And then came Philoces with tiger 
thouſand Knights , and made the Trojans gs bark; and ſmote 
Hector with his Spear, but he could not remove him: and H: 
Qorigavde him a ſtroke wich his Swoꝛd, that he ſozely hurt him. 
Then came to the battel King Humerus, and Ring Uliſſes, with 
all their people in good 63der, and they had in theit Poſt ten 
thouſand Þuights, which did che Tromuns great hurt, that _ ; 
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weary: To thefr luctouts came Paris, and in his coming ſmete 
the King of Frigie, who was Couſtn to Ulifſes, that he flew him. 
whereof the Grecks had much fozrow : and Wiffes ſuppoſed 50 
have mitten Paris with his ſprar, but he ſmote bis Pozſe an) 
flew him. and Paris fell rs the earth. Then Troylus gave o 
Ulises a roke, that he wounded bim in the face, and made the 
blood ſpꝛ ing eut es the Wine runneth out of a Cun, and Ulis 
hurt him again. Aud trulp the Tr01ans had then fled, had ir 
not been fo the creat Pꝛowels of H dor, and his bꝛethzen, fo: 
H.ctor ceaſed not to pu: himfctf in the greateſt pꝛeſs, here and 
thcre,and each man that knew him made him way. 

When he ſaw that bis people could not endure the great 
firength of the Greeks, he withdzew them, and told them 
what injuries the Greeks had done them. and what they will dg 
ifthep come to their conqueſt, and then admoniſht them to do 
well, and after bzought them to a Ualkey on the right ſide, co 
oflail thetr enemies, There was a great laughter ofthe Greek;: 
there was Bing Thoas afailed of che baſfary Bethꝛen of He- 
Tor, to revenge the death of Callibe'anus their Bzocher that he 
had ſlain: they beat bim down off his Yo2le, and raiſed off bis 
Helm from his head, and had flain him, if the Duke of Achens 
bad not come on, that th: nit in among them, and gave a froke 
to one of che Baſtards of Qiatilinus, that be fell co the ground 
ſoze hurt: and Par's {mote the Duke with an Arrow on the fi>c 
and gave him a great wound: but rhe Duke let not thereby, 
buc maugre them all, he delivered Bing Thoas from their hande. 
Then Hector endeavoured to put the Greeks unto flight. but 
the King Humerus ſhot an Actow nnto Hector, and hurt him 
in the face, and Hector ren upon Him with ſo great ice, that bc 
fmotc bim upon the head and cleft it unto the teeth, that he fel! 


don dead. 


Then with blowing of an hom came moe than feven thon⸗ 
ſand Greeks to aſſail Hector that defended him againſt them 
marvelloufip. -After this, he went a little off co his Father, 
and took thꝛee thouſand Knights and bzought chem to the bat- 
tel, and then made a verp great ſlaughter of the Greeks, 


Anx aud Hector fought each with other, Menclaus _— 
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this foyning an Admiral of Troy, Celedonus flew Moles of 
Orcb,the Nephew of Bing Thoas, Maudon ſmote out an eye 
of Bing S:doneus, Sadeilus flew an Admiral of the Grecks: 
raclawon bet Margareton and ſoze wounded him. Famuel 
bext King Prothenor ts the carth. Che Ting of Gaul Juſted 
azaint M:neft. us, but Meneſteus hurt him on the noſe with bis 
Sword. Then Dianor ſceing his Brother hurt. add2eſſed him 
o M.nefteus.,and (mote him down to the carth: then fell upon 
tim the thꝛer bꝛechzen, that would have Cain oz taken him but 
Lc def ended himſelf valiantiy, and anon he was ſuccoured by 
ing Theuter, Fut H: Gor aſſailed them both, and without 
fail they had not cſraped bad not. Ajax the valiant Bnight come 
to the reſcue, with a thouſand Bnighcs that he bad in his com-s 
vany, Then came on the Bing of Pere with five thouſand 
nights that Paris led: and ſo did all the other T:ojan;, and 
made the Greeks go back by fozce. Darcs witce:h in his Cook, 
bow that Hector flew a thouſand Brights in this aſſault. 

Among all other things, H ctor encountred Bing non 
brfoze a Tent.and ſaid to him: Pa, cvil traito: that thou bets 
ted? me co take the Arms of Patroclus: and \mote him a rote 
that he fell to che ground. After Hector aligtzted down, and 
(mate off his head, and would have taken his arms from him 
but Menettcus letted him and (mote upon Hector overthwart 
by ſuch fo:ce that he gave him a wound, and went his wap with 
cut more tatrping, doubting the fury cf Hector Then Hector 
writ out of the throng and bound up his wound,that it bled ne 
maze and went in again into the pꝛels. and cw many Gr-cks. 
D.r2s ſaith. that after he had bound up his wound, he flrw the 
lame daya thouſand Knights, and there was nonc had courage 
to avenge 02 defend himſelf, but he put them all to flight. and 
the Frojzns entred fkto their Cents, and took all che veſt they 
ſould find, 

On this day the Trojins had vio: y of the Greeks if Foztune 
bad conſented : foꝛ they might have llain chem all, and elchew⸗ 
ed great evils that after came to them. Surelp it is not wil⸗ 
dow, when any man findech his enemy in great peril, to deli⸗ 
ver him thercot: foz it dapper? oftentimes that he ſhall ne- 

ver 
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vet recover to have his enemy in the ſame caſe, but that Fozcune 
will turn her back. 

©bus it happened this day to the unhappy Hector, that hay 
the better of h's enemies, and might have flain them all if be 
would, foz they ſongbt nothing but to flap. When by grea: 
mil-adventure. there came befoze him in an encounter The!a- 
m.on- Ajay, that was Don of Bing The)amon, and Exiore, that 
was Couſin germane of H Qvr and of his bzethzen, which was 
wiſe and valiant, he addzeſſed him againt H. ctor, and cave 
him a furious aſſauit, & Hector to him as both valiant Knights. 


And as thep were fighting, they talked together, and thereby 


HeRor knew that he was bis Couſin germane , Son of his 
Aunt : then Hector embraced him in his Arms, and offcred te 
him to do what be pleaſed, if be defirfd any thing of him, and 
v2aped him that he would come to Troy to (re his linage of his 
mothers ſide * bur Thelimon, that intended nothing but to his 
veſt advantage,ſaid.Zhat he would nor go at this time. Eut 
pꝛayed Hector, that if be toved bim fo much as he ſaid, he 
would fo; his lake, at his inſtance, ceaſe the battel fo; that day, 
and that the Txc1zns ſbould leave the Greeks in peace. The 
unhappy Hector acco23ed unto his requeſt, and blew a hon 
and made all his people to withdzaw into the City, Then had 
the Trojans be gun to put fire in the tips ofthe Greeks, and her 
burnt them all, had not Hector recalled them from thence : 
wherefoze the T:0j-ns were ſozry of their repeal; 

This was the cauſe whezefoze che Trojans miſſed to have r4* 
vico;y, unto which they might never attain: foz Fo:tune wes 
to them contrary: and therefoze Virg'l ſaith : Non eſt milgr\- 
cordia in bello, that is to ſay, there is no mercy in batrel, | 1 
man ought uo: ta be merciful, but make the vigozy when he we 
get it. 1

Of tte neſt truce of two months: and of the three batte!s be 
tween them, in which Heflor beat Achilles to the ground ta 
end after e King, Protbe ner and cut him in two. 
1 the mozning betimes the Trojans armed them to aſſail [ie 

Greeks; but rhe Greeks went ketimes to King Pils mus, 2 

de wan 
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dentanded truce foz two months: and he agreed te them, Then 
wert the dead bodies gathered, as well of the one party as of- 
the other, and ſome were buried, and lome burnt, Achilles 
was ſo ſs;rowful fo; the death of Patroclus, that he could in no 
wiſe be comfoꝛted: he made bis body to be buried in a fair @c- 
pullure, and lo did they of the other: as of King Protheſilaus. 
and other Bings and Pzinces that were ain: they that were 
wounded they did caule to be healed during the truce. Privy 
che King did bury his Baſtard Don Caflibclinus honourably in 
the Temple of Venus, and ſhewed great ſozrow toz his death, ſa 
did all that were there. 

When Caſſandra heard the ſoztow that the Trojans made 
fo; che death of their friends, che cryedand (aid: © ungracionus 
Troſuns, make ſozrow fo: your ſelves, for in like wiſe ſhall it 
tappen to pou, as it is to your friends: alas, why leck pe not 
peace ofthe Gree«s5, betoze choſe evils come to pon, and chis no- 
die City be veſtroyed? alas, why pield pe not again Helen, 
that the Bing my Father did cauſe to raviſh by foꝛce, wherefoze 
ve hall all be veffropev + among all theſe things, Palamides 
murmurtd at the Scigniozp of Agamemnon, ſaping, that be 
mas not woꝛthy to have ſo great dominion above ail other, and 
bat he himſcif was moze worthy to have the S©cignio2y of the 
Woſt, than Agamemnon: and that he had not the good will any 
conſent of the Princes, but only of thice oz four: then at that 
dine there was nothing further p3oceedcd, | 

When the Truce failed, Ding Agawemnon that had the 
charge of the Poſt, oꝛdeted early his batce!s, and gave the frft 
ro Achillis,aud the ſecond co Dyomedes, the third to ien laus, 
che fourth to Meneticus the Duke of Athens, and over all the 
ober he ozdained good Captains. Hector 02dered his battels 
Unewile, and (et in the firfk Troylus, and all che other he ſet 
C207 Captains, and made all the battels to iſſue out: and he 
Yn (elf in the front befozr. When Achilles ſaw him he ran 
m einſt him, that they (mote each other to the earth, Hector te- 
mounted firſt, and left Achilles Iping on the earth, aud ſmote in 
among the other, in thegreateſt pzcſs, and he caught no Knight 
bat he lc w him, oz bras him 2% and went chzoughout the 
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vattel all made red with the blood ok them that be had Cain, 
When Ach !!.5s was remonnted he thuſt in among tte Tr nns 
and flew many: and went lo far, that he entountri d He. tor again: 
aud he tan to hem. and Hector to him but Achilles was bozn to 
the geound: and H:cror would have taken his Yozſe,but he could 
nat ko: the greacſrccours that Achilles had. Do ſogn as be was 
re: mounted, he afſatled Hector with his Dwozd.and gave ſtrokes 
to Hector. that he bad almoſt beaten him 2 but Hector gave to 
bim a ſtroke upon the Belm, that he overth2ew bim and made 
tte blood ſpꝛing out of his head. Thus was the baicel monial . 
the two Knight's, if thep had not been parted the one from the 
other, they had been lun: Then came Dyomedcs to the batte! 
and Trovlas oa the other ſide, which ſmote each other to the 
ea:th, But Dyoned:s re-moun:cd firſt, and aſſailed Troylus 
that waz on foo*, and defendzd himſelk valiancly, and flew the 
Noꝛle of Dyomel2s + but their men remounted them both be 
koꝛce, and they began again ts 8ktrmiſh , Dyomedes had taken 
away Troyius, if the Trojans had noc put them in peril of 
death, foz to reſcue him: and many of them were lain, then 
came M-ncl.us on the Greeks (ide, and Paris on the other ſide, 
and thus going and coming, Hector ccaſed nat to beat down the 
Bnigbts, chen there was a new night named Bricts, tha: 
aſſailed him fiercely, but Hector with great tre ſmote him upon 
the Helm that he cleft his head, and he fell down dead: bu: 
Atch logus his Couſin, ſecing that Hecter would have taken 
his Yo:ſe, Archilogus defended him as much as be cauld, but 
Hector ran upon him, and ſmote his bodp in two pieces nat- 
withſtanding his Varneſe. Bing Prothenor add:eſſed. him t0 
Hector that took no regard,and ſmote him to the carth. 

And Hector re-mountedanon upon his Bozſe, and gave Bing 
Prothenot a ſtroke with all bis might that he clefc his bodp 1" 
two halves: Achilles that was his Coufin, ſceing that, had (o 
great (o2row, that he and Bing Arche lous contended to revenge 
dis death. 

But the Trojens did come upon him with ſich courage 211d 
warlike ſtrength, that the Grecks fatated, and muſt necds ice. 
the Trojans followed them unto their Zents, but the nigbt 
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ame ou, that made them depart, and the Trojans refturncd inte

And 4 
illes enterprized it gladly. as he that knew H.ctor defired 
moze his death than of any o:Þer: alſo Hector was be by whom 
ko might ſooreit loſe bis life. After this Counſel they went to 
deſt, till on the mozrow betimes they armed chem. And Hector 
then iſſued out ofthe Cicy well and diligently ordered and waz 
timſeik before all oryer in the Srlt bartel. Audakter him came 
tncas, then Paric, thru Deiphobus, af:cr him Trois, end after 
kim the other tollowirg cach it his order. Then jopned all 
tte Trois together, and were mote ban en hundred thous 
ſand fighting men.

Par s, and Paris Hot co bim an Arrow envenomed, and wounded

N the mozning Bing Priamos would not fight that dap, 
Are (ent koz his council, to wit, Hector, Paris, Troylus, and 
hobus, Encas, Anthcnor , and Pultdamas. and laid unto 
bem: Ve know we hold Piitonet King Ic 35, without any £vil. 
wo have deſerved, he is come to deſtroy us: and therefoze F 
Mank good that we make him dye an evil death, What lap 
"ve thereto £ Pa (ir, ſaid Encas, the Gods fo2bid that pour no⸗ 
dies ſyauld do ſuch a villany, ſince it is ſo that King Thoas ts 
dag of the moſt noble Bings of Greece, fo2 it might happen that 
the Greeks might take one of ours, ts whom they migbt do the 
ue, whereof pe might take che greateft grief inthe wozld. Fe 
is better as A think.thar ye keep ſafe Bing Thvas, without dos 
ing him hurt, that if by foztune one of ours were taken, we 
might make an exchange, and take one foꝛ the other. This couns 
le . good and plcaſing to Hector, but King Priamus lald. 
Mt do chis, it all ſeem to the Greeks that we deubt them, 
aud that we dare not put their folkgo death: netwckhlkanding 
walt do by pour counſel, This council finiſhed, Encas took: 
1:0ytus and Anthenos, and. went to ſee Heicn, whom they 
dun d in a great Pall of ll|con , with the Queen Hecuba „and 
man p 0:her noble Ladics , where the made great ſozraw, and 
thep, 
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hep ſuppoſed to have comforted her, ſo did Queen Hecuba, chat 
laid he Wauls cake no ſozrow, fo) they of the. City would well 
defend them. 

Among theſe Sings the Cre*k« complained of che death of 
thete friends hat the Trojans flew, and held themlelves ver» 
Child:cn that they bad put chemſclves in ſuch danger. wherc- 
from they bad well paſſer.if they bad had good counfe!: yet: 
happened that ſame night, there came lo great as wind and tain. 
that their Cents were all turned vpſide down, and it ſecwed 
thatethe world mould have ended by che great ftozm, whereo! 
thetic ſo2row was doubled. When it came to the moꝛning tha: 
tie Zempet? was paſiet, they armed themſclves throughout che 
Yoſt, and went againſt the Tr.13-s, that then were iſſucd to 
battel. Ach bes addꝛeſſed himſelf firſt to Huppon,that was as 
great as a Opant. and was Bing of L2riiſa.ana ſmote him with 
a Spear in the breaſt, that he Killed him, and bare him tothe 
carth. Becher fiewin his company, Ding Anthoncus, Dy-- 
m. des ew ing Antipas. Then Bing Epititopus, and Bing 
Cedus alladed Hoctor, and Epiutopus ſuſted agaiaſt Hector, 
and lꝛae his Dvcar upon him and laid to him many villainous 
woꝛte, whereat Hector was wonderful angry, and in his crceed- 
ing giert ire gave him ſuch a ſtroke that he lew him, and after- 
ward laid that be (ould go + ſay his villainons wozds to then 
that were dead.ſuch as be was wont to lap to the living. Then 
was Ced us paſſing ſoꝛrowłull fo: the death of his brother , end 

admoni bed a thouſ>nd Knights to lay Hector, and thep aſail:t 
him, and beat him off his Po2ſe. and crying to Bing Cedus, to 
tap him: when Hector perteived that. he gave bim a Croke and 
cut off bis Acm, wherewich he fell down, chen Hee'or flew him. 
Encas flew in this sxirmiſh Ling Amp' ymacus, Then den: 
corither the moft puiſſant of the Gre: k5,and aſſailed the I: 
1285 aud New many, and they went with ſo grrat force, the: 
they pur the Trojans in à chalc, in which Achilles flew Vir 7 
Phitcs, whereof Hector had great ſozrow, and in bis ire ſiew 
King Or p ne, and Bing D reusthus by the puiſſanct of Hec c, 
the Temins recovered whe field and flew many Greeks, 
Thcu . iſſucd ont of Troy King Epittropus; with thice then. 


* 
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tand Knights, and they bzake ranks and thzuſt among che 
Grecks that recopled in their coming, he bzought with him a 
$1:itary, that befoze is made mention ok. This Sagitary was 
noc armed, but he bare a ſtrong Sow and a Quiver full ot Ar- 
rows, and ſhot trongly. When the Knights of the Greeks ſaw 
;his mavellous beaft, they had no defire ts go fozth, and they 
that were befoze began to withdzaw. Among theſe thi 
Hector flew Polixenes, the noble Duke that fought ſoze aga 
him, fo; by the trengch of the Trojans, and the hozrour of the 
Dagitarp, the Greeks were dziven back to their Tents, It 
bappened that Dyomedes befoze one of the Tents, was afſail- 
c» of che Dagitary, and had this beaſt befoze him, and the Tro- 
ans on his back, ſo that it behoved him there to ſhew his puil⸗ 
ſance, The Sagitary ot an Arrow to bim, and Dyornedes not 
well aſſured, advanced nigh unto him, and gave him a Croke 
with his Dwozd not armed, that he flew him, at chat time ic 
doas paſt mid day, then the Gre: ks recovered the field, and made 
the Trojans flee. Then encountred Hector and Achilles, and 
with fozce of their Speares they fought, and fell both to the 
carth : And as Achilles was firff re-mounted he ſuppoſed ts 
have led away Galathee, the good Yozſe of Hector: but Hector 
cryed to his folk, that they Gould not ſuffer him. Then they 
ran upon Achilles, and recovered Galathee, and rendzed him 
again to Hector, that was very glad of him. At this ekirmiſh 
was Anthenor taken and ſent to their Tents, notwithſtanding, 
that Polidarnas his Don did juarvels of Arms to reſcue him, but 
be could not: thus they fought to great damage of both parties, 
until che night parted them. 


CHAP, xv, 
Ut the Trace between them, after which began battel again from 


morn to even, with great damage to both parties, but the Trans 
loft more than the Greek. 


T N the mozning the Greeks ſent Dyomedes and Uliſſes ts 
1 King Priamus to have Peace foz thzee mouths, Bing Priamus 
aſlembled his council upon - wx thing, and each man agrees

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ſave Hect r. that ſaid the Greeks feigned them to bury their dead 
bodies, and they lacked victual, therefoze required Cruct, tothe 
And, that during this time ther might pꝛovide them of vigual, 
and we daily waſte furs, whercak we may ſoon have ſcarcicy : 
yet he would no: [and againſt the opinion of ſo many wile men 
but accreed. and the truce was acco2ded koz thiee months. T 
ttute during, Bing Thaoas was delivered inſtead of Anthener, 
whom they ſent to che Trojins, Chalcas, that by the commands 
ment of Apo had left the Treojans,had a paſling fair Daugh:er, 
named B:i(2:d2, which he pꝛayed Bing Aga nen non and the ober 
Pꝛincte, that chey would require Bing Priamas to fend Bri(.1 i; 
to him. They p:ayped carnefly to King Pitzmus at che reque!? 
of Cha'cas, but the T rcjins blamed ſoze Chalcas, and called him 
talſe Craito:, and wozthy cs die, that had left his own land 
and his natural Loꝛd, to go into the company of his moz: 31 c- 
nemies: pet at the earneſt deſire of che Greeks, Bing Prin 
ſent Briſci:ato ber Faiber. 

The Zruce during, H: or went on a day to the Tents of the 
Greeks, and Achilles beheld him gladly, fozaſmuch as he never 
ſaw him unarmed. and at the requeſt of Achilles Hector wen: 
into his Tent: and as they ſpoke cogecher of many things, 4- 
chill:s ſaid to Hector, J have great pleaſure to ſee thee unnarmed, 
fazaſmuch as J ncver ſaw thee ſo befoze. Vet I ſhall have moze 
pleaſure, when thou ſale dye of my hand, which thing J mo2 
defire. Foz A know thee tobe Lrong ,and have oftcutimes pꝛe⸗ 
ved it, to the effuſion of my blood, whereof J have great ai get. 
and much moꝛe ſor2ow 3 foꝛalmuch as thou lc weft Patroclus, that 
I loved the moſt of the wozld. Then thou mapeſt believe the: 
befo:e this pear be paſt, his death Hall be avenged upon thc, 
by my band, and J alſo know thou deſireſt coflay me. 

Hector anſwered and laid: Achilles, if J deſire thy death, 
marvel nothing thertat: fo: thou art mine enemy, and art cone 
into this land to deſtroy me and mine, J wouid bave thee knov 
that thy wozts fear me nothing at all: pet I have hope : 2. 
within two years.if I live and continue in health, and my [we2d 
fan nie not, thou Halt dye by mp hands, and net thou only.. 
the greareft part of the Grecks ; foz among you pt have cutet⸗ 
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p:i*cdagreat folly. And J am aſſured thou ſbalt die by my hand 
cr* I ſhall die by thine, And if thou think thou mapeſt defend 
chce againſt me, make it ſo that all the Farons of thy hoſt do 
:c:0:d, that we fight body againſt body, and if it happen that 
von vanqiſh me, my freinds and J will be vanquiſhed, out of 
(415 Ucalm and leave it unto the Greeks, therefoze J ſhall give 
00d pledge. And herein thon mapeſt profit many other, that 
way run in danger, it they follow the battel: and if ic happen 
st I vanquiſh thee, then all thy hoſt depart hence, and ſuffer 
ne {0 live in peace. Achilles chafed with theſe wozds and ofs 
{cred to fight this battel, and gave Hector his gage, which he 
took and received gladly. 

hen Agamemmon knew of this offer, be went haſtilp unto 
the Tent of Achilles, with a great company of Noble men, 
which in no wiſe would acco:d to this battel, ſaping, Chat they 
would not lubmit ſo many Nobles under the ſtrength ok one 
man : andthe Trojans ſaid in like manner, ſave only Ping Pri- 

25 that would gladly agree, foz the great ſtrength be found 
in hie Don Hector. Thus was the fight broken, and Hector des 
parted and went away to Troy. 

Tuben Troylus knew that Briſcida (Fould be ſent to her fas 
er, be made great ſorzow foz ſhe was his Doveraign Lady of 
love, in like wile Briſeida loved carneſt(y Troylus, and made al- 
tothe greateſt ſorzow of the wozld, to leave her Doveraign 
1.0:d in love. Chere was never ſo much ſor:zow between two 
l overs ac their departing. Who that lit to hear of all their 
love. let him read the book of Troy!us that Chaucer wit, wheres 
in he ſhall find whole ſtozies. which were too loag to wzite here, 
but Fnally Briſcida was led unto the Greeks, and received hos 
vourably. X 

wong ſthem was Dyomedes, that anon was enflamed with 
the love of Eriſeida, when he ſaw her, and in riding by her ſive 
{© (ewed her all his mind, and made her many pzomilſes. deſi⸗ 
ting ber love: when the knew the mind of Dyomedes, the excuſed 
ver; (aying, ſhe would not agree to him, no2 refuſe him at that 
ime, fo2 her heart was not diſpoſed co anſwer otherwiſe. Ot 

this anſwer Dyomedes had great foy, fozaſmuch as he was not 
I 3 re fulev 
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refuſev utterly, and he accompanied her unto the Tent of her 
Father, and helpt her down off ber Bozſe, and took from her ons 
of her Gloves, which ſhe held in her hand, and the ſufferep him 
ſweetly. Chalcas received her with great joy, and when thev 
were in pꝛivity between them both, Briſcida ſaid to her Father 
theſe wozds. 

Da, ha, my Father, how is thy wit failed that wert wont to 
de lo wiſe, and the moſt honoured and beloved in the City of 
Troy, and governed all hat was within, and hadſt ſo many 
riches and poſſeſſions, and now haſt been Traptoz, thou that 
ounhteſt to have kept thy riches, and defended they Country unto 
death - Pow ſhall this turn to thy hame : Durelp thou ſhalt 
never get ſo much honour, as thou haſt gotten rep2oach : and 
thou Hall not only be blamed in thy life but alſo ill ſpoken of 
after thy death, and be damned in Heilt. And me ſeemeth pet, it 
had bern bettet to have dwelled out from the people upon ſome 
Ille of che Dea, than to dwell here in this diſhonour, thinkeſk 
thou tyat the Grecks hold thee fo; true and faithful, thou art o⸗ 
peulp falle and untrue to thy people : Durely it was not only 
the God Apollo that thus abuſed thee,it was a company of De- 
vils : as ſhe thus ſpake to her Father, he wept gricvouſty foz the 
diſpleaſure that ſhe concetved. 

Ya, ha, my daughter, ſaid Chalcas: thinkeſt thou it is a fi 
thing to delpile the anſwer of the Gods, and eſpeciatly in tha: 
that touches mp health: I know certainip by their anſwers, 
this War chall not endure long, this City ſhall be deſtroyed, and 
the Nobles alſo and the Burgeſſes ; and therefozc it is better fo; 
us to be here ſafe,than to be flain with them. Thus finiſhed they 
their talk. 

The coming of Briſcida pleaſed much all the Greeks, any 
they came and feaſted her, and demanded of her tydings of Troy. 
and of King Priamus, and them that were wich him, and che 
anſwered courteouflp to all their demands. Then the Nobics 
that were there, pzomiſed to defendher, and hold her as dear as 
their Daughter 2: then each man went into his Tent, and there 
was none of them but gave her a jewel at departing 2 it pleaſcz 
der well to abide and dwell with ths Greeks 2 and ſhe fozgo: he

noble Elty of Troy, and the love of noble Troylus. O how ſoon 
is the purpoſe of a woman changed: Durely ſoner than any mau 
can lap oz think: Even now Briſcida accuſed her Father of trea⸗ 
ſoa. which ſhe her ſelf exerciſeth in fo2getting of her Country, 
and true friend Troylus. | 


CHAP, XVI. | 
How the Greeks and Tr ja began the ſixth Battel, that dured 
thirty dayes, in which were many Kings and Princes ſlain on 
both ſides, and how Dyomedes (mote down Troyizs off his horſe, 
and (cnt it to Briſcida his Love, that reccived it gladly, 


Fter the thiee Ponths Truce was erpired, the Trojans 
p:ovided foz Battel. And when Hector had ozdered all 
bis battels,he iſſued out firſt and cook with him fifceen thouſand, 
ond Troylus followed him with ten thouſand Knights : after 
um came Paris with chzee thouſaud good Archers, and well Yozs 
ſed, After came Deiphobus with thiee thouſand : after him 
Tneas, and all the other in o2der, there were this dap on the 
Trojans party,moe than an hundzed thouſand valiant fighting 
men, p 
On the Greeks party, came firſt M-nclaus with ſeven thau⸗ 
ſand Knicthts, after him Dyomedes with as many, and then A- 
chilles who led eleven thouſand , then King Pampytus with a 
great multicude of Knights, and the other after, as thep were 
appointed. The King Philes advanced him firſt, and Hector 
zan ageinſt him ſo ſtrongly, that be flew him with his Spear. 
Then there aroſe a great cry foz his death among the Greeks, 
and the taughter began lo great, that it was an hozrible ight 
to ſee, as well of the one ſive as of the other, King Pampytus 
fil:w manp Trojans, fo; to revenge the death of his Uncle, and 
aſtailed Hector, but Hector gave him a froke that he flew 
um, and to revenge his death, the Greeks ſlew many of the 
Trojans, Achilles flew many Noble men, among whom he 
{cw Duke Byraon, and Euforbe that was a great -Noble- 
man, Hector was this dap ſoze hurt in the face, and knew not 
who had dene it, therefoze the T 10jans recopled to the _ 
en 
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hen Hector apparently ſaw upon the walls, Queen Hecubs 
his Mother, and his Diſters, he was aHamed, and furiouſly al. 
ſatled King Menon, Couſin of Achilles, and gave him ſo man: 
ſtrokes wich his Sword upon his Velm, chat he flew him in the 
ſight of Achill.s that was mad foꝛ anger; and took a trong ſpecs; 
and ran agzinſt Hector, and brake his Spear upon him, by 
could not remove him: and H.ctor gave him a Nroke that he 
made him tumble under his Pozſe, and ſaid to hem: Achilles, X. 
chi'l.s, thou contendeſt to appꝛeach me, but know thou ap- 
pꝛoacheſt thy death. And as Achi tles woult have entwercd 
to Hector, Troylus came between them with a great number of 
Knights. And there were flain moze than f1ve hundted Lnigh:s 
of the Greeks, and they put them back by fozce, Then Menclau 

tame to the reſcue with cthice thonſand fighting men, 

And on the Trojans fide came Ling Ademon, that juſted a- 
again7 Menelaus, and hurt him in the face: and he and To 
lus took him, and had led him away, if NDvomedcs had not come 
the ſooner, with a great company of Bnights, and fough: valt- 
antly with Troy!us at His coming, and Imote him down, and 
took his Boꝛſe and ſent it unto Biiſcida; and did caule to ſap is 
her by his Servant, chat it was Troylus bis Pozſe, her Love: 
and that he had conqucted bim by bis p:oweſs, and pꝛaped her 
from thencefoꝛth that he would hold him fot her love. 

Birſcida had great joy of theſe tydings, and ſatd to che Der 
vant, that he ſhould ſay unto his Lozd. ſhe might not have hin, 
that wich ſo good ahcart loved her. Then Dyomedes knew 
the anſwer. he was jopful, and thinfſtin among his Enemies: 
but the Trojans made the Grech ge back, and recopl unto chetr 
Tents, and had flain rhem all, if Bing Aezmemnon had nc 
luccoured them with great ffrength. Then began the batte! 
mo2tal. and the Greeks recovered the Field, and put the Tro- 
jans back to their Ditches, Then came Polidamis ts the relcuec, 
wich a great nu mber of valtant Knights, and did goodly cr- 
ploits of war. Dyomedes addꝛeſſed bim to him, but he was 
beaten off his Bo:ſe, by Polid mas, who ceak the Boꝛſe and de⸗ 
vered it to Troylus, that fought on foot, and he pzeſgotiy moun” 
£d thereupon, 

The: 
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Chen tame Achilles againſt Troylus, whom Troylus retei⸗ 
ed gladly, and beat down Achilles, which remounted lightly, 
und allailed Troylus wich his Sword, Troylus defended him vas 
autly. Then came on Hector, who had at this time lain moze 
hang thouſand Knights: but the Greeks defended Achilles, 
ind were ſo ſoze opp2eſſed, that they could hardly defend him as 
uv longer, he had been lain oz taken, if King Thcl:mon and the 
Duke of Athens had not ſuccoured him. They ſet him again on 
15 Pozſe, then the night came on, that parted them. They 
faught thus thirty dayes continually, ta the great damage of 
Þo'h parties: and there were ſlain fir of the Baſtard Dons of 
Ling Priamus, and Hector was hurt in the face, therefoze King 
i mus demanded tritce of the Cricehs fo; fix months, and chen 
actcozded to him. 
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CHAF. VI. 

How the Greeks and Trojans begin the ſeventh battel , that du- 
red twelve Daycs, and after began the eighth bittel, wherc- 
in HeGor was ſlain by 4chiiles, and tiicy were driven back in 
to their City by force to their great damage. 


Uring the fir months Cruce, Hector ſought to be Healed of 
his wounds, and plaped in the noble Yall of llion , (as the 
Vitozy faich ) the beautifalleſt Palace in the wozld. During 
the Truce, Bing Priamus buried his Gr baſtard Dons, each in 
an honourable Sepulture. Among all other things. Dyomedes 
ſaffexred great grief, fo2 the love of Briſ:ida, aud could not reſt 
fo: thinking on her, and many times requeſted her love, but ſhe 
anſwered him wittily, ill giving him hope Without certainty; 
y which Dyomedes was mote enflamed, When the ſix months 
were paſt, they began to fight foz twelve daycs ſpace from 
mozning till night, chere were many flain on both ſides. And 
'2erc happened a great moztalitp in the Volt of the Greeks, bp 
:calon of che great heat: therefoze Agamemuon required truce, 
which was accozded to him. 
The night befoze che Truce was erpited, Andromache the 
Fife of Hector had two fair Bons by him, wheccof the one 
was 
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was named Lꝛomedon, the other Aftromates, this Andromact:- 
ſaw that night a marvellous viſion , and it ſeemed to her, tha; 
if H.tor went the dap following to the battel, he Gould be 
flain, Aod ſhe had great feat and dzead of her Pusband,monrn- 
tulty requeſting him, that he would not go to the battel tha: 
day: whereof Hector blamed his wife.ſaying, That ſhe houly 
not believe no2 give faich to dzeams, The next mozning 
Andromache went to Bing Priamus, and the Queen, and told 
chem the Aerity of her Aiſton : and pꝛaping them, that the; 
would ds ſo much at her requeſt, as to diſſwade Hector, he ſhon!d 
not in any wiſe that day go to the battel, 

It happened, that dap was fair. and the Trojans armed them, 
and Troylus iſſued firſt into the battel, akter him Encas, after 
Paris, Deiphobus, Polidamas , and Bing Sarpendon, Bing 
Epiſtropus, King Croys, and the King Philomenus, and after all, 
the Pꝛinces that were come in aid of the Trojans, each man in 
good o2der. Bing Priamvs (ent to Hector, that he keep him that 
day from going to battel. Wherefoze Hector was angry, and 
repꝛoached his Wife. as be that knew well that his command- 
ment came by her, Notwichſtanding he armed him: aud when 
Andtomache ſaw him armed, ſhe took her little Childzen, and 
fell down at the feet of her Busband, and hnmbly pꝛaped him 
chat he would unarm him: but he wonld not do ic. Then the 
ſaid, It not foz my ſake, pet have pity on your little Childꝛen, 
that J and they dye not a bitter death, oz that we be not lid in- 
to bondage into ſtrange Countreys, 

Then came Queen Hecuba, and Queen He'en, and the Si⸗ 
Kers of Hector, and they all at once humbly entreated him with 
tears in their eyes, tounarm him, and come with them inte 
the Pall: but he would not do it fo2 their pzavers, but del⸗ 
cended from the Palace thus armed as he was, and cook bis 
Pozſe, and would have gon to the batte l. But at the requett cf 
Andromache, King Priamus came running, and took him by tte 
baidle and ſaid to him ſo much, that he made him return, but 
no wiſe he would be perſwaded to unarm him. 

A all thefe things, the battel was moztal on be: 


Ades. des and Troylus Jufted together, and had — 
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dach other, if Menelaus, had not parted them. Che Bing Mi- 
„ok Frigia beat M-nclaus, and hadtaken him, when En:a; 

ve, he would bave ſlain him, but Dyomedes delivered him, 
end cw many Trojans. 

Chen came King Thclamon with thzee thonſand, and Juſtey 
ggeluſt Polidamas, and unhozſed him. But Troylus ſuccourey 
Un, and made him remount his Mozſe: after came Faris and 
\1i!!es on the other ſide, that ſmote among the Trojans by ſa 
great foce by the Help of the people, that he put them to Night 
go the Citp 2 in this caſe Achilles lew Margazetton, one of 
ee Gaftards of Bing Primus, 

hen Hector knew that Achilles had lain Margaretton, he 
had great ſozrow, and did lace on his Helm, and went to the 
vattel that his Father knew not of, in his coming he flew two 
noble Greek Dukes, and Duke Corriphus, and Duke Baſtidus, 
and be thiuſt into the Geceks, and flew as many as he could 
reach, that the Orccks fied befoze him, aud there was none fo 
hardy that durſt abide his Crokes ; thus the Trojans returned 
and lew the Greeks on all ſides. Zhen the Grecks took Poli- 
{4amas, and had led him away, had not Hectot delivered bim, 
and flew many Greexs. Then an Admiral cf Greece named Le- 
es aflſeiled Hector, and Hector flew him. 

hen Achilles ſaw that H. ctor flew thus the Nobles of 
;cece, and many other, that it was marvel to behold, be 
thought if Hector were not lain, the Greeks ſhould never have 
victozp. Fozaſmuch as he bad lain many Kings and Pzinces, 
© ran upon him marvelloufly, and a noble Duke of Greece 
with him, named Policcus, that was come fo2 the love of A- 
Dulles, the which had faithfully pzomiſed to give him his Si⸗ 
Jer in marriage. But He dor flew the ſame Duke in che ſight 
et Achilles. Then Achilles thinking to revenge the death of Po- 
cus, aſlailed Hector furiouſly : but Hector caſt to him a dart 
fcccelp, and made a wound in his thigh : Then Achilles iſſued 
gut of the battel: and did bind up his wound, and took a great 
Spear on purpole to lap H:Ctor if he might met him. Among 
all theſe things, Hector had taken a Noble Eaton of Gre:ce, 
Wat was richly armed, and 2 lead him out of the Volt at his 
a caſe. 
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caſe, he caff bis ſheild behind him, and left His breaſt uncovered, 
and ze he was departing, minding not Achilles, he came pꝛivily 
undo dn ard tbꝛuſt his Spear in his body, and Hector fell dend 
to the gedund.

Ow Hector being dead, and his body bozn into the City. 
N there is no tongue can erpꝛets the loꝛrow that was made 
in the City, generally of men and women: there was none buc 
bad rather have loft his own ſon than him: every one ſaid, the: 
from hencefo2th thep had loft all their bope: thus they demear 
ed long their ertream grief. The nobleſt Kings and Pꝛinccs 
carried the body unto the Palace of Illion. When Bing Pi- 
mus ſaw him, he fel! down in a wound upon the body, tha: 
they were conftrained to take him away by foꝛcc. There al! 
dis Bꝛethꝛen made great lamentations. What might men (ay 
of the lozrow the Queen his Pother made, and afcerwards his 
Siſter > Owhat ſozrow made his Wife? There can no man 
erxp2cls their ſeveral griefs. And fozalmuch as the body mich: 
not long endure without cozruption. King Priamus took counſt:! 
of wiſe Paltcrs, how they might keep the body of Hector with 
dut Sepulture: then he did cauſe to be made by their advice any 
councel a rich Depweure upon four pillars of gold, tift upe 
high, upon the which was made a rich Tabernacle of gold ard 
p:ctious tones : and on the four comers of the Tabernacl:. 
were foar Images of gold, like Angels: and above the © T 
keroacle, there was a wonderfull great Image of Sold, 
was made alter the ſemblance of Hector, and had the viſage re- 
wards 
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wards the Greeks, and held a naked ſwo2d, with which he me 
naced them: there was in che midſt of the Tabernacle a place 
void, where the Paſters ſate, and put the body of Hector, flech, 
and bones, clad in his robes , and ſtood up on his feet, and might 
endure a long time in this wiſe without cozru ption by a certain 
de vice that the maſters had ſet on the head of Hector: co wit, 
3 Aeſlel that had a hole in the bottom full of fine balm, that 
di (tilled and dzopped into his head, and lpꝛead down into all the 
parts ofthe body, as well within as without, and they ofcen fil- 
led the Ueſſel with balm. Thus the body did not impair fo 
the great vertue of this balm. 

And all che people that deſiced to ſec H. ot, ſaw him as per⸗ 
clp as if he lived. To this @epulture, the ſame Paſters made 
2 Lamp of fine gold, burning continually without going out, 
and afterward, they made a cloſure,that no man ſhould appꝛoach 
| unto this Tabernacle without licence, In chis Temple Bing 
Priarmus ozdained great plenty of Pꝛieſts to pꝛap unto the 
Gods without ceaſing, fo; his Don He-tor, and gave to them 
700d rents, ; 

Among theſe things Bing Agamemnon aſſembled all che 
Kings and Pzinces of his Most, and ſaid unco them: Wozthy 
Bings, Pzinces, and Barons, we ought to render thanks 
| to the Gods with de vout Hearts, that Have (uftcred our couragi⸗ 

ous enemy Hector to be flain by the hand of Achilles, 0) 
| whileſt he lived, we had no bop: co overcome our Tnemtes, 
TUhat map the Trojans from hencekozth hope foz, but only 
| {heir overthzow 2 And we may hope in Ho:t time foz the victozy 
over them and theirs : fozaſmuch as Achilles is grievonſly hutt, 
and may not go to bactel, if ye think good, whiles that he may be 
caled. aud the other allo that be hurt, (of whom we have mas 
up, and alſo foz to bury the dead bodies ) we will ſend to King 
Priamus, fog to have Truce fo; two months. The councel, li⸗ 
{cd them, and they ſent to Bing Priamus fo; a Truce, and he 
agreed thereto, 

During this Truce , Palamedes murmired again at the 
acigniozp of Agamemaon, and gs they were all toge her, Pa- 
umedes ſpeaking of this matter, Bing Agamemnon anſwered 
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very diſcreetly, in the pꝛeſence otł them all, and ſaid: Paaned. ; 
thinkeſt thou J have any pleaſnre in the Deinnio:y that wwe 3 

wen to me at the beginning, and have diſcharged unco t!:;- 
time? Know, it was no! my leeking, neither have J anp pros: 
thereby: bat great cares, and bꝛeach of lecps, teſt by my negli 
gence dat Poſt would be rinnecd o2 dtHonoured : I ſhall be wel 
pleaſed to be under the government of ang:her 2 and J fear ro 
man that can accuſe me, fo: any negien of my dutv, If tho! 
gaveſt no: thy conſent to my cleoon. thou needef? not repine 
thercat : fo; you were not at that time come, but it was two years 
after ere chou camett. And if we ſhould have tarricd pour coming. 
we ftotild have been at the poꝛt of Atnens, and fozaſmuch as ron 
ſrall noc think J am deſirous of his hononr, J deſtre anothe: 
ſhould be choſen, and Jam ready to give conſent with che moſt 
vopces. When Ag:imemron had thus ſpoken, they p2oreeded 
no further that day in this matter. And in the evening Apgamem- 
non canſedit to be pꝛoclaime d throughout the Yoſt, that tac! 
man ould aſſemble carly in the mozning, befoꝛe the Generals 
Ten: at the Parliamcut. 

hen they were all aſſembled, Agzmemnen ſaid unto them, 
Nopal Pꝛinces and Fricude, I have had until this time. the 
charge of this undertaking. co 92der it well in ſuch wile, that 
by the ſufferance of the Gods, J have executed it with heu ou 
until this time. And koꝛalmuch as it is not lawful that an Uni- 
verſity be ruled al wap by one Paſter, but that every man tm 
ploy him to the beit, and fazalmuch as J have conducted this ho? 
a long time, J vdefire pe to make chopce of another, that may 
likewiſe conduct it diſcreetly, When Agamemnon had finiffc 
bis wo2ds, His ſpeeches pleaſed every man, and they choſe P. 
lumcdes to be their Governour : then he went to his Cent. 

Achilles that lay ſick of his wounds, was angry at the de po- 
ſing of Agamemnon, and ſaid vefoze all that would hear 
that Palamedes was nothing like unto Agamemnon, in uit 
and indgment, and that they ought not tochange bim fo: :-

ſand good Bnights, Dares ſaith there iſſued out of Tray that 
dan, an hundzed and fitcp thouſand men. Deiphovos was the 
foemoTt, and then Paris, and after Him came Bing Priamus, 
Troy las, Encas, Menon, and PolidaTra-. and they -marched 
uvon the Greexs, Palam des made ready his battalions. Then 
began the battel furious and mo2tal, Bing Priamus (mote 
down Palamedes in his coming, and after ſmete the Gre:ks, and 
{:w many of them, and perfo2med ſuch deeds of arms that day. 
hat it is almoſt incredible, a man fs ancient and far in years 
as be was, could do chat which be did. King SepeJon of 
1:coy, aſſailed King Ncoptolemus, who was a Qtrong Knight. 
aud Bing Serpedon was bo2n to the earth, who defended him 
valiantly, and gave a ſtroke upto Bing Neoptolemus, that 
made & wound in his thigh. Then came King Pciſe that 
that xx mounted again Bing S-rpedon with the aid of his men, 
ienelaus and the Duke of Athens, aſſailed the King of Perſe, 
nd encloſed him and his people amongſt them, and flew the 
Bing of Perſe, and made the Trojans recopl : there did Bing 
>::pedon wond2ous matters of Arms. 

S:ug Priamus and his Baſtard Dons, that then followed him. 
c:aled not to day the Greeks : and there was none that dap, 
that did ſo much in arms as King Priamus, f#2 his ſo:row and 
anger. made his ſtrength to encreaſe, The Greeks adviſed to 
take the wap, Which the Trojans (ould return unto the City 
aud they went thither in great number. And when the Trojan 
recovled to go ts that place, Dy fou id themſelves in the mid 
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dle of their enemies. Chen began a moztal battel, there cam! 
upon them Bing Priamus, with a great number by a Wing : 
and Paris came ccoſſing them wich great plenty of Fighters. 
be had great ſtoze of Archers that lem many of the Greek: : 
and they did ſo well beſtit chem, that the Grceks were dꝛiven 
to recopl to their Tents, Chen the Trojars re-entred their 
City. and Bing Priamus fuſtained the woꝛſt of this battel. Pe 
ſent co the Grecks, to demaud ZTruce, and they acco;ded to him, 
Xuc we find nat haw long this Truct endured, 

Among theſe things, King Prizmus did cauſe to be carried by 
laud the body of the Bing of Perſe. to be buried in his Country. 
ben was the weeping great in Troy, and eſpecially of Paris, 
who loved him ercecdingly. Now during this Trace the Anui- 
verſar yo Hector appzoached, when men ſhould mourn fiftecn 
da ves in great lozrow, and after ſhould hallom the great Feaſt of 
the Funeral, as then it was the cuſtom fo: Kings and P3tnces, 
Chen during the Truce, the Greeks went and came into the 
City ſately: ſo did the Trojins into the Tents of the Greeks : 
Then Achilles defired to go to Troy, to (ce the Citp, and the 
Fcaſt of the Anniverſary of Hector, whom be had lain: and he 
went Unarmed ts the Temple of Apollo, where was the Se- 
pulture of Hector, he found there great plenty of noble mer 
and women, that made great fozrow befoze the Sepultute: and 
Hector à man might ſee on all ſides whole, in like manner as hc 
was living, by vertue of the balm. There was Queen H-cuba 
and Polixena her Paughter, that was paſſing tatr, with a great 
company of Noble Ladies, with their hair diſperſcd and hangs 
ing about the it houlvers, making great lamentation. Albci: 
Polixenz made great ſozrow, pet it diminiſhed not her beau 
tv, but ſhe ſeemed ſo fait in all parts, that Nature never fo2mc\ 
tatrer chan the. 

When Achilles had viewed Polixena, he ſaid in himſelf, ti. 
had never ſecn ſocomlep and fair a woman, no2 better fozmes : 
and ſaid (be was one of the nobleſt women in the wond. Chen 
was Achi!!:s ot with the Dart of love, that ſtroke him toc}: 
heart, that the moze he beheld her, che moze he defired her, 
And was ſo beſotced on her, that he thought on no other thing, 

ut 
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ut above in the Temple, as long as the Qucen was there: 
211d when ſhe went out, he conveyed his eye after ber, as far as 
be might: but this was the beginning of his misfoztune. Ak⸗ 
«cr wards Achilles returned unto bis Tenc, and when he was 
id co lleep, there came many things in his mind, he knew 
wen the danger that Polixena had put him in, and thought in 
h:\n'{cif, that the ſtrongeſt men in the wo2ld had no power (9 
anguiſh him, yet the ſight of a fair Uirgin had overcome him: 
r thought, that there was no Pe dicine in che wozld night heal 
(111 ſave (he, 

Zhen he ſaid: Pp entreatics, trength, and riches, _caunot 
mouc her to have pitv on me: what hard foztune hath put me 
in this danger, to love her that bateth me, and by right good 
cauſe : foz Jam come hither to flap her kindzed, and have late 
zin her noble Bzother Hector: Surtly I ſee no remedy, 
unge ſhe is the nobleſt Lady in che wozld. Then be returned him 
to the wall and wept, and bethought himſclf how he might ob⸗ 
ain the love of Polixena : in theſe medications he ſpent the moſt 
part of rhe night.

tale their Seige, and go again into their own Countrep, that 
peace ſhould be made between them. What he thought iu the 
cht, he put in execution, and ſent a Beſlenger unto the Queen 
to require her Daughter, and he related to her all thzt bis 
Tord Commanded dim. When the Qugn unde rſtad * Fels 
enget, 
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ſenger, fe anſwered him diſcreetly *: am although the hace? 4 
chi les moze then any man in the wo2ld, pet the laid: Friend, 
as mich as in me is, J am readp to perfozm what pour maſter 
rec uiteth: but *creifie him, that J cannot do this of my ſelt, bu: 
I will ſpeak to my Pusband, and my Don Paris, if pou return 
bither c2ce vaves hence, I will fully reſolve pou. 

Chen che meſſenger brardthe Queens an(wer, he returgc 
ro his Toꝛd. and told him all chat he had heard : Then Queen 
Hecuba went to Ving Priamus her P{sband, and told him in 
the yearing of Pais, what Ach.il:s had ſaid : then the Þing 
bangeddo2wn his head, and was a long time, not ſaping a word 
afcer be laid: It is ( J think) a hard thing, to receive into truc 
kriendſhip, bim that hach donc us ſo wany infurics, that hath 
taken away the ligbt of mine eyes, in layiag my dear Dor, 
Hector, and therein given hope to the Greeks to obtain thy 
vict92p: Vet to elchew further perils, to the end my other Hon 
lole not their lives, and that J map reſt in mine old dayes.

|); medes and Agamemnon, fill intreated Achilles, bac could 
not obtain his conſent, And he perlwaded them to make peace 
ith the Trojans bekoze they were all flaiu, 

Ten theſe thre p2inces returned, aud made it known to the 
\):inces of the Poſt, whom they aſſembled fo: this cauſe,anddes 
wanded their advice, Then tad up Mnelaas, who ſaid : It 
would be a great ſhame now to ſ&k fo; peace with the Trojans, 
ince Hector and Deiphobus are flain, that by their death. the 
Trojans repute them as vanquiſhed: and withour Achilles they 
7-001d maintain their wars again the Trojans, Co that ans 
'wered Wifles and Neſtor, and ſaid, it was no marvel though 
Menelzus deftred the wars co recover his Wife, and that Troy 
was not ſo diſ⸗garniſhed but that they had a new Hector, which 
das Troylus, Cho was little leſs ſtroug and valiant than He- 

tor. And there was alſo another Deiphobus, that bas Partie, 
whom we ought to doubt as much as the other*'therefore they 
tounſelled to conclude a peace and return into Greece. Then 

ſtood up the falle Craitoz Calchas, and ſaid : moſt noble Peers, 
{ink pe to do againſt the commandement of the Gods: Pave 
no: 
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not they pꝛomiled the victozy to yon, and will ve now leave it * 
Surely that would be great folly : take pour wonted courage, 
and fight againſt the Trojans moze ſtrongly than ve have done 
befoze : aud ceaſe not till pe hs ve the victo2p, that the Gods have 
pꝛomiſed. With the woꝛds of Calch»s, the Greeks tok heart to 
them, ſaping: they would maintain the war againſt the Trojans, 
whether Achilles helpt them oz not: and not leave the war fo; 
him. 


CHAP. XX. 

Of many battels that were fought on buth ſides: And ofa cer- 
tain Truce, of the death of Noble Troylut, whom Acbi!l-s 
le agiinli his promiſe, and drew at his hotfc-tail through 
tie Hott, how Achilles flew King 14enon, 


Ow when the Cruce of two months was paſt. they began to 
N fight in battel ſharpely. There Troylus did revenge the 
death of his Bzother. Dares ſaith, he flew chat day a thouſand 
Þnights, ſo the Greeks fled 2 the dap following began the four- 
tenth battel. There Dyomedes flew manp Trojans, and ads 
dzeſled him againſt Troylus, who ſmote him to the ground, and 
deply wounded him, repꝛoaching him with che love of Briſeyda 
The Greeks with great ſtrength twk Dye medes up, and bare 
him upon his ſhield to his Tent. Mecnelaus ſeing Dycmedes 
wounde d. addꝛeſſed himſelf again Troylus, Troylus having his 
Spear whole, ſmote him to the carth ſoze hurt, and was carri⸗ 
ed to his Teut on his Shield Then Agimemnon thiult in a⸗ 
mongſt the Trojans, and flew many, but Tr ylus came agaiuit 
him and l[mote him off his Bo2ſc * but he was quickly remount- 
ed by the help of bis men. 

Thus ended the battel chat dap, and Agamemnon requircy 
Truce foz fir months, King Priamus agreed thereco. Yowbcir, 
ic ſæmed unit to ſome of his Counſel, he Gould grant it fo: ſo 
long 3 among theſe things, Briſeyda againſt the will of his fa- 
ther went to (ce Dyomedss, that lap wounded in his Tent, and 
the knew that her Love Troylus had hurt him. Paving no hope 
to recover Troylus, ſhe determined when Dyoracdes was curcd 
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of his wounds, to embzace his love. 
Among theſe thivgs, Bing Agimemncn and Duke Neſtor, 
went to the Tent of Achiil:s, who received him joyfully, and 
Lezmemnon P2aped him to come to battel, But Achilles 
would not bearken chereco : pet becauſe he loved Agzmenmon, 
be conſented that his men lhould go to battel without him: 
whereof Agam<mnon and Nentor gave him great thanks, and 
af:er they returned into their Tents. 
hen the Truce was paſt, Agamemron o2dained his people 
to battel, Achilles ſent him bis Myrmidons, marked with arcd 
l An, to be known by it. Then the battel began to be moztal. 
Then Troylus beat down the Duke of Athens, and flew many 
of —_ Myrmidons, and fought thus until the night parted them. 
n the mo2row betimes began the battel, in which King P. i- 
menus and Polidamas tk King Thoes, and had led bin as 
wap, had not the Myrn 1dons refcued him. Then Troylus (more 
in among them. flew aud hurt many of them, but they ſlew his 
Meile, and would have taken him. Then Paris and his Baſtard 
W:cihien [mote in among them, and remounted Troylus: then 
there was a fierce fight. The Nlyrmidons flew Emargeron one 
of the Baſtards of King Priamus, whereof Troy'u: had great 
ſoꝛtow, aud by the aid of his peopie, ſmote in among them, and 
cw and hurt many, but thep defended themſelves valiantly, 
Then came tothe battel Bing Agamemnon, Menclaus, Thela- 
mon, Uliſf s, and Dyomedes, With all their people, and began 
hot skirmiſh. There the Greeks did make the T :01ans to ſufter, 
tut Troy us ſuccoured them mot valiantip. and put himſelf al- 
ways where moſt nced was, and beat down all he found in his 
way, that the Greeks fled into their Tencs, and Th-lamon de⸗ 
tended them valiantly, and made them recover che dap. This 
was the fixteench battel. in the which chere dyed many Buights 
of both ſides. Troylus ceaſed not to grieve the M;rmidons; he 
bid lo much, that he put the Greeks to flight, and tak an hundzed 
£oble-men, that he bzought into the City. 
, When the battel was fin iſhed againſt the Even the Myrmi- 
uns returned unto the Tent of Achilles, and there was found 
— of them hurt, thert were an hundzed of them dead, wheres 
at 
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at Achilles had much ſozrow: when it was night. le wen! to 
ved and there be had manp wabering thoughts, ence he pm poſs 
cd (a £010 che batcel, to revenge ſtbe death of his mien. aud ane. 
tber time he bethongbt him on rife beauty of Pohreva, 5nd 
thongbt it be Went, be Neuld loſe ber love fo2 ever, fo? be bed 
pꝛomiled {hem that He would aid the Greeks no move, and when 
he thought bow he had ſent his wen unto (heir aid, be wae ſo2eiy 
grieded ehen the dar appꝛoachtd on which the feventeenth bettel 
vegan, being very hoztible, that dured leven dapes concivus (ty. 
wherein were mavy Greeks lain. Agamen non required truce : 
but the -Trojans agtæœd ns longer tothe truce, but till they hed 
buried tÞctr dead bodies, and when thoſe days were erpircd, che 
cightench battel began, lenclaus and P3ris Juſted, and fough: 
vatiantiy together. Alo Po'ydamas end Ul. iſes fought together 
a great while, Menettcus overthꝛew Eucas in Juſting. irg 
Philomenus beat Agememnen, aud bad ſozely wounded him, if 
Thelemon had not come, who (mote Philo menus to the ground. 

Archilogus Son of Duke N: tior, aPacled one of the baſtarts 
of Eing Priamus names Brim, and flew him. Whereat the 
Irons had grearc fozrow. above all oibcr Troylus was angry, 
who thauſting in amorg the Grecks, had put them to flight, i! 
the Myrmridons had not ſtrongly reſtited him. 

TZhercfoze Troylus fmoie in among them. and flew many,that 
be made che Greeks to retp2e into their Tents.and alighting on 
fwc. citred into their Teuts, and flew them on all ſides: chere 
was ſo great cry, that the ſound came to Achilles, who refted 
in his Tent, and he demanded of one of his Servants, what !. 
was, he ſaid to him:that the Trojans bad vanquiſhed the Greeks, 
and lew chem within their Tents, which were no mo2e able to 
defend them: and think you to be ſure here, ſaid he: Nap pe (fall 
toe anon moze than fozty thouſand Trojans that ſhall flap von 
unarmed, fo: they have lain moſt part of your Myrmidons, and 
unteſs you ſuccour them they are all loſt. 

At theſe woꝛds Achilles guaked fo2 ire, and fozgetting the 
love of Pol:xcna,p:eſcntly armed him, and mounting his Bo2\c, 
he (mote among the Trojans, and flew many of them. When 
Troylus ſaw Achilles, he addzeſſed him to him: and gave him a 

wound, 


wound, that foz many dapes he came not co battel. Troylus 
was hurt alſo by the hand of Achilles, and both fell to the ground, 
and the battel dured till night, on the moꝛrow they began again 
and endured till the evening: and thus they fought fir vayes. 
Ling Priamus had great (ozrow that Achilles came to the battel 
2xainfl his pzomiſe,and thought he went about to deceive him, 
rep2oaching his Wife to believe him lo light ly: Polixena griebed 
crcecdingly, foz ſhe was then contented to have Achilles to her 
1)uſband. 

Achilles during the ſix months Truce, healed the wounds that 
1 roy1us gave him, and purpoled to be revenged on him. After 
theſe things, the nineteenth battel began with great laughter, 
and befoze Achilles aſſembled his Myrmidons, and deſired them 
only to incloſe Troylus, and keep him till he came, who would 
not be far krom them. They p2omiſed him to do ſo: Then he 
thꝛonged into the battel. And on the other fide came Troylus, 
who lew many of the Greeks that about mid-day he put them 
to flight: then the Myrmidons (being two thouſand fighting 
men, and remembzing cheir Loꝛds command) thzuſt in among 
the Trojans and recovered the field. And chey held together and 
ſonght no man but Troylus, ſo they found him, who fought va- 
{{iantly, and was encloſed on all parts, but he flew and wounded 
many. And being alone among them, they flew his Do2ſe,aud 
hurt him in many places, plucking off his Pelmet, yet he defend⸗ 
ed him the beſt he could. When Achilles ſaw Troylus unarmed, 
be ran upon him furiouſly, and ſmote off his head, and tok the 
body and bound it to bis Yoles tail, and diew it after him, 
throughout the Yoſt. O what Uillany was it tothe Son of a 
noble Bing, that was ſo valiant, Tf any nobleneſs had bæu in 
Achilles he would not have done it. 

When Paris knew that Achilles had villainoufly flain Trey- 
as, he had great ſozrow, ſo had Eneas and Polidamas, and they 
{aboured to recover his body, but tye Greeks reſiſted them. that 
hey could not, Alſo King Menon was grizved fo the death of 
'roylus, that he aſſailed Achilles, and ſaid unto him: Uillian, 
what cruelty hath moved thee to bind to thy hozſes tail, the ſon 
of (o noble a Pꝛince az * Then he ran and [moce 
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him with his Spear on his d2:caft.chat he gave him a wound and 
after gave him ſo many ſtrokes, that he beat him to the ground 
then was the body of Troylus recovered, The Myrmidons cc 
mounted again Achilles, and as ſoon as his ſtrength came to him, 
be recurned into the battcl, and encountered King Menon;who 
defended himſelf valiantly, and wounded Achilles in many pla- 
tes: but there came ſo many of both ſides, that they parted : then 
the night appꝛoached, whichcanſed the battel to ceaſe, and ther 
fought thus ko; the ſpace of ſeven dapes, 

The ſeventh day. when Achilles was healed of bis wounde de 
firing to revenge him of Bing Menon, he ſaid to his folk, ik they 
might encounter bim, they ſhould encloſe him as they did Trcy- 
ivs. Then began the battcl, Achil'es and M.non fought togc- 
ther, and beat down each other on foot. Then the Myrmdons 
encloſed him, and cook him by fozce, who had no mau to ſuccou: 
him. Then Achilles ſeeing Bing Menon in this danger, ran 
upou him, and flewhim : but Menon gave him many wounds bc- 
foze, whereof he lay long akter. Among theſe things, Mcnelai 
and Meneſteus with a great company of Pings, Pꝛinces, and 
many Fighting men, th2uſt into the th:ong, and put man 
Trojars to flight, which entered into their City, with doing great 
milchief,fozatmucy as the Greeks chaſed chem ſo nigh,that they 
fiew and hurt many ofthem,

Oz the death of Troylus, Bing Priamus and his Wife and 
Childzen and all the Citizens made great la mentation 
ſceing they had loſt Hector, Deiphobus, and Troylus, thep hat 
no mo2e hope of theit lives, Then King Priamus demande 
Ttute and it was agreed to by the Greeks : during which time, 
they buried the bodies of Troylus and King Mcaon honourabl: 
The Queen might not be appealed foz the death of her Child: 
and thought of many wayes, how ſhe might be revenged 4 
Ul s, 
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guilles, that had thus lain her Done. Then the called Paris, and 
weeping, ſaid to him ſecretly theſe wozds* Dear Don, thou 
knoweſt how this Traitoz Achilles hath ain thy Bzethzen, the 
ſolace of my life. And becauſe he hath lain them dy treaſon, J 
unk it juſt reward that he ſhould fall in the fame manner, and 
7 will tell thee how it ſhall be done. The unhappp man hath 
1140v times required me to have Polixena fo his Mike, and 
x7 have given to him good hope thereof, J have puypoſed to ſend 
co him the keeper of my ſignet, to bid him meet me in the Tem 
ple of Apollo, and I deſire thee Don, to lye there in wait with 
2 company of Knights, and when he (ball enter therein, ye may 
run upon him and flap him, and beſure he eſcape not wich lite. 
iris made anſwer that he would do this thing, as the had devi⸗ 
{e5, thereupon he aſſembled twenty Knights, in whom he put 
much confidence, and went tozth into the Temple of Apo lo. 

As ſoon as Achilles heard the Meſſenger, that came from 
Queen Hecuba, the Fool being evil counſellco, took with him 
the Son of Duke Neſtor, and they went both tothe Temple. and 
25 ſoon as they were come, Paris and his nights ran upon him; 
Pris caſt at him thꝛee Darts, wherewich he hurt him ſoze, A- 
chülles dzew his Dwozd, and having no Armour, and wzapped 
his arm wich his Pantle, and ſmote, and flew ſeven of them; 
But in the end, Archilogus Don of Duke Neſtor, and Achilles, 
were both lain within the Temple: Paris commandcd his body 
%ould be caſt unto the hounds, but at the re queſt of Helenus, they 
were put ina place befoze the Temple, to be kept. And che 
r0jans had great joy, and ſaid they had no care of the Greeks. 
"Uhen Agamemnon knew he ſent unto King Priamus, foꝛ to 
{ave the bodies to bury them. Then King Priamus made them 
'0 be delivered, and thep were bozn down ta their Tencs : then 
ole a great (ozrow among the Greeks, and ſaid, they had loſt 
„ The Duke Nettor might not be comforted, foz the drach 
of his Don. They made fo2-Achilles a noble Depulture,which by 
the conſent of King Priamus, was laid at the entry of the Gate 
of Tymbrc, 

After thele things, the * all the Hobles of che 
oft, and ſyewed 3%” 3 che death of Achilles, the malt 
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part were diſcouraged from the war, and therefozc demanded i; 
it were good to leave the War oz to continue it. Then there was 
among them divers opinions, ſome allowed the war, others bla- 
med it, and at laſt they concluded all together, to maintain the 
war, laying : Ik Achilles failed, vet the pꝛomiſes of the Gods 
would never fail. Chen ſtood up Ajax and laid: Ik Achilles bc 
dead. let us ſend koz his Don, whom Bing Nicomedes his Grands 
father nouriſherh, and teachech the feats of arms: for wichon: 
him we can have no vicozy of the Trojans. Vis counſel ſeemed 
god, audby the agreement of every man. Meneſteus was choſen 
to go {etch Neopto!emus, Don of Achilles, that was named c- 
therwiſe Pyrrhus. 

Among theſe things, when the Cruce was crpired, the Pro- 
jans began the ewencieth battel againſt the Greeks, ſharp and 
bard : this day went 4j2x by great folly to batttel unarmed, 
and had nothing but bis Þws? d. 

Che Trojans that had loſt their beſt Defenders, were not (s 
dardy as they uſedto be, but to ſave their lives, they foughtvs⸗ 
liantly. Paris with the people of Perſe, who were god Archers, 
ew many Greeks, Ring Pailomenus fought ſtrongly, and they 
of Paphlagony came on, and det many Greeks, that they made 
them retcopl. Meneſteus Jufted againſt Polidamas, and had ta- 
Ren 03 flain him, dad not King Philomenus delivered him, A- 
Nx thus unarmed as he was, flewmany Trojans, and was ns! 
vet hurt. In the end de ſmote among them of Perſe that Paris 
led, and flew fo many. that he put them to flight. When Paris 
law his people flain, he (ot an envenomed Arrow to Ajax and 
wounded him between the back and the ſive + when Ajax fel: 
himſelf wounded to death, he would not yeild to dye till he hat 
re venged him on him chat flew him: and did, when he found Pa 
ris, he ſaid unts him, Thou haſt lain me with thine Arrow, bu! 
bcfoze I dye I will be reveuged. Foz by thee and fo? thy cartſc 
many Noblemen have been lain. Then he cave him a ſtroke, 
that he cut in two his face, and he fell dean co the carth + an» 
Ajax after him. Then the Trojans took the body of Paris with 
Weeping tears, and carried it unto the City, and were chaſed o 
the Gates, Che night following Agamemnon made the Pos 
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+0 appꝛoach near to the City, and there to pitch their Tents, And 
the Trojins kept their Malls day and night. Then had the Tro- 
uns no mo2e hope of their lives, when they ſaw all the Dons of 
wing Primus dead there ie no tongue can erp2eſs the lamens 
tattors that Bing Prizmus made With his wife and daughters: 
and above all others.Quceen Helen made the greateſt. The Bing 


dd burp Paris in a cich Depulcure, and ſet it honourably in the 
Z_cwple of Juno.

frarinc his deſtruction would not do it becauſe he waited fo the 
Queen of Amazon, that was on her wap to come to che ſuccoz of 
vim, 

Amazon is a P;ovince,where dwclled none but women, t52t 
were bꝛought up to war. They had nigh their Country an Ide 
where men dwelt, and they were accuſtomed thꝛee times a year 
to go thither: in April, May and June, to have their company: 
a*:er they returned into Am370n and they that conceived. if they 
were Dons, they gave them ſuck fo a time. after ſent them to 
heir Fathers. Ik it were a Daughter they kept it, and burnt 
off che right pap, to bear a (pear the better, and taught her the 
cats of Arms. Of this P2ovince, a noble and valiant Uirgin 
was Queen, wha was called Penthaſilea, and ſhe loved H:dtor 
foꝛ his cood-Kerown. hen ſhe knew that the Greeks had be⸗ 
ſeged Troy, ſhe went to fuccour it with a thouſand Uirgins.foz 
the love of Hector. When the came and knew that he was dead. 
he made great ſozrow : and deſired Bing Priamus to let her iſſue 
dat upon the Greeks,that fbe might ſbew them how her Paidens 
<081d bear Arms. 5 

At 
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at the requeſt of Pencheſilea, the next mozning the Sate was 
ſet open, and there iſſued out Bing Philomenus, with them of of 
Paphl:gonic, Encas, Polidamas, with their people, and Juen 
Penrhclilea with ber Paidens. be I3rcexs being ready, began 
the Battel ficrcelp, Meneticus add2efted him co Penchstilea, and 
ſhe in like manner to him: ſhe {more Mere cus to the ground.

(e called to het Paidens, who ſore among the Grecks fo 
fiercely, chat (he and they put them to flight, they chaſed . 1 
unto their Tents, and had Cain them all, if Dyomedes had 
foutly reũſted, who maintained the skirmiH unto the nighr.'} at 
parted chem. Quten Pcathetil.a teturned into the City with 
alozy and bonour : where Bing Pii-mvs received her with jon, 
and gave her many rich jewels, and be hoped ſhe would1evene:

women: then be left Bing Ph:ilon eaus,to defend bis men from 
tte Paids., Chen Qucen Puntiich ca deu nigh to Pyirhus, and 
re pꝛoached him becauſe bis Father had laiu Hector, and ſaid, 
the woꝛld ought to deſpiſe him, Pyrihu+ had ſo great ſor:ow at 
her woꝛds, that he addꝛeſſed him againſt her, and ſhe beat h m co 
the earth: then he aroſe again and aſſailed Pentheſilca with his 
Sword and ſhe him by great ſtrength : then Pyrravs was again 
remounted by the aid of his Myrmidons. Then came the battel 
Ag:memnon, Dyomedes, Mcnclaus, and Mencſteus, and all the 
other Pztnces and Barons. 

Among thele things, King Philomenus was delivered ſafe 
from the Myrmidons,and he gave great thanks unto Quan Pen- 
tci1lea,and ſaid. had not ſhe been he had been ſlain. Then came 
ail the Trojans and the #kirmilb was ſharp and mortal: Pyr- 
mus encountred Glaucon the Bon of Anthenor, and Bother of 
Polidamis by another mother, and gave him a Uroke, that he 
fell dead to the earth. Then addzeſſed Pentheſilca unto Pyrthus, 
and he to her, and beat down each other co the carth: but they 
were quickly remounted and began co fight again. Then came 
caple on both parts, chat they were parted. Polidamas fo; to 
cvenge the death of his Bꝛother) flew that dap manp of the 
drecks, and hurt them. and did ſo much in arme, both he and 
ueen Penthetilea,that they put the Greeks to flight. Then came 
toe reſcue Pyrrthus, D/omedes, and Thelamon, and made them 
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that fled, to (ay till nighe, that each man went into his place: 
they fought thus a month together, in which time were flain moze 
than ten thouſand of both parties, and Penthalilea loſt many of 
ber maidens. Wlhen they had refed a Ponth, they began the bats 
tel again. 

Zu this battel Pyrchus and Penthalilea mee, aud bzake their 
Spears without falling. but Pyrrhus was ſo hurt, that the trun- 
cheon of her Spear abode Within his body: wherefoze the cry 
aroſe among the Greeks, ond they ran upon Penthatilea with 
great dtrength, and bꝛake off the lace of her Helmet: then Pyr- 
rhu«, taking us heed to bis wound aſſailed Penthililea, who 
thought to have ſmitten him, but Pyrrhus prevented her, and 
gave her a ſtroke with his Dwo2d, that he cut her arm off by thi 
body, whercat Queen Penthall'e: fell dead to the ground: ans 

"yrs that was not pet fatisped. (mote the body, and cut it 
in two peices :*>with rhe great effuſion of blood that 1an from his 
wound he fell down as dead among bis people,and they took him 
up and laid him upon bis Shield, and carried him to bis Ten:, 
Chen the Taidens ek Venthali'ea, to revenge the death of their 
Queen,ſmote amonell the Nſyrm:dons ,anD ew many of them: 
bu: tt could not much profit the Troſias, as they that were bu: 
a few againſt a great multitude of Greeks, There were flain by 
tbe Trojans at the day ou the battel, mec chan ten thouſand, and 
wichd2ew themſelves into the City. fo; their own ſafeguard, ar d 
chut faſttheir Gates, and had no mo2c intention to ifiue out in 
battel againſt their enemies,

im counſel to make a peace with the Gels in reſtozing ok. 
Duen Helen to her Pusbaud, and the damage that Paris did in 
3 th e Ile of Cithnis. Oh, if the King Prian us had been ſo bappy 
to have done this, and have pleaſedthe Grecks ar the begenning, 
2 he bad ſaved his own life, bis Wives, and Childzen, City, and 
Citizens, and eſchewed all choſe miſcheifs chat befel chem af- 
a 'crwards. Therefoze men ſap in a p2overb, That peace ſon ta- 
nen is gend, foz it is a hard thing to appeale ſuch damages to 
bim that bath advantage ok the war. Fo with great pain 
would the Greeks have been content with theſe offers, fozalmuch 
2 they had ſuffered as many damages before T roy, foz it lcemed 
hey were at the point to deſtrop the City and all the Jnhabr- 
ants. Fut thele afoze named Traitoꝛs ſpake. but to the end 
that under colour of peace, they might betrap the City: if 
o. her wiſe they might not ſave their lives. 
Then they went bcfoze King Prin u and Amphim1cus (one 
f * bis Faſtard Sons and ſpake befoze many Nouble men of 
be City: and as King P:iamas heard them (peak of purchaſing 
5 veace with the Greeks, bt thought they ſpake this thing by great 
ry, and began to laugh: ſaying.that he would be adv:ſed firſt: 
then they ſpake unto him in this manner: It chou wilt hear our 
teunſel upon this thing, if ic pleaſe thee not, uſe che counſel of 
bers. he Bing ſaid he would hrat theic counſcl,and would 
do what ieemed god.

Antheror went unto Bing Priamus, and ſaid, that he 
aud affembie his folk ro councel ; fo? to come to their peace 
with che Greeks.thep mult needs pay twenty tchouland marks of 
gold, aud that in good weig be, and as much in filver,alio an hua⸗ 
dꝛed thouſand qitarters of wheat ; and this mull be made ready 
within a certain time, then they will give ſurety to hold the 
peace without any frand oz ſubtiltp. 

Then it was o:dained bow this ſum ould be levied: and 
whiles they were buſte thereabouts, Anthenor went unto the 
Pueſt that kept the Pallad um, whoſe name was lh ant, and 
bare to him a great quantity of gold there were they at council, 
Anthenor ſaid to him, that be ſhonld take this ſum ok gold, 
wherewich he ſhould be rich all his life, end hat he ſhould give 
to him the Pa 1:dium,and that no man (ould know thereof : fo 
I have ( (atd he as mich dead as thon, that any man ſhould 
know thereof, And J will ſend ic to Ulis, and he (hall bear the 
[ame upon him, and everp man all fap,that Ul:ils hath Noin 
end we (hall be both quit thereof. 

Thoant the Pzieſt reſiſted ttrongly the woꝛds of anthenor : 
dut foz covetoulneſs of thc great ſum of gold, he conſented 
he (ould take the Palladium and bear it awap. Then An he- 
ror took it, and ſent it to Uhſſts the ſame night. ond aftcr the 
voice ran among the people, that uſiſſes by his lubtilty had ſtoln 
2 way the Palladium gut of Troy, O what treaſon was this of 
a Pꝛieſt: that loved better to betray his City, than leaver! c 
gold that was given him: ſurcly it is a foul vice in a Pꝛieſt the 
un of covetonſneſs: but few have been befoze this time and few 
ie pet, but they be actainccy therewith, whereof it is great 
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"Wi 11.3 the Ti has gathered — r their gold and Cloer 
and bought it into the Temple of ige v3, to keep until the 
ume that it was 81! collcged, it pleaſed them to offer Daccitice

Ste ſien was, tbat the fire wonld not burn, fo they began to 
make ett fire move than ten times, and always it queuched. 

Tbe lecond marvel was. when they bad appointed the encrals 
of the Etads fo! their ſacrifice, a creat Cagle deſcended from the 
air crying greatly, and tok wich his clawes che entrals, and 
bare them into the hips *f the Greeks, 

Of chef: two things were the Trojans troubled and ſaid that 
the Cobs were angry with them. Zhen demanded thep of Ca- 
nds, what thelc things ſignificd: She ſaid that the God A. 
polls was wꝛoth with them, foz the effuſion of the bl@d of A. 
chii'cs wherewithal bis Temple was defiled and violated 2; and 
pe muß go tecch fire ac che Depulcure of Achilles, aud light pour 
Dacriace therewith, then it will quench no moze: and they did 
fo. end the Dacrifice burnt clear : Foz the ſecond miracle, ſhe 
sid, {oz certain, treaſon was made of the City with the Greeks, 
Ton che Greeks beardof cheſe miracles. thep demanded of 
Cana. wbat ic t might Ignifie: he made anſwer, That che City 
would choꝛtly be pielded up. 

A ImongT theſc things, Cha'cas and Criſis the Pꝛieſt counſcl- 
led che Geeks that they ſhould make a Bozle ofBzals ſo great, 
as might bold within it a thouſand Knights 2: and they ſaid un- 

to them, chat it was che plealur: of the Gods. This Boꝛle wa: 
made by one whole name was Sinon, and he made it ſabtilely, 
that uo man could perceive any entry 02 Iſſi t, but within it was 

caũie fa: chem chat were tucloſed to iſſue out when they would. 

When the great Poſe was fully made, and the thouland 
Unigh. s therein, by the counſel of Criſis, they prayed Bing Pri- 
amu;, be would ſuffer this Ho:ſe to enter into the Citp, that i: 
might be ſet in the Temple of Pals, fozaſmuch as that ey 
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had made it in the honour of Pallas, foz a vow that they made 
fo teſtitution of the Palladium, Which chey had cauſcd to be ta⸗ 
zen onc of the lame Temple, 

Amon theſe things the Pzinces within Troy, when they ſaw 
hat the King had ſo ſhamefully treated with the Grecks, they 


went away out of Trey, and took their men wich (hem.and Ping 


Palomenus led no moꝛc but two hundzed and fifry men, and 
chꝛeelcoze Paidens of Amzzon's, that were left of a thouſand 
bat came thither with che Queen Penttetlea, andcarried the Los 
dy of her wich them, and travelled to their own country. 

Then came the day that the Gr:cks (ould ſwear their peace 
feignedly upon the plain ficld upon the Danctuaries. Ping Pri- 

us illued out of the City and his people, and (ware cach party 
: 0 hold the peace firmly from thencefozth: and Dy crr:cdes [woze 
hlt to the Greeks: aſter. when they had broken the peace they 
had treated with An hener of chat thing, they concluded after, 
t{1crefoze they maintained they were not fo:ſwozn by that co⸗ 
Jour, as the pꝛoverb laith, Be that ſweareth by deceic. by malice 
foꝛlweateih himſclf After that Dyomeces, (ware likewiſe all 
the Pings and Pꝛinces of Greece, then Eing Priamrus and the 
Trojans ſwoze in good faith, as bey that knew nothing of the 
{rcaſon : after their oaths thus made, Bing Priamus delivered 
Helen to Menelzus her Vulband. and pzayed him and ober 
Gings and Pꝛinces of Greece, that they would do ber no harm, 
but pardon her. and they pꝛemiled him teignedly they would. 

Chen pꝛaped the Greers.thatthey might ſet the Lozſe of braſs 
within the Temple of Pallas, for refticution of the Palladium, 
that the Goddels of Pall:s might be to them friendly, in their re - 
turn. And as the Ving Priamus anſwered not chereco, Encas and 
Anthencr ſaid to him. it hond be well done. and that it Would be 
an honour to the City. Vowbeit Bing Prizmus actoꝛded it uith 
zoll will. Then the Greeks received the gold and falver. and the 
wWhe rt that was pꝛomiſed, and put into their Ships. 

Akter theſe things. they went all in Devotton with their 
teſts and began wich ſtrength of Cozds,to diam the Por ſe of 
>:als befoze the gate of the City, fozaſmuch as by the Gate it 
night not enter into che City, it was fo great: therefs;e they 
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b:ake the wall in length and height, that it entred in the town 
and ihe Trojans recetved it with great ſop; but the cuſtom of 
Fo2:une ts. great joy endeth wich heavineſs.Zhe Trojans made 
fovof this Pole, whftein was inclofcd their death. and they 
kucw vor of it, In this Yozſe was a lubtil man named Sinon, 
that bare the keveot be Pozlſe ro open it. When the Trois 
Wer? aller p, iu the night, foꝛtbunth chepiſined ont of the Doſe. 
and gave a token of lire tothem that were in the fields, that che? 
Nould come into the City to put it all to peſtrugion. ; 

The lame day the '*recks fcigned to go unto Teacdon and ſaid 
they would receive Rel.n and ſet her in ſafety,becaule the pco- 
ple Hould not run upon her. fo2 the great evils that were donc 
fo: her + thus they departed from: the Pozt of Troy with their 
Dail dawn up. and came beſoze the Suns going down to Te- 
neden Then bad the Trojans great op when they ſaw the Greek: 
depart ; and the Greeks as ſoon as they were come to Tenedon 
armed them in the ceveying, and went pzivilp cowards Troy, 
Ind when the Tioarcs went to bed,then Sinon opened the Yo!ſe, 
and went out and lighted this fire, and ſhewed to them that were 
without, and without, delay. they that were laid in watt, entre? 
\n'othe City by tbe gate that was bzoken. And the Knights 
ilued out, and they flew the Trojans in their houſes where 
they flep:. 

Thus entred ctheGreeks into theCity, and flew men and women 
and children, and tok all chat they found in cheir houſes,and ew 
above :wen:p thouſand ere it was day, They robbedthe Tem 
ples, and the cry aroſe horrible. When King Priamus hear? 
the crp. (he kncw that Eneas and Anthenor had betrayed him 
be arsſe baftilp and went into his Temple of Apollo, that was 
within bis Palace, aud knecled befo2e his high altar. Caſſand: + 
icy on the other (ide,as one out of Her wits, into the Temple c. 
Mincrva, weeping with great ſozrow: and the other Noble wo 
men abode till in he Palace in weeping and ears. 

When the mozning came, the Greeks (by the conduck of E- 
neas and Anthenor that were open Ttaitoꝛs to their City. all) 
to their King, entred into the Palace of Illion, where they fou 
na defence, and put all to death that thep found, Then Pyrchu⸗ 
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entred the Temple of Apollo, and found there King Priamus : 
then he ran upon him with a naked lwozd (in Negght of Encas and 
anthenor) he flew there Bing Priamus befoze che bigh Al ar, 
which was ſpzinkled wich his blod. Queen Hecuba aud Poli x- 

12 fled, and knew not whither to go: and it happened. that ſhe 
met with Eneas, and then the laid to him in great furps Va, ha, 
Fclon, Traito:, from whence is come to thee ſo great cruektp, 
that thou haſt bzought them with thee chat have Rain Ping Pri- 
anus, that hath done to thee lo much god, and ſet thee in mag⸗ 
viticencc, alſo haſt betraved the country where thou wert bozn, 
and the City that thou oughtelt to keep 2 at the lcaſt let it ſuffice 
and refrain thee now of thy intent, and have pity on this unhap⸗ 
vv Polixena, that among ſo many cvils as thou haſt donc, thon 
ma yeſt have grace to do one good deed, fo? to ſave her from death 
befo:e the Greeks flap her. Eneas ( moved with pity ) received 
| olixena in his guard, and con vepes her into a lecret place. 

Among theſe things Bing Tacl:mon ſet in che Temple of 
\{\nerva in keeping Andromeda, the wife of Hector and Caſe 
{iznd1a, and ſct the City on fire in all places, and burnt it all 
crcept only the houſcs of rhe Craitoꝛs. When the City of Troy 
was all burnt, Bing Agamermncn aflen.bled the moſt noble of 
Gece in the Temple of Minerva: and when they were all al⸗ 
ſembled,he required them two things:one was that they ſhould 
keep their pꝛomiſe with the Traitoꝛs:the other, that (hey ſhould 
take god advice to part the pꝛey of the City. 

The anſwer of the Grecks was. That they would bold thcir 
faith with the Zratiozs, foz the firſt point: and foz the ſecond, 
very man ſhould b2ing all the pꝛey in common, and there part 
o tach man after his deſert. Zhen Thel:zmon ſaid they ſhould 
zurn Helen, foz whom ſo many wozthy Lings and Pꝛinces had 
ded. And there was a great murmure thereupon, that Apa- 
:emnon, Uliſtes and Mcrelaus, had much a do to (ſave her. Put 
uiliſſes with his fair ſpeech (aid to them lo much of divers things, 
hat they were contcut Helen ſhould have no harm, Then A. 
zamemnon did lo much co all the other, chat foz his reward. 
Zillandra the Daughter of King Priamus was delivered unto 
im. Whit that the Greeks held pet the ir Par liament, chere 
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tame to chem Eneas and Auchenot, and advertiſed them how 
Uclerus had alwaves blamed the Tiens of rhe enterpꝛize thac 
they madt againſt tie Ge gan counſelled them to put the bod 
of Achilles in a Depulcure, which they would beve given to tte 
Pounds. aid veſought them therckozt cher would ſave bis lite 
audthcp atcoꝛded to them, Aud then Andromeda and Helens 
intreated fot the two Sons of Hector, which were ſaved. 

Af:cr this upꝛoar, ther ozdaincdeehat all the noble women tha: 
gere eſcaped from death, would gowhi:yer they would fralp.o 
dwell there ſtill if it pleaſed them. And akter theſe things donc 
tht y purpoſcd to depart trom Troy: but a great Cempeſt began 
to acile, that endured a whole month beto;e they could go cc 
Dia. Ten the Grcebs asked of Chalcas the caule of this trou 
Le + and he anſweredtha; the puiſances Infernal were not xe: 
appca'cd fo: the effuſion of the blood of Achiil:s, that was ſhed 
intl Sempke, fog the love of Pe ixena: and co appraſe the 
© 0ds.ic behoveth to ſacrifice Polixena, fo; whom Achilles dyed 

Then Pyrthus enquired diligentip where Polixena was, tha; 
was cauſc of bis Fathers death? Agamernon demanded of Aa- 
ther ot. Which (aid he knew not where ſhe was, Whercof he Iped 

o: pet ko: to make an end of all evils, he enquired fo much. 
that Folixena was found in an ancient Tower + then he went 
and dꝛew her out by force, and pꝛelented her unto Bing Aga- 
memnon, Which (cnt ber to Pyrthus, he ſent ber to che Sepul⸗ 
ture of Achilles to be flain 2 and ss they led her. there was no 
Kingno: Piince but had great ſozrow, to ſce ſo fair a woman 
loſt, without the Had deſerved it, and they haddelivercd ber, 1; 
Chalcas had not aid, the Tempctt, would not ceale until (1 
were dead. 

yen Peli xenz was befoze the Sepultute of Achilles, ſhe et- 
ruled her of the death of Achilles, and ſaid thateſhe was much 
ſoʒty foz his death. and the Kings and Pꝛinces of Greece ſufferer 
ber to dye againſt Juſtice, pet ſhe had rather dre then live with 
them that had flain all her friends. When ſhe had fin iſhe d he 
worde. Pyhrrus ſmote her with His Swozd in the ſigbt of the 
Queen her mother)and cut her in peices, and caſt them all abou: 
the Depulture, When Hecuba ſaw her daughter Hain, ge fel!

cuſted, Agimemnon and Menclaus fſudged that U'if.s Gould 
{:cp the Pallad un: ( ſsme ſaid chev made this ſudgment. fo: 
almuch as Und: by his fair ſpeaking had ſaved Hehn from: 
death, thar The'amon would have bad dead.) And wich this 
dme ut they cord not be content, fa: che greateſt part of the 
Bod ſaid, that The!amon ought bettet to yave the Palladium 
than Ulides: therefoze Taciamon ſpake to Ag uncmncen and 
Menclaus many in jutious woꝛds, and laid. that he would be thet! 
moꝛtal enemy from 1 Foz this cauſe Ag:memnon, 
M:nelauvs, and Uliles, kept all thice together, and had alwa; 
wich them a great company of val liant Ruights. And on the mo: 
row aki er. early in the moznuig, Thelimon was found ain in 
vis bed. and had wounds in many places of his body, whereof a- 
roſc a great cry in the Pot, and gave all che blame to the theo 
Bings beko: e rehearſed. 

Pyirbus that loved King Thelamon, ſaid manp injurious 
wozds to Ulifes . Then Ul:ff.s doubeed, and the nert night fol 
lowing he and his men catred into thcic Dhipsſecre:ly and lef: 
the Pal'adium with bis friend Dyomedes. Pyrchus did cauſe to 
burn the body of Tel. mon, and put the aſhes in a veſtel of gold 
to carry with him into his Own « country, to bury it bovourably. 
Che hate was great between Pyrrhus and Bing Agamemnon 
and his brother: but Antienor made che peace. and after gave 
a dinner to all the Noblcs of Greece, and gave them fair gifcs. 

Among theſe chiage, the Greeks rep;oached Enzas, that had 
tallied his oath, becaule be ud Polixcna : fot this ranſe they 
baniſhed him ou: of Troy fo; ever. And when Enzas ſaw be 
migh: 80: abide there, he pꝛaytd them earneſtly that he migy: 
have the two and twenty thips Which Paris had with him into 
Greece, and they granted to him his requeff, and gave Him fou: 
months ſpace to furniſh them of all luch neceffaries that they 
lacked. Anthenor departed after from Troy, and led with hin 
a great number of Trojans: but the Biſtozy telleth not — 
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he would go. Eneas greatlo hated Anthenor, ſozaſmuch as bp 
um he was baniſhed out of Troy: and was in great fozrow why 
Anthenor was not as well baniſhed as de, Foz this cauſe Eneas 
z8cmbled all the Trojans and ſaid ts them:Bp friends and bꝛe⸗ 
then, ſinte that Foꝛtunt hath put us wherein we be, we cannot 
Ive wichout a Covernour 2 and if ye will do by mp counlel. re 
mall chaſe Anchenor, pour Bing, foz Fe is wite cnough to go⸗ 
deen youu, Chis counici ſeemed goed to the VTroja:5, and they 
Ent after Ant. eacr, that returncd:and as ſoon as he was came, 

1.23 aflembleda grest number of people co run upon bim. as 
be chat was the moſt mighty in r y. Zhen che Trojans ptared 
bim that be Gould ceale,fince that the war was finiſhed and thac 
ve ould not begin it again. ( Daid Encas ) ſhall we ſpare (o hats 
nous a Traits). that by hig villany hath catſco Polixera thc 
fit Daughter of Bing Prizmus to dye, by him J was baniſhed 
out of Troy, that ſhould have counſelied rou: and now I muſt 
needs leave pou  Encas ſaid ſo much o the Trojans, that they 
banihed Anthenor foz ever out of Tron, and conſtrained him to 
do p2eſencly out of the Town. 

Anthenor went unto Dea with a great company of Trojans, 
aud fell among Pyrates, who ran upon him and ficw many of. 
is men, and hurt and robbed his Ships in the end Anchenor 
eſcaped from them, and ſailed (o far that be arrived in a Pꝛo⸗ 
vince named Gerbindy, whereof Teridc* was Lo2d and Bing, 
* fuT man anda court cous. In this Land arcived Anthenor with 
a few ſhipe, and refted on the ſite of the greater Ile. that was 
gh unto the Pozt. Ye ſaw the Country tair, fall of wods and 
foruntains, and there he builded a City, and fo:tified it with 
TC alls and god Towers. And when the Trojars knew thereof, 
many went thicher and dwelt there with Anthenor, and the 
City arew and was full of people, and Anthenor governed hims 
(cif lo wiſely in this Eand, that he was in grace with Bing Te- 
tices, and was the (ccond perſon after the Bing in his Realm, 
*1d named bis City Cor tiremetralum. 

Caſſandra that was left at Troy, had much ſozrow ko: the 
miſcheifs that were fallen co her friends: aud ceaſed not co 


weep ; and the Greeks demandsd of her their eſtate in their re⸗ 
turning 
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turning home: che laid to chem, that they Gould ſuffer maps 
crea: perils cre they got into their Country : and after ſaid to 
Agimemnong Zhep ot his own houſe ſhould kill him. So 
happened to him afcer, and to ali the other, like as Caiizng: 1 
had fo:c-i0!d, Ot Ling Thclamon were left two Dons of tw, 
Queens, the cldeſt named H-rinicides of the Queen Glaus: 
and the other of the Queen T himifſ:, had to name Anchyſary:, 
theſe two Childzen Bing Teuter noutiſhed till they wer 
able to beat Arms. : 

Among thele things, Azimewron and Menclaus demandes 
leave to return inca thetr Lends: and the wolt part of the Vo 
gave them lcave, being ſoꝛe vered, fozafmuch as they bad ban 
luſpcted of the death of Thclamon with Ulis, which was 
goln away like a theit, whercfoze it wewed that he was culpa⸗ 
ble of bis death. Chus thele two Pzetbꝛen went to Dea to te 
turn home, in the beginning of winter, when the Dea is mot 
dangerous: (oon after, the other Grecks went to Sea as foiks 
ev'1 adviſed fo: che doubts of rhe Dea, and had their Ships ell 
laden wich riches of the Citpok Trey: and fo? the deſtre they 
bad to be at home in their own Cotn:ry, they recurned back 
the midi? of the winter, and ſec apart all dangers which fcli unte 
them. About the hour of noon,came a great Tempeſt, ano lu: 
pꝛiled chem ſuddenly wich thunder and rain, with wind and gree: 
waves: that caſt their Ships bete and there: and b2ake their 
maſte, and rent their ſails. And when night came, which was 
long and dark, the Ships left each other in (ailing befoze t“ 
wind ſome in one placc.ſome ta another and manp were bur! 
with Lighcning and Thunder. and many ſunk in the Ses: 
and the great riches of Troy lot, Oy lus Ajzx that had rrit ſhips 
in this company. had all petiſhed and he himlelk by force of bis 
arms and icgs all naked (wimming,airtved a land all (wollen 
with the water he had dzunken, and lay a great while upon the 
gr30vcl, moꝛt looking foꝛ drath than life: and aftet came others 
Iikewile, that were laved by ſwimming. This miſcheik came o 
A, lozalmuch as ht dꝛew Caſſandta out of the Temple of 5! 
rc:v:, Andi: happenethott⸗times, chat menp be puniched le. 
the fin and trelpals of one man. 


CHAT, 


CHAP. UX. 

How King Nl and Cetu, his Son did ſpoil many ſhips of the 
Greeks in their return, for the death of Ring Ag,, and 

of the exile of Dyomedes, and of his calling back by Egre his 


Wit, 


T this time there was a King in Greece named Naulus, 
A very rich and puiſſant, and his Realm ſtod upon the ſide of 
he Dea of Greece toward the @quth. An the which Sea were 
righ Uocks, aud many Pountains and Pills of ſand which were 
verillous. Thie Bing was Father of Palamedes that was flain 
bcfoze Troy, and had a Don named Cecus:there was not a Knight 
in Greece ſo rich no2 ſo pniſſant. 

Now there were ſome evil people there, that could not being 
caſe without annoping of others, which made Bing Naulus and 
bis Don King Cetus to underſtand, that Palamedes was not 
ain in battel, ſo as che voice ran, but he was flain covercly bp 
{1!iNes and Dyomedes, Agamemncn and Mcnelaus had made 
and conceived a falſe Letter, wherein was contained that Pala- 
edis would have betraped the Poſt ofthe Greeks, whiles he 
was @mpcrour of the Boſt, foz a great quantity of gold: and 
they made this Letter to be put by the ſight of a Kaight that was 
{a4in., Then Uliſes treated with one of the @ecretaries cf Pa- 
lamedes, fo2 a great ſum of money, ſuch as the Letters cons 
tained : this Secretary by the induction of uliſſcs, put this ſum 
of money under the head of Palamedes whiles he flept. And as 
ſdon as the Decretaty ſaid to Uliſſes he had done: then Uliſſes 
Cew this Secretary pꝛivilp, and did ſo much that this Letter 
came into the hands of the Grecks, that read it, and were all a- 
baſhed when they law the treaſon in wziting, and the ſum con⸗ 
tained in the lame, laid under his head. They went then in⸗ 
to his Cent, and found the truth of this thing, and pꝛeſently they 
would have run upon Palamedes: but that he offered himſelf to 
defend it againſt whom loever would p;ove it: ſo there was none 
ſo hardy that durſt fight againſt him. Then by Uliſſcs his fair 
language, this thing was appeaſed : and Palamedes continued 
Lill in his dignity. P After 
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Akter this thing was appeaſe, Uliſſes and Dyomedes told 
Palamedes, that they knew a pit wherein was much Trealurc. 
and that they would he ſhould have his part: and go the ner: 
night following, When night was come they went all thꝛec 
without any mo2e company. and offered Palzmedes to go down 
into che pit firſt, and (aid that they would follow: as ſwn as b. 
was within, the other two caſt tones upon him aud flew him, af. 
ter returned to their Tents pꝛivilp. This thing done, theſe men 
charged Bing Naulus and Cctus of the death of Palamedes : 
Then the Bing and his Don began carneſly co bethink them. 
how they might avenge them of the Grecks. They knew wel! 
that the Grecks were upon return in the heart ofthe winter: 
and they mult paſs along by his Kingdom, then King Naulus 
did p2oclaim in all his Rcalm, that men ſhould make great fires 
every night upon the Pountains bp the Dea ſide, And this did 
ke, that when the Greeks ſhould ſec the fires, they ſhould com: 
cdither, thinking to find ſome good Yaven : and if they came 
they ould find hard Rocks and Pills of ſand. Do they ſhould 
not eſcape without death. At was thus done as Naulus had dev! 
ſed, foꝛ there were nigh two hundꝛed ſhips of the Greeks ſplit and 
bꝛoken againſt che Kocks: all that were therein were dꝛowned 
When the other thips that followed them, Heard the noiſe o 
them that were bzoken, they returned on the other board, and 
made to Dea-wards, and ſaved themſelves. Of them chat el 
caped were Agimemnon, Menelaus,and Dyomedes, and others 
that hail be named hereafter. 

Cetus that otherwiſe was called Pellus, had great ſozrow tha: 
Azamemaon was eſcaped: then de thought long how he might 
avenge himſelf, And when he was arrived in his own land, he 
vꝛote a letter to Clytemneſtra, the wife of Againemnon : and 
this Letter contained, that foz certain Agamer non her Puſ- 
band, had eſpouſed one of the Daunhters ef Bing Plizmus, an? 
brought her into his Country,foz to make her Quben, and ta pu: 
ou: Clyt mnehre, oz flap her: therefoze Cetus advertized her. 
that he might in time pꝛovide fo2 Her (elf. Clytemneſtta be- 
Heved chele Letters, and thanked Cetus, and thought that f:c 
would avenge her of her Husband This Clytemn«ftra in the ab- 
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ſence of her Dusband loved a man named Epiitus, by whom the 
13d a Daughter named Erigona: ſhe loved moze Epgiſius, than 
ver ſhe did her Pusband, though he was come of low blood. But 
tis the cuſtom of a woman that doth amiſs, to take unto her 
one of leſs value than her Buzbaud ig. She had treated with 
Fiftus, that the firſt uight Agamemaon (ould come and lye 
with her, he ſhould run upon him and ſlay htm. This thing be- 
ing done as ſhe purpoled: King Ag2memnon lain, aud laid in 
.be enrth : Clytemneltra ſhoztly after, took co Pusband her 
Tove Egittus King of Michmas. 

Agomemnon thus ſlain, had a Don of this Clytemneſira na 

men Horettes, a poung Child, which Calſibus his Couſin had 
n keping,andtok him from his Pot her. to the end ſhe ſhould not 
ap: him and after ſent him to the Bing of Crect, Idumcus, 
Vat was his Uncle, Ve had great joy of him, ſo had his wite 
| haralis allo, that loved him as much as Clyremneitra her daugb⸗ 
cr, that had no moze Childzen but her, (he was a fair young 
Paid. Thus as Cctus had wzitten to Clytemneſtra the wiſe ol 
Azamemnon, in like manner he wꝛote to che wife of Dyoͤmc- 
das, named Egce, who was Daughter to Ving Polimites of Ar- 
"mers, and ſiſter of Aſſendtus, that returned from Troy wich 
'Yyomed:s his Bzother in law, it happened in their returning, 
that they went into the land of Bing Tclephus, with a great 
-onipany of men of Arms, and aſlailed them: and they defended 
themſelves ſtrongly. Alſandtus flew many of the Knights of 
Telephus, wherefoze he was ſoze dilpleaſed, and tok a great 
(vear. and addzeſſed him againſt Afſzndrus, that he flew him. 
Dyomedes to avenge his death, lem many Knights of Telephus, 
and recovered the body of Aſſandrus and bare it into his Ship. 

Thus dyed Aſſandrus,but it was not ſo repozted to Egee his 
Diſter: it was told her, that Dyomedesher Yusband had flain 
tim to have all the Seigniozp of Archimens, whereof Afan- 
rus had the one half againſt his ſiſter Egee. Ok theſe tydings, 
and of them that Cetus had wiitten, Egee was angry with Dy- 
medes her Pusband, and wꝛought ſo with her people, that they 
£39Miled they would no moze receive Dyomedes foz their Ko2b. 
Th. hen Dyomedes returned, neither his Wife noz folk 
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would receive him, but baniſhed him out of his corner fog ever, 
Then he happened to arrive in Salmine, where Ping Theater 
the bzother of Bing Thelamon was. This Ling beard (ay. that 
Dyomedes was culpable of the death of bie Bother. wich u- 
lifes: whereupon he commanded tha: Dyomedes ſhould be tas 
ken. But Dyomedcs heating thereof fied from thenee. Ping De- 
mophon and King Athmas being arrived in their own Lands. 
were baniched in like manner. ZThenthey arrived in rhe Land 
of Puke N2#or,which received chem with great ſop. Theſe tree 
Kings purpoſed to go ints their Lands wich men of Arms, and 
cake vengeance on their people. But Duke N-itor blamed them 
thereof : and counſelled them, that they ſhould firſt reccive them 
fo their Lo2ds, and pꝛomiſe them great libertics. Thus did 
chey as Neſtor counſelled chem: and it was uot long after, but 
the ir prople received them. 

Whilft Enes abode in Troy to repair his ®bips, he endured 
many aſlauics of his neighbours, that would have taken the 
remuant of the Trojans. Foꝛalmuch as he could not abide {on 
ger than his term aſſigned by the Greeks, he aſſembled the Tro- 
jans and tounſelled them they ſb6uld ſend foz Dyomedes to be 
their King, and ſaid,he would come willingly, fozaſmuch as he 
was dꝛiven out of his Country: and he was both wiſe and va- 
liant. So they ſent to ſeck Dyomedes and found him: who came 
and found the Trojans beſicged by their neighbeur Nations, E- 
neas then pꝛepared to battel:in which Dyomedes bare himſelf ſs 
valiancly, that he cok ſome p2:iſoners, aud hanged many as 
Thieves. In the fifth battel he behaved himſelfſo, that he got 
the upper hand of his enemies, and conquered them all: ſo as 
there was none ok his neighbours chat durſt aſſail che Trojans, 

During thefe things the Naby of Eneas was made ready, 
where:zpon he took Hipping with Anchiſes his Father: and be⸗ 
ing at Sea they rt ſolved to go and lek an habitation where the 
Gods and fo2tune would alſiga them. During their adventures, 
many perils happened, and rowing at random, they ſailed by 
H-licſpont, from thence to Tuskany in Italy, From whr- c 
they ſailed to Carthage, and again to Italy. The ſtozy wheres? 
who Uſt co peruſe, tet him read Virgil. 
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When Egce the wife of Dyomedes knew that the Trojans 
vad entertained Dyomedcs, and that he had diſcomfited their c- 
»emics, the doubted that Dyomedecs would take venganct on 
ner. She counſclled with her people, and by cheir adviſement 
ſent foz him to come unto her: who came, and had good enters 
-ainment. In like manner did ſundzy Toꝛ ds that had been exi⸗ 
ed return again to their Wives, and enjoyed their old Dcigs 
r10*i£s as many as yad clcapedthe danger of the Dea, 


CHAP. XXIX 
How Horeftes Son of King Agamemuon, cruely avenged himſclt 
for the death ot his Father. And how King Vliſ*s after ſun- 
dry perillous adventures, returned to his Country. 


PT ven Horeſtes Son of King Agamemnon, who was about 
twenty four years of age, and b:onghc up under Bing 
dumcus, Was by Idumeus made Knight, at whoſe Bnighting 
was great feaſting. Then Horeſtes pzaped him that he would 
ut lp him to revenge the death of his Father. and to recover his 
Lands again. Whereupon Idumeus delivered to him a thouſand 
armes men. And Horeites gathered out of other places, another 
thouſand : fo going toward Michmas he went by Traſim where 
Forenſis was,Covernour, of whom he got an hundzed ſoaldiers : 
this did Forenſis ko; the hatred he bare to Egi(:us, becauſe the 
ſaid Egiſtus having eſpouſed his Daughter, fozſok Her foz the 
love of Clytemneitra, So he jopned with Horeſtes, to make 
war againſt Egiſtus. This erpedition was taken in hand at the 
beginning of May. Then they came befoze Michmas, thoſe that 
kept the City would not peild it. He then beſteged it round: foz 
Ho;eſtes had anſwer from the Gods. that he ſhould be avenged 
of his Pother with his own hands, albeit (be was cloſed within 
that foztified City. Egiſtus was not at this time in that City. 
but was cone to p2ocure aid from atyer places, againſt the com⸗ 
ing of Horeſtes, by the inſtigation of his wife Clytemneſtra. 
When Horeftcs underſtood thereof, he ſecretly laid a great 
Ambulh of Armed men, to ſurpꝛize Egiſtus in his return, and 
therewith gave freſh aſſaults to the City : which _ — 
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foꝛtified was taken after fifteen days ſiege: who appointing his 
men to keep due watch, that none ſhould go out no: in at the 
Oites, went himlelk to che Palace Royal, wizere he took h;+ 
Mather, committing Her to pꝛilon and cauſed 8 be appꝛehendre 
all that were any way guilty of bis Father's peath. Che ſam: 
day returned Epgilius, with his new aids, thinking to have gon 
to the reſcue of the Cicv 5 but iy the wap he was taken 1» ch 
Ambuſh, of Hoteſies, who Now all his men, and bound his hands 
behind him. 

On the mo:row, Horeſtcs cauſed his mother Cletempener: 
be bꝛonugbt befoze him ſtark naked, with both her hands bound, 
whom as ſor as cver he law, be ran at her wich his Sword and 
fieſt he cut off her two Paps, and after fiew her, then be taufe 
her body to be dꝛawn taco the fields, and there to be left fo: the 
Birds of the air to devour, Chen he made Egi tus to be ſtrip 
ped, and dꝛawn naked through the Cit afterwards to be hang 
ed, in like manner dealt he with all choſe that were found: 
have been culpable of bis Father's death. This vengeance to 
H >r« {t25 fo: the drach of god King Agamomnon his Father 

Mcncleus having endured many perils by Dea. at length a! 
rived in Creethavirg with him Helen his wife : who hearing 
the death of bis bzocher, and bowcraelly Horeſtes bad put bi: 
own Mother to death. was ſo2c diſplealed with his Nepiew. A 
that time came unto M:relaus the greateſt Poſes of Greeer, 
to ſec her, foy whole ſake all the Greeks had ſuffered fo mut! 
trouble and veration. From Crcet, Menclaus lailcd to Michms 
and told Horcſi.s that he was not worthy to be neither King no 
Governour there ko: that ye had lo cruclly put to death his ow! 
Moler. Whereupon NMenclaus aſlembled at Athens all the 
cbeik Pohles of Greece, to dep:ive Horelies ok his Reign an? 
Sovernmenc fo: the tyzannous murthering of his Bother, He 
relies etcuſed bimſelf hereof. ſaping: that the Gods had av- 
pointed him to do that which be had donc. 

At this the Duke of Athens roſe up, and offered to be cham 
pion, in maintaining H: eſtes his cauſe againſt any that would 
withſtand it: which Challenge of his being by no man accepted, 
Horcſtes was judged as. guilcleſs, and ſuffered till to enjoy hie 
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bingdom. But upon this quarrel Horeſtes tontit ved ſuch moꝛ⸗ 
+2] hatred againſt Menelaus his Uncle, that he afterwards bare 
area: evil will to him. Notwithſtanding Bing Idumcus tame 
within a while to Nichmas. and reconciled them cach to other, 

bat Hor. it s took to wife Hamione the Daughter of Ring e- 
aus and of Helen, Mhereat Erigone the daughter of Egj!lt.Þe 
42 of Ciyt. innetira had great ſozrow, that ſhe hanged her ſelf, 
being grieved that H -reftes pꝛolpered ſo well. 

During theſe aftairs, U ies came into Cicet, with two 
Derchant ſhips, koz he had Toft all 1s own, and the chief of his 
doe ds by Py2ates. After which loſſes, he arrived in the Country 
ing Tt.elamon where bc loft the reſt of his goods. anditey 
o* that Countip would have hanged him, if be had not by his 
tuning eſcaped their hands After that he arrived in the Coun 
:r» of Bing Manlus who hated him fo2 the deach of his Son!“ 

ede: vet there he ſo handled ihe matter by bis induTry.chat 
ic got from thence. At laſt coming again into Crcet be was 
k(ndlp entertained by Bing Idumcus, wbo wondzed to ſee him in 
[3 po92 a caſe, demanding of all his adventures bow he had ſped 
unte be laſt departed from Troy, To which Ukſles replyed how 
great perils he had paſſed by Ses, and how he had loſt all his 
men and goods that be brought from Troy. B. Idumevs had pt- 
:v on him, when he heard thele things, and gave him honouta⸗ 
He entertainment, as long as he would tap. When be would 
de part into his own Country, Idumeus gave bim two ſhips fur⸗ 
"ied with all things veceflary fo: his voyage, ard with great 
vienty of riches, requeſting him that he would take his way by 
he Bing Alcinous to whom he ſhould de very welcom. 

This Ulif.s departing from Creet. came unto Bing Alciuc cis 
who reerived him jopfully, and was much delighied with his 
communication, There Ul: ſſes told of Penclope his wife, how 
any Noble men badrequeſed her love. pet none couldobtain 
but (he ſtill abode coaſfanctand how certain of his lands were 
1:1;Qly Tetained from her, during his abſence : rhe truth of 
Which, his Son Ulifes Th.lamonius coming thicher aflured 
him thereof, Mheteupon Uliſſes pzaped Alcinous that he would 
**c0mpany him co his Realm with a great company of armed 
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meu, to help him again to his right. To which Alcinous willing⸗ 
ly agreed. So they ſailed by Dca, and on a night arrived in his 
Country, and coming to the houſes of his enemies, flew them 
all. On the mozrow after. Uliflcs came to his Palace, where be 
bad Roval entertainment, of all ſozts of people: but eſpecially 
P.n.lope his wife made great joy foꝛ his coming, which ſhe ha» 
long dcfired, Vis people then came from all places, with man; 
rich pꝛelents, co welcome bim home. G2eat was the jop, and 
molt honourable the entertainment that Uliſes had at bis re 
turn ſhewed him. Then he dealt wich King Alcinous, that be 
gave to his Don Thelamonius, his Daugbrer Naulica to wife. 
The wedding being celebꝛated wich great ſolemnitp, Alcinous 
departcd home again into his Country, leaving Ulifles quietly 
polleſled in his Realm. 


CHAP, XXX. 
Of the dealings of Pyrrhus after his return from Trey: and how 
H-reftes the Son of Agamemeuon liew him at Del>ber, for that 
he had goten away Hermione his Wite. 


Yrihus the Son of Achilles, and ok Dyadamis, daughter of 
P Lycomedes, which Lycomedes was Don to Acaſtus an old 
Bing, and greatly hated of Acaſtus his Gzandfather by the mo- 
thers ade. It is not retoꝛded how this hatred grew:But this A- 
caſtus, having dziven Pelus out of his Kingdom of Theſſaly, 
laid wait to have flain Pyrrhus in his return from Troy. 

Pyrrhus paſſing thꝛeugh many perils at Sea, was dziven by 
foul weather, to caſt 1of part of his riches he bzought from 
Troy into the Sta: and arriving at Moloſſe, he going aſbsze, 
was given to underſtand, that B. Peleus his Grandfather,by thc 
Fathers ſide. was erfled from his Kingdom by Acaſtus, and 
that many Ships were hired to lye in wait to flay him: wherea: 
be was ſoꝛe diſpleaſed. Bing Peleus then knew not haw to ſave 
bimſelf, becauſe Philiſtines and Menalippus the two Dons of A- 
caſtus, ſought by all means to flap him. In the end Pcleus re- 
membꝛed him of an old building, that t@d half a mile from the 
City of ThcKaly. between the Sea end the City: this place 

was 
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was encompalled about with Rocks and walls, having great 
Cellars under ground, into which by a little hole grown over 
with buſhes a man might go. 

Into theſe Vaults Bing Pcleus got him, and there he abode 
until the return of his Pephew Pyrchus from Troy, by whoſe 
god help he truſted to avenge himſelf of his enemies. Foz whole 
coming he often went to look on the Sea coalt. When Pyrrhus 
with his Ships were landed, he add2eſſed himſclf co Theſſaly, 
againſt King Acalius:and the better to atchieve his purpole, be 
ſent his two Decretaries, the one called Criſpus, and the other 
Adralius, to one Aflindrus, a man ot great honour in Theſſaly 
which Aſſandrus was a great friend both to him and to Pelcus) 
ko to have his counſel aud help. The Peſſengers having been 
with Aﬀandrus, returned co Pyrrhus, aſluring him of his friends 
ly aid. Whereupon Pyrrhus hoiled Sail, and making towards 
Theſſaly, they were by a ſudden Tempeſt dziven in at the Poze 
Sepcliadim, half a mile from Theflaly near about where Peleus 
kept in the Wauttes. Zhen Pyrrhus went a ſhoze to reſt himſelf, 
aud take freſh air, and by chance he went walking to the Cave 
where Pelcus was hidden: and paſſing along the buſhes he fell 
into the hole, where was the decent inco the cave, where he 
found Peleus his G1andfather, Pel-us knowing him by his 
countenance, fs: he reſembled much his Father Achilles, em- 
braced him jovfully, and made known unto him all his misfoz- 
tunes, andthe wꝛongs that he had ſuſtained by the means of 
Acaſtus and his Sons. CTypdings hefrof came to Philiſtines and 
Menalippus, the Bons of Acaitus, who were an hunting in a 
Fozeſt there by. Zhen Pyrchus apparclled himſelk in beggerly 
apparel, and leaving his Grandfather with his ſhips, went 
alone wich his Dwo2d into the Fozeſt where he met with Phi- 
lifines and Menalippus, who demanded of him, what he was; 
Pyrrhus ſaid, he was a Grecian, that returned from Troy, in 
company with 500 moze had eſcaped his life from Shipwzack, 
and loft all that he had in the Sea, being now dꝛiven to beg foz 
dis luſtenance: wherefoze he did beleech them, if they had 
bꝛought anp victuals with them, they would gi ve him ſomething 
to eat. The two bꝛethꝛen ſaid, that be ould abide with them: 


which thing he granted. N Upon 
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Upon this parley a great Hart came running by them, at the 
fight whereof Mcnalippus put ſpurs to his Pozſe and followed 
on the chaſe: and immediately Philiſtines alligghting off his hozſe 
to reſt himiclf,Pyrrius ran him thozow and flew him: and Me- 
nalippus afterwards recurning again, was alſo lain by Py: rhus, 
Thus Perthus flew bis two Tincles, the bꝛethꝛen of Thetis the 
Bother of A-h les his Father. Paſſing from chence, he met 
with Chinezas. one of the bouſhold of Acaſtii<, of whom deman⸗ 
bing where the B. Ace uus Wag. and underſtanding that he wag 
hard by, he flew C:inarzs, and going in hald to his ſhips he ar⸗ 
raped him in pzccious robes. and ſo came back again to be Foꝛ⸗ 
reſt: and meeting with Eing Acalins.che King a*kcd him who 
he was? Jam ſaid be) one of the Dons of King Priamus of 
Troy, who nowam Pyiſoner to Pyrrhus, Where is Pyrrhas 
(ſaid the King : Me pointed bim toward che Dea. And as he 
was loking toward the Sca⸗ coſt, Pyrrhus d::w his Dwo)d and 
would have flain him, had not Thetis been, who knew Pyrrhyus 
and crped out. ſaying : Ah dear Nephew. what wilt thou do: 
Nilt thou kill my Father as thou haſt killed my two brechen. 
thy Uncles: and thus ſaying, ſhe caught bim faſt by the arm 
that he was about to ſtrike withal, Then Pyrrchusreplyed ſap- 
ing: The King Aczſtus tby Father, bach wꝛongkully eriled Bing 
Pcleus thy Pusband : let him reffoze bim unto his right, and I 
will ſave his life. King Acaſtus was content therewith : then a 
peace was concluded between chem all thzee and they lovey well 
together. After this Acid us laid to Pelcu:, J am old, and can 
no longer govern this Kealm : and thoſe are gone that ſhould 
have ſucceeded me in this Kingdom. Dherefoze if it plcaſe 
thee, let Pyrthus mp dear Nephew take on him the Governs 
ment, Pelcus was well contrated:and then was commandment 
given to all the 1Sarons of Th-aly, that thep ſhould do homage 
to Pirihus as thetr Ping and Sovcraign: : Wheicto the Barons 
wich great toy and liking accorded, Thus wasbyrthos crowned 
Ling Sf Th site., andefcemed the moſt redoubted Ling in all 
cet. Idumeus Ling of Crect dyed fortly after, Iraving de⸗ 
bind vim two Sons, M. rian and [,oarca. Lorca dycd ſroꝛtly af- 
ter his Fa;hcr. and Moran enfoyed the Bingdem Thelainne 
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nius the Bon of ulis had a Don by his Mike Nauſica, named 
Deir hobus. a 

Af:er all theſe things accompliſht, Acaſtus went and buried 
bis two Dons in Ticilaly, by che content of Pyrchus: and when 
Pyrthus was p2omotedto his Kopal dixnicy, he became enamss 


red of Hermione, daughter of Helen and wite to Hocites, Ber 


he lo courted, andallured by lo many enticements, that he got 
her away from her Busbaud into Thealy, and tok her to his 
wife. 4 orcltes was loꝛe ore! ved at this injury? pet he durſt not 
aſlail him with battel in his own Kealm, but ſald he would ere 
long be avenged of chistndiguicy, as ſoon as time wonld ſerve ; 
ſhoꝛelp after that, Fy rrehus went to Delphos, to give thanks un⸗ 
to his God Apo lo, foꝛ the god ſucceſs he had obtatned in Thel- 
{aly, in revenging his Father's death, and getting the Kingdom: 
and leaving in bis Palace behind him Andromache, ſometime 
the wife of Hector. and Laomedon her young Don > in his ab- 
ſence it was found that Andromache was With child by Pyr- 
rhus, whcreat H-rmione took diſpleaſure and ſent wozd to Me- 
nclaus her Father, bow Pyrihus foz the love of Andromache 
had fo2ſaken her, requeſting him, chat during the abode of Pyr- 
rhus at Declphos. he would come and kill Aniromache and Lao- 
medun her Son. Ac her requeſt Menclaus came, and with a lwoꝛd 
ran at Andromac'e, who caught in her arms Laomedon her 
voung Don. and run into the City crytug fo} aid, 
Upon ſinche hereof be City roſe in Arms, to defend Andro- 
m che and her poung Son from che laughter : whereupon Me. 
ri] us was fozced to tecire into his Country wi hout atchieving 
his purpoſe, When Horeſtes undertsod of Pyrrhus his being at 
Delph , be went with all ſpecd chicher and flew him with his 
own band. Thus did Horcttes re-over again his wife, and cars 
ried her into bis own Realm, When Py: r!1us was dead. Pclcus 
and Theris rok An :ro.nache that was with Child by Pyrrhus, 
with her little Don Laomedon, aud lent them to the Citp of 
Mia where Andromacne was delivered of a godly Don, 
which (he named Achill:1d's, This Achilleides when he was 
grown to years, bolpe his £:0ther Laomedon to be King of 
Theil. ly, and willed fo; bis lake, all the Irojans ſhould be ſet 
2 2 free 
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free, Here the ſtoꝛp ſaith,that the Biſter of Bing Menon (which 
Menon, Achilles flew befoze Troy, and who hing Priargus 
buried by his Son Troylus) came in very coſtly apparel to Troy, 
and opening her Brothers Depulture, tok out his bones: which 
ſo ſon as ſhe had, ſpe with them vaniſhed ſuddenly, no man knew 
which wap: and it is ſaid, that either it was a Goddels, oz the 
Daughter of a Soddels. 


CHAP XxXXI. 
Of a Viſion tht Vliſ?zs had in his ſleep: and how Thelagonxs 
the Son of Ulifſes by Queen Circe, came to ſeck V/iſſes and 
ſlew him, not knowing who he was. 


© Uliſſcs was ſleeping on his bed, he ſaw a Uiſion in which 
there ſeemed befoze him, a wonderfull fair creature, the 
moſt beaucitul that ever he law, which he would fain have em⸗ 
bzaced, but the Image would not ſuffer him. And he going after 
it, the Image asked him what he would have: he anſwered, that 
he was delirous to fopn with it in carnal copulation, Then ſaiv 
the Image: Oh, a woful conjunction will this be, foz thereupon 
one of us muſt dye. Pozeover, to him ſeemed, that the Image 
held a Spear, about the head was a penſil cunningly wought 
all over with fiſhes. And to him ſeemed, that the Image depar⸗ 
tedaway and ſaid : This fight vetokeneth deſtruction that ſhall 
happen to us two. When Uliſes awaked, he was fronbled to 
think of his dzeam, and being deſtrous to know what it might 
ſiqnitie : he ſent ta the Douthſapers of his Realm, to enqunre 
what this Qiſion might pꝛeſage: who havingconũdered thereof, 
ſaid; That his own Son ould kill m. Upon this he fearing 
bis Son, cauſed him to be appꝛehended and ſurely kept, After- 
wards he made him to dwell in a Caſtle that ſtood alone, where 
with a few ofhis truſty Friends and Dervants,he ſpent the time: 
and this Caſtle none might come unto but thoſe few of his own 
retinge : and they not to paſs 02 re-pals but at certain times by 
8 aw-b2idg by a wicker, the Caſtle being watered round a⸗ 
bouts. Now it had ſo fallen out befoze, that in his return from 
Troy, uliſſes had arrived in an Ade where Circe was Queen and 
Gave rnour 
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Governour, which was the cunningeſt woman in the wozld in 


enchantment. 

This Circe by her witchcraft, made Uliſſes ſtay with ber a 
time. at his return, and conceived by him a Son, whom ſhe na⸗ 
med Thelagoaus. And about the time of Uliſſes his dwelling in 
his Caſtle, Thelagonus being grown to ripe pears, and being 
a ſteut young man, would needs know of his Mother, who was 
his Father. Akter much increaty the told him who was his Fa- 
ther and where he did dwell, 

Thelagonus very glad hereof, and deſiring to lee his Father, 
travelled fozthwith to Achaja, and hearing where Uliſſes dwelt, 
he went thither: and coming on a Punday morning. he requeſt- 
ed thoſe that kept the bzidge, that they would let him go in to 
ſpcak with ulifles, The Pozters would by no means yeild theres 
to, but thzuſt him back churlifhly;whereat he taking diſpleaſure, 
{truckone on the neck with his fiſt,and beat him dead and letting 
upon the other, caſt them all off the Bꝛidge, whereupon they 
made a great cry: inſomuch chat the people of the Caſtle arr 


ed themlelves and came and aſlailed Thelagonus.Ye ſceing that, 
ſtept to one, and wing his Swozd out of his hand, where with 


he flew fikteen in ſhozt ſpace, and was himſelf hurt in many pla⸗ 
ces, Yercupon the upzoar grew moze and moꝛe: and Uliſſes 
doubting it was his Bon Thelagonus, who had bꝛoken out of 
pꝛilon, came running out with a dart in his hand which he flung 
at Thelagonus, and hit him not knowing who he was, and hurt 
The'agonus alittle. 

Th-lagonus fecling himſelf hurt, flung it again at Aliſſes 
(not knowing who he was) with fo great foꝛce, that hitting him, 
he fell down to the earth, Then Uliſſes being in great pain (re⸗ 
membzing himlelt of his fo2cſaid Wiſton, demanded of him 
what he was: laying, J am Uliſes. Thelagonus hearing this, 
fell ts great lamentation, and laid; Alas, waetch that J am, A 
tame hither to lee my Father, and ts live ſoyfully with him 


now J have lain him. Chus ſaying, he fell down in af 'F 
and when he was come again to his underſtanding, he rent his 
cloaths, beat himſelf about the face with his fiſts, and wept to 
his Facher, and fell down weeping befoze him, and ſaid : Jam 
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I helagonus thy unhappy Don, whom thon ercottelt on Queen 
Circ; J pray the Gods that they will ſuffer me to dye wi.h 
thee. | 

When Uliſſes underſtood this, he (ent for Thelamonius his 
lawfull vego:cen Don, who preſently coming would have lain 
T. elazonus to revenge bis Father's dea b. But Ul- laid, 
No (o. fo: he is thy bꝛocher: be ye reconciled together, and live 
and love as bꝛethien. Then was Ulichs carried into Ach4yz 
where within thece daves he dycd. and was by his Don bonous 
rably buricd. After whole death, Thelamcnius his Don ſuc⸗ 
ceeded in that Kingdom, who kept with him Ticlugonus his 
bꝛo her foꝛ the ſpace of a year anda half, making him Enighe, 
and honouring him grea:ly, At length being of en ſent fo2 by 
Circc his mother, he returned to her into the Ille Ali cs bags 
ving received many rich pꝛelents at the hands of hie b20ther. Any 
Circe dying ſhoꝛtly akter, Thelagonvs enfoped her Kingdom, 
and reigued in the (aid Ifle thzeeſco2e years. Thilamon'us was 
fourſcoze and thirceen years old at the dea hof ulis hts facher, 
and reigned afterwards, much encreaſing his @cignio:y, thee 
ſcoze and ten years. 

Ju this wiſe Dares finiſhed his book of tbe ſiege of Try and 
ſpeaketh not of their further adventures: and almuch as is con⸗ 
tained in the Biſtozp befoze w2reeen, is alſo found to have ben 
reco:ded by Dictes, the Greck : and in moit things boch their 
Looks agree. 

Dares in the end of hie book wꝛiteth thus, Chat the ſiege of 
Troy endured fo the (pace of (en pears, ten months and twelve 
days: and that the number of che Greeks there lain was eight 
bundzed and ſir thouſand fighting men: and the number of the 
Trojans, flain in defence of themlelves and of their Corntrey, 
was fir hundꝛed and fiktp ir thouſand fighting men. Pe latch, 
mo: cover. that when Encas departed from Troy into exile, he 
carried with him two hundꝛed ſhips 2 and that Anthe nor had 
wi:h him away five hundꝛed Douldiers,and all the reſt that were 
elcaped went with Ences. 

The ſaid Dares furthermo2e repoꝛted in the latter end of his 
25ok, by whom the mot noble Kings and Pꝛinccs of the one 
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part and ol the other were ſlain: and he ſaith, that Hector the 
moſt famous Pꝛince of Chivalry in the wozld flew with his own 
bands in god and lopal fight, cightoen Binge: not with trea- 
chery 02 lub. il devices, but by his pzoweſs and valour:.he names 
of which Kings do here follow: That is, King Archil gus, B.

And Paris 
he flew Palamedes, who was Cmperour of all the Oicckiſh Voſt. 
B. Achilles, and at laſt B. Ajax: and thercwithal Ajax flew bim 
allo. Eneas flew B. Amphimacus, and Bing Nercus. Achii Us 
ficw R. Cup: mus, B. Ypon: us, B. Picbens, N. Aulicras, N. Ci- 
moneus, M. Meuon, and Bing Neoptolemus.
